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EESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY,  JUNE  1,  1869. 


1.  The  Commitee  having  carefully  examined  the  docu- 
ments submitted  to  them,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions,  approve  and  recommend  the  Eeport 
herewith  presented  as  the  Report  of  the  Board  for  the  year, 
to  be  printed  as  usual;  and  the  Committee  feel  it  right  to 
express  gratitude  to  God,  for  the  blessing  that  has  attended 
the  administration  of  the  Board  during  the  year. 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  action  founded  upon  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  Backus  was  chairman,  be 
deferred,  in  the  existing  relations  of  the  Church. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  arrangements  of  Seminaries  having 
changed  as  to  length  of  vacation,  it  is  recommended  to  the 
Board  to  consider  whether  Theological  students,  licensed  to 
preach  after  their  second  year  at  the  Seminary,  might  not, 
when  recommended  by  their  Presbyteries,  be  employed  with 
advantage,  under  the  direction  of  the  Presbytery  within 
whose  bounds  they  labor. 

4.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  one-fourth  of  our  congrega- 
tions make  no  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Board,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  wants  of  the  country  increase  from  year  to 
year,  it  is  recommended  that  the  General  Assembly  authorize 


and  enjoin  Presbyteries  to  inquire  at  tbeir  first  meetings 
after  the  time  appointed  for  the  making  of  the  collections, 
into  the  reasons  for  omission,  when  no  collection  has  been 
made. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  ability,  wisdom  and  energy,  of  the 
pro  tern.  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  the  Rev,  Gr. 
W.  Musgrave,  DD.,  during  the  past  six  months,  in  bringing 
the  Board  out  of  the  embarrassments  in  which  he  found  it, 
into  a  condition  of  comparative  prosperity  and  usefulness, 
deserve  honorable  mention ;  and  that  we  express  the  desire 
that  his  health  may  permit  his  valuable  services  being  re- 
tained by  the  Board.

BOARD  OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS, 


FROM  MARCH  1,  1868,  TO  MARCH  1,  1869. 


In  compliance  with  its  duty,  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
respectfully  presents  to  the  General  Assembly,  this  its  Sixty- 
seventy  Annual  Report.  The  past  year  was  one  of  adversity 
and  prosperity — of  contraction  and  expansion — but  with  the 
blessing  of  God,  it  has  been  closed  under  circumstances  which 
call  for  special  thanksgiving  and  praise. 

We  commenced  the  year  with  a  balance  of  more  than 
$19,000.00,  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  the  Board  would 
be  able  to  meet  promptly  all  its  liabilities  during  the  incoming 
year.  This  expectation  was  far  from  being  realized,  for  so 
early  as  the  15th  of  July,  the  treasury  was  entirely  exhausted, 
and  the  Board  began  to  fall  rapidly  in  debt.  By  the  middle 
of  September,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  amounted  to  more 
than  $10,000.00,  and  the  debt  was  daily  increasing. 

In  this  state  of  things  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary 
being  vacant,  the  Board  unanimously  requested  the  Rev.  G. 
W.  Musgrave,  D.  D.,  to  act  as  Corresponding  Secretary  pro 
tern,  who  immediately  entered  upon  the  duties  thus  assigned 
him.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June  last,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  L.  Janeway,  D.'D.,  tendered  his  resignation  of 
the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  to  take  effect  on  the  first 
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of  July,  which  was  accepted.  At  the  same  meeting,  the  Board 
unanimously  elected  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Dickson,  D.  D.,  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created.  As  Dr. 
Dickson  could  not  see  his  way  clear  at  once  to  accept,  at  the 
request  of  the  Board  he  kept  the  subject  under  consideration  for 
several  months.  On  the  11th  day  of  September,  however,  the 
matter  was  finally  determined,  greatly  to  the  regret  and  dis- 
appointment of  the  Board,  by  the  refusal  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Baltimore  to  dissolve  the  pastoral  relation  of  Dr.  Dickson. 

Under  the  administration  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
pro  tern,  the  first  measures  adopted  were  to  borrow  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  missionaries  who  had  reported,  and  who  had 
been  kept  waiting  for  the  amounts  due  them,  for  a  considera- 
ble time ;  and  to  publish  earnest  appeals  to  the  churches  to 
replenish  the  treasury.  The  former  measure  gave  immediate 
relief  to  the  missionaries,  and  the  latter  were  in  due  time 
responded  to  liberally  by  the  churches.  Meanwhile,  in  order 
certainly  to  restore  the  Board  to  a  solvent  condition,  it  contin- 
ued the  reduction  of  salaries  twenty-five  per  cent,  which  had 
been  commenced  when  the  treasury  was  found  to  be  exhausted 
in  July. 

The  measures  adopted  with  the  blessing  of  God,  proved 
successful.  In  less  than  four  months  the  Board  was  extricated 
from  its  pecuniary  difficulties;  the  missionaries  fully  paid  as 
far  as  reported;  all  the  borrowed  money  returned ;  the  salaries 
of  the  missionaries  restored  to  what  thoy  were  prior  to  their 
reduction ;  and  the  Board  enabled  safely  to  extend  its  opera- 
-  tions. 

Operations  of  the  Year. 

Of  Missions — Statistical  Details. 

The  whole  number  of  missionaries  in  commission  last  year, 
was  546.  They  were  located  in  the  following  States  and 
Territories,  viz:

The  number  of  churches  and  missionary  stations  wholly  or 
in  part  supplied,  (as  far  as  reported,)  by  our  missionaries, 
is  824. 

The  number  of  newly  organized  churches  is  60. 

The  number  of  admissions  on  examination  is  2792,  and  on 
certificate,  1930;    making  a  total  admission  of  4722. 

The  number  in  communion  with  churches  connected  with  the 
Board  is  26,078. 

The  number  of  Sabbath-schools  is  450;  of  teachers  3866; 
and  of  scholars  30,245. 

The  number  of  baptisms  is  2683. 

Of  the  546  missionaries  who  have  been  in  commission  dur- 
ing the  year,  139  have  sent  in  no  special  report  for  the 
Assembly,  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number;  conse- 
quently we  must  increase  all  the  returns  one-fourth  to  make 
them  correct. 

Appropriations. 

The  appropriations  made  to  our  missionaries,  from  March  1, 
1868,  to  March  1,  1869,  were  $113,749.00. 

As  the  missionary  appointments  are  made,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  for  twelve  months,  and  are  scattered  over  the 
whole  year  of  course  a  large  number  of  the  appropriations 
made  during  the  year,  have  not  yet  fully  matured,  but  will  be 
falling  due  as  the  present  year  advances.

■  Receipts  and  Payments. 

The  total  amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources,  from  March  1, 
1868,  to  March  1,  1869,  was  $157,222.23,  to  which  add 
halance  on  hand  March  1,  1868,  $19,443.99;  making  the 
available  resources  of  the  Board  during  the  year,  $176,- 
666.22. 

The  payments  during  the  year  were  $115,818.09;  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  on  March  1,  1869,  of  $60,848.13. 
The  amount  due  the  missionaries  at  the  same  date,  was 
$12,500.00,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $48,348.13. 

This  balance  is  comparatively  large,  and  without  explana- 
tion may  readily  mislead  the  Presbyteries  and  the  patrons  of 
the  Board.  Indeed  we  have  reason  to  fear  that,  notwithstand- 
ing our  repeated  explanations  of  this  matter,  some  of  our 
friends  may  receive  a  wrong  impression,  and  may  withhold  or 
diminish  their  contributions  on  the  supposition  that  the  Board 
cannot  be  in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance,  because  the  balance 
reported  is  so  large.  We  will  therefore  again  state,  what  we 
have  repeatedly  stated  in  our  previous  reports,  that  the  amount 
on  hand  at  the  period  of  the  year  when  our  balance  is  reported, 
is  always  larger  than  at  any  other  time.  From  the  month  of 
March,  the  receipts  begin  to  fall  off,  and  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  spring,  the  entire  summer  and  the  early  part  of  the  fall, 
the  receipts  are  comparatively  small;  so  that  unless  our  balance 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  is  large,  it  would  be 
impracticable  to  carry  on  the  operations  of  the  Board  during 
the  year.  For  example:  although  the  balance  on  hand  on 
March  1,  1868,  was  more  than  $19,000.00,  by  the  15th  of 
July  ensuing,  the  Treasury  was  entirely  exhausted;  and  before 
the  treasury  was  replenished  by  the  annual  contributions  of  the 
churches  in  the  fall,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  beyond  its 
ability  to  pay,  amounted  to  more  than  $15,000.00.  Moreover 
a  very  large  portion  of  the  reported  balance  was  received  during 
the  last  two  or  three  months  of  the  fiscal  year;  and  although 
there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  expend  a  great  deal  of  it,  yet 
large  liabilities  have  been  created  on  account  of  its  possession, 
Avhich,  as  they  mature,  will  rapidly  diminish  it.     Indeed,   as 
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many  more  new  appointments  must  be  made,  it  is  higWy 
probable  that  the  Treasury  will  be  nearly  if  not  quite  exhausted 
before  the  first  of  next  November. 

Clothing. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  boxes,  barrels,  and  pack- 
ages containing  clothing  valued  at  ^24,123.85,  were  received 
and  distributed  among  the  missionaries  during  the  year;  and 
nineteen  boxes,  barrels  and  packages  of  which  no  valuation 
was  reported — the  value  of  the  whole  being  probably  $27,- 
500.00. 

The  Ladies  who  have  furnished  these  valua,ble  missionary 
boxes,  deserve,  and  they  will  please  accept,  the  warmest  thanks 
of  the  Board.  They  have  cost  them  in  their  preparation,  much 
time,  labor,  and  expense.  Doubtless  He  who  hath  said, 
"Whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  these  little  ones  a 
cup  of  cold  water  only,  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward;"  and  who  has 
declared  that  in  the  day  of  judgment  He  will  say  to  the  right- 
eous, "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  will  graciously 
recompense  them  for  their  work  and  labor  of  love.  It  may 
afford  them  a  present  partial  reward  to  know  that  the  clothing 
furnished  by  them  has  prevented  much  suffering,  and  en- 
couraged and  stimulated  many  of  God's  servants  amid  their 
self-denials  and  toils.  From  the  reports  of  the  missionaries 
received  at  the  office,  we  know  that  the  gifts  of  the  ladies  are 
highly  appreciated  by  them,  and  that  they  are  often  at  a  loss 
for  language  to  express  their  gratitude.  We  presume  that  the 
missionaries,  on  the  receipt  of  the  clothing  sent  them,  make 
their  grateful  acknowledgments  to  those  to  whom  they  are  so 
greatly  indebted. 

We  trust  that  the  Ladies  will  persevere  in  this  good  work. 
The  salaries  of  the  missionaries  are  generally  inadequate,  and 
many  of  their  families  would  actually  suffer  for  want  of  com- 
fortable clothing  unless  thus  supplied.  Indeed  we  would  be 
glad  if  all  the  churches  which  are  able,  would  engage  in  this 
charitable  work.     Not  only  would  more  of  the  missionaries  be 
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supplied,  but  the  correspondence  connected  with  it  would  make 
the  churches  better  acquainted  with  the  trials  and  labors  of  the 
missionaries,  and  so  create  a  deeper  interest  in  the  missionary 
work. 

We  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  request  all  who  engage  in  this 
work,  to  operate  through  the  Board.  If  the  churches  act 
independently,  select  the  missionaries,  and  forward  boxes  to 
them  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Board,  the  consequence  may 
be  that  several  churches  may  select  the  same  person,  and  thus 
some  of  the  missionaries  may  receive  two  or  three  boxes,  while 
others,  equally  deserving  and  needy,  may  not  receive  any.  In- 
deed we  know  that  this  has  been  actually  the  case  in  many 
instances — yea,  it  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  one  mis- 
sionary during  the  year  received  no  fewer  than  five  boxes 
valued  at  $553.73,  and  yet  was  in  correspondence  with  other 
churches  to  obtain  more!  Nor  should  the  churches  allow  them- 
selves to  be  unduly  influenced  in  the  selection  and  supply  of  their 
beneficiaries,  by  any  self-appointed  corresponding  solicitor  who 
may  seek  to  monopolize  their  benefactions  in  behalf  of  the  mis- 
sionaries within  the  bounds  of  a  particular  Sj'nod  or  State, 
'greatly  to  the  injury  of  missionaries  in  other  parts  of  the 
field,  who  are  equally  deserving  and  perhaps  even  more  neces- 
sitous. By  acting  through  the  Board,  whose  duty  and  privi- 
lege it  is  to  endeavor  impartially  to  supply  the  wants  of  all  the 
missionaries,  the  above  mentioned  evils  would  be  avoided. 

We  will  repeat  what  has  been  often  heretofore  published, 
that  the  value  of  the  clothing  sent  to  our  missionaries  is  never 
deducted  from  the  salary  of  those  who  receive  it,  but  is  re- 
garded simply  as  a  special  donation  to  them  from  the  friends 
of  the  cause.  We  will  add,  that  such  donations  of  clothing 
ought  never  to  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  or  diminish  the 
contributions  to  the  Board,  as  such  an  effect  would  be  highly 
prejudicial  to  the  Board,  and  injurious  to  the  missionaries 
themselves. 

Outside  Operations. 

It  having  come  to  our  knowledge  that  certain  individuals, 
unauthorized  by  the  Board,  were  collecting  by  means  of  exten- 
sive correspondence,  &c.,  large  sums  of  money  from  the  bene- 
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volent,  professedly  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  the  salaries 
of  our  missionaries  in  Minnesota ;  and  believing  that  such  out- 
side operations  would  diminish  the  receipts  of  the  Board,  and 
so  prove  injurious  to  the  missionaries  in  other  parts  of  the  field, 
the  Executive  Committee  published  the  following  caution,  which 
was  subsequently  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Board,  viz: 

"  Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  that  individuals 
have  been  privately  making  systematic  elforts  to  collect  funds 
from  the  benevolent,  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  supplementing 
the  salaries  of  missionaries  commissioned  by  the  Board,  and 
to  aid  in  the  support  of  ministers  not  in  commission,  which 
funds  are  distributed  on  their  own  responsibility  and  at  their 
individual  discretion — and  whereas,  such  independent  operations 
are  unjust  towards  other  missionaries  in  other  parts  of  the 
field,  and  are  adapted  to  diminish  the  receipts  of  the  Board ; 
therefore, 

^^Resolved,  That  this  Committee  disapproves  of  such  opera- 
tions, and  earnestly  recommends  to  all  the  friends  of  the  cause 
to  send  their  contributions  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  at 
Philadelphia,  to  be  equitably  distributed  among  all  the  mis- 
sionaries throughout  the  field  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
upon  the  application  and  with  the  advice  of  their  respective 
Presbyteries."  . 

The  design  of  this  caution  was  not  to  interfere  with  the  duty 
and  privilege  of  individuals  to  relieve  any  special  cases  of  suf- 
fering and  want  with  which  they  might  become  acquainted. 
The  exercise  of  such  private  charity  is  highly  commendable  in 
the  sight  of  Him  who  has  said,  "The  poor  ye  have  always  with 
you ;"  and  when  it  is  bestowed  upon  any  of  the  missionaries  of 
the  Board  who  may  be  urgently  in  need  of  such  private  aid,  it 
is  highly  appreciated  by  us. 

The  object  was  to  caution  the  benevolent  against  a  systematic 
effort  by  self-appointed  agents,  to  collect  large  sums  of  money 
avowedly  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  the  salaries  of  mis- 
sionaries commissioned  by  the  Board,  and  to  aid  in  the  support 
of  ministers  not  in  commission;  mainly,  if  not  exclusively, 
within  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  which  funds  were  distributed 
on  their  own  responsibility  and  at  their  individual  discretion. 
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The  establishment  of  such  an  independent  Sub-treasury,  used 
mainly,  if  not  exclusively,  for  the  benefit  of  the  missionaries 
located  within  the  bounds  of  a  single  Synod,  is,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board,  highly  objectionable. 

1.  There  was  no  special  need  for  such  collections,  so  far  as 
the  Synod  of  St.  Paul  is  concerned;  for  during  the  year  ending 
with  March  1st,  1868,  the  Board  had  in  that  field  42  missiona- 
ries, and  had  expended  over  $10,000  in  their  support;  nearly 
one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  furnished  by  the  churches  for 
the  support  of  all  the  missionaries  commissioned  by  the  Board. 
During  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of  March,  1869,  the  number 
of  missionaries  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  St.  Paul 
was  38,  and  the  amount  expended  nearly  $9,600. 

2.  While  it  may  be  true  that  there  were  a  few  individual 
cases  of  actual  destitution  and  suffering,  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  missionaries  in  Minnesota  were,  and  are,  in 
general,  in  as  comfortable  circumstances  as  the  same  number 
of  missionaries  in  any  of  the  new  States  and  Territories.  It 
is  manifestly  unjust  to  hold  up  two  or  three  extreme  cases  as 
descriptive  of  the  condition  of  the  missionaries  in  general. 
Impressions  made  in  this  manner,  are  not  only  unfair,  but  they 
are  unjust  and  damaging  to  the  Board,  discreditable  to  the 
Church  at  large,  and  injurious  to  the  interests  of  the  missiona- 
ries in  other  sections  of  the  field. 

3.  Such  outside  operations  are  objectionable,  because  they 
diminish  the  receipts  of  the  Board,  and  tend,  in  fact,  to  the 
destruction  of  the  Board  itself. 

4.  Such  independent  operations  are  objectionable,  because 
they  are  irresponsible,  and  the  disbursement  of  funds  so  col- 
lected might  be  perverted  to  selfish  and  ambitious  purposes. 
We  do  not  mean  by  this  to  call  in  question  either  the  honesty 
or  the  purely  benevolent  motives  of  any  who  have  been  thus 
far  engaged  in  these  operations.  But  if  they  are  to  be  allowed 
to  continue  such  efforts,  why  may  not  others?  Yea,  one  or 
more  within  the  bounds  of  every  Synod — and  if  so,  we  may 
soon  have  a  large  body  of  self-appointed  agents,  without  any 
persons  authorized  to  audit  their  accounts,  or  any  to  whom 
they  are  accountable  for  the  proper  application  of  the  funds 
entrusted  to  them. 
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5.  The  disbursement  of  funds  at  the  individual  discretion  of 
self-appointed  agents,  is  highly  objectionable,  because  it  is 
adapted  to  give  them  an  undue  influence  over  their  missionary 
brethren,  by  making  them  dependent  upon  their  good-will  or 
caprice.  Indeed,  complaints  have  already  reached  us  of  the 
partial  distribution  of  the  private  fund  alluded  to,  and  of  the 
injurious  effect  upon  some  of  the  missionaries  themselves. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  that  might  be  mentioned,  it  would 
be  far  better  if  all  would  comply  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  send  their  contributions  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  Board  at  Philadelphia,  to  be  equitably  dis- 
tributed among  all  the  missionaries  throughout  the  field,  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  upon  the  application  and  with  the  advice 
of  their  respective  Presbyteries. 

Reorganization. 

With  regard  to  the  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Board, 
proposed  by  the  Special  Committee  in  their  report  to  the  last 
General  Assembly,  and  which  was  published  in  the  Appendix 
to  the  Minutes  for  the  consideration  of  the  church  ;  we  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  say  much,  as  we  presume  the  Assembly 
will  not  act  upon  the  matter  pending  negotiations  for  the 
reunion  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  If 
the  reunion  should  take  place,  it  is  probable  that  changes  will 
have  to  be  made  in  the  organization  of  all  the  Boards  of  the 
Church ;  and  as  our  brethren  of  the  other  branch  will,  in  that 
event,  be  equally  interested,  it  would  seem  to  be  just  and 
proper  to  defer  such  adjustments  until  after  the  union  shall 
have  been  consummated.  Moreover  we  might  derive  great 
advantage  from  their  counsels  and  experience. 

Meanwhile  it  may  not  be  improper  for  us  to  state,  that,  in 
our  opinion,  while  the  plan  proposed  has  some  advantages,  it 
is  too  complicated  and  is  liable  to  serious  objections.  Judging 
from  our  experience,  the  comparative  inefficiency  of  the  Board 
has  not  resulted  from  any  defect  in  its  organization,  but  from 
the  want  of  a  more  general  and  liberal  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  churches.  If  the  Treasury  had  always  been  adequately 
filled,  so  that  the  Board  could  have  met  the  reasonable 
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demands  made  upon  it,  there  would,  we  presume,  have  been  but 
few  if  any  complaints.  The  present  improved  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  Board  and  its  consequent  efficiency,  have  given,  we 
believe,  general  if  not  universal  satisfaction  ;  and  judging  from 
the  recent  liberal  contributions  of  the  churches,  and  the  sys- 
tematic arrangements  which  have  been  made  by  various 
Synods  and  Presbyteries,  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  the 
Treasury  will  be  kept  yet  more  fully  supplied,  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  Board  still  more  largely  increased. 

In  this  connection  we  may  be  allowed  respectfully  to  express 
the  opinion,  that  the  frequent  appointment  of  visiting  Commit- 
tees to  examine  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  this  Board, 
has  had  an  injurious  effect,  and  has  made  an  impression 
that  there  was  some  ground  for  suspicion  that  its  affairs  were 
not  properly  managed.  It  is  true  that  every  Committee  has 
reported  favorably  and  recommended  the  Board  to  the  confi- 
dence of  the  churches ;  aud  yet  the  fact  that  such  Committees 
are  so  frequently  appointed,  is  certainly  adapted  to  make  an 
unfavorable  impression.  Would  it  not  be  less  invidious  and 
less  injurious,  if  a  Special  Committee  were  appointed,  say  once 
in  every  four  or  five  years,  to  visit  each  and  all  of  the  Boards, 
and  report  upon  their  condition  severally. 


Frbedmen's  Committee. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  cooperate  cordially  with  the 
Preedmen's  Committee,  and  has  issued  as  many  joint  commis- 
sions as  its  limited  resources  and  the  necessities  of  the  entire 
field  would  permit.  During  the  year  there  were  fourteen 
missionaries  employed  in  this  department  of  the  work,  and 
three  more  were  commissioned  on  the  first  of  March.  We 
have  been  highly  gratified  with  many  of  the  reports  of  these 
missionaries,  and  have  no  doubt  that  they  have  been  highly 
useful  in  their  labors  among  the  freedmen. 

The  Executive  Committee,  having  been  asked  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  to  inquire  and  report  on  the  subject,  an  expression 
of  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  discontinuing  the  Committee 
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on    Freedmen,  and    transferring   its    missionary  work    to  this 
Board,  adopted  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

^'■Resolved,  That  in  our  judgment  it  would  be  inexpedient  at 
present  to  discontinue  the  Freedmen's  Committee,  as  the  work 
entrusted  to  it  is  multiform,  and  the  condition  of  the  Freedmen 
is,  as  yet,  such  as  to  require  the  superintendence  of  a  separate 
Committee;  and  because  organic  changes  in  any  of  the  Boards 
would  be  injudicious  in  view  of  pending  negotiations  between 
the  two  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church." 

Proper  Application  of  Missionary  Funds. 

The  Board  has  frequently  called  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  misapplication  of  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Church.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  churches  are 
receiving  aid  which  could,  and  therefore  ought  to  be,  self- 
sustaining.  Many  of  them  have  been  receiving  aid  from  the 
Board  for  years,  and  yet  are  applicants  for  the  same  amount  of 
assistance.  Some  of  them  are  thought  by  neighboring  churches 
to  be  as  well,  if  not  better  able  to  support  their  pastors,  than 
they  which  are  receiving  no  assistance  from  the  Board;  and  it 
is  feared  that  in  consequence  of  this,  the  contributions  of  the 
churches  are  diminished.  If  such  dependent  churches  would 
become,  as  they  might,  self-supporting,  thousands  of  dollars 
annually  might  be  saved  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  to 
really  needy  and  promising  churches. 

A  large  portion  of  the  missionary  fund  has  been  annually 
expended  upon  unpromising  fields  which  have  remained  com- 
paratively barren,  and  which  are  likely  to  continue,  for  many 
years,  an  expensive  burden  to  the  Board.  In  some  cases,  mis- 
sionaries are  located  where  the  population  is  very  sparse,  and 
where  having  few  materials  to  work  upon,  they  are  compar- 
atively useless;  and  churches  organized  where  there  is  no 
reasonable  prospect  of  growth.  If  the  men  thus  injudiciously 
located  were  appointed  to  places  of  a  diiferent  character,  how 
much  more  useful  would  they  be;  and  if  the  money  were 
applied  in  gathering  and  organizing  churches  at  points  which 
give  greater  promise  of  success,  how  much  more  rapidly  and 
efficiently  would  the  cause  be  promoted. 

It  is  feared  that  in  some  instances,  notwithstanding  the  effort 
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of  the  Board  to  prevent  it,  some  parts  of  the  field  have  received 
more  than  their  share  of  the  missionary  fund.  Being  better 
acquainted  with  the  destitutions  within  their  bounds,  and  there- 
fore more  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  supplying 
their  wants,  Synods  and  Presbyteries  often  apply  for,  and 
insist  upon,  larger  appropriations  than  can  be  made  in  justice 
to  other  parts  of  the  field.  The  Board  has  endeavored  to  keep 
in  view  the  wants  of  the  entire  field,  and  to  make  as  equitable 
a  distribution  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  them,  as  they  could ; 
and  this  they  will  continue  faithfully  to  do.  In  the  discharge 
of  this  obvious  duty,  we  invoke  the  approbation  and  support  of 
the  Assembly  and  of  the  Church  at  large. 

We  respectfully  and  earnestly  request  the  Presbyteries  to  be 
careful  in  making  applications  for  missionary  aid.  No  church 
should  be  recommended  for  an  appropriation  without  due 
inquiry  into  its  condition  and  prospects,  and  no  new  enterprise 
undertaken  that  does  not  give  promise  of  success. 

Need  of  Larger  Contributions. 

Although  the  balance  reported  is  comparatively  large,  yet 
for  the  reasons  stated  in  a  former  part  of  this  report,  it  will 
soon  be  exhausted — as  the  liabilities  of  the  Board  since  the 
month  of  December  last,  have  been  largely  augmented  by 
restoring  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  granting  commissions 
which  had  been  previously  declined  for  want  of  funds,  and  by 
numerous  new  appointments.  The  operations  of  the  Board 
ought  to  be  still  further  and  much  more  largely  extended. 
There  are  many  centres  of  influence  and  fields  of  great  prom- 
ise, which  ought  to  be  occupied  by  us,  but  which  cannot  be 
without  larger  pecuniary  means.  We  will  not  renew  our 
repeated  descriptions  of  the  immensity  and  importance  of  the 
field  which  we  are  called  to  cultivate.  We  simply  remind  the 
patrons  of  the  Board  that  its  field  embraces  the  whole  country 
from  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean !  the  population  of  which  is  now 
forty  millions,  and  will  probably  within  thirty  years  amount  to 
one  hundred  millions.  We  ask  them  to  consider  likewise  the 
nature  of  our  Republican  Government,  and  to  remember  that 
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knowledge,  morality  and  religion  are  indispensable  to  its  pre- 
servation. How  mighty  the  responsibility  of  the  Church  to 
supply  these  teeming  millions  with  the  means  of  grace.  How 
deep  our  interest  as  citizens  in  perpetuating  our  free  institu- 
tutions.  It  is  true  that  our  branch  of  the  Church  cannot  do  all 
that  is  required,  but  it  is  both  our  duty  and  privilege  to  do  our 
share  of  the  work. 

In  order  that  our  Church  may  be  able  to  do  its  part  in  sup- 
plying the  religious  wants  of  the  nation,  the  means  furnished 
this  Board  annually  ought  to  be  at  least  doubled.  We  need  at 
least  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  yearly,  to  meet  the 
pressing  demands  that  are  made  upon  the  Board  by  Pres- 
byteries and  communities.  It  has  been  for  want  of  adequate 
means  that  so  much  embarrassment  has  been  felt  by  the 
Board,  and  so  much  disappointment  expressed  by  those  whose 
applications  for  aid  have  been  necessairly  declined  for  want  of 
funds.  The  Board  never  can  give  general  and  full  satisfaction 
unless  its  Treasury  is  adequately  supplied. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberal  contributions  of  many 
of  the  churches,  received  during  the  last  three  months  of  the 
fiscal  year,  by  which  the  Board  was  relieved  from  its  embar- 
rassment and  the  Treasury  in  so  good  a  measure  replenished. 
Many  of  the  churches  increased  their  usual  contributions  and 
some  doubled  them.  One  of  the  churches  in  the  city  of  New 
York  contributed  very  nearly  $20,000.00 — an  imperial  contri- 
bution, deserving  the  special  thanks  not  only  of  the  Board,  but 
of  our  whole  denomination.  The  increased  liberality  of  the 
churches  generally  is  highly  encouraging  and  justly  warrants 
the  hope  of  still  larger  contributions. 

While  most  of  the  churches  have  not  failed  to  make  their 
annual  contribution  to  the  Board,  we  regret  to  be  obliged  to 
state  that  there  are  still  many  delinquent.  It  is  really  morti- 
fying to  add,  that  some  of  these  delinquent  churches  are  under 
the  charge  of  our  missionaries,  and  receiving  aid  from  the 
Board.  Ought  not  Presbyteries  to  call  all  delinquents  to  a 
strict  account,  and  adopt  some  measure  to  enforce  the  obliga- 
tion of  at  least  taking  up  a  collection  for  each  of  the  Boards  of 
the  Church? 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  many  Presbyteries  and   churches 
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have  recently  inaugurated  systematic  plans  for  increasing  the 
receipts  of  the  Board,  which,  if  practically,  energetically  and 
perseveringly  executed,  would  no  doubt  prove  highly  useful. 
We  will  not  undertake  to  recommend  any  specific  plan.  What 
is  needed  is  some  plan  by  which  every  individual  shall  be 
applied  to  for  his  annual  contribution  to  the  cause.  If  the 
necessary  information  be  furnished  by  every  pastor,  and  each 
individual  member  of  our  entire  denomination  is  personally 
applied  to  for  his  contribution,  the  aggregate  amount  annually 
contributed  to  this  Board  would  certainly  reach  a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  dollars,  and  possibly  double  that  sum. 

We  wish  the  churches  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  Board  will 
continue  to  regard  their  contributions  as  instructions  to  it,  and 
will  expand  or  contract  its  operations  according  to  the  means 
which  are  placed  at  its  disposal.  If  the  churches  desire  the 
Board  largely  to  extend  its  operations,  their  contributions 
should  therefore  be  correspondingly  large. 

The  term  of  service  of  the  following  members  of  the  Board 
expires  during  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  and  you  are 
respectfully  requested  to  take  action  accordingly.

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NOTICE   TO  APPLICANTS  FOR  MISSIONARY  AID. 

Applicants  for  Missionaries  and  missionary  aid,  are  respectfully  and  earnestly 
requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board : 

PiULE  1. — Regular  form  in  which  applications  are  to  come  up  to  the  Board  as  often 

as  made. 

Applications  to  the  Board  for  Missionary  appointments  and  pecuniar^/  aid, 
and  also  for  the  re-appointment  of  Missionaries,  should  always  be  made  in 
writing  by  the  Ruli7ig  Elders  of  the  church,  through  the  Presbytery,  or  the 
Corresponding  Executive  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church 
applying  for  assistance  belongs,  accompanied  ivith  a  recommendation  from  said 
Presbytery  or  Committee,  of  the  Missionary  to  be  appointed,  and  a  specification 
of  the  amount  of  aid  indispensably  necessary. 

If  there  be  no  Corresponding  Executive  Committee  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
application  must  be  fully  sanctioned  by  two  neighboring  ministers  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs. 

Rule  2. — Of  the  Board  in  relation  to  renewing,   dating,    and  antedating   Com- 
missions.    Passed  March  10/A,  1851. 

In  consequence  of  the  constantly  repeated  applications  of  Presbyteries  to 
antedate  commissions — some  for  three,  others  for  six,  and  some  even  for 
twelve  months — and  without  any  apparent  reason,  other  than  want  of  attention 
and  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries,  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries 
on  Missions,  thereby  embarrassing  the  business  of  the  Board,  and  depriving 
the  Board  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  expenses  of  our  missions,  for  which 
provision  must  be  made  weekly,  therefore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Presbyteries  and  Committees  of  Presbyteries  on 
Missions,  be  respectively  requested  to  have  commissions  of  their  missionaries 
renewed  before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  if  practicable  to  do  so ; 
and  in  all  cases  to  state  definitely  the  time  .ivhen  they  wish  the  commission  to  be 
dated. 

Resolved,  2.     That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1851,  the  Board  will 
antedate  no  commission  beyond  two  months  from  the  time  of  the  reception  of  the 
application  at  the  Mission  House, 
Rule  3. — Rules  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  careful  examination  of  applicants ; 

to  information  required  of  Presbyteries  by  the  Board,  to   assist  it  in  its  action : 

and  to  churches  able  to  support  the  gospel  for  themselves. 

On  motion, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  propriety  and  justice  of  every  application  for  new  commissions, 
or  for  renewal  of  old  ones;  and  whenever  the  sums  applied  for  may  be 
reduced,  that  the  reduction  may  be  made. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Presbyteries  be  requested  to  state  the  amount  raised 
by  the  churches  or  congregations  forming  missionary  fields,  in  support  of  their 
pastors  or  missionaries,  when  they  apply  for  commissions  from  the  Board  for 
them,  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  act  more  intelligently  on  the  applications. 

3.  Resolved,    That  before  a  Presbytery  entertain  the   application  of  any 
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organized  church  or  missionary  field,  it  be  requested  to  inquire  whether  said 
church  or  field  has  any  reasonable  prospect  of  becoming  self-sustaining;  and 
whether  said  church  or  field  may  not  properly  or  profitably  be  united  with 
some  contiguous  church  or  churches,  and  the  labor  of  a  missionary,  and  the 
expense  of  his  support,  be  saved  to  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  churches  which  have  been  long  upon  the  Board,  and  are 
able  to  support  the  gospel  of  themselves,  have  their  appropriations  reduced ; 
and  that  they  be  discontinued  by  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that 
the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Church  may  be  husbanded,  and  more  liberally  and 
extensively  applied  to  fields  that  are  purely  missionary,  and  in  which  the 
Church  may  expand  and  grow. 


IMPORTANT   NOTICE   TO    PRESBYTERIES    AND   CHURCHES 
APPLYING  FOR  AID. 

It  has  always  been  regarded  as  the  duty  of  churches  applying  for  aid,  to  in- 
form the  Board,  through  the  Presbyteries  by  which  their  applications  are 
recommended,  of  the  amount  of  salary  they  promise  to  their  pastors,  or  stated 
supplies,  in  order  that  the  Presbyteries  and  the  Board  may  be  able  the  better 
to  judge  whether  the  amount  of  aid  asked  is  reasonable  and  necessary.  From 
some  cause  or  other  this  salutary  custom  has  gradually  fallen  into  disuse,  at 
least  so  far  as  the  Board  is  informed ;  and  the  information  so  obviously  neces- 
sary is  generally  withheld.  In  order  to  obtain  the  needed  information  in 
future,  the  Board  adopted  unanimously  the  following  resolution,  viz. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  instructed,  to  defer  acting  upon  applications  for  missionary  aid  until  they 
ascei'tain,  if  practicable,  what  amount  of  salary  the  churches  applying  for 
assistance  from  the  Board,  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  to  their 
ministers." 

In  view  of  this  resolution  of  the  Board,  we  respectfully  request  all  the 
churches  desiring  aid,  to  inform  their  respective  Presbyteries  of  the  amount  of 
salary  they  have  promised,  or  are  willing  to  promise  their  ministers ;  and  we 
also  respectfully  request  all  the  Presbyteries,  and  Presbyterial  Committees  on 
lyiissions,  to  furnish  this  information  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
when  applications  for  aid  are  recommended.  This  will  prevent  delay  and 
trouble,  as  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Board,  will 
of  course  defer  acting  upon  all  applications  until  they  obtain,  if  practicable, 
the  information  required. 

This  rule  is  so  obviously  proper,  and  indeed  indispensable  to  the  judicious 
disbursement  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Church,  that  we  confidently  trust 
it  will  be  cheerfully  complied  with  by  all  the  parties  interested. 


CLOTHING. 

Boxes  of  Clothing  for  Missionaries. — For  the  information  of  those  who  may 
wish  to  furnish  clothing,  or  other  articles,  for  the  comfort  of  our  missionaries 
and  their  families,  we  publish  the  following: 

Boxes  of  clothing  when  sent  directly  to  the  ofiice  of  the  Board,  without  any 
particular  designation,  will  be  forwarded  to  such  missionaries  as  are  under- 
stood to  be  the  most  needy;  and  the  missionary  to  whom  a  box  from  any  con- 
gregation or  association  is  sent,  wfll  be  requested  to  write  to  the  donors,  ac- 
knowledging the  receipt. 

We  ask  particular  attention  to  the  following  directions  for  forwarding  boxes. 

1.  In  every  box  that  is  sent,  put  a  list  of  all  the  articles,  with  their  estimated 
value;  put  on  the  same  paper  the  name  of  the  individual,  congregation,  or  asso- 
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ciation  from  whom  the  box  comes  ;  also  the  post-office  address  of  the  person 
to  whom  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  is  to  be  sent.  Let  this  paper  be  put  in  the 
box,  where  it  will  be  readily  seen  on  the  box  being  opened.  A  letter  should 
also  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  giving  information  of  the  time  when  the 
box  was  sent,  and  by  what  conveyance,  to  whom  sent,  the  valuation,  and  any 
other  things  connected  with  the  donation  which  it  may  be  desirable  should  be 
known  at  the  office. 

Clothing  Distributed  Gratuitously. — Boxes  of  clothing  form  no  part  of  a  mis- 
sionary's regular  appropriation.  The  Board,  therefore,  need  the  same  amount 
of  funds  to  meet  their  engagements,  as  if  no  boxes  were  forwarded.  It  is  very 
important  this  should  not  be  overlooked.  These  boxes  are  of  great  value  to 
many  of  the  missionaries,  and  they  need  all  that  is  sent  to  them  ;  but  we  should 
be  careful  not  to  suffer  these  acts  of  kindness  to  lessen  our  pecuniary  dona- 
tions to  the  cause,  which  cannot  admit  of  this  without  serious  loss.  Thus  far 
there  has  been  no  pecuniary  loss,  but  rather  a  gain,  by  the  interest  which  has 
been  excited  in  the  preparation  of  these  boxes.  We  fondly  hope  it  will 
continue  to  be  so,  and  that  the  interest  in  Domestic  Missions  will  continue  to 
increase  until  our  whole  land  is  supplied  with  gospel  privileges. 

Conttnts  of  Boxes. — As  to  what  is  to  be  put  into  these  boxes,  we  are  willing 
to  leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  our  good  ladies,  who  so  well  know 
what  is  wanted  in  a  family.  Scarcely  any  article  in  common  use  will  come 
amiss.  Knives  and  forks,  spoons,  scissors,  thread,  yarn,  silk,  needles,  pins, 
tape,  buttons,  garden  seed,  etc.,  etc.,  in  addition  to  articles  of  substantial 
wearing  apparel,  will  be  thankfully  received.  Flannel,  muslins,  calicoes,  etc., 
not  made  up,  are  very  acceptable. 


PRINCIPLES  UPON  WHICH  THE  WORK  OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS  IS 
CONDUCTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  re- affirm  all  the  principles  upon  which  it 
las  heretofore  carried  on  its  Domestic  Missions — principles  which  have  been 
exhibited  in  a  review  of  all  the  published  minutes,  acts,  and  doings  of  the 
Church  in  her  highest  judicatories,  from  the  beginning,  and  which  are  drawn 
up  and  set  forth  in  order,  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
May,  1852. 

Resolved,  That  the  great  work  undertaken  for  so  long  a  time  by  the  Assem- 
bly, is  the  expansion  and  full  establishment  of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  his  own  Spirit  and  power,  over  all  our  vast  country. 
And  it  is  purely  a  missionary  work — missionary  in  this  respect,  that  ministers 
.are  sent  out  by  the  Assemby,  and  means  furnished  for  their  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  while  they  are  preaching  the  gospel,  and  gathering  and  establish- 
ing churches.  So  soon  as  individual  churches,  or  groups  of  churches,  are 
established,  and  are  able  to  support  all  the  Institutions  of  the  gospel  for  them- 
selves, they  are  no  longer  missionary  in  character,  but  immediately  cease  their 
connection  with  the  Board,  and  fall  into  line  with  the  great  body  of  self-sus- 
taining and  contributing  churches,  and  go  to  add  to  the  solid  material  and  power 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Now  the  principles  upon  which  the  General 
Assembly  conducts  its  Domestic  Missionary  woik  are  these: — 1st.  It  is,  in  the 
sense  defined,  a  missionary  u-ork.  2d.  The  funds  contributed  for  it  are  mis- 
sionary funds.  3d.  The  men  employed  in  preaching  the  gospel  are,  in  their 
fields,  missionary  men.  4th.  All  the  churches  and  fields  aided  and  supplied,  are 
missionary  churches  and  fields.  5th.  The  funds  supplied  are  funds  for  tempo- 
rary assistance,  and  not  for  entire  i\<iv  permanent  support.  The  people  aided  are 
to  help  themselves,  be  it  ever  so  little,  from  the  beginning,  and  are  to  go  on  to 
independence.  Gth.  The  grand  end  and  aim  of  the  Assembly  is  to  establish 
self  sustaining  churches  and  fields,  as  fast  and  as  far  as  possible,  and  so  to  in- 
crease the  solid  material  and  potcer  of  the  Church,  and  accumulate  strength  to 
£0  forward  expxinding.     7th.    Ministers  and  means  are  to  be  distributed  accord- 
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ing  to  the  relative  importance  and  promise  of  different  fields,  and  in  view  of  the 
necessities  of  the  whole  field,  that  there  may  be  equality,  and  no  partiality.  8th. 
The  Assembly  conducts  this  work  through  a  Committee,  or  Board,  responsible 
to  itself  alone,  under  its  advice  and  control;  and  which  Board  is  required  to 
exercise  its  sound  discretion  and  judgment  in  deciding  upon,  and  in  conducting 
the  business  entrusted  to  it.  9th  No  debt  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  forward 
the  missionary  luork.  The  Assembly  always  acted  upon  this  just  and  only  safe 
principle,  and  a  principle  which  has  always  been  adhered  to  by  our  Church; 
and  in  the  Assembly  of  1803,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: — "That 
there  ought  to  be  no  anticipation  of  the  funds  in  future;  or,  in  other  words, 
that  appropriations  ought  not  to  be  made-  in  any  year  beyond  the  amount 
which  the  funds  arising  in  that  year  will  be  suificient  to  satisfy."  Page  208. 
10th.  And  finally,  agents  for  visiting  the  churches,  and  collecting  funds  for 
the  work,  may  be  employed  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  go  forward  and  conduct  the  work 
entrusted  to  its  care  on  these  principles,  as  heretofore,  and  that  they  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  and  observance  of  all  Presbyteries  and  churches  in 
their  applications  for  aid;  and  that  the  Board  be  also  instructed  to  pay,  as 
heretofore,  due  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  Presbyteries.  That  all 
pastors  and  stated  supplies  be  requested  to  take  pains  to  circulate  the  Pteport, 
when  published,  and  diffuse  more  inf(jrmation  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions among  their  people. — Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  at  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  May  26,  1852,  p.  215. 


ACTION   OF   THE   GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ON   DISCRETIONARY 
POWERS  OF   THE   BOARD. 

On  Applicants. — In  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Presby- 
teries of  Union  and  French  Broad,  the  Assembly  would  say,  that  though  they 
do  not  recognize  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  authority  to  sit  in 
judgment  upon  the  orthodoxy  or  morality  of  any  minister  who  is  in  good 
standing  in  his  own  Presbytery;  yet,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  they 
must  exercise  their  own  sound  discretion  upon  the  expediency  or  inexpediency 
of  appointing,  or  withholding  any  appointment,  from  any  applicant,  holding 
themselves  amenable  to  the  General  Assembly  for  all  their  official  acts. — 
Minutes,  1830,  p.  16. 

On  the  Distribution  of  Funds. — Overture  No.  13,  a  memorial  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Loganspnrt,  desiring  the  Assembly  to  say  whether  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  has  the  power  of  reducing  the  amounts  recommended  to  be 
given  in  aid  to  any  churches,  under  the  care  of  any  Presbytery,  without  con- 
sulting such  Presbytery;  and  if  so,  whether  the  Board  has  not  an  equal  right 
to  take  away  the  whole  amount  so  recommended  in  any  case.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  expects  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
to  pay  great  respect  to  the  advice  of  the  Presbyteries,  touching  missionaries 
laboring  within  their  bounds  ;  yet,  in  the  distribution  of  its  funds,  the  action 
of  the  Board  must  be  controlled  by  the  state  of  its  treasury,  and  the  relative 
importance  of  the  various  missionary  fields  under  their  care. — Minutes,  1852, 
p.  221. 

Feeble  Churches  to  be  Combined. — Resolved,  That  each  Presbytery  in 
our  communion  be  recommended  to  discourage  the  sundering  of  feeble 
churches  now  united  in  support  of  the  gospel,  and  generally  to  combine 
together  such  feeble  churches  in  appropriate  fields  of  labor,  that  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  may  be  relieved  from  the  need  of  a  large  allowance  in  such 
cases';  and,  where  practicable,  from  the  need  of  any  allowance  iu  aid  of  minis- 
terial support. — M'.nutes,  1846,  p.  206. 
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Charter  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  may  come : 

Know  te,  That  -whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  have  a  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  composed 
of  ministers  and  laymen,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  design  of 
Tvhich  is  to  afford  aid  to  feeble  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  support  of  pas- 
tors, to  form  new  churches,  and  to  supply  destitute  settlements  with  the  stated 
ministry  and  gospel  ordinances;  and  whereas,  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions  labor  under  serious  disadTantages  as  to  receiTing  donations  and 
bequests,  and  as  to  the  management  of  funds  entrusted  to  them  for  the  pur- 
poses designated  in  their  Constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent 
intentions  of  those  from  whom  such  bequests  and  donations  are  recived : 

Therefore,  William  Brown,  William  Nassau,  Sen.,  Matthew  Newkirk,  Solo- 
mon Allen,  Alexander  Symington,  Ashbel  Green,  Cornelius  C.  Cuyler,  William 
A.  McDowell,  and  Thomas  Hoge,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  which  shall  henceforth  be 
known  by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,"  and  as  such,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued  in  all  courts  of  record,  and  elsewhere :  and  to  purchase  and 
receive,  take  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  forever,  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  money,  goods,  and  chattels,  and  all  kinds  of  estate  which  3fnay' 
be  devised,  bequeathed,  or  given  to  them,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien,  demise, 
and  convey;  also  to  make  a  common  Seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  to  make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may 
be  needful  for  the  government  of  the  said  corporation,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State:  Pro- 
vided always  that  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  held 
by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  t 

The  Trustees  above  named  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  date 
of  their  incorporation,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  to  take 
their  places ;  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, at  such  times,  and  in  such  way  and  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  said  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  provided  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  removed 
in  any  one  year. 

The  Trustees  hereby  incorporated,  and  their  successors,  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  said  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  have  full  power  to  manage 
the  funds  and  property  committed  to  their  care  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
most  advantageous,  not  being  contrary  to  law.*

"Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  that  '  The  Trustees 
of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,'  be,  and  they  are,  hereby 
authorized  to  receive,  hold,  enjoy,  sell,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  their 
incorporation.  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  the  annual  income  whereof  shall  not 
exceed  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars."

BEQUESTS. 

The  General  Assembly  which  met  in  1840,  authorized  their  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions  to  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania 
for  an  Act  of  Incorporation.  This  application  was  made,  and  a 
Charter  obtained,  and  the  Board  have  now  an  incorporated  Board  of 
Trustees,  entitled,  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Preshijterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America."  To  this  body  all  legacies  or  bequests  for  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  should  now  be  given. 

The  State  laws  diifer  so  much,  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all

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BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  occasion  of  presenting  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Education  to  the  General  Assembly  is  one  upon  which 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Board,  and  the  great  body  of  follow- 
ers and  servants  of  Christ  who  have  been  instruments  in  advancing 
this  great  interest,  or  recipients  of  the  benefits  it  has  been  the 
means  of  conferring,  may  well  join  in  extraordinary  thanksgiving 
to  God.  "Of  nim,  and  through  Ilim,  and  to  Him,  are  all  things" 
which  it  has  accomplished,  and  all  the  good  results  in  time  and  in 
eternity;  to  Ilim  be  all  the  praise  forever. 

It  is  proposed  in  commemoration  of  this  occasion  to  present  a 
separate  Semi-centenial  Report  to  the  Assembly,  in  which  will  be 
presented  the  prominent  features  of  the  work  of  Education  since 
the  establishment  of  the  Board.  It  will  therefore  be  deemed  pro- 
per to  make  the  present  Annual  Report  more  brief.  The  sugges- 
tions suitable  to  it  will  more  appropriately,  and  effectively,  reach 
the  Church  in  the  other  form. 

EVENTS   OF   THE   TEAR. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year,  among  the  members 
of  the  Board,  which  it  commemorates  with  more  than  ordinary  sor 
row.  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Jones  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board 
twenty  years  ago,  was  at  once  placed  on  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  has  been  an  honored  and  judicious  counsellor  in  its  most  im- 
portant concerns  from  that  day  till  his  departure.  His  deep  and 
heartfelt  piety,  his  gentle  and  thoughtful  concern  for  others,  and 
his  unostentatious  fidelity  to  whatsoever  duty  required  of  him,  made 
his  presence  peculiarly  welcome  in  our  meetings,  and  his  coopera- 
tion valuable.  The  memory  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Phineas  D.  Gurley,  a 
recent  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  whom  this  Board  on 
two  different  occasions  elected  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  is 
another  which  it  delights  to  honor.  Dr.  Gurley  often  took  plea- 
sure in  acknowleding  his  personal  obligations  to  the  Board  for  the 
assistance  it  rendered  to  him  during  his  period  of  study  for  the 
ministry;  and  made  this  a  ground  upon  which  he  pled  with  the 
churches  among  whom  his  labors  were  precious  and  blest,  for  libe- 
ral gifts  to  its  treasury,  in  order  that  it  might  do  the  same  for 
others.  He  was  taken  under  its  care,  by  the  recommendation  of 
the  presbytery  of  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  in  October,  1833,  at  the  early  age 
of  sixteen,  and  received  such  aid  as  his  circumstances  demanded 
until  the  time  when  he  left  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  in 
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1840,  a  student  ever  faithful  and  beloved.  Of  the  ministerial  cha- 
racter of  Dr.  Gurlej,  eminently  ripe,  beautiful  and  fruitful,  as  it 
was — full  of  the  spirit  of  Christ  beyond  that  of  most  men — this  is 
not  the  place  to  speak.  This  Board  would  only  renew  the  recol- 
lection of  its  appreciation  of  him,  and  of  its  desire  to  hold  up  such 
a  servant  of  Christ  for  the  observation  of  the  youno;  men  under  its 
care,  by  stating  that  when  the  greatly  honored  Van  Eensselaer, 
crushed  by  the  burthen  of  his  toils  for  it,  was  laid  down  in  death, 
its  first  choice  of  a  successor  for  him  fell  upon  Dr.  Gurley.  The 
Annual  Eeport  of  the  succeeding  year  (1861)  says:  "The  import- 
ance of  the  office,  filled  so  nobly  by  their  late  lamented  Secretary, 
and  the  expectation  of  the  Church,  led  the  Board  to  proceed  with 
much  prayer  and  deliberation  in  choosing  a  successor.  At  length, 
and  with  much  unanimity,  in  one  of  the  largest  meetings  of  the 
Board  that  has  ever  been  convened,  their  choice  fell  upon  the  Eev. 
Phineas  D.  Gurley,  D.  D.,  of  Washington  City."  This  call  Dr. 
Gurley,  "  greatly  to  the  regret  of  the  Board,"  felt  constrained  to 
decline.  The  Rev.  Dr.  William  Chester,  who  had  for  many  years 
been  the  Agent,  General  Agent,  and  Associate  Secretary,  was  then 
chosen.  Yet  again,  upon  his  death  in  1865,  the  Board  renewed  its 
selection  of  Dr.  Gurley  to  fill  the  Secretaryship ;  which  once  more 
he  was  compelled  to  refuse.  The  tender  and  affectionate  sympa- 
thies, the  glowing  and  untiring  missionary  spirit,  the  simple  and 
moving  presentation  of  Christ  as  Saviour,  Teacher,  and  King  over 
all,  and  the  prayers  which  sometimes  seemed  more  than  human, 
will  no  more  be  felt  and  heard  through  his  personal  presence  in  the 
Church.  But  we  hope  that  the  flames  that  they  have  kindled  in 
many  souls  will  not  expire;  and  that  many  of  the  young  men  whose 
names  are  annually  added  to  the  roll  of  those  whom  the  Church 
has  in  a  like  way  assisted,  in  fitting  themselves  for  the  same  blest 
of&ce  among  men,  will  be  animated  by  the  spirit,  and  be  Avorthy  of 
the  honor  which  the  Church  has  bestowed  upon  Dr.  Gurley. 

In  the  review  of  the  year,  so  far  as  its  general  religious  phases 
affect  the  subject  of  Education,  the  Board  is  able  to  report  nothing 
of  special  interest.  The  absorbing  interest  of  the  nation  in  politi- 
cal afl'airs,  the  absence  of  any  marked  display  of  the  hand  of  the 
Lord,  in  judgment,  in  justice  or  in  mercy,  to  move  the  heart  of  man 
to  repentance  and  submission,  and  the  withholding  of  the  gifts  of 
His  Holy  Spirit,  have  seemed  to  make  it  one  of  comparative  spirit- 
ual sterility.  And  yet  it  has  pleased  God  to  answer  to  some  extent 
the  petitions  of  his  people,  and  reward  efforts  for  the  conversion  of 
souls.  Eevivals  are  reported  in  Hanover  and  Carroll  Colleges, 
Tuscarora  Academy,  Vermilion  Institute,  and  other  institutions. 
In  some  parts  of  the  conntr}'-  the  churches  have  been  visited  by 
showers  that  have  "  watered  the  earth  and  made  it  bring  forth  and 
bud."  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  the  fruits  will  be  not  alone 
"  bread  to  the  eater,"  but  "seeo?  to  the  sower^  Eevivals  are  compa- 
ratively unprofitable,  out  of  which  pastors  do  not  choose  prayer- 
fully the  most  fervent,  sensible,  and  active  young  men,  and  put 
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them  in  the  way  of  preparation  to  multiply  the  harvests  of  souls 
saved,  in  other,  and  if  it  pleases  God  to  so  honor  them,  even  upon 
heathen  soils.

PRESBYTERIAL    CARE    OF    CANDIDATES. 

Among  the  resolutions  of  the  last  General  Assembly  there  are 
two  which  should  be  brought  strongly  before  the  attention  of  the 
Church.     They  are  in  these  words: — 

"Being  convinced  that  the  character  of  the  future  ministry  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  faithfulness  and  watchful  care  of  Presb}''- 
teries,  in  receiving  young  men  as  candidates  for  the  ministry  under 
their  care,  and  their  supervision  of  them  while  candidates,  we 
hereby  remind  Presbyteries  of  their  solemn  duty  in  this  matter,  and 
we  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  instruct  their  Committees  on  Education 
to  obtain  from  their  instructors  and  other  sources  all  the  informa- 
tion within  their  power,  and  report  the  same  to  their  several 
Presbyteries;  also,  that  the  Presbyteries  require,  annually,  an 
examination  of  their  candidates,  either  by  personal  appearance  or 
correspondence." 

"  Being  assured  that  our  candidates  would  become  more  efficient 
workers  in  the  ministry  by  some  practical  experience,  at  least  in 
some  parts  of  the  work,  before  taking  charge  of  a  congregation,  the 
Assembly  recommends  that,  where  it  be  practicable,  their  respec- 
tive Presbyteries  obtain  for  them,  during  their  vacations,  employ- 
ment with  pastors  who  may  desire  such  assistance,  or  in  other  ways 
approved  by  the  Presbyteries." 

This  is  a  subject  upon  which  the  Board  feels  a  deep  anxiety*,  and 
it  is  shared  in  by  many  of  the  most  excellent  ministers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  church.  One  of  the  rules  of  the  Board  in  relation  to 
candidates  is,  "  Ever}'-  student  shall  be  considered  as  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  of  the 
Associate  Secretarj^  and  General  Agent."  (Rules  and  Regulations, 
Part  III:  Art.  1.)  This  rule  has  been  interpreted  by  some  of  our 
presbyteries  to  mean  that  the  Board  of  Education  assumes,  or  is 
charged  with,  the  entire  pastoral  care  of  candidates  to  whom  it 
imparts  the  funds  of  the  Church. 

Can  this  be  the  purpose  of  the  General  Assembly  ?  Can  it  be 
the  desire  of  the  Board?     Look  at  it  seriously. 

Is  it  Presbj^terian,  a  word  by  which  we  simply  mean  scriptural, 
or  what,  according  to  our  understanding,  God  has  appointed  for  the 
government  of  his  Church,  to  set  up  a  "board,"  or  association,  out- 
side of  the  series  of  Church  courts,  to  take  from  them  their  legiti- 
mate and  vital  work  of  preparing  a  ministry  for  the  Church;  which 
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implies  nothing  less  than  the  feedine;  of  the  lambs  of  the  flock, 
the  training  of  the  youth,  the  selection  of  those  suitable  for  the 
office  of  the  niin's  ry^  the  care  of  them  in  their  churches  and  in 
tlieir  schools,  the  responsibility  of  spiritual  guides  and  instructors? 
No !  The  Board  has  no  such  powers,  and  can  never  have  them, 
while  the  Church  is  conformed  to  the  Divine  idea.  It  is  only  a 
delegation  of  the  General  Assembly  to  have  a  general  oversight  such 
as  a  (/ener  a  I  assembly,  or  supreme  court,  ought  to  have  over  this  great 
duty  of  the  Church  to  provide  for  its  own  perpetuation  and  exten- 
sion, to  propagate  its  bodily  life,  by  raising  up  the  men  to  fill  its  offices. 

The  Board,  in  the  performance  of  this  delegated  trust,  must  be 
guarded  from  the  imputation  of  its  being  a  mere  financial  or  elee- 
mosynary agency,  by  the  insertion,  in  the  rules  given  to  it  by  the 
Assembly,  a  provision  that  it  shall  so  represent  the  Assembly  as  to 
exercise  a  general  care  in  spiritual  matters  over  the  students,  and 
send  its  officers  at  suitable  times  to  visit  institutions  of  learning, 
and  address,  counsel  and  pray  with  those  who  have  the  ministry 
in  view. 

But  it  would  manifestly  be  impossible  for  the  Board,  even  if  it 
were  authorized  and  willing,  to  exercise  the  special,  constant  care 
which  hundreds  of  candidates  demand,  who  are  scattered  from  the 
churches  of  New  Hampshire  to  those  of  California;  who  are 
changing  their  places  of  study  with  the  advances  of  the  academical, 
collegiate,  and  theological  portions  of  their  preparation ;  who  are 
at  times  busied  in  teaching,  colportage,  or  other  employments 
which  enable  them  to  recruit  their  finances,  invigorate  their  health, 
and  obtain  experiences  which  will  be  useful  in  the  toils  and  respon- 
sibilities of  their  future  calling ;  who  are  liable,  as  all  other  men 
have  been,  save  alone  He  "who  knows  no  sin,"  to  be  tempted  and 
to  fall ;  who  need,  (0  how  much,  many  a  trembling  and  anxious  youth- 
ful heart  knows)  tender  sympathy  and  present  help  in  times  of  need, 
trom  the  under-shepherd  as  well  as  from  the  Great  Shepherd  and 
Bishop  of  souls. 

And  the  necessity  of  economy  has  led  the  Assembly  to  refuse  to 
approve  the  employment  of  two,  three,  or  more  executive  officers 
of  the  Board,  styled  "  Corresponding  Secretary,  Associate  Secretary, 
and  General  Agent,"  the  duties  of  which  have  been  at  the  same  time 
performed  by  very  able,  industrious  men,  well  known  in  the  church. 
The  onerous  cares,  responsibilities  and  labors,  which  require  a  great 
amount  of  labor  in  the  office,  and  travelling  to  the  amount  of  seve- 
ral thousands  of  miles  annually,  in  visiting  church  courts,  institu- 
tions of  various  kinds,  and  on  other  business,  are  at  present 
performed  by  one  individual,  with  the  aid  of  a  clerk. 

Look  at  it  in  what  light  we  will — the  regulations  of  Divine  ap- 
pointment, the  constitution  of  the  Board,  the  nature  of  its  work,  or 
its  capabilities — but  one  conclusion  is  possible:  that  the  General 
Assembly  never  designed  to  commit  more  than  a  general  "pastoral 
care  "  over  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  this  organization. 
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IMPORTANCE   OF   TRAINING  CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  MINISTRY  TO  BE 

PASTORS. 

If  pastors  and  presbyteries  Deglect  the  particular  supervision  of 
the  character,  spirit,  training,  and  employment  of  students  for  the 
ministry,  to  the  end  that  they  shall  become  efficient  pastors,  the  most 
lamentable  results  will  follow.  The  function  of  preaching  will 
assume  a  greater  importance  in  their  eyes  than  that  of  the  pastoral 
care  of  the  flock.  Intellectual  and  heartless  sermons,  critical  and 
"  itching  ears,"  luxurious  edifices  which  exclude  the  poor,  formal 
religion,  the  decay  of  christian  love  and  charity,  love  of  the  world,  self- 
indulgence,  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  for  the  ministry, 
and  general  reluctance  to  give  the  money,  and  employ  the  instru- 
mentalities, which  are  necessary  for  the  communication  of  the 
blessings  of  the  gospel  to  the  destitute,  and  the  spread  of  it  through 
the  world — these  will  as  directly  follow  as  that  the  character  of  the 
crop  is  decided  by  that  of  the  seed,  as  the  character  of  the  man  by 
that  of  the  boy. 

One  of  the  most  powerful  books  ever  written  for  the  guidance  of 
the  ministry  in  their  work,  Baxter's  "Eeformed  Pastor,  Showing 
the  Nature  of  the  Pastoral  Work,  especially  in  Private  Instruction 
and  Catechising,"  was  designed  to  meet  this  great  and  constant  dan- 
ger of  the  Church.  "  A  schoolmaster,"  says  he,  "  must  not  only 
read  a  common  lecture,  but  take  a  personal  account  of  his  scholars, 
or  else  he  is  like  to  do  little  good.  If  physicians  should  only  read 
a  public  lecture  of  physic,  their  patients  would  not  be  much  the 
better  for  them.  Nor  would  a  lawyer  secure  your  estate  by  reading 
a  lecture  of  law.  The  charge  of  a  pastor  requireth  personal  dealing 
as  well  as  any  of  these."*  "  Let  them  that  have  taken  most  pains 
in  public  examine  their  people,  and  try  whether  many  of  them  be 
not  yet  as  ignorant  and  careless  alm^ost  as  if  they  had  never  heard 
the  gospel."  "  I  have  found  by  experience  that  an  ignorant  sot, 
that  hath  been  an  unprofitable  hearer  so  long,  hath  got  more  know- 
ledge and  remorse  of  conscience,  in  half  an  hour's  close  discourse, 
than  they  did  from  ten  year's  public  preaching."  And  never  was 
there  a  better  proof  of  the  fruits  of  labors,  "  in  season,  out  of  sea- 
son," than  in  his  own  case.  Much  of  it  was  performed  "in  great 
weakness,  more  likely  to  die  than  live."  "  We  spend  (he  says) 
Monday  and  Tuesday  from  morning  to  almost  night  in  the  work ; 
besides  a  chapelry,  catechised  by  another  assistant ;  taking  about 
fifteen  or  sixteen  families  in  a  week,  that  we  may  go  through  the 
parish,  which  hath  about  eight  hundred  families,  in  a  year."     "  I 

*  Dr.  Isaac  Watts  says,  in  his  Kules  for  the  Preacher's  Conduct,  "  Be  very  soli- 
citous about  the  success  of  your  labors  in  the  pulpit.  Plead  with  God  importu- 
natoly  that  he  would  not  suffer  you  to  labor  in  vain.  Be  not  like  that  foolish  bird, 
the  ostrich,  which  lays  her  eggs  in  the  dust,  and  leaves  thom  there,  regardless 
whether  they  come  to  life  or  not:  God  hath  nut  given  her  understanding.  But  let 
not  this  folly  be  your  character  or  practice  ;  labor,  and  watch,  and  pray,  thai  your 
sermons  and  the  fruit  of  your  studies  may  become  words  of  divine  lile  to  souls." 
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tlionght  my  strength  would  never  go  tlirough  with  it,  having  so 
groat  burdens  before — whereas  upon  trial,  I  find  the  difficulties 
almost  nothing,  save  only  extraordinary  bodily  weakness,  to  that 
which  is  imagined,  and  I  find  the  benefits  and  comforts  of  the  work 
to  be  such,  as  that  I  profess  I  would  not  wish  that  I  had  forborne 
it  for  all  the  riches  in  the  world."  The  fruit,  according  to  the  wit- 
ness of  others,  was  that  in  Kidderminster,  though  "  he  found  the 
place  like  a  piece  of  dry  and  barren  earth  ;  and  ignorance  and  pro- 
faneness,  as  natives  of  the  soil,  rife  among  tliem,  yet,  by  the 
blessing  of  heaven  upon  his  labor  and  cultivating,  the  face  of  para- 
dise appeared  there  in  all  the  fruits  of  its  righteousness." 

Baxter  exhorts  to  the  proper  care  of  the  young.  "As  Gregory 
Nyssen  saith,  '  As  we  teach  not  infants  the  deep  precepts  of  science, 
but  first  letter.^!,  and  then  syllables,  &c.,  so  also  the  guides  of  the 
church  do  first  propound  to  their  hearers  certain  documents,  which 
are  as  the  elements,  and  so  by  degrees  open  to  them  the  most  mys- 
terious and  perfect  matters.'  Therefore  did  the  church  take  so 
much  pains  with  their  catechumens,  before  they  baptized  them, 
and  would  not  lay  unpolished  stones  into  the  building."  To  the 
improved  instruction  of  the  younger  ministry  of  the  church,  he 
attributes  the  great  growth  of  religion  in  England  in  his  day. 
"  Sure  I  am  the  change  is  so  great  within  these  twelve  years,  that 
it  is  one  of  the  greatest  joys  that  ever  I  had  in  the  world  to  behold 
it.  Oh  how  many  congregations  are  now  plainly  and  frequently 
taught  that  then  lived  in  great  obscurity  [darkness].  How  many 
able,  faithful  men  are  there  now  in  a  county  in  comparison  of  what 
were  then.  How  graciously  hath  God  prospered  the  studies  of 
many  young  men  that  were  little  children  in  the  beginning  of  the 
late  troubles;  so  that  now  they  cloud  the  most  of  their  seniors  ! 
How  many  miles  would  I  have  gone  twenty  years  ago,  and  less,  to 
have  heard  one  of  those  ancient,  reverend  divines,  whose  congre- 
gations are  now  grown  thin,  and  their  parts  esteemed  mean,  by  reason 
of  the  notable  improvement  of  their  juniors!  In  particular  how 
hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  this  poor  county  of  Worcestershire  in 
raising  up  so  many  of  these  that  credit  their  sacred  office,  and  self- 
denyingly  and  freely,  and  zealously  and  unweariedly,  do  lay  out 
themselves  for  the  good  of  souls.  I  bless  the  Lord  that  hath 
placed  me  in  such  a  neighborhood,  where  I  may  have  the  brotherly 
fellowship  of  so  many  able,  humble,  unanimous,  peaceable  and 
faithful  men.  Oh  that  the  Lord  would  long  continue  this  admirable 
mercy  to  this  unworthy  county !  And  I  hope  I  shall  rejoice  in 
God  while  I  have  a  being  for  the  common  change  in  other  parts 
that  I  have  lived  to  see,  so  that  many  hundred  faithful  men  are  so 
hard  at  work  for  the  saving  of  souls ;  and  that  many  more  are 
springing  up  apace." 

These  remarks  seem  most  suitable  to  a  condition  of  our  own 
country,  and  indeed  of  the  same  church  of  which  Baxter  was  a 
glorious  light,  which  has  so  many  points  of  resemblance  to  that 
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which  existed  with  our  forefathers  whom  he  represents.  And  shall 
we  not  hope  thac  "the  late  troubles"  in  America  may  bring  about 
a  similar  revival  in  the  ministerial  training  of  the  "juniors,"  and 
that  their  number  maybe  multiplied,  "  many  more  springing  up 
apace?" 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Philip  Doddridge,  at  a  meeting  of  ministers  in  Hun- 
tingdonshire, in  1741,  with  reference  to  "the  revival  of  religion," 
specially,  in  a  sermon  preached  by  him  at  the  opening  of  it,  urges 
increased  care  for  the  young.  He  suggested  during  the  meeting 
that  they  should  "  enter  into  some  farther  measures  to  regulate  the 
admission  of  young  persons  into  the  ministry,"  and  also  the  inquiry, 
to  the  same  end,  "whether  something  might  not  be  done,  in  most 
of  our  congregations,  towards  assisting  in  the  propagation  of  Chris- 
tianity abroad,  and  spreading  it  in  some  of  the  darker  parts  of  our 
own  land?" 

That  generation  was  not  in  a  position  to  measure  so  clearly  as 
our  own  the  relationship  and  importance  of  these  great  principles 
and  duties;  yet  they  discerned  them.  And  the  first  steps  towards 
the  conversion  of  the  world  are  the  growth  of  earnest  piety  in  chil- 
dren ;  the  elevation  of  the  standard  of  education ;  and  the  cul- 
tivation in  the  breasts  of  the  rising  ministry  of  a  spirit  of  self-denial, 
unquenchable  love  for  souls,  willingness  to  endure  hardness,  as 
good  soldiers  for  Christ,  and  readiness  as  soldiers  to  follow  and  to 
fight,  to  live  and  to  die,  wherever  the  great  Captain  of  Salvation 
calls  them. 

EECENT   ILLUSTRATIONS. 

It  is  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  suggest,  and  press 
upon  the  Church,  matters  of  so  much  practical  importance  as  this, ' 
affecting  the  character  of  its  candidates,  its  effectiveness  for  good, 
and  the  speedy  redemption  of  the  race  of  man  from  the  power  of 
the  devil. 

The  vital  necessity  of  a  more  careful  pastoral  training  of  its  can- 
didates might  be  brought  home  to  you  by  practical  illustrations,  did 
our  space  permit,  from  cases  which  have  come  to  our  attention.  But 
recently  a  youngminister,  who  was  not  connected  with  the  Board,  said 
in  a  dejected  manner,  that  coimting  various  interruptions  during  which 
he  was  engaged  in  teaching,  he  had  been  twelve  years  under  the  care 
of  his  presbytery,  but  that  never  till  near  the  time  of  his  licensure 
had  any  inquiry  been  made  as  to  his  studies,  employments,  or  place 
of  residence.  After  his  licensure  but  two  of  its  members  showed 
any  interest  in  him,  or  asked  him  to  preach.  He  had  received  flat- 
tering invitations  to  engage  in  the  service  of  societies  outside  of  the 
Church,  but  declined  them.  We  have  known  a  number  of  students 
who  had  been  drawn  into  lucrative  engagements  of  a  purely  secu- 
lar nature,  who  would  have  been  glad  to  follow  any  kind  hand 
which  would  have  pointed  them  to  some  work  in  which,  while  they 
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invigorated  health  and  strength,  they  could  also  have  refreshed  their 
hearts  by  occupations  tending  to  the  salvation  of  souls,  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  Church,  and  the  enlargement  of  their  own  experience  and 
qualifications  for  future  usefulness. 

The  following  letter  exhibits  the  gratitude  of  a  student  who  had 
been  tried  by  pecuniary  embarassments  and  want  of  vigorous  health, 
who  was  through  the  kindness  of  Christian  brethren  enabled  to  oc- 
cupy some  months  in  teaching  an  academy.  It  will  encourage  others 
to  interest  themselves  in  like  manner  in  behalf  of  students  whose 
employment  in  temporary  instruction,  colportage,  or  missionary  work 
in  parts  of  congregations  where  such  aid  is  required,  may  be  of  great 
advantage  to  churches,  to  schools,  to  families  and  to  the  student 
himself. 

"  I  received  your  kind  letter.     It  reached  me  at  a  little  village, 

where  during  the  summer  I  taught  a  small '  Academy.'     Mr. 

of  my  class,  was  associated  with  me.  We  had  a  school  of  fifty- 
two,  principally  young  ladies,  and  taught  twenty  weeks.  "We  both 
feel  very  grateful  to  the  kind  providence  that  led  us  to  accept  the 
school.  Financially  we  did  not  do  very  well,  as  we  cleared  but 
$100  each  during  the  season ;  but  physically,  mentally  and  morally, 
I  feel  that  we  did  exceeding  well.  I  never  enjoyed  life  as  I  did  this 
summer.  I  had  no  thought  that  teaching  school  could  be  so  pleasant. 
It  was  a  continual  joy.  We  had  no  difficulty  during  the  whole  session. 
No  necessity  for  a  single  '  faculty  meeting.'  And  when  we  left,  the 
kindness  and  feeling  shown  towards  us  was  almost  too  much  for 
pleasure. 

"All  the  discontent  and  the  fretfulnessof  which  I  was  guilty  during 
the  last  winter  vanished  before  the  fresh  air  and  wholesome  food  of 
the  country.  And  I  now  feel  vigorous  and  hungry  for  work,  and 
hope  to  pass  a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  winter. 

"  I  had  a  number  of  exercises  preaching  and  lecturing  during  the 
season  spent  there,  and  was  made  more  definitely  aware  what  pre- 
paration I  need  for  the  work  before  me. 

"At  present,  I  am  in  good  health  of  body  and  mind,  rejoicing 
over  the  many  many  blessings,  the  luxuries,  that  surround  me.  I 
cannot  but  lament  my  past  ingratitude,  and  feel  that  never  again  will 
I  doubt  the  love  and  care  of  Him  who  has  called  me  to  preach  glad 
tidings,  good  news,  to  men. 

"  With  many  thanks  for  the  interest  you  have  shown  in  my  wel- 
fare, praying  that  God  may  bless  you  and  prosper  you  in  all  things, 
I  am,  &c." 

APrLICATION  TO  PBESENT  CIBCUMSTANCES. 

The  practical  application  of  this  subject  to  the  Church  at  present 
we  would  make,  first^  in  urging  anew  upon  pastors  of  congregations 
the  duty  of  providing  for  the  maintenance  and  spread  of  the  king- 
dom of  Christ  by  a  prayerful  and  judicious  care  over  the  youth  of 
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the  church  ;  bj  the  selection  of  the  most  pious,  sound-mi nded,  and 
active  of  them  for  the  ministry — laying  their  duty  before  them, 
and  encouraging  them  in  the  removal  of  obstacles;  and  by  keep- 
ing an  eye  to  their  course  during  their  studies,  and  acting  the  part 
of  sincerely  affectionate  spiritual  fathers  to  them. 

Second.  The  Board  would  earnestly  press  upon  every  Presbytery, 
without  exception,  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  effect  that  "  An  Education  Committee, 
appointed  by  the  Presbytery,  may  examine  and  recommend  appli- 
cants during  the  interval  of  the  meetings  of  the  Presbytery ;  and 
the  appointment  of  such  a  committee  has  been  found  by  many  Pres- 
byteries highly  expedient,  not  only  to  meet  exigencies  that  may 
arise,  but  especially  for  the  purpose  of  corresponding  with,  and 
watching  over  the  education  of  students." 

Third.  The  interest  of  the  church  is  invoked  to  this  subject,  as 
one  which  concerns  its  future  soundness,  peace  and  extended  pros- 
perity. Her  office  towards  her  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  but 
half  performed  when  she  provides  the  general  agencies  for  their 
culture,  of  a  Board  of  Education  and  theological  seminaries,  how- 
ever well  appointed  and  sustained  they  may  be,  and  however  able, 
conscientious  and  diligent  may  be  the  handful  of  men  who  fill  these 
high  offices.  Fruitful  nurseries  require  not  alone  the  influences  and 
the  protection  which  are  common  to  all  the  trees.  They  require 
numerous  eyes  to  watch  each  as  to  its  health  and  growth,  and  fingers 
to  tend  it  at  proper  times;  to  suitably  stimulate;  to  sharply  prune 
and  guard  it  against  dangerous  enemies  in  the  root,  in  the  bark,  in 
the  blossom.  And  so  there  are  many  services  which  elders,  teach- 
ers, faithful  church  members,  and  others  interested,  may  perform 
for  students  in  various  stages  of  their  preparation — praying  for 
them ;  rendering  them  acts  of  kindness,  comfort,  and  assistance ; 
removing  from  them  temptations  to  evil  ways ;  providing  for  them 
opportunities  of  at  the  same  time  aiding  themselves  and  doing  good 
to  others ;  and  in  other  ways  showing  that  Christians  regard  them 
as  objects  of  love  for  Christ's  sake,  and  "  sons  of  the  prophets  "  to 
whom  the  Church  looks  for  her  future  courageous  leaders,  and  wise 
teachers. 

CANDIDATES  DUEING  THE  YEAE. 

The  statistics  of  candidates,  for  the  eleven  months  only  which 
form  the  ecclesiastical  year  now  closing,  are  as  follows : —

in  collegiate  course 119

Total  candidates  on  the  roll 334 

Entire  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  received  from  the  begin- 
ning, in  the  year  1819 3,60G 

Of  the  above  334,  twenty  have  completed  their  theological  stu- 
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dies  at  the  seminaries  of  the  Church.  Three  have  been  dropped  by 
their  Presbyteries  on  account  of  defects  in  doctrinal  sentiments; 
two  from  improprieties  of  behavior;  four  froni  sickness  and  other 
reasons.  Two,  of  excellent  character,  Messrs.  A.  J.  Barnes  and 
T.  C.  Manor,  have  finished  their  earthly  course. 

A  considerable  number  of  candidates  are  usually  recommended 
by  the  spring  presbyteries,  who  cannot  be  included  in  the  present 
list,  but  we  cannot  yet  say  whether  there  has  been  an  increase,  as 
was  hoped.  It  is,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  general  cold  condition 
of  the  Church,  a  matter  of  doubt.  But  it  is  encouraging  to  note 
that  the  total  number  of  candidates  aided  by  the  Board  is  larger 
than  during  any  previous  year  since  1862,  and  is  40  more  than  during 
last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  were  the  flame  of  piety  warm 
in  the  Church,  and  were  the  spirit  of  aggression  upon  the  kingdom 
of  Satan  active,  there  would  certainly  be  many  more  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel.  The  average  number  of 
candidates  is  considerably  less,  if  we  may  also  state  here  what  will 
be  brought  out  in  the  semi-centennial  review,  than  it  was  thirty 
years  ago.  To  this  fact  we  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Church,  as  a  subject  of  consideration,  prayer,  and  renewed  effort.

For  the  same  portion  of  the  previous  year,  the  receipts  were

We  do  not  yet  know  what  the  receipts  for  the  month  of  April 
will  be,  but  have  reason  to  fear  that  in  the  ministerial  fund,  there 
will  be  less  than  the  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  for  the  year. 
As  the  number  of  students  to  be  aided  is  40  more  than  during  the 
previous  year  (1868),  and  75  more  than  the  one  before  that  (1867), 
with  the  necessity  of  making  up  some  to  meet  what  we  had  fallen 
back,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  will  need  the  liberal  contribu- 
tions of  the  churches  which  have  not  yet  taken  them  up. 

In  the  General  Education  Department,  (Schools,  &c.,)  the  contri- 
butions' are  wholly  inadequate  to  assist  a  number  of  most  deserving 
institutions,  in  parts  of  the  country,  and  for  portions  of  our  popu- 
lation, where  the  help  of  the  Board  is  of  great  importance  to  them. 
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We  have  published  their  anxious  appeals  in  the  Record,  and  in  the 
religious  newspapers,  and  earnestly  hope  they  will  meet  with  the 
response  which  the  labors  of  these  self-denying  and  useful  men  and 
women  deserve ;  and  which,  indeed,  is  essential  to  their  success.

The  former  of  these  days  does  not  appear  to  have  been  so  well 
observed  as  last  year ;  and  the  want  of  prayer,  and  want  of  the  con- 
tributions upon  it,  have  told  injuriously  upon  the  cause.  The  latter, 
we  record  with  gratitude,  seems  annually  to  be  observed  by  a  larger 
number  of  churches. 


2.  (Bnieral  fidiiration. 

Last  year  the  Board  endeavored  to  collect  a  list  of  the  higher 
institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Church,  or  that  could  be  consid- 
ered Presbyterian  in  their  character,  for  the  sake  of  showing,  to 
some  extent,  the  influence  of  the  denomination  in  the  education  of 
the  youth  of  the  land.  Not  having  been  able  to  add  materially  to 
this  list,  though  some  efibrt  has  been  made  to  complete  it,  it  does 
not  seem  necessary  to  repeat  it  in  the  present  Report. 

In  view  of  the  special  Semi-centenary  Report  contemplated,  no- 
tices of  other  institutions  than  those  which  have  received  aid  this 
year  or  recently,  or  which  have  sent  us  reports  for  insertion,  will 
be  omittted  in  this  annual  report.

1.  PAKOCHIAL  SCHOOLS. 

PAEOCHIAL  SCHOOL  OF  THE  MANASSAS  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH, 
PRINCE  WILLIAM  CO.,  VA. 

The  report  sent  from  this  school  starts  up  many  memories  of 
scenes  terribly  antagonistic  to  its  peaceful  and  blessed  aims.  Only 
the  gifts  of  the  gospel  and  Christian  education  can  heal  their  scars, 
and  make  all  portions  of  our  land  again  thoroughly  united.  Let 
the  Presbyterian  Church  not  be  behind  others  in  this  angelic  work. 

The  Session  of  the  Manassas  Presbyterian  Church  respectfully  submit  to  the 
Board  of  Education  the  following  Keport  of  this  school  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1868. 

In  order  to  a  true  estimate  of  the  school,  it  must  be  rcmpmbered  that  this  vil- 
lage and  the  county  around  it  are  only  beginning  to  recover  from  the  ravages  of 
war.  At  the  time  of  Lee's  surrender,  every  house  in  Manassas,  and  many  in  the 
neighborhood,  were  wantonly  destroyed  by  the  retreating  Confederate  Army.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  nine  miles  distant,  was  also  in  ruins. 

On  the  revival  of  Manassas,  there  seemed  no  possibility,  at  first,  for  provision 
to  sustain  a  school,  although  instruction  was  so  much  needed  and  desired,  nor  even 
a  place  for  holding  a  school  during  the  week,  or  on  the  Sabbath. 

JBy  the  good  providence  of  God,  aid  from  abroad  to  some  extent,  however,  was 
secured,  and  by  this  the  members  of  our  little  church  were  encouraged  to  purchase 
an  eligible  lot,  and  erect  a  building  for  a  school,  and  for  the  preaching  of  the  word. 

Divine  service  has  been  held  in  this,  almost  uninterruptedly,  twice  per  month, 
since  September,  1867;  a  Sabbath  School  also  is  held  in  it,  and  the  parochial 
school  has  been  taught  since  Jan.  1,  1868. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  the  parochial  school  is  at  present,  about  twenty ;  and 
the  average  yearly  attendance  has  been  about  the  same.  The  ages  of  the  scholars 
range  from  six  to  eighteen,  the  school,  as  yet,  being  made  up  of  pupils  of  both 
sexes. 

The  course  of  study  is  necessarily  limited  and  will  remain  so  until  the  founda- 
tion of  an  educational  system  shall  have  been  relaid,  in  a  country  which  had  been 
without  evangelical  or  secular  instruction  since  the  year  1861. 

It  is,  however,  hoped  that  on  the  filling  up  of  this  country,  which  seems  now 
fairly  promised.  Manassas  having  now  three  times  the  population  which  was 
found  before  the  war,  education  ot  a  higher  order  will  be  secured  ;  and  it  is  greatly 
desired  that  the  means  may  be  obtained  to  erect  a  proper  church  building  on  the 
very  eligible  grounds  purchased,  and  perhaps  to  devote  our  present  building  exclu- 
sively to  school  purposes.     With  this  action,  under  God's  blessing,  "we  should  lay 
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the  sure  foundations  of  temporal  prosperity  for  our  Church  for  generations.  By 
the  self-denial  and  labor  of  the  mimibers  of  this  little  church,  the  property  now 
held  is  dear  of  debt.  Their  enterprise  commends  itself,  therelore,  the  more  full}' 
to  Christian  hearts. 

The  openinsc  exercises  of  the  school  are,  of  course,  relisjious.  The  Bible  is  read 
and  prayer  offered  by  the  Instructor,  Miss  Sarah  J.  Newcomb,  a  member  of  our 
church,  yhe  has  succeeded  in  securing  in  ait  the  pupils  the  Icnowledge  of  the 
Lord's  prayer  and  the  Commandments;  and  of  portions  of  the  Westminster  cate- 
chism, and  of  the  Scriptures.  Most  of  them  are  also  in  attendance  in  the  Sabbath 
school,  and  others  who  are  not  attend  on  .^^abbath  afternoon  upon  the  instructions 
of  the  teacher  in  an  oral  course  of  biblical  history  wnich  she  is  giving  them,  as 
well  as  instruction  in  singing,  all  of  which  is  most  faithfully  imparted  by  our  in- 
structor with  interest  to  every  pupil 

Is  has  been  our  aim  in  all  the  services  held  during  the  Sabbath,  and  in  the  in- 
struction of  the  week,  to  lead  the  young  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  Kedeemer. 

To  gain  upon  such  among  the  adult  population  as  might  be.  though  without 
cause,  unfavorably  disposed,  through  political  feeling,  toward  our  work,  we  en- 
deavor, while  holding  a  steady  loyalty,  now  as  during  the  war,  to  the  United 
States  government,  still  to  make  the  menial,  moral  and  spiritual  good  of  the 
country,  our  one,  single  and  pure  aim  :  finding  enough  always  herein  to  engage 
our  whole  strength.     For  this  we  ask  your  sympathy,  your  prayers  and  aid. 

The  attendance  on  the  Sabbath  school  is  lessened  by  the  distance  of  most  of  our 
scholars  from  the  village;  a  distance  greater  with  us  by  reason  of  the  character  of 
Virginia  roads.  But  the  attendance  of  the  young  of  the  congregations  on  Divine 
service,  and  on  the  prayer  meetings  held  by  the  elders  of  the  church  during  the 
week  and  on  the  Sabbath  on  which  they  are  without  preaching,  is  in  every  way 
encouraging.  We  have  hopes  of  bringing  some  early  within  the  kingdom  of  our 
Lord.  The  session,  in  view  of  these  tokens  of  God's  favor,  would  take  new  en- 
couragement for  the  future  ;  and  commend  to  the  prayers  of  the  Board  and  its 
officers,  and  of  our  beloved  church,  the  work  wherein  this  people  are  engaged,  its 
wants  and  its  cherished  hopes.

Have  not  sent  their  annual  reports  in  time  for  insertion.  Tlaej  are 
planted  in  that  romantic  and  fertile  region  which  is  the  continua- 
tion of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia.  Capitalists  from  the 
North  and  from  Europe  are  already  taking  possession  of  its  rich 
meadows  and  healthful  mountain  sides  with  flocks  of  sheep  and 
herds  of  cattle.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  renew  there  the  past 
educational  enterprises  of  our  church. 

FRIENDSVILLE  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL,  FRIENDSVILLE,  ILLINOIS. 

"We  know  no  school  of  any  kind  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
which  more  deserves  encouragement  with  material  aid  than  this,  as 
this  Report  and  those  we  have  annually  published  show.  We  be* 
lieve  that  the  churches  of  that  portion  of  -our  country,  if  properly 
appealed  to  by  its  friends,  will  aid  it  with  contributions.  The  re- 
ligious influence  of  such  an  institution  cannot  be  weighed  by  money. 
The  building  burned  ought  to  be  replaced,  and  a  good  library  and 
apparatus  furnished.  In  efforts  to  make  it  extensively  useful,  fel- 
low-christians  ought  liberally  to  aid. 
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FRIENDSVILLE  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL. 

The  attendance  during  tlie  current  year  has  been  as  follows  :  dumber  of  pupils 
during  winter  term  of  1868,  64;  spring  and  summer,  37  ;  fall,  56  ;  winter  of 
1869,  35.  /lvera/7e  attendance  for  each  term,  48.  The  teachers  have  been  most 
assiduous  in  their  duties  ;  and,  as  the  just  reward,  they  have  the  enthusiastic  con- 
lidence  and  admiration  of  their  pupils,  and  of  the  patrons  and  friends  of  the 
school.  The  sumir.er  term  was  marked  by  the  attendance  of  teachers.  The 
school  has  come  to  be  a  Normal  School  for  this  region  of  country. 

During  the  past  year  the  trustees  and  the  session  of  this  cLurch  have  satisfied 
the  remainder  of  the  debt  contracted  in  erecting  our  school-building,  so  that  the 
last  instalment  now  due  from  the  Board  of  Education  secures  a  property  that  has 
cost  $1U0)  to  the  cause  of  Presbyterian  Education  in  south-eastern  Illinois. 

During  the  year  several  students  made  a  profess^ion  of  religion  at  the  successive 
communion  Seasons,  and  a  revival  in  the  church,  in  the  midst  of  which  we  are 
novj,  has  embraced  many  of  the  young  men  and  lads,  and  almost  all  of  the  young 
ladies  now  in  attendance.  Male  and  female  prayer-meetings  are  maintained 
weekly  by  the  students,  some  of  whom  are  very  active  as  Christian  workers. 

In  view  of  what  has  been  accomplished  at  Friendsville,  the  Presbytery  of  Saline, 
at  its  last  meeting  in  October,  took  the  following  action  : 

^'Resolved,  That  we  assume  a  qualified  supervision  of  the  Priendsville  parochial 
school. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Presbytery  is  highly  pleased  with  the  general  character  and 
results  of  the  school,  and  commends  it  to  the  patronage  of  the  public,  and  to  all 
friends  of  liberal  education,  as  needing  contributions  to  form  a  library  and  philo- 
sophical apparatus,  and  to  build  and  equip  a  boarding-house,  which  would  proba- 
bly greatly  increase  its  usefulness  and  income,  and  enable  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  extend  the  course  of  instruction." 

The  happy  etiect  of  this  action  of  the  Presbytery  is  seen  in  the  increasing  sym- 
pathy of  Presbyterians  in  the  institution,  and  in  the  fact  that  we  are  receiving 
students  from  different  churches,  and  that  yount;  men  in  the  bounds  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, having  the  ministry  in  view,  are  coming  to  our  quiet  and  healthful  village 
to  pursue  their  academical  course  of  studies. 

The  Presbytery  speak  of  the  importance  of  a  "boarding-house"  to  the  success 
of  the  school.  Since  the  rising  of  the  Presbytery  we  have  had  a  quickening  ex- 
perience touching  this  interest ;  several  young  men  after  coming  to  the  village,  and 
hunting  in  vain  for  accommodations,  have  left  for  other  institutions.  Think  of 
this  in  the  only  school  recognized  as  Presbyterian  in  south-eastern  Illinois. 

To  remove  this  cryinu:  deficiency  in  the  equipment  of  a  school  soliciting  the 
public  patronage,  the  Presbytery  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  boarding- 
house.  The  session  and  trustees  favor  the  plan  of  erecting  a  building  that  will 
accommodate  the  young  ladies.  The  young  men  will  then  have  no  trouble  in  se- 
curing board  and  lodgings  among  the  families  of  the  village.  There  is  ample  room 
on  the  seminary  grounds  for  the  building,  and  two  ladies  of  experience,  educHtion 
and  Christian  refinement,  and  eminently  qualified  for  the  position,  are  ready  to 
furnish  and  take  charge  of  it,  if  it  can  be  put  up  during  the  coming  summer.  To 
accomplish  this,  we  need  the  help  of  our  brethren  abroad  through  the  church. 
And  we  have  peculiar  claims  upon  the  generous  sympathy  of  Presbyterians.  In 
the  field  of  Saline  Presbytery  the  first  Presbyterian  church  west  of  the  "Wabash 
Kiver  was  organized,  and  here  in  this  long-neglected  nook  the  first  settled  minis- 
ter of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Bliss, 
A.  M.,  lived  his  noble  and  useful  life.  The  seminary  builuing  occupies  a  site 
once  enclosed  in  the  palisade  of  a  fort  for  the  protection  of  the  early  settlers  from 
the  Indians.  We  are  on  historic  ground.  And  if  the  seeds  of  our  holy  faith  have 
been  long  in  germinating,  yet  we  fain  hope  that  the  belated  harvest  will  ''shake 
like  Lebanon." 

A  plain  building  adequate  to  our  present  necessities  could  be  built  for  $1600, 
so  constructed  that  it  could  be  enlarged.  An  ofler  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  from 
abroad  towards  this  object,  would  inspire  us  here  to  an  effort  to  secure  it.  We 
appeal  to  earnest  workers  throughout  the  church  to  aid  us.  Equipped  with  this 
building,  a  library,  and  philosophical  apparatus,  something  substantial  could  be 
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accomplished  by  this  school  for  the  cause  of  Presbyterian  education  in  this  quarter 
of  the  State.

TRINITY  CHURCH  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOL,  PHILADELPHIA,  PA, 

This  school  is  a  part  of  an  enterprising  effort  to  establish  a  Pres- 
byterian church  in  a  northern  suburb  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 
And  an  important  aid  it  has  been  to  the  zealous  and  self-denying 
pastor.  The  school  has  drawn  first  children,  then  parents  and 
families,  into  the  church;  and  there  some  who  never  knew  Christ 
before,  have  found  him  to  be  a  precious  Eedeemer.  But  a  brief 
report  is  made,  it  having  been  open  but  a  short  time  during  the 
year  now  closing. 

The  parochial  school,  under  the  care  of  the  session  of  this  charch,  closed  last 
July.  The  averasce  attendance  was  thirty-five.  The  pupils  were  generally  the 
children  of  poor  parents,  and  by  means  of  thi?  school  were  brousjjht  under  religious 
influence,  and  a  number  were  hopefully  converted.  We  were  constrained  to  close 
the  school  for  waiit  of  a  suitable  room,  but  hope  so  soon  as  the  main  building  of 
our  church  is  finished  to  open  the  school  again.

2,  ACADEMIES, 

FALLS  CHURCH  ACADEMY,  FALLS  CHURCH,  VA, 

In  the  same  memorable  region  of  the  South  with  the  parochial 
school  first  noticed,  in  Virginia,  is  another  institution  which  is  doing 
a  good  work,  both  for  religion  and  for  the  restoration  of  a  better 
state  of  society.  The  excellent  report  will  repay  perusal,  and  makes 
suggestions  that  would  profit  the  Church  if  carried  out. 

The  Falls  Church  Academy  was  started  by  myself  early  in  the  year  1868,  to 
answer  a  want  of  this  section  of  country.  While  Virginia  has  always  been  noted 
for  her  higher  institutions  of  learning,  there  has  always  been  a  lack  of  interniedi- 
ate  and  primary  schools.  .  The  wealthy  and  prominent  had  every  facility  oifered  to 
them  for  the  introduction  of  their  sons  to  the  higher  walks  of  life,  and  their  daughters 
to  fa-ihioiuible  society  ;  but  the  middle  class  of  people  found  very  few  opportunities 
for  preparing  their  children  for  an  intelligent  engag'^ment  in  the  industrial  pursuits 
of  life.  The  result  is  that  in  this  State,  as  wi'll  as  thrcuyhout  the  South,  there  is 
a  great  a-nd  lamentable  absence  of  the  industrious  class  'S,  who  at  the  North  hy  their 
general  information  and  good  judgment  serve  as  a  conservative  power  in  the  Church 
and  State.  The  aim  of  education  in  the  South,  as  many  well  informed  southerners 
have  assured  me,  has  been  to  educate  the  better  classes  and  leave  the  poorer  or  work- 
ing people  to  their  ignorance.  This  was  the  condition  of  things  before  the  war, 
and,  of  course,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  it  would  be  any  better  after  it;  indeed 
in  the  general  paral3'sis  which  has  taken  hold  of  the  people,  the  power  of  resus- 
ciiation  of  the  educational  interests  seems  to  have  been  lost.  All  have  been  wait- 
ing for  some  step  by  the  state  in  the  direction  of  a  general  school  law,  and  the  State 
has  been  waiting  for  the  action  of  its  inhabitants  and  the  powers  that  control  the 
plan  of  reconstruction.  After  laboring  in  this  field  for  two  j^ears,  waiting  mean- 
while for  the  building  up  of  other  interests,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  child- 
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ren  were  growing  up  in  ignorance,  while  the  educated  wore  dying  off  with  age,  and 
that  each  minister  of  the  gospel  must  take  the  matter  in  hand.  After  consultation 
with  many  ministerial  brethren,  I  concluded  that  ignorance  was  a  serious  hind- 
rance to  the  spread  of  the  truth,  and  that  the  circumstances  required  a  return  to 
the  old  ways  in  which  our  fathers  planted  the  Presbyterian  Church  so  successfully* 
on  this  continent.  Having  made  the  subject  a  matter  of  prayer  and  study,  I  re- 
solved to  attempt  the  formation  of  an  academj^,  having  in  view  the  spiritual  as  well 
as  mental  and  moral  improvement  of  the  young.  Fortunately  our  church  pos- 
sessed an  unoccupied  story  which  was  placed  at  my  disposal ;  making  an  investment 
myself  for  the  fitting  up  of  the  rooms,  and  obtaining  the  necessary  apparatus,  I 
employed  teachers  and  took  the  management  of  the  institution  mj'self. 

Trial  has  sustained  me  in  this  effort.  Amid  many  difficulties  the  Academy  has 
prospered  ;  the  children  have  been  carried  through  a  thorough  course  of  instruction 
and  have  developed  a  fair  amount  of  ability.  A  higher  order  of  scholarship  has 
been  required  and  maintained  than  has  been  known  in  this  vicinity  heretofore.  The 
change  that  has  come  over  the  department  of  the  children  has  been  noticeable,  and 
the  proficiency  of  some  has  quite  startled  their  parents  to  realize  the  power  of  mental 
training.  A  number  of  the  scholars  have  attended  by  walking  three  miles,  and 
these  seem  generally  to  prize  the  privilege  the  most. 

As  there  is  rio  immediate  necessity  for  better  accommodations,  we  have  thought 
best  not  to  make  any  effort  to  build  for  the  present.  Indeed  in  the  present 
pecuniary  depression  of  the  ISouth,  it  is  better  to  use  what  buildings  may  be  found, 
rather  than  divert  money  from  the  current  sustentation  of  eflbrts  to  their  perma- 
nent foundation.  Without  taking  any  return  myself,  the  Academy  has  only 
paid  its  way  thus  far  for  teachers  salaries  and  expenses,  by  the  assistance  which 
your  Board  so  considerately  rendered.  It  is  my  expectation  that  after  another  six 
months,  it  will,  however,  be  able  to  stand  alone.  The  attendance  has  varied,  at  the 
different  seasons  of  the  year,  from  thirty-live  to  sixty-five. 

Cheerfulness  and  good  feeling  are  cultivated  among  the  children.  The  Bible  is 
instilled  into  their  minds,  the  formulas  of  catechetical  truth  are  fastened  upon  their 
meniuries,  and  the  spirit  of  devotional  song  is  kept  among  them. 

If  there  is  any  lesson  that  I  would  through  you  fasten  upon  the  memories  and 
hearts  of  the  church,  it  is  that  in  planting  the  gospel  as  we  understand  it,  the 
school  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  church.  Where  good  schools  are  not  in 
existence  and  cannot  be  organized  by  any  other  means,  it  seems  to  me  an  impera- 
tive duty  for  the  church  to  enter  into  the  field.  To  allow  the  youth  to  give  up  in 
ignorance,  is  to  stop  the  supply  of  material  for  membership  in  the  church.  An 
enlightened  Christianity  requires  enlightened  Christians.  Thisshould  apply  through- 
out the  South  and  West — plant  a  school  when  you  plan  t  a  church.  The  Presbytery 
of  Potomac,  understanding  this  necessitj^  have  adopted  this  course  in  its  ten  Virginia 
mission  churches.     Both  here  and  at  Manassas  Junction,  we  have  our  schools. 

The  church  ought  to  place  in  the  hands  of  your  Board  a  large  amount  of  monej' 
for  this  purpose.  Let  it  do  it.  It  will  aid  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  in  every 
one  of  its  southern  mission  fields.

SUSQUEHANNA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE,  TOWANDA,  PA, 

When  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of 
making  a  visit  to  the  town  of  Towanda,  and  the  Institute  named, 
in  connection  with  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey  there, 
he  was  impressed  with  the  exceeding  beauty  of  the  country,  which 
is  not  excelled  upon  the  branches  of  the  beautiful  Susquehanna; 
with  the  enterprise  of  the  inhabitants ;  with  the  earnest  Christian 
spirit  prevalent ;  and  with  the  self-denying  earnestness  and  fidelity 
of  those  connected  with  the  Institute.  It  is  doing  a  work  of  value 
to  the  Church  and  to  education.     It  ought  to  be  sustained.     And,

if  those  who  have  the  means  will  put  it  in  our  hands^  the  Board  is 
desirous  of  affording  it  help. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  comply  with  your  request  for  a  brief  report  of  the  Susque- 
hanna Collegiate  Institute,  at  Towanda,  Bradford  (Jountj',  Pa  ,  under  the  care  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Susquehanna.  This  is  its  fourteenth  year.  The  institute  has  no 
endowment.  Ten  or  eleven  years  of  care  and  effort  were  required  to  free  it  from 
debt,  which  had  accrued  from  its  building  and  first  e.stabli.«hnient.  At  the  time  of 
its  founding  there  were  in  this  whole  regi<jn  no  High,  Classical  or  Normal  Schools. 
Nor  was  there  any  consecrated  wealth  for  the  speedy  and  easy  accomplishment  of 
the  pious  design  which  founded  this  Chri;?tian  institution.  The  support  of  its 
teachers  has  bei-n  and  is  dependent  upon  a  fluctuating  patronage.  Youths  of  most 
promise  among  us  were  seldom  able  to  pay  their  expenses  at  school  for  a  whole 
year,  many  of  the  brightest  were  wholly  without  means.  While  the  teachers  could 
only  be  secured  by  a  pledged  support  beforeluindy  and  since  the  anticipations  how- 
ever moderate,  of  any  year's  patronage,  were  liable  to  failure  from  a  variety  of 
unforseen  contingencies,  the  continuance  of  the  school  has  been  constantly  im- 
perilled. Indeed  from  such  cause  it  was  closed  during  its  twelfth  year,  whnn  the 
jiresent  principal  was  recalled  to  attempt  its  resuscitation.  At  what  personal  sac- 
rifice he  undertook  it  you  know.  This  experiment  required  that  he  bear  the  whole 
responsibility  of  its  financial  support. 

'Ihoui^h  the  two  years  of  unreiniiting  toil  have  exhausted  his  own  means,  and 
largely  taxed  his  health,  l)y  the  favor  of  God  the  Institute  is  steadily  rising  in 
character  and  proves  itself  to  be  a  pious  educational  agency  i)f  immense  good  ; 
splendidly  located  both  as  to  its  ample  grounds  and  picturesque  position,  and  as  to 
its  topograj)hical  relations  to  an  intelligent  pojiulation  of  tour  or  five  adjacent 
counties.  The  aid  of  your  Board  in  former  times,  and  the  toil  of  pa-t  years  have 
been  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  The  Institute  deserves  the  genersil  and  hearty  sym- 
pathies of  Christians.  To  say  nothing  about  the/ai?-ne.ss  of  such  requisition,  it  is 
now  cause  of  painful  solicitude,  as  to  whether  anj'  one  alone  can  bear  up  this  estab- 
lishment! An  endowment,  at  least  sulficiiig  for  the  support  of  the  principal,  ami 
a  comparatively  small  sum  for  repairs,  and  lor  the  erection  of  additional  buildings 
for  the  boarding  pupils,  would  at  once  double  the  usefulness  of  the  Institute^  and 
secure  its  healthy  permanency. 

During  the  lourteenih  school  year,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  male  pupils,  and 
ninety-eight  female,  have  attended  the  Institute.  The  one  hundred  and  fift}-,  in 
last  winter's  session,  was  the  largest  number  on  our  rolls  at  any  one  term.  'J'hiity- 
one  pupils  are  studying  Latin.  The  classes  in  French  and  Gi-rman  are  larger  than 
usual.  Three  young  ladies  having  satisfactorily  completed  the  full  course  of  studies 
required,  were  graduated  at  our  Commenceujent,  last  July.  Three  young  men  have 
letius  for  college.  Tnirty  pui)ils  during  the  year  have  received  normal  instruction; 
of  these,  twenty-eight  have  successful  engigments  as  district  school  teachers. 

On  the  day  of  prayer  for  schools,  in  Fcoruar^',  a  union  meeting  was  largely  at- 
tended in  our  oratory,  in  which  the  four  Protestant  pastors  of  Towanda  partici- 
pated. While  no  remarkable  or  extensive  work  of  grace  has,  with  us,  signalized 
the  year,  four  of  the  boarding  pupils  giive  themselves  to  the  Lord,  and  were  re- 
ceived during  it  into  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  numbers  who  have  received  their  education  in  whole  or  in  part,  who  have 
entered  the  learned  professions,  and  the  very  large  numbers  who  have  successfully 
engaged  as  teachers,  have  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  It  is  worthy  of 
mention,  that,  besides  several  ministers  of  other  denominations,  at  least  seven  Pres- 
byterian ministers,  all  of  whom  are  at  present  actively  engaged  in  proclaiming  "  the 
great  salvation  " — one  on  a  foreign  field — were  mainly  indebted  under  God  to  this 
institution  for  their  education.

In  tlie  heart  of  a  district  that  has  been  visited  by  numerous  out- 
pourings of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  amidst  a  population  which  has 
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given  to  the  Churcli  the  late  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Board,  of  Mis- 
sions, and  many  who  have  gone  forth  as  missionaries,  this  Institute 
was  founded  with  faith  and  prayer,  as  a  means  of  raising  up  zealous 
preachers  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Nor  have  its  faithful  teachers 
labored  in  vain.  Last  year  the  churches  of  the  presbytery  of  Al- 
legheny took  up  collections  for  it,  which  have  been  of  material  ser- 
vice.    It  deserves  their  praj^ers,  and  continued  assistance. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a  prosperous  and  pleasant  one  "with  this  Insti- 
tution. The  aggregate  attendance  during  the  year  was  188.  Our  scholars  have 
been  orderly  and  studious.  We  have  been  patronized  by  nine  denominations  of 
Christians,  besides  Jews  and  Catholics.  The  Scriptures  are  read  and  prayer  offered 
daily  in  the  school  room.  Religious  truth  is  almost  daily  imparted,  and  the  sub- 
ject of  personal  religion  pressed  upon  the  conscience  on  suitable  occasions.  We 
thus  endeavor  to  advance  the  cause  of  sound  gospel  truth  and  evangelical  religion 
beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  denomination,  in  every  practicable  way.  We  are 
encouraged  to  hope  that  good  impressions  are  produced  upon  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  our  pupils,  which  are  carried  with  them  to  their  homes. 

We  have  had  no  special  manifestation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  with  us,  though  a 
number  of  our  pupils  have,  during  the  year,  united  with  the  various  churches  to 
which  they  properly  belonged.  How  much  of  this  may  be  due  to  impressions  either 
received  or  strengthened  here  we  cannot  tell. 

Several  of  our  young  men  have  left  us  for  college,  having  the  ministry  in  view, 
and  we  have  several  others  with  us  now  looking  forward  to  the  same  work. 

A  young  men's  prayer  meeting  is  maintained  in  the  Institute  with  considerable 
interest. 

Our  school  is  looked  upon  with  favor  by  all  classes  of  Christians,  as  well  as  by 
the  community  at  large.  It  is  confessedly  meeting  a  want  among  us  not  met  by 
the  common  schools,  however  good  they  may  be.

ONAEGA    PRESBYTERIAN   INSTITUTE,  ONARGA,  ILLINOIS, 

The  intelligence  and  vigor  with  which  this  institution  has  been 
managed  make  it  really  a  model  of  its  kind.  Though  it  has  had 
active  rivals  in  the  community,  and  various  difficulties  which  might 
have  discouraged  others,  it  has  gone  forward  until  it  has  secured  a 
permanent  and  honorable  place  among  that  class  of  educational 
institutions  in  the  State. 

The  Onarga  Presbyterian  Institute  closed  its  recent  term  with  an  attendance  of 
fifty-one  students.  Forty-two,  whose  average  age  is  fourteen  and  a  half  years, 
have  been  in  the  academic  department.  Diligence  in  study,  and  excellent  deport- 
ment have  been  characteristic  of  all.  In  addition  to  the  usual  English  studies, 
classes  have  been  taught  in  History,  Physical  Geography,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Chemistry,  Algebra,  and  Latin.  The  public  examination  showed  that  satisfactory 
progress  had  been  made  in  all  the  studies  pursued.  During  the  year,  the  beginning 
of  a  library  has  been  made.  This,  through  the  eflbrts  of  the  Literary  Society,  will 
soon  be  increased  by  a  selection  of  standard  works. 

While  we  are  not  privileged,  as  we  were  last  year,  to  tell  of  the  outpouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  the  conversion  of  many  of  our  dear  youth,  we  have  observed  a 
diligence  in  duty  and  an  attention  to  religious  instruction  that  lead  us  to  hope  that 
they  are  being  trained  not  only  for  usefulness  in  the  various  walks  of  life,  but  es- 
pecially for  the  work  of  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Lord.  Many  of 
them  are  already  earnest  disciples  of  our  beloved  Master.  They  have  maintained, 
assisted  by  their  teachers,  a  prayer  meeting,  in  which  all,  both  male  and  female, 
have  participated.  The  word  of  God,  the  voice  of  prayer,  and  the  song  of  praise 
are  daily  heard  in  the  schooL 
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In  a  fertile  region,  rapidly  filling  with  a  busy  population,  the  Institute  is  endea- 
voring to  "  lay  the  foundations  of  many  generations"  in  a  sound  intellectual  and 
religious  training.  Once  it  was  the  glory  of  our  beloved  Zion  to  lead  the  van  in 
promoting  an  advanced  and  liberal  education.  Now,  "  many  false  prophets  are 
gone  out  into  the  world;"  and  how  can  we  more  successfully  overcome  the  influ- 
ence of  their  "  pernicious  ways''  than  by  training  the  youth  of  the  land  thoroughly 
to  know,  like  Timothy,  from  childhood  the  Scriptures';  that  they  maybe  wise  unto 
salvation,  thoroughly  furnished  with  all  good  works,  and  armed  with  the  sword  of 
the  Spirit.  Our  fathers  believed  that  religious  education  was  the  right  arm  of  the 
church.  The  sooner  we  follow  their  example  in  planting  the  school  and  the 
church  side  by  side,  the  sooner  will  the  "oppositions  of  science  falsely  so  called," 
and  the  fables  of  infidelity  lose  their  power  ;  while,  instead  of  being  led  astray  by 
"great  swelling  words  of  vanity,"  "  our  sons  shall  be  as  plants  grown  up  in  their 
youth,  and  our  daughters  as  corner-stones  polished  after  the  similitude  of  a  palace."

LENOX   COLLEGIATE   INSTITUTE,  HOPKINTON,  IOWA. 

Just  at  the  time  when  the  oaks  of  the  rolling,  well-watered  and 
fertile  state  of  Iowa  were  putting  on  their  queenly  autumn  garb,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  was  last  year  permitted  to  visit  this  Insti- 
tute, the  name  of  which  is  well  known  from  the  publications  of  this 
Board  even  to  distant  readers.  An  excellent  brick  building  has 
been  erected  for  it  upon  an  elevation  near  the  town,  to  reach  which 
the  visitor  passes  among  the  original  trees  of  the  soil ;  and  from  it 
he  marks  the  neat  dwellings  which  here  and  there  protrude  above 
the  billowy  foliage.  On  the  left  of  this  path  stands  a  monument 
which  will  long  hand  down  the  memory  of  a  number  of  the  students 
who  went  forth  at  the  call  of  their  country  from  this  peaceful  scene, 
to  defend  its  sacred  rights,  and  humble  the  pride  which  would  have 
made  wrong  from  man  to  man  perpetual  on  this  continent.  Oppor- 
tunities were  enjoyed  of  hearing  some  of  the  recitations,  and  of 
making  addresses  in  the  Institution,  and  also  in  the  handsome  new 
church,  to  the  people  of  the  town.  Lenox  Institute  appears  to  de- 
serve the  liberal  patronage  of  the  Christian  population  of  the  State, 
and  no  investment  of  the  amount  of  money  which  has  been  granted 
to  it  by  the  Board  could  have  been  made  to  better  advantage,  in 
any  cause,  by  those  who  enabled  the  Board  to  render  it  aid.  The 
Synod  of  Iowa  seems  desirous  to  enlarge,  as  it  should,  its  facilities 
for  communicating  instruction. 

The  review  of  the  past  year's  history  of  Lenox  Collegiate  Institute  affords  but 
little  else  than  a  record  of  patient  and  faithful  labor  on  the  part  of  our  teachers;  a 
corresponding  improvement  on  the  part  of  diligent  pupils,  and  yet  with  but  little 
ground  of  rejoicing  in  reaping  abundant  harvests  from  seed  sown.  During  this 
winter  term  we  have  near  one  hundred  students  ;  the  greater  part  studying  Com- 
mon and  Higher  English,  Scientific,  and  Mathematical  Branches;  there  are  three 
small  classes  in  Latin,  one  in  French,  and  two  in  German.  Our  students  come 
one  term,  and  are  gone  the  next;  some  to  teach,  and  others  to  be  otherwise  en- 
gaged. Few  remain  with  us  to  complete  a  full  course  of  instruction.  Tlius  from 
limited  resources  in  the  way  of  means,  we  fail  to  attract  a  class  of  permanent  stu- 
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dents,  and  so  cannot  proudly  point  to  that  hierhest  honor  of  an  institution  of 
learnins;,  "sons"  like  vigorous  plants,  to  bless  their  generation,  and  "daughters 
polished  after  the  similitude  of  a  palace,"  to  adorn  and  cheer  those  circles  where 
they  wield  influence.  Yet  we  are  not  without  the  hope  that  our  "  labor  is  not  in 
vain."  Our  patrons  cheerfully  accord  to  the  Institute  a  reputation  for  accuracj^ 
and  thoroughness  in  drill  and  elementary  instruction  which  is  not  enjoyed,  we  be- 
lieve, by  some  institutions  of  higher  pretensions.  Our  students  attend  with  prompt- 
ness upon  the  religious  exercises  and  instructions  which  constitute  a  part  of  the 
daily  routine  of  our  school.  During  the  past  year  additional  interest  has  been 
imparted  to  Biblical  study  by  the  introduction  of  Breed's  Questions  for  Bible  Les- 
sons (published  by  Amer.  S  S.  Union)  into  the  school.  Lessons  prepared  and  recited 
on  the  ground  of  these  questions  are  made  to  interest  all,  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest.  In  this  way  we  think  something  more  than  a  bare  surface  knowledge  of 
the  Scriptures  is  obtained  by  our  students.  There  has  been  no  powerful  quickening 
by  the  Holy  i^pirit  during  the  past  year,  and  yet  we  are  not  without  evidence  that 
the  good  seed  is  received  into  some  "  good  and  honest  hearts,"  and  there  watered 
by  the  gentle  dews  of  heavenly  influence,  encouraging  the  hope  that  in  due  time 
there  shall  appear  "  the  blade,  the  ear,  and  the  full  corn  in  the  ear."  A  few  young 
men,  not  in  connection  with  our  church,  in  the  school,  give  hope  of  much  future 
uspfulne.=s. 

The  eflbrts  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa  to  relieve  us  of  our  embarrassments,  and  pro- 
vide increased  facilities  for  doing  a  good  work,  have  hitherto  been  unsuccessful, 
partly  from  want  of  concentrated  and  earnest  efl'ort,  and  partly  from  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  churches  in  this  synod  are  struggling  to  sustain  enterprises  that  seem 
more  directly  connected  with  their  own  separate  existence  and  prosperity.  The 
financial  burden  of  the  school  has  hitherto  been  transferred  from  one  to  another  of 
the  teachers,  and  has  proved  so  great  that  it  is  becoming  difficult  to  find  one  to 
consent  to  receive  it.  At  this  point  in  the  history  of  our  school,  and  under  these 
circumstances,  we  respectfully  and  prayerfully  submit  to  all  friends  of  Christian 
education,  especially  to  such  in  our  own  communion,  whether  this  important,  vilal 
interest  shall  besuflered  by  them  to  expire,  for  want  of  "  eflPectual,  fervent  prayer" — 
for  want  of  their   '^ahns{?)  and  prayers."

GE^^EVA   ACADEMY,  GENEVA,  KANSAS. 

In  the  Record  for  February  last  an  account  of  this  institution 
was  given  under  the  head  of  "Sketch  of  a  Successful  Academy," 
an  epithet  which  it  deserves.  The  faithful  principal  writes  to  the 
Board  that  the  grants  made  by  it  have  enabled  the  institution  "  to 
stand  alone,"  and  henceforth  to  provide  for  itself.  May  it  long 
prove  a  blessing  to  Southeastern  Kansas.  The  Synod  should  re- 
gard it  with  a  kind,  paternal  eye,  and  see  that  it  goes  on  to  grow  in 
usefulness  to  the  church  and  to  the  people  of  the  State. 

Our  circumstances  are  in  a  more  favorable  condition  now  than  at  any  previous 
period  in  the  history  of  the  Academy.  There  has  been  opposition  to  meet  and 
overcome.  There  is  opposition  still.  It  comes  mainly  through  the  Congregation- 
alists,  who  are  jealous  of  our  success.  But  in  their  opposition  lies  our  prosperity. 
Eor  all  the  outside  influence  is  in  our  favor. 

The  sessions  of  the  Academy  are  two,  of  four  months  each.  This  arrangement 
accommodates  many  who  are  obliged  to  labor  a  part  of  the  year  for  their  ft>od  and 
clothing,  since  many  of  our  Western  people  are  not  able  to  send  their  children  all 
the  time.  Tlte  roll  of  last  session  numbered  sixty  ;  the  present  session  numbers 
sixty-two.  The  patrons  of  the  school  have  never  shown  as  much  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  scholars  as  they  have  this  session  ;  which  is  the  best  evidence  of  the 
school's  prosperity. 

Financially  the  Academy  is  in  a  fair  condition — not  as  good  as  we  desire  it  to  be. 
We  hope  soon  to  have  maps,  globes,  iStc.  ;  also  a  good  library  for  the  scholars 
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Any  books,  maps,  charts,  globes,  or  money  that  could  be  given  by  the  friends  of 
education  in  the  far  west  would  be  gladly  received. 

There  is  an  evident  improvement  in  the  deportment  of  our  students  during  the 
past  year.  There  is  the  best  of  attention  paid  to  all  the  religious  duties  of  the 
school.  One  of  our  boys,  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  has  taken  his  stand  for  Christ. 
His  conduct  has  made  a  serious  impression  upon  the  minds  of  several  others. 
There  are  six  professors  of  religion  now  in  attendance  ;  one  of  these,  a  noble  young 
man  from  Missouri,  is  studying  with  a  view  to  the  ministry.  I  trust,  by  our  next 
communion,  we  will  have  several  more  additions  to  our  church  from  the  students 
of  the  Academy. 

The  influence  for  good  is  widening  and  deepening  in  every  direction.  "With  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  our  labors  here,  great  good  can  be  done  for  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  this  beautiful  land.  No  doubt,  one  day,  not  far  distant,  there  will  be 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  souls  in  this  Neosho  Valley  within  the  reach  of 
this  Academy.  Hence,  to  lay  a  good  foundation  now  for  Christ  demands  every 
energy  of  the  Christian  heart.  We  desire  an  interest  in  your  prayers,  and  in  the 
prayers  of  the  whole  Presbyterian  church. 

Your  last  check  was  received ;  for  which  you  have  my  heartfelt  thanks.  The 
Academy  will  hereafter  be  able  to  stand  on  its  own  feet.  With  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  I  believe  it  will  succeed.

HIGHLAND  ACADEMY,  HIGHLAND,  KANSAS. 

Highland  is  a  spot  whicli  the  Presbyterian  church  remembers 
with,  pleasure  as  the  scene  of  one  of  its  early  missions  to  the  Indians. 
A  boarding  school  was  long  maintained  there.  It  was  more  directly 
for  the  lowas  and  Sacs.  But  bands  of  Winnebagoes  also  made 
their  homes  among  those  tribes ;  and  Otoe,  Blackfeet  and  Sioux 
children  also  reaped  part  of  the  benefits  of  the  school.  Those 
tribes  have  nearly  melted  away  before  the  advancing  sun  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  "  civilization."  The  prairies  are  cut  up  into  farms,  and  the 
towns  of  the  white  settlers  are  planted  by  their  streams.  A  new 
life  reigns.  What  is  to  belts  character?  The  spirit  of  the  Pres- 
byterian church,  which  made  the  religious  pre-emption  will  largely 
decide  the  question.  Its  members  there  should  see  that  Highland 
Academy  prospers,  so  far  as  it  is  in  their  power.  And  its  members 
elsewhere  should  grant  the  Board  of  Education  the  means  (which 
they  now  have  not)  to  assist. 

An  accident  in  the  way  of  a  broken  limb  has  hindered  my  reply  to  yours  of  the 
23d  January,  which  arrived  in  due  time,  but  now  with  bolstering  and  resting  I 
am  able  to  write  a  few  lines. 

Our  institution,  under  a  kind  providence,  is  still  going  forward.  The  school  is 
under  the  care  of  our  able  instructor.  Prof.  Gage.  The  primary  department  has 
been  withdrawn  and  transferred  to  another  school  in  the  village,  leaving  only 
those  in  the  intermediate  and  academic  departments.  Consequently,  the  num- 
bers now  are  not  so  large  as  formerly,  at  present  not  exceeding  iifty.  The  higher 
branches  are  taught  including  Laiin,  Greek  and  higher  mathematics.  Bible  and 
moral  instruction  are  daily  and  carefully  attended  to  ;  and  though  we  have  had 
no  special  revival  of  religion,  the  scholars  are  sober  and  orderly.  Many  of  them 
are  professors  of  religion,  and  all  are  connected  with  the  Sabbath  school  and  Bible 
class,  and  attend  church  eiiher  in  the  chapel  of  the  institution  or  at  other  places 
in  the  village. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  add  much  to  the  money  value  of  our  institution  the 
past  year.  A  cupola  and  bell  have  been  added  to  the  building  and  some  books  to 
the  library.    The  general  rise  in  property  has  probably  increased  the  nominal  value 
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of  the  property  during  the  past  year,  but  we  estimate  its  value  at  about  $15,000, 
including  apparatus  and  library. 

We  very  much  miss  the  help  we  have  usually  received  from  your  Board  in  years 
past,  and  deplore  the  delinquency  on  the  part  of  our  own  churches,  which,  as  we 
learn  from  your  letters,  has  debarred  us  from  this  aid.  This  we  hope  will  be  re- 
medied in  the  future.  We  do  hope  that  our  own  churches  in  Kansas,  as  well  as 
those  more  remote,  will  rise  up  to  the  magnitude  of  the  work  that  is  before  them 
in  planting  and  developing  churches  and  institutions  of  learning  in  this  new  coun- 
try. Next  to  God's  blessing  upon  us  we  need  a  small  endowment  fund  to'  hold  us 
in  position  until  our  own  county  and  neighborhood  becomes  strong  and  wealthy 
enough  to  carry  forward  the  work. 

Since  the  war  has  closed,  and  peace  and  confidence  been  restored  to  our  country, 
we  have  not  seen  or  felt  such  necessity  for  the  enlargement  of  our  school  privileges. 

The  increase  of  error  and  ignorance  is  only  equaled  by  the  increase  of  immigrants 
and  secular  improvement.  The  opening  of  new  highways,  and  the  invitations  of 
a  productive  soil,  as  well  as  the  prospects  of  wealth  in  the  mines  beyond  us,  allure 
the  thoughtless  multitude  who  rush  on  without  once  raising  the  enquiry,  "  what 
shall  a  man  be  profited  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul."  "  Mam- 
mon "  threatens  to  engulf  and  ruin  our  fair  land. 

With  this  neglect  of  religion  and  education  conies  error  and  infidelity  in  all  its 
forms — Universalism,  Anihilationism,  Mormonism  and  Rationalism  ;  while  mul- 
titudes of  our  own  native  born  citizens  seem  practically  to  doubt  whetiier  there  is  a 
God.  The  church  must  lift  up  a  bolder  standard  against  these  things.  Our 
church  must.  For  thirty  years  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  has  held  up  a 
standard  on  this  very  ground,  but  now  the  work  must  be  enlarged  and  varied  to 
meet  the  new  demand.  Means  and  effort  better  proportioned  to  the  necessities  of 
the  case  must  be  found,  or  we  will  lose  what  has  already  been  gained. 

Will  not  our  church — will  not  some  lover  of  our  old  toreign  missionary  work, 
or  some  friend  of  our  venerated  and  departed  Walter  Lowrie,  or  Dr.  Van  Rens- 
selaer, (both  of  whom  had  a  part  in  founding  this  institution),  come  forward  and 
aid  in  the  way  of  a  small  endowment  until  our  young  and  new  country  becomes 
stri)ng  enough  to  take  up  and  carry  on  the  work  ? 

May  God  grant  to  bless  this,  as  well  as  all  the  educational  interests  to  which 
your  life  is  devoted.

LOG-ANSPORT  ACADEMY,    LOGANSPORT,   IND. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  James  Matthews,  formerly  an  able  and  popular 
professor  in  Centre  College,  Danville,  Kj.,  lias  taken  charge  of  this 
institution,  which  is  one  of  much  importance  to  the  Church  in  the 
State  of  Indiana.  The  following  statement  from  its  Board  of 
Trustees  has  been  sent  us  : — 

In  1865,  the  friends  of  education  seeing  that  the  Common  School  System  was 
utterly  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  Logansport  and  the  growing  towns  situated 
along  the  lines  of  the  different  railroads  converging  to  this  place,  and  ihat  there 
was  no  Academy  or  High  School  in  Northern  Indiana,  exce})t  a  Catholic  institu- 
tion near  South  Bend,  and  recognizing  the  necessity  of  a  more  central  public 
institution — one  more  easy  of  access — they  conceived  the  idea  of  establishing  an 
institution  at  Logansport  which  should,  in  future  time,  supply  the  wants  of  the 
entire  northern  section  of  the  State.  They  at  once  began  the  work  of  raising  a 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  building  or  purchasing  a  suitable  property  to  make  the 
necessary  beginning. 

The  movement  was  made  at  a  propitious  time,  and  one  of  the  best  locations  in 
or  about  our  young  and  growing  city  was  found,  with  large  and  commodious 
buildings,  which  had  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  some  $15,<:00,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
splendid  grounds,  which  were  worth,  at  a  low  estiniHte,  $H,(Ki(i ;  and  this  property 
has  sieadily  increased  in  value,  till  it  is  now  worth  $25. i  00  or  $::i(',0(JO. 

This  property  was  purchased  at  the  low  figure  of  $i2,00J.     But  in  making  this 
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purchase  the  Trustees  had  but  the  small  subscription  of  about  $7,000  to  begin  with, 
but  a  small  part  of  which  was  collected,  and,  in  order  to  secure  the  property,  bor- 
rowed the  necessary  funds  to  pay  the  purchase  money,  at  a  high  rate  of  interest. 
A  considerable  sum  had  also  to  be  expended  in  fitting  up  and  making  necessary 
changes  and  repairs  upon  the  building,  so  that  the  Trustees  to-day  find  tbemseves 
embarrassed  for  want  of  funds  to  make  the  necessary  improvements. 

An  appeal  is  therefore  made  for  lielp  from  abroad.  The  follow- 
ing paper  adopted  by  the  Presbytery,  and  sent  by  it  to  ns  for  pub- 
lication, presents  the  grounds  upon  which  it  is  made. 

"  The  Presbyterial  Academy  at  Logansport,  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery,  is 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  There  are  on  the  roll  for  last  year  200  pupils. 
The  institution  is  growing  in  the  confidence  of  the  community,  and  the  sphere  of 
its  influence  is  constantly  widening.  Its  patronage  is  not  confined  to  Presbyte- 
rians. Members  of  almost  all  denominations  are  represented  in  it.  With  the 
exception  of  the  eflTorts  by  Eoman  Catholics,  the  region  in  the  centre  of  which  this 
institution  is  situated  is  without  schools  and  seminaries  of  a  high  grade.  The  im- 
portance of  maintaining  such  a  school  under  religious  influences  cannot  be  overes- 
timated. We  find  that  an  efl"ort  has  been  commenced  by  the  Trustees  to  free  the 
institution  from  debt  and  erect  buildings  required  by  the  growing  wants  of  the 
school.  Kev.  Levi  Hughes  has  been  acting  as  an  agent  for  this  object,  soliciting 
subscriptions  among  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery.  He  has  already  pledged  the  sum 
of  $18,000.  There  remainst )  be  subscribed  the  sum  of  $2,000,  to  make  those  already 
obtained  binding  and  available.  We  hope  that  those  who  have  not  already  borne 
their  part  in  this  good  work  will  at  once  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  do 
a  good  and  great  work  fur  Christ  and  his  church.  W^e  have  the  utmost  confidence 
in  Rev.  Dr.  Matthews,  Principal,  and  the  brethren  who  have  the  institution  in 
charge,  and  trust  that,  year  by  year,  we  may  hear  more  and  more  of  the  rich 
results  attending  the  eftorts  to  plant  in  the  midst  of  this  Presbytery  an  institution 
of  a  high  grade,  in  which  our  youth  of  both  sexes  may  obtain  an  education  under 
religious  influences,  in  which  the  church  has  confidence.  In  future  reports  we 
hope  to  speak  more  definitely  as  to  the  methods  of  study  and  grade  of  scholarship 
in  the  Academy,  as,  by  our  newly-adopted  Standing  Rules,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
your  Committee  to  attend  the  stated  examinations  in  the  institution.

VERMILION  INSTITUTE,  HAYESVILLE,  OHIO. 

As  necessary  as  are  the  colleges  of  the  land  for  the  complete  edu- 
cation of  its  sons,  just  so  necessary  are  the  academies  to  impart  the 
preparatory  training.  The  noble  efforts  to  establish  Wooster 
University  will  be  more  successful  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
academies  like  Yerrailion.  This  may  truthfully  be  termed  one  of 
the  most  useful  in  connection  with  the  Church,  and  the  Board  pub- 
lishes the  following  appeal  to  Christians  with  the  hope  that  it  will 
aid  in  accomplisliing  the  object  in  view. 

This  institution  is  widely  known  as  one  of  the  largest  and  most  imporant  acade- 
mies connected  with  the  Presbyterian  Church.  It  is  under  the  care  of  the  Pres- 
byteries of  Richland  and  Wooster,  and  has  been  in  operation  for  more  than  twenty 
years.  God  has  been  pleased  to  smile  upon  it,  and  to  bless  it  in  accomplishing  the 
end  for  which  it  was  established.  Several  thousand  students  have  here  been  fitted 
for  colli'gH,  the  theological  seminary,  or  for  active  life.  Abi)Ut  seventy  of  its  stu- 
dents have  become  ministers  of  the  gospel.  Eight  or  ten  of  our  foreign  missionaries 
were  formerly  students  at  Hayesviile.     It  is  the  constant  aim  of  those  who  have 
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charge  of  it  to  cherish  a  religious  interest  among  the  students,  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  competent  and  pious  ministers,  and  to  promote  a  missionary  spirit  among 
all  who  are  in  attendance. 

Vermilion  Institute  is  not  a  monastery  for  young  men,  nor  a  nunnery  for  young 
women.  It  is  not  a  fashionable  Female  Seminary,  nor  a  popular  Boys'  School. 
It  is  simply  a  Christian  School  for  our  sons  and  daughters;  one  in  which  the  true 
and  natural  m';thod  of  educating  the  sexes  together  has  been  pursued  from  the 
beginning  with  the  tokens  of  God's  approval  resting  upon  it.  It  is  a  school  for 
the  middle  classes,  where  poverty  is  no  reproach  to  a  young  man  struggling  to 
educate  himself,  and  where  simplicity  in  dress  and  manners  characterizes  the 
young  ladies. 

To  encourage  and  aid  young  people  whose  means  are  limited,  the  tuition  has 
been  kept  down  at  the  lowest  possible  rates,  and.  the  school  being  unendowed,  the 
trustees  have  had  no  means  wherewith  to  keep  the  buildings  in  proper  repair.  The 
citizens  of  the  village  and  vicinity  are  erecting  a  new  building,  which  is  greatly 
needed  for  the  accommodation  of  young  ladies.  The  trustees  have  authorized  the 
undersigned  to  collect  in  the  churches  of  the  two  Presbyteries  mentioned,  or  where- 
ever  it  can  be  raised,  suificient  means  to  complete  the  repairs  which  have  been 
commenced,  to  paint  the  building,  and  to  procure  the  scientific  apparatus  proper 
to  such  an  institution.  We  do  greatly  stand  in  need  of  $1500  or  $2000  just  now. 
Here  is  a  school  belonging  to  the  intelligent  and  wealthy  Presbyterian  body,  a 
school  where  thousands  of  our  youth  have  received  their  education,  and  where  the 
Church  has  now  nearly  a  score  of  her  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  yet  she  has 
never  furnished  it  with  the  apparatus  for  scientific  studj'  which  is  regarded  at  this 
day  as  indispensable  in  any  institution  of  academical  grade.  "We  pray  that  God 
may  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  his  people — who  have  wealth,  and  who  only 
wish  to  know  where  some  of  their  money  is  reallj^  needed,  and  is  likely  to  do  good 
— to  enter  into  correspondence  with  us,  and  to  put  us  into  the  way  of  becoming 
possessed  of  the  needful  apparatus  for  conducting  philosophical,  chemical,  geo- 
graphical, astronomical,  and  other  studies,  with  interest  and  success.  And  will 
not  many  an  old  student  of  Vermilion,  after  reading  this  appeal,  sit  down  and  en- 
close in  a  letter  to  us  a  small  contribution,  to  help  in  making  the  buildings  which 
are  so  "  beautiful  for  situation,"  attractive  in  themselves,  also? 

God  has  given  us  experienced  and  eminently  successful  teachers  ;  a  very  fine  set 
of  students,  whose  number  is  steadily  increasing ;  and  everything  about  this 
' '  School  of  the  Church  "  is  encouraging,  save  that,  in  the  respects  indicated  above, 
Vermilion  is  not  yet,  with  all  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  year,  what 
the  people  at  this  day,  look  for  in  a  school  for  th^ir  sons  and  daughters. 

Friends  of  Presbyterianism,  and  of  Christian  education  !  Lend  us  a  helping 
hand  at  old  Vermilion. 

Presbyterians  of  Ohio  !  You  are  building  up  at  Wooster,  at  great  cost,  what  is 
greatly  needed,  and  what,  we  trust,  will  prove  a  noble  Christian  University.  But 
remember  that  it  will,  on  that  very  account,  be  far  more  important  than  ever,  to 
have  first  rate,  well-equipped  preparatory  institutions,  to  furnish  students  for  the 
University.  Do  help  us  to  make  Vermilion  just  what  Wooster  will  need,  and 
without  which  it  cannot  greatly  flourish.

ALBANY  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE,  ALBANY,  OREGON. 

The  State  of  Oregon  contains  somewhat  over  a  hundred  thousand 
square  miles  of  surface,  a  fourth  of  which  is  susceptible  of  cultiva- 
tion. It  was  the  first  on  the  Pacific  coast  to  be  settled  by  Ameri- 
cans. The  climate  is  cool,  and  one  of  the  most  regular  on  that  side 
of  the  Continent.  Forests  of  fine  timber  cover  large  districts,  the 
trade  in  which  has  been  profitable.  Sheep-raising  has  engaged  the 
attention  of  a  portion  of  its  people,  and  woolen  factories  have  been 
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established.  The  State  has  received  from  Congress  for  common 
schools  3,329,706  acres  of  land,  and  for  state  universities  46,080 
acres.  Other  churches  have  planted  institutions  of  a  collegiate 
grade,  but,  as  a  recent  letter  from  a  Presbyterian  minister  says, 
without  great  success ;  and  "  thoughtful  people,  nominally  connected 
with  those  denominations  are  looking  to  our  church  more  than  to 
any  other  for  sound  scriptural  preaching,  and  thorough  educational 
institutions."  This  has  led  the  Presbyterians  there  to  "  erect  the  best 
building  in  the  State  for  educational  purposes,"  and  to  determine  to 
try  and  meet  the  public  want.  The  following  statement,  received 
last  year,  gives  an  account  of  the  state  of  things  then,  which  is 
somewhat  different  at  present,  we  learn,  on  account  of  some  changes 
of  instructors.  Its  success  must  mainly  depend  upon  the  brethren 
there.  Yet  is  our  hope  that  the  benefactions  of  Christians  on  this 
side  of  the  Continent  may  enable  the  Board  to  assist  it  somewhat. 

The  Presbyteran  Church  in  Oregon,  comparatively  few  in  number  and  feeble 
in  means,  have  long  felt  that  they  were  laboring  at  a  disadvantage  in  consequence 
of  having  no  standing  as  a  denomination  in  the  educational  interests  of  the  state. 
The  Methodists,  Congregationalists,  Baptists,  Episcopalians  and  others  have 
their  respective  institutions,  which  bring  them  constantly  before  the  public,  and 
give  them  prominence  and  influence,  while  our  existence  as  a  church  has  scarcely 
been  recognized,  nor  our  influence  felt.  We  were  compelled,  moreover,  to  wit- 
ness these  denominations  contnjlling  the  education  of  the  youth,  our  own  child- 
ren among  the  rest,  and  drawing  into  their  respective  folds,  those  who  ought  to 
belong  to  Presbyterian  flimilies.  Thus  the  Presbyteran  Church,  in  Oregon,  in- 
stead of  maintaining  her  traditional  advanced  position  in  the  cause  of  education 
has  been  entirely  overshadowed. 

These  considerations,  together  with  others  which  might  be  mentioned,  deter- 
mined the  Presbytery  of  Oregon  to  attempt  the  establishment  of  an  institution  in 
which  the  various  branches  of  education  taught  in  academies  and  colleges  should 
be  pursued. 

The  result  of  the  effort  is  the  establishment  of  an  institution  known  as  "  The 
Albany  Collegiate  Institute"  at  the  city  of  Albany. 

We  have  a  beautiful  site  of  about  eight  acres,  partially  within  the  city  limits, 
dontted  for  the  purpose,  and  valued  at  $4000;  and  an  elegant  and  commodious 
building  sufficient  for  the  acoommodatiDn  of  two  hundred  students,  completely 
and  neatly  finished,  costing  about  $8000,  and  paid  lor  with  the  exception  of 
about  $7U6. 

Albany  is  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Willamette  River,  is  the  county 
seat  of  Linn  County,  and  contains  about  two  thousand  inhabitants.  The  loca- 
tion of  our  Institute  is  considered  the  most  eligible  in  the  State. 

The  property  is  deeded  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  incorporated  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State.  One-third  of  the  Bi  ard  is  chosen  annually,  only  from  nomi- 
nations made  by  the  Presbytei-ies  of  Oregon.  This  gives  the  Presbytery  entire 
control  of  the  institution. 

Our  Institute  was  opened  for  students  on  the  14th  of  October  la'st.  The  num- 
ber in  attendance  has  averaged  about  sixty.  The  number  of  teachers  employed 
is  three.  As  we  sire  dependent  very  much  on  local  patronage  for  support,  we 
adapt  our  course  of  instruction  to  the  wants  of  people  around  us.  Iti  addition  to 
the  studies  perused  in  the  higher  departments  of  common  schools,  we  have  very 
promising  classes  in  higher  arithmetic,  higher  algebra,  geometry,  book-keeping, 
natural  philosophy,  physiology,  astronomy,  and  two  classes  in  Latin,  which  expect 
soon  to  commence  with  the  Greek  grammar.  We  have  daily  reading  of  Scrip- 
tures and  prayer,  and  preaching  every  Sabbath  in  the  chapel.  Rev.  W.  J.  Mon- 
teith  is  principal  and  teacher  of  Latin  and  Greek,  and  has  thus  far  rendered  his 
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services  gratuitously.     The  only  source  of  income  being  the  tuition  fees,  it  will 
pay  only  the  other  two  teachers. 

We  put  our  Institute  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Education  hoping  we 
shall  be  aided  from  the  fund  contributed  for  such  institutions.  We  also  hope 
that  He  in  whose  hand  are  the  hearts  of  all  men,  may  put  it  into  the  heart  of 
some  one  of  his  stewards,  to  whom  He  has  given  much,  to  give  towards  the  en- 
dowment of  our  Institute.  Had  we  two  professorships  of  $15,000  each,  our  Col- 
lege would  be  a  source  of  strength  to  our  Church  and  an  active  agent  in  ad'vanc- 
ing  the  kingdom  of  Christ  on  this  coast.

3.  COLLEGES.     ' 

Two  colleges  have  received  assistance  from  the  Board  during 
the  year,  Tusculum  and  Washington,  Tennessee.  The  latter,  on 
account  of  their  proximity  to  each  other,  was,  in  September,  1866, 
changed  to  a  Female  College  by  the  Presbytery  of  Holston.  They 
exercise,  together,  an  important  influence  upon  the  population  of 
East  Tennessee,  and  of  the  neighboring  parts  of  Virginia  and  South 
Carolina.  The  beauty  and  value  of  this  region  have  been  referred 
to  upon  a  previous  page  of  this  report. 

TUSCULUM  COLLEGE,  TUSCULUM,  EAST  TENN. 

The  first  movement,  in  the  States  not  bordering  upon  the  Atlan- 
tic, towards  planting  a  college  for  the  population  which  after  the 
Eevolutionary  War  began  to  swell  over  the  Alleghenies,  and  find 
its  way  towards  the  Mississippi  Valley,  was  among  the  staunch 
Presbyterians  of  East  Tennessee.  And  at  the  present  time  it  con- 
tains a  people  intelligent,  loj^al  to  the  Government  and  to  the 
Church,  and  zealous  in  education.  The  Church  ought  to  cordially 
and  liberally  aid  them. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  condition  of  Greenville  and  Tusculum  College. 

Number  of  students,  present  term,  fifty-seven.  Number  of  professors  of  religion, 
eighteen.  Number  of  who  have  made  profession  during  present  year,  two.  Num- 
ber of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  three.  Two  of  these  candidates  are  Cumberland 
Presbyterians  ;  the  other  is  Old  School  Presbyterian. 

The  students  are,  nearly  all,  very  orderly  and  industrious.  There  is  nothing 
remarkable  in  their  religious  condition.  The  students'  prayer-meeting  is  kept  up 
with  usual  interest. 

In  regard  to  cases  in  which  future  usefulness  is  promised,  there  are  several  who 
have  something  more  than  ordinary  abilities,  but  not  so  extraordinary  as  to  require 
special  mention. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  war,  we  have  a  senior  class.  This  class  is  small  in 
numbers — only  three — but  each  member  is  considerably  better  than  an  average 
scholar. 

The  union  of  Greenville  and  Tusculum  Colleges,  which,  for  some  time,  hung  in 
suspense,  for  the  want  of  sufiicient  action  by  the  Legislature,  has  at  last  been  fully 
consummated.  It  will  be  continiied  at  Tusculum,  under  the  direction  of  the  con- 
solidated Board.  The  principal  material  aid  furnished  by  this  union  is  the  addition 
of  about  3,000  volumes  to  the  library. 

During  this  term,  two  instructors  have  been  added  to  our  former  number,  making 
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the  wlioie  numiaer  iidw  engaged,  five.  These  men  all  have  other  sources  of  sup- 
port, and  agree  to  perform  their  several  duties  in  the  College,  in  order  to  make  an 
institution  that  will  more  fully  meet  the  wants  of  the  Church  and  country. 

The  total  income  will  probably  be  about  $1,200.  Three-fourths  of  this  sum  will 
probably  be  realized,  so  that  wliatever  reward  they  may  expect,  it  is  easy  to  see 
that  they  cannot  expect  it  in  the  form  of  money.  Notwithstanding  this  great  desire 
to  sustain  a  first-class  institution,  their  efforts  are  very  much  crippled  by  the  want 
of  suitable  apparatus.  A  small  sum  expended  in  this  way,  would,  at  present,  be  a 
very  great  aid.  Our  great  object  is  to  give  thorough  instruction  in  the  substantial 
parts  of  an  education,  and  fit  our  students  for  becoming  useful  citizens  and  active 
Christians.  We  make  special  efforts  to  cultivate  habits  of  earnest,  faithful  Christian 
activity.

WASHINGTON    FEMALE    COLLEGE,    WASHINGTON,    EAST   TENN. 

[The  report  from  this  institution  has  not  been  received  in  time 
to  be  included  in  this  Annual  Eeport.] 

CARROLL    COLLEGE,    WAUKESHA,    WISCONSIN. 

Last  autumn  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  visited  this  College.  It 
is  one  in  which  the  Eev.  Dr.  Yan  Eensselaer,  while  Secretary,  felt 
a  peculiar  interest.  He  went  to  be  present  at  its  lirst  Commence- 
ment, July  15,  1857,  and  delivered  before  its  Philomathean  Society 
one  of  his  ablest  addresses,  on  "  The  Advantages  of  Colleges."  He 
made  it  the  occasion  of  "  a  plea  for  Carroll  College,  as  a  good  gift 
to  a  great  State."  In  arduous  labors  to  make  it  truly  such  the  good 
Dr.  Savage  wore  out  his  life.  And  others  have  been,  and  are 
straining  every  nerve,  going  to  the  utmost  limit  of  mental  and  phy- 
sical endurance,  for  the  same  object.  We  lay  before  the  Church, 
and  the  readers  of  this  Report,  the  following  statement  from  the 
President,  Walter  L.  Rankin,  with  this  remark  for  their  con- 
sideration: Carroll  College  applied  to  the  Board  for  aid  during  the 
past  year,  but  the  pressure  of  claims  even  more  urgent  than  its  own 
prevented  .a  grant,  which  it  would  have  made  had  it  possessed  the 
means  to  do  so. 

The  number  on  our  roll  for  the  present  year  is  about  one  hundred,  to  which, 
probably,  there  will  be  a  considerable  addition  during  the  spring  term.  Quite  a 
number  of  these  have  been  in  attendance  for  the  three  years  during  which  the  Col- 
lege has  been  in  operation.  We  have  not  received,  during  the  present  year,  as 
large  an  accession  of  new  students  as  we  had  hoped.  This  is  to  be  attributed,  we 
think,  to  various  local  and  monetary  causes,  and  should  not  discourage  from  fur- 
ther efforts  to  sustain  and  baild  up  the  College.  It  must  be  a  work  of  time  to  sur- 
mount the  difficulties  that  attend  us,  but  it  is  our  firm  hope  and  belief  that  this  will 
eventually  be  done,  and  that  a  more  independent  and  successful  position  will  even- 
tually be  reached,  whether  under  the  present  management  or  after  the  institution 
shall  have  passed  into  other  hands.  The  history  of  God's  dealings  with  us  has 
been  such  as  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  work  destined  for  Carroll  College  has  not 
yet  been  accomplished,  bat  that  a  long  career  of  usefulness  and  prosperity  is  still 
before  the  institution,  if  there  shall  be  the  needed  faith  and  trust  in  God,  and  the 
courage  to  go  forward. 

We  have  reached  an  interesting  point  in  our  course  of  study.  Four  college  classes 
are  in  preparation.  Next  year,  if  we  are  spared,  we  expect  to  have  our  whole  pro- 
posed course  in  operation — a  Sophomore,  a  Freshman  and  a  Sub-Freshman  Class, 
and  two  preparatory  classes.     To  carry  on  such  a  course  with  anything  like  the 
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proper  degree  of  efficiency,  we  need  an  increase  of  instructors,  and  an  enlargement 
of  the  fund  for  tlieir  support.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  one  person  shall  either  do 
the  whole  of  this  work,  or  make  provision  for  it,  by  the  employment  of  competent 
instructors,  when  the  only  funds  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries,  for  his  own  sup- 
port, and  for  meeting  all  incidental  exjjenses,  are  such  funds  as  can  be  collected 
from  tuition.  The  Synod  of  Wisconsin,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College, 
have  shown  their  appreciation  of  the  position  in  which  we  now  stand,  by  the  reso- 
lutions adopted  at  their  late  meetings,  and  by  the  appointment  of  an  agent  to  col- 
lect funds  for  a  small  permanent  endowment.  We  believe  that,  could  the  circum- 
stances of  our  position  and  the  opportunities  for  the  accomplishment  of  great  results 
by  the  creation  of  such  a  fund  be  fully  known,  many  would  be  found  ready  to 
respond  to  this  call. 

As  the  most  cheering  feature  of  this  report,  we  are  able  to  record  much  religious  inte- 
rest among  the  students,  especially  during  the  past  winter.  A  series  of  union  meetings 
held  by  the  churches  of  the  town,  and  gi  owing  out  of  the  observance  of  the  week  of 
prayer,  was  largely  attended  by  the  students,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  observe  that 
among  those  who  manifested  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  souls,  and  rose  to 
reqiiest  the  prayers  of  God's  people,  one-half,  or  more  frequently,  were  students  of 
the  College.  Finally,  at  tlie  simultaneous  request  of  many,  a  daily  noon-day  prayer- 
meeting  was  started  in  the  college  building.  This  is  still  held,  with  encouraging 
attendance,  and  with  great  profit  to  all,  and  is  frequently  conducted  by  the  students 
alone.  They  are  unwilling  that  it  should  be  given  up,  though  the  period  of  si^ecial 
excitement  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  unconverted  seems  to  have  passed  away. 
One  of  the  main  results  of  the  season,  which  we  have  enjoyed,  has  been  the  awakening 
of  those  who  were  professed  Christians  among  us  to  a  greater  degree  of  Christian 
zeal  and  activity.  Another  is,  that  some  eight  or  ten  of  the  unconverted,  who  were 
strangers  to  the  grace  of  God,  have  been  brought,  as  we  trust,  to  a  full  acceptance 
of  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  and  a  hearty  consecration  of  themselves  to  His  service. 
They  have  either  united  with  some  one  of  our  churches  or  expect  soon  to  do  so. 
Some  of  these  have  been  very  strong  and  marked  cases,  where  the  change  has  been 
a  very  decided  one,  and  perceptible  to  the  whole  body  of  students.  They  include 
some  of  the  most  talented  and  influential  of  our  number ;  among  others,  three  of  the 
Freshman  Class.  One  case  of  hopeful  conversion  is  of  recent  occurrence,  several 
weeks  after  the  discontinuance  of  the  meetings  in  the  town. 

In  the  midst  of  many  discouragements,  such  things  greatly  cheer  our  hearts,  and 
lead  us  to  a  strengthened  conviction  that  in  God  is  our  help  and  hope,  and  not  in 
man.

SCHOOLS  AMONG  FOEEIGN  POPULATIONS. 

Several  of  these  mission  schools  the  Secretary  visited  in  behalf 
of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  visit  all 
as  other  duties  permit.  In  the  Record  some  account  has  been 
given  of  these  visits,  sufficient  to  show  to  the  Church  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  brethren  engaged  in  this  most  useful  sphere  of  her  ser- 
vice, and  the  results  attained  by  them. 

GERMAN   SCHOOL,    WEST   MANCHESTER,    PA. 

This  school  is  placed  first  as  being  the  latest  added  to  the  list,  and 
in  a  region  where  none  has  been  attempted  before.  The  Principal 
deserves  special  remembrance  in  the  sympathies  of  the  friends  of 
Christ  as  the  editor  of  "Der  Presbyterianer,"  the  paper  established 
by  our  German  Presbyterian  brethren,  now  in  its  second  year, 
■which  is  doing  much  good  among  that  people,  and  ought  to  be  en- 
couraged by  the  assistance  of  others ;  and  as  also  the  pastor  of  a 
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Q-erraan  Church  in  the  town,  which  is  one  of  the  suburbs  of  the 
cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny. 

Our  school  was  organized  as  a  small  private  German  school,  held  in  our  new  church 
building,  in  October,  1863.  Since  then  I  have  worked  on,  partly  alone,  partly  with  the 
assistance  of  others,  until  I  had  a  school  so  large  that  another  room  was  necessary 
to  be  built.  The  congregation  was  ready  to  undertake  the  erection  of  a  good  school- 
house,  and,  after  great  efforts  to  secure  funds,  in  which  they  only  partially  suc- 
ceeded, they  had  the  house  erected  in  the  rear  of  the  church.  It  contains  two  very 
commodious  rooms,  capable  of  holding  from  200  to  300  children.  In  the  course  of 
time,  we  had  as  many  as  eighty  scholars  taught  by  two,  and,  at  one  time,  by  three 
teachers.  Both  the  German  and  English  languages  were  taught,  besides  the  usual 
common  school  branches.  From  the  first  the  Bible  was  regularly  read,  and  the 
catechism — that  for  little  children,  as  well  as  the  shorter  catechism — were  carefully 
taught.  Singing  and  the  rudiments  of  music  formed  likewise  a  part  of  the  regular 
studies.  At  one  time  there  was  also  a  class  in  Latin.  The  great  object  in  view  was 
to  offer  the  children  of  our  congregation  a  sound  religious  training.  Soon,  however, 
American  children  entered  the  school,  and,  indeed,  composed  the  greater  portion 
of  it.  In  the  summer  of  18(37,  the  conduct  of  the  assistant  teacher  became  very  ob- 
jectionable, and  caused  the  greater  number  of  the  scholars  to  withdraw.  Since 
then,  I  have  not  been  able  to  do  enough  to  build  the  school  up  again,  having  been 
appointed  editor  of  the  "Presbyterianer,"  (the  German  Presbyterian  paper)  where- 
by my  time  was  too  much  taken  up  with  other  work.  Yet  the  school  was  carried 
on,  and,  since  last  fall,  is  beginning  to  do  better.  A  young  German  student  in  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary  was  engaged  as  assistant  teacher,  and,  with  his  aid, 
we  hope  to  see  this  little  school,  which  has  been,  since  then,  made  a  parochial 
school,  increase  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  There  is  a  large  German  element  here, 
part  of  which,  at  least,  we  hope  to  induce  to  send  their  children  to  us.  We  have 
made  our  arrangements  such  as  will  enable  lis  to  teach  higher  branches  even  than 
those  commonly  taught  in  parochial  schools,  so  that  in  course  of  time  we  may  have 
an  academy  here,  if  we  be  sufficiently  encouraged. 

Although  religious  instructions  have  been  regularly  and  faithfully  given,  no 
remarkable  manifestations  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  students  have  been 
visible.  At  one  time,  however,  there  was  more  than  ordinary  seriousness  among 
them,  and  prayer-meetings  were  held  for  a  while.  I  believe  one  of  oiir  former 
pupils  has  since  joined  an  American  Presbyterian  church  of  this  place.  We  kept 
the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Schools,  in  February,  and  the  children  were  especially  invited 
to  attend  it ;  but  no  remarkable  influence  seems  as  yet  to  have  exeerted  itself  upon 
them  in  connection  with  that  day. 

Two  boys,  one  especially,  seem  to  promise  much  as  to  future  usefulness.  The 
work  is  as  yet  a  small  one,  but,  with  God's  blessing  upon  us,  we  hope  for  greater 
results.

GERMAlSr   SCHOOL,    WILLIAMSBURG,    L.  I. 

The  Eev.  John  Neander,  well  known  as  a  missionary  of  our 
Foreign  Board  of  Missions  to  the  Jewish  population  about  New 
York,  has  this  school  under  his  special  care.  He  gives  a  good 
account  of  its  success,  in  the  following  report : — 

Your  kind  letter  was  received  some  time  ago.  In  reply  to  the  same,  I  would  state 
only  what  I  could  gather  by  observations  I  could  make  when  I  visited  the  school, 
called  on  some  of  the  parents  of  the  scholars,  and  during  the  hours  that  I  spent 
whilst  I  instructed  and  catechised  those  grown  up  in  scriptural  truths. 

That  the  parochial  schools  are  of  great  importance  is  certain  ;  especially  in  this 
place,  where  the  German  Roman  Catholics  make  all  the  efforts  they  can  to  crowd 
their  large  schools  not  oiily  with  the  youth  of  their  own  denomination,  but 
also  with  children  of  those  who  are  not  Roman  Catholics.  Besides  these  there  are, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  our  gjhool,  two  very  large  German  schools,  under  the  care 
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of  well-educated  teachers,  which  shut  out  the  Bihle  and  its  truths.     There  are  also 
private  schools  (German)  where  religious  education  is  not  tolerated. 

Our  school  is  well  attended ;  the  two  large  rooms  are  filled.  At  present  two 
teachers  are  employed ;  and  we  ought  to  have,  soon,  a  third  one.  The  branches 
taught  I  mentioned  in  the  previous  reports.  There  are,  at  present,  about  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  scholars.  Good  discipline  is  secured,  and  the  scholars  are  attached 
to  their  teachers.  The  scholars  are  making  good  progress  in  the  various  branches 
taught.  They  all,  I  can  state,  are  more  or  less  under  religious  influence.  The 
great  events  of  biblical  history  are  imprinted  upon  the  minds  of  many,  and  the  car- 
dinal triiths  are  dwelt  upon  by  a  large  number.  This  I  can  perceive  during  the 
hours  I  have  spent  twice  a  week  in  instructing  them ;  and  many  of  them  have 
applied  to  come  forward  to  be  examined  before  the  session,  so  as  to  be  admitted  to 
commune  at  the  Lord's  Supper.  It  is  indeed  a  laborious,  but  also  a  delightful  work, 
to  bring  them  to  our  Lord,  the  faithful  Shepherd,  who  says  "suffer  little  ones  to 
come  to  me."

GEEMAN    SCriOOL,    EAST   WILLIAMSBURG,    L.   I. 

For  several  years  tLis  school  has  held  on  its  faithful  course;  and, 
as  the  pastor  of  the  church  says,  "  the  blessing  of  God  has  rested 
upon  it  from  the  commencement." 

I  gave  you  a  short  history  of  the  organization  of  the  school  through  my  pre- 
decessor the  Rev.  Mr.  Beinhauer,  five  years  ago.  The  blessing  of  God  has  rested 
upon  this  institution  from  the  commencement.  There  are  on  record  aa  church 
members  fourteen  young  men,  and  sixteen  young  hi'lies.  From  this  number  we 
have  twenty-two  in  our  choir  as  singers.  Four  have  left  our  church  and  con- 
nected themselves  vv-ith  other  churches  in  the  city  of  Williamsburg,  and  four  have 
left  us  without  dismissiim,  whom  we  do  not  know  where  to  find.  One  of  our 
young  men,  who  has  gone  through  our  scliool,  is  preparing  him-elf  for  the  min- 
istry. We  hope  that  he  will  enter  our  college  next  fall.  Four  of  our  yung  mem- 
bers are  teachers  in  our  Sabbath  school.  Most  of  the  older  members  connected 
with  our  church,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  were  nominal  Christians.  And  if  it  were  not 
for  our  parochial  school,  to  train  our  childrpn  and  youth  for  the  Church,  I  would 
have  very  little  encouragement  here.  Our  prospect  in  the  future  of  our  congre- 
gation lies  in  the  hopefulness  of  the  youth  whom  we  instruct  in  our  school.  Here 
we  see  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  our  chihJren.  It  gives  me  great  joy  to  cate- 
chise these  children,  and  lead  them  to  the  Saviour,  who  said  "  Suffer  little  child- 
ren and  forbid  them  not,  to  come  unto  me."  I  have  eight  of  our  youth  under 
special  instruction,  who  are  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God.  I  hope  some  of 
them  will  soon  come  forward,  and  make  confession  of  their  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. 
The  week  of  prayer  was  observed  among  us,  and  also  in  a  special  manner  the 
day  of  piayer  for  schools,  all  day  and  evening.  All  our  youth  were  present,  and 
we  all  felt  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.  May  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  all 
our  children.  The  scholars  number  between  forty  and  fifty.  Instruction  is  given 
in  the  German  and  English  languages.  The  teacher  in  opening  the  school  reads 
a  portion  of  the  Holy  Scripture  and  offers  prayer. 

The  following  branches  are  taught  in  our  school :  Bible  instruction,  catechism, 
writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  natural  philosophy,  grammar,  reading,  spelling 
and  singing.  The  children  are  very  attentive  to  ail  these  studies.  The  smaller 
classes,  it  may  be  mentioned,  give  their  teacher  a  great  deal  of  joy  and  hope  in 
the  Bible  instruction  and  catechism;  they  pay  strict  attention,  behave  well,  learn 
well,  and  seem  to  understand  what  they  learn.  I  must  say  that  the  good  seed 
has  fallea  upon  good  ground,  in  the  cases  of  the  greatest  number  of  our  children.

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GEKMAN  SCHOOL,  MADISON  ST.,  NEW  YORK. 

The  tender,  pious  spirit  of  the  following  report  makes  it  interest- 
ing to  read,  and  encourages  the  hope  that  God  will  raise  up  a  num- 
ber of  those  sons  of  the  church  to  be  faithful  laborers  among  their 
own  people  in  various  parts  of  the  land. 

The  present  year  has  again  manifested  that  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  lasts  forever 
and  ever,  and  that  He  blesses  the  labor  of  His  servants.  Verily,  it  is  through  His 
work  and  grace  that  this  school  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  temple  of  His  Holy 
Spirit,  and  that  the  hearts  of  the  children  are  tending  towards  Him,  as  they  know 
Him  better  and  better.  The  Lord  has  promised  that  His  word  shall  not  remain 
without  fruit,  and  here  He  has  gloriously  fulfilled  his  promise.  It  is  true  I  can- 
not give  a  report  of  sudden  revivals  and  conversions  among  the  children,  but  with 
greater  joy  I  can  speak  of  the  growth  of  their  zeal,  of  their  knowledge  and  of  their 
Christian  life.  The  power  and  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit  manifest  themselves  here 
like  the  blowing  of  a  soft  wind,  like  a  gentle  rain,  or  the  mild  beams  of  the  morn- 
ing sun  upon  the  hearts  of  these  children.  Already  the  buds  and  blossoms  of 
Christian  life  are  to  be  seen  in  many  of  them,  and  are  growing  into  fruits  by  the 
mercy  of  the  Lord.  This  animates  and  strengthens  in  us  the  hope  and  confi- 
dence that  they  will  not  only  remain  faithful  to  the  kingdom  of  God  and  to  His 
church,  but  in  time  will  also  become  faithful  workmen  in  His  vineyard.  It  is  truly 
a  great  grace  of  God  and  an  invigoration  to  me,  that  so  soon  in  the  commence- 
ment of  my  care  of  this  school,  I  have  experienced  such  blessed  things,  and  it  will 
encourage  and  incite  me  not  to  cease  laboring  and  praying  that  the  power  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  may  visit  us  more  and  more,  and  that  his  name  may  be  praised 
even  by  the  infants. 

As  this  school  is  situated  in  a  quarter  where  only  a  few  families  in  easy  cir- 
cumstances live,  it  is  almost  entirely  frequented  by  children  whose  parents  can 
afford  to  pay  but  little,  or  even  nothing,  for  their  instruction.  In  the  last  year, 
when  my  predecessor  had  the  direction  of  this  school,  the  number  of  students  was 
at  one  time  in  the  spring  more  than  a  hundred.  When  I  came  here  in  Septem- 
ber, 1868,  it  numbered  little  more  than  forty,  but  increased  to  eighty  in  Novem- 
ber; in  December  and  January  it  decreased  a  little,  and  is  now  again  up  to  about 
eighty,  who  nearly  all  are  also  regular  attendants  of  our  Sunday-school  and 
church.  The  attendance  in  school  is  also  comparatively  regular,  but  it  some- 
times happens  that  poor  parents  keep  their  children  at  home  for  a  month  or  two, 
to  assist  them  in  their  work.  As  soon  as  their  circumstances  improve,  they  send 
them  to  school  again.  Every  day  the  students  have  instruction  in  religion,  with 
a  special  regard  to  the  knowledge  of  sacred  history,  in  the  English  and  German 
languages,  in  writing,  in  arithmetic,  and  twice  a  week  in  singing  and  geography. 
Their  progress  is  very  satisfactory,  although  some  are  not  able  to  procure  the 
necessary  books,  and  to  learn  their  lessons  at  home.  As  a  sign  that  both  parents 
and  students  are  earnest  in  their  endeavors,  I  must  state  that  almost  all  the  child- 
ren, even  those  who  are  able  to  read  but  a  little,  have  procured  for  themselves  the 
books  containiqg  the  sacred  history  which  we  study  in  school,  and  which  formerly 
were  only  in  the  hands  of  a  few.  They  study  very  diligently  in  them  at  home,  and 
some  are  now  able  to  give  a  full  account  of  every  story  which  we  have  gone  through. 

Our  Sunday  school  is  nearly  filled  up,  and  the  teachers  do  their  work  with 
great  zeal  and  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  For  the  more  advanced  students 
a  special  class  has  been  established,  in  which  they  receive  full  instruction  in  re- 
ligion, to  enable  them  to  become  good  and  eflicient  teachers  in  Sunday  school.  I 
trust  and  pray  that  the  Lord  who  has  hitherto  bestowed  so  many  blessings  upon 
us,  will  also  hereafter  strengthen  and  bless  His  little  flock.  His  holy  name  be 
praised  for  ever  and  ever. 

In  closing  my  letter,  I  express  my  heartiest  thanks  for  your  kind  support,  and 
remain,  dear  sir.

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S4  ANNUAL    REPORT. 

GERMAN  SCHOOL,  BROWNSTOWN,  INDIANA. 

A  notice  of  the  pleasant  visit  of  the  Presbjterj  of  New  Albany 
to  this  school,  and  their  surprise  to  find  the  work  of  the  Lord  which 
it  was  carrying  on  amidst  the  poverty  and  trials  incident  to  a  new 
settlement,  was  published  in  the  Eecord  for  January  last.  The 
report  below  is  commended  to  brethren  in  the  smaller  towns  and 
country,  as  a  most  encouraging  example  of  what  a  good  Christian 
school  may  accomplish  for  a  German  population.  Why  might 
there  not  be  a  hundred  such  schools  as  this  spreading  their  bless- 
ings round  them,  and  leading  souls  to  the  Saviour. 

The  German  Parochial  School  under  my  charge,  is  now,  and  has  been  since  my 
last  report,  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  scholars  are  very  attentive  to  their 
studies,  and  their  deportment  is  good.  They  obey  all  instructions  vrith  commend- 
able alacrity  and  pleasure.  The  singing  of  spiritual  hymns  is  their  greatest  de- 
light. Our  school  commences  vrith  singing  and  prayer.  Notwithstanding  many 
of  the  scholars  come  four  or  five  miles  to  school,  it  is  a  noticeable  fact,  that  the 
largest  attendance  is  on  rainy  days,  for  while  the  weather  is  suitable  for  farm 
work  many  of  them  are  kept  at  home  by  their  parents  to  work.  Industry  is  a 
leading  characteristic  of  the  German  farmers  in  this  community.  The  influence 
which  the  children  have  on  the  actions  of  their  parents  is  manifested  in  the  large 
attendance  of  our  church  meetings.  Every  Sunday  evening  the  church  building 
is  filled  to  overflowing,  many  coming  four  or  five  miles.  At  these  meetings  the 
singing  and  preaching  is  in  the  English  language. 

The  Presbytery  of  New  Albany  met  with  us  last  September,  and  all  the  mem- 
bers were  well  pleased.  They  said  that  the  large  attendance  by  the  young  opened 
a  fine  field  for  my  work,  and  expressed  their  surprise  at  their  exceedingly  good 
behavior.  We  have  now  six  in  the  school  who  profess  to  be  converted,  and  de- 
sire to  come  in  as  members  of  our  church.  We  have  about  sixty  scholars  in  the 
school  male  and  female,  all  under  the  age  of  twenty  year§  ;  of  these  about  ten 
are  members  of  the  church.  There  is  not  a  scholar  in  the  school  or  a  member  of 
the  church  but  contributes  to  all  our  benevolent  institutions.  Last  Sunday  we 
had  a  collection  for  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  amount  contributed  is 
twelve  dollai's,  which  I  have  in  my  hands,  and  wish  to  have  deducted  from  my 
quarterly  allowance.  It  is  delightful  to  me  to  give  instruction  to  these  children 
and  youths  ;  and  I  hope  that  in  a  few  years  this  church  will  prove  a  blessing  to 
the  whole  nrighbm-hood,  German  and  English.  The  people  everywhere  I  go 
honor  and  respect  me  on  account  of  my  labors,  and  they  desire  to  do  me  good 
and  cheer  me  up.  They  bring  to  my  house  fruits,  vegetables,  and  the  produc- 
tions of  their  farms  generally,  and  freely  ofi"er  me  the  use  of  their  horses  to  ride  ; 
and  whenever  they  kill  a  hog  or  sheep  or  beef  they  send  me  a  portion.  My 
people  are  not  rich.  If  they  have  any  money,  they  buy  more  land.  They  make 
most  of  their  money  by  raising  corn  and- fattening  hogs,  which  they  make  into 
bacon,  and  invariably  sell  in  the  month  of  February  or  March.  At  other  seasons 
of  the  year  their  contributions  are  taken  from  the  money  they  gat  from  the  sale 
of  butter,  eggs,  &c.  Their  girls  raise  the  sheep,  and  their  wearing  apparel  is 
mostly  homespun.  They  also  raise  flax  and  manufacture  it  at  home,  into  cloth- 
ing for  both  males  and  females.  The  boys  and  girls  knit  their  own  stockings. 
At  home  the  boys  and  girls  wear  wooden  shoes,  which  the  men  make.  In  summer 
they  come  to  school  barefooted,  and  in  the  winter  have  coarse  leather  shoes  to 
wear  to  school  and  church.  A  great  change  has  taken  place  since  I  came  here. 
Their  houses  are  now  white  and  clean,  the  children  washed  and  combed,  which 
was  not  then  the  case.  So  you  see  that  the  German  people  here  have  improved  in 
spiritual  and  temporal  matters,  and  the  members  of  the  church  are  all  respected 
and  honored,  on  account  of  their  uprightness  and  respectability.

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SCHOOL  OF  FIRST  GERMAN  CHURCH,  NEW  ORLEANS. 

The  States  of  the  SoutTi-west  are  making  great  efforts  to  induce 
German  immigration.  A  large  body  of  these  industrious  people 
now  occupy  parts  of  Texas  and  Louisiana.  The  importance  of  sus- 
taining Christian  brethren  among  them  in  every  effort  to  plant 
churches  and  schools  must  be  apparent  to  every  thinking  person. 

I  am  happy  to  forward  to  the  Board  of  Education  a  report,  containino-  some 
account  of  our  school  for  the  last  school  year. 

A  year's  work  among  our  little  ones  having  ended,  a  new  year  has  commenced, 
and  with  it  plenty  of  work  for  all  true  laborers  under  the  standard  of  Christ. 

The  location  of  our  school  is  on  the  ground  of  our  church  property.  Both 
church  and  school  are  erected  in  a  very  fine  part  of  the  city,  on  First  Street 
Fourth  District.  The  church  and  parsonage  take  up  80  feet  front  by  200  feet 
deep  in  all.  The  schoolhouse  is  connected  with  the  end  of  the  church,  in  size 
25  by  45  feet,  with  two  rooms  for  the  teacher  under  the  same  roof.  The  neigh- 
boring inhabitants  are  nearly  three-fourths  Germans,  the  majority  Roman  Catho- 
lics, who  possess  several  squares  of  property,  containing  large  churches,  orphan 
and  schoolhouses.  There  are  also  a  large  German  Rationalist  School  and  two 
public  schools,  one  for  boys,  and  one  for  girls,  within  three  squares  of  our  school. 
So  that  we  can  say  we  are  nearly  surrounded  with  institutions  for  the  youn*. 
But  if  we  look  witliin  the  walls  of  these  schools,  we  find  that  they  never  heard  of 
their  crucified  Saviour,  Jesus  ;  to  whom  every  one  should  bend  the  knee,  and 
whose  praises  every  tongue  should  sing  for  the  glory  of  God.  Would  that  all 
could  join  in  the  chorus,  "  for  the  Saviour  is  our  Captain,  and  we'll  battle  for  the 
school." 

Our  pupils  are  mostly  Germans  from  seven  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  numbering 
in  all  forty-three.  Among  these  there  are  seven  Roman  Catholic  children.  These 
attend  to  all  our  duties  relating  to  religion  ;  they  read,  according  to  their  class,  in 
the  Bible  and  Testament ;  and  it  seems  really  that  they  are  greatly  influenced  by 
the  instructions  of  our  teacher.  Our  hearts  long  to  welcome  all  the  little  child- 
ren to  our  schoolhouse,  where  I  hope  they  may,  through  the  good  pleasure  of  God, 
find  light  enough,  so  that  they  may  be  delivered  from  the  power  of  darkness  ;  and 
a  thousand  thanks  we  give  to  him  that  he  has  led  this  little  flock  intj  our  hands, 
and  that  we  ai-e  enabled  by  teaching  them  the  word  of  God  to  point  them  to  the 
eternal  light. 

The  studies  are  divided  by  a  regular  plan,  so  as  to  change  each  hour  or  different 
branch  of  study  and  books. 

The  Bible  and  catechism  are  used  daily  in  the  English  and  German  langiages  ; 
Goodrich's  Reader  from  the  Primer  up  to  the  Filth  Reader;  Monteith's  Geo- 
graphy, Kos.  1,  2  and  3,  and  McNalley's,  No.  5  ;  Davis's  Arithmetic,  Primary, 
Elementary  and  University ;  Butler's  Grammar ;  also  Composition  and  Dictation  ; 
Webster's  Spelling  Book,  &c.  School  is  opened  with  singing  and  prayer,  and 
closed  with  prayer. 

Our  school  can  be  compared  favorably  with  any  other  school  in  this  cit3^  There 
are  some  children  of  poor  parents,  and  orphans,  that  are  taught  free  of  charge, 
and  some  of  them  are  furnished  with  books,  slates,  &c.  It  having  been  found 
necessary  to  change  teachers,  the  session  called  Henry  Forrest,  a  teacher  who 
has  labored  some  years  as  principal  in  a  public  school.  He  is  laboring  with  great 
earnestness  for  his  Master,  whom  he  found  two  years  ago  in  our  church.  He  says 
there  is  no  pleasure  in  teaching  without  the  word  of  God ;  and  that  there  is  only 
one  way  of  making  teaching  a  pleasant  employment,  and  that  is  by  uniting  with 
it  the  singing  of  praise  to  the  Lord.  There  Avere  only  twenty-nine  scholars  when 
this  new  teacher  commenced  his  work.  May  the  Lord  bless  his  future  labors  to 
these  small  buds  of  grace,  so  that  they  may  bloom  into  the  heavenly  garden  for- 
ever.    Lord  God,  grant  this  our  prayer.

GERMAN   THEOLOGICAL   SCHOOL,    DUBUQUE,   IOWA. 

It  had  been  from  the  time  of  his  later  connection  with  this  Board 
an  object  of  th^Secretary  to  visit  and  become  acquainted  with  the 
inner  workings  of  this  theological  school,  which  has  already  done 
much  towards  raising  up  German  ministers  for  our  Church,  and  of 
which  we  hope  still  more  in  coming  days.  A  narrative  of  one  made 
at  length  last  fall  was  published  in  the  Eecord  for  April.  Only  the 
concluding  words  need  be  quoted  here: — "The  impression  of  the 
writer,  formed  with  an  effort  to  ascertain  the  integrity  and  clear- 
ness of  the  faith  of  those  connected  with  this  remarkable  movement, 
were  of  the  most  favorable  kind.  And  he  sincerely  believes  that 
a  foundation  has  been  laid,  solidly,  wisely,  and  in  the  love  of  Christ, 
upon  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  should  go  on  to  build." 

The  time  for  making  an  annual  report  of  the  German  Theological  School  hav- 
ing arrived,  I  take  the  liberty  to  briefly  state  its  circumstances,  &c,  during  the  last 
year.  By  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  this  institution  is  in  as  prosperous  circumstances 
as  could  be  expected.  Though,  as  last  year's  report  shows,  the  buildings  were  en- 
larged, and  some  of  the  young  men  left,  yet  we  are  again  crowded  for  want  of  room, 
several  new  students  having  been  received,  and  others  being  expected.  It  is  neces- 
sary, therefore,  again  to  enlarge  our  building,  for  which  room  is  wanting  on  the 
present  site. 

This  institution  has  been  carried  on,  tip  to  this  time,  with  very  small  means. 
These  were  brought  to  us  by  gratuitous  gifts  from  our  English  and  German  brethren 
in  all  parts  of  the  country,  the  latter  thus  showing  their  increased  interest.  The 
treasurer's  report  shows  that  all  debts  are  paid,  and  a  little  over  fifty  dollars  left  in 
treasury. 

We  are  situated  in  a  part  of  the  country  inhabited  by  perhaps  more  than  500,000 
Germans  who  need  greatly  sound  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  may  be  reached  by 
it ;  except  some  who  are,  or  claim  to  be,  more  enlightened  than  the  rest.  Yet  pro- 
per men  must  be  sent  to  them.  The  success  of  those  men  who  were  educated  in 
this  institution  shows  that  they  are  properly  fitted  to  meet  what  is  required  of  them. 
But  there  are  many  more  needed  to  meet  the  "Macedonian  "  cry. 

It  has  been  our  steady  aim  to  improve  this  institution  in  regard  to  its  worldly 
affairs  as  well  as  the  standard  of  learning  and  piety  of  the  young  men  at  it,  in  which, 
I  hope,  we  have  not  been  entirely  unsuccessful,  for  the  Lord  has  blessed  us,  espe- 
cially in  regard  to  piety,  the  Holy  Spirit  manifesting  himself  in  the  hearts  of  the 
students,  so  that  we  have  reason  to  hope,  by  all  outward  appearances,  that  with 
the  exception  of  perhaps  two  or  three,  all  the  past  students  have  been  men  regene- 
rated and  sanctified  by  Him.  And  these  men  promise,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord, 
to  be  faithful  laborers  in  his  vineyard.  That  the  Lord  may  bless  and  increase  his 
Church  is  my  humble  prayer.

FRENCH   MISSION   SCHOOL,    ST.  ANN'S,   ILLINOIS. 

The  Eecord  for  December  last  contains  a  sketch  of  which  the 
following  is  an  extract : — 
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"  The  visit  to  the  school  under  Mr.  Lippert's  care  was  very  satis- 
factory. During  the  past  year  the  names  of  seventy  children  were 
enrolled.  They  come  from  poor  families,  some  of  them  very  poor ; 
walking,  sometimes,  long  distances  across  the  open,  windy  prairies, 
where  the  cold  is  intense,  and  their  bodies  but  partially  protected 
by  insufficient  clothing.  Yet  they  love  the  school  and  their  teach- 
ers, and  are  anxious  to  acquire  knowledge,  which  is  imparted  both 
in  the  French  and  English  tongues.  I  made  some  examination  of 
those  present  in  the  various  branches  taught  in  schools,  and  after- 
wards in  the  catechism,  both  in  French  and  English,  and  was  satis- 
fied of  the  capacity  and  fidelity  of  the  instructors.  I  was  much 
impressed  with  the  earnest,  patient,  self-sacrificing  devotion  of 
brother  Lippert  to  his  work.  And  God  is  adding  the  tokens  of  his 
favor  to  it.  Four  of  the  young  men  are  now  studying  for  the 
ministry;  one  of  them  is  in  the  theological  seminary  at  Chicago. 
And  this  one  is  hard  at  work  already  in  that  city  among  its  large 
French  population.  He  has  secured  a  hall  in  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal streets,  and  addresses  audiences  which  already  average  fifty 
each  Sabbath." 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  our  Helper,  and  increased  confidence  in  Him, 
that  I  desire  to  lay  this  report  before  our  branch  of  Christ's  church,  and  even  before 
all  friends  of  evangelical  Christianity. 

The  whole  number  of  children  and  adults  who  have  attended  our  parochial  school 
from  February  15th,  1868,  to  February  15th,  1869,  amounts  to  112.  Twenty-two  of 
this  number  were  Roman  Catholics.  Besides  the  usual  difficiilties,  such  as  poverty, 
bad  roads,  and  the  machinations  of  the  enemy,  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  has 
contributed  to  reduce  the  average  attendance  per  month.  This  was  in  the  first  term 
of  1868  about  forty-four,  if  I  remember  correctly;  in  the  last  four  months  of  '68  it 
was  over  thirty;  last  month  (January),  over  forty-four;  and  the  first  two  weeks  ol^ 
this  month,  the  roads  being  almost  impassable,  about  thirty-five.  The  vacations 
amounted  altogether  to  about  two  months  and  a-half. 

Considering  that  the  scholars  belong  to  a  people  until  recently  enveloped  in  the 
darkness  of  superstition  and  ignorance,  and  that  many  do  not  understand  English, 
they  have  made  fair  progress  in  their  studies.  Besides  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  common  schools,  there  have  been  added  Algebra,  French,  Latin,  Greek,  and 
lately,  also  the  rudiments  of  music. 

The  great  aim  of  the  school  is  to  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Church  in  making  known 
the  free  salvation  from  guilt  and  pollution  in  the  midst  of  Romish  superstition  and 
much  formalism  and  Antinomianism,  if  not  entire  infidelity,  among  so-called  Pro- 
testants. The  school  is,  therefore,  as  formerly,  opened  every  morning  with  the 
singing  of  hymns,  mostly  selected  from  the  "  Children's  Praise,"  with  the  reading, 
explanation,  and  application  of  a  portion  of  the  scriptures,  and  with  prayer.  Be- 
sides this,  the  Bible  and  the  shorter  catechism  are  daily  studied  by  all  the  scholars. 
Within  a  few  months  a  children's  prayer-meeting  has  been  held  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  third  Friday,  and  has  evidently  served  to  impress  seriously  some  young 
hearts.  At  the  last  meeting  of  this  kind,  a  boy  of  thirteen,  and  a  girl  of  ten,  led  in 
prayer  for  the  first  time.  Our  Roman  Catholic  scholars  always  seamed  to  enjoy 
these  meetings  as  much  as  the  rest.  Yesterday  I  found  one  of  our  Roman  Catholic 
boys  looking  over  a  Bible  during  school  hours.  Upon  learning  from  him  that  his 
father  had  no  Bible,  I  offered  him  the  volume,  and  the  boy  gladly  accepted  it. 

The  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  school  does  not  seem  to  have  been  very 
general.  Yet  it  is  my  privilege  to  mention  some  cheering  facts  to  the  glory  of  God. 
A  girl  of  thirteen  has  been  received  into  full  communion  with  the  church.  Last 
spring  the  mother  of  four  children,  formerly  a  Roman  Catholic,  was  apparently  led 
to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ  through  the  labors  of  my  wife  and  myself.  She 
was  desirous  of  uniting  with  the  church,  when  her  husband,  in  quest  of  work, 
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removed  with  his  family  to  a  distant  place.  To  this  ivomaii  the  school,  which  was 
attended  by  three  of  her  children,  had  given  us  access.  This  case  is  similar  to  the  one 
mentioned  in  a  former  report. 

Lately  the  third  one  of  our  young  men  to  study  with  a  view  to  the  ministry  has 
"been  received  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Education.  I  believe  that  God's  grace 
will  prepare  all  three  for  usefulness  in  the  ministry  of  the  New  Testament. 

I  must  also  mention  the  spiritual  progress  of  our  teacher,  F.  X.  Migneron,  him- 
self a  French  Canadian,  having  the  ministry  in  view.  He  has  labored  among  u& 
since  last  September,  has  discharged  his  duties  with  faithfulness  and  ability,  and 
has  manifested  an  increasing  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  his  scholars. 

Such  facts  as  these,  together  with  the  necessity  of  laboring  for  the  intellectual 
and  spiritual  improvement  of  our  youth,  urge  me  to  go  forward  with  a  work  which 
costs  me  much  time,  strength  and  solicitude.  I  have  to  teach  from  two  to  three- 
hours  daily,  and  in  order  to  provide  the  means  beyond  what  is  granted  by  th» 
Board  of  Education,  to  carry  on  a  considerable  correspondence.  But  as  long  as  I 
have  my  strength,  I  am  willing  to  spend  it  for  this  good  work.  I  appeal  to  the- 
friends  of  a  Christian  education  for  help.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  would^ 
with  God's  blessing,  carry  us  through  another  year. 

Above  all,  I  ask  the  prayers  of  all  lovers  of  Christ  for  a  mighty  outpouring  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  youth.

FRENCH  MISSION  SCHOOL,  ROBINSONVILLE,  WIS. 

As  the  testimony  of  an  eye-witness  from  abroad  is  to  the  majo- 
rity of  persons  the  most  satisfactory,  the  Secretary  would  once  more 
refer  to  the  Kecord,  in  the  December  number  of  which  may  be  found 
some  account  of  his  visit  to  this  French  school.  The  region  is  one 
which  must  rise  rapidly  in  wealth  on  account  of  the  vast  mineral  re- 
sources, the  lumber,  &c.  of  that  great  region,  fronting  on  lakes  Michi- 
gan and  Superior.  There  are  twenty-thousand  French  Belgian 
colonists  on  the  Peninsula  between  Green  Bay  and  the  former  lake.. 
Among  this  mass  of  Koman  Catholics,  brought  there  by  priests  in 
order  to  hold  possession  of  the  country,  "  were  a  few  who  had  in 
Europe  been  brought  up  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  Christ.  They 
met  month  after  month  in  their  loneliness,  poverty,  and  trials,  and 
prayed  until  the  Lord  heard,  and  sent  them  a  preacher  of  the  gos- 
pel. In  the  winter  of  1861,  the  Eev.  Henry  Morell,  a  faithful  French 
minister,  found  them  out,  and  was  welcomed  by  them,  'as  an  angel 
of  God,'  "  He  has  been  preaching,  aided  by  our  Domestic  Board  • 
and  with  the  assistance  of  his  wife,  daughters,  and  others,  has  car- 
ried on  the  school  which  is  supported  by  the  Board  of  Education. 
And  the  Lord  has  been  with  him.  The  church  at  the  point  where 
he  has  labored  has  now  about  a  hundred  communicants,  and  a  wide 
leavening  of  the  mass  of  Romanism  has  been  effected  which  promises 
abundant  fruits  in  days  to  come.  The  account  above  referred  to,  says :. 
**  An  address  was  made  by  me  to  the  school,  and  a  sermon  preached 
to  the  people.  The  impression  made  upon  me  was,  that  a  good  seed 
has  been  planted  here  which  we  should  cultivate  with  generous  and 
faithful  care.  The  Board  trusts  the  Church  will  enable  it  to  exer- 
cise such,  and  confidently  asks  the  means  to  do  it." 

Another  year  has  passed,  and  our  dear  Saviour  who  has  promised  to  be  always 
■with  us,  has  given  us  new  proofs  of  his  fidelity,  for,  truly,  he  has  been  with  u» 
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to  bless  our  unworthy  labors  in  spite  of  the  efforts  which  the  enemies  of  the  truth 
have  made  to  render  them  fruitless. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  which  have  received  instruction  in  this  school 
during  the  year  is  fifty-two.  Five  have  left  the  school  to  engage  in  various  call- 
ings, with  a  tolerably  good  primary  education,  and  with  good  religious  impres- 
sions and  Biblical  ideas  of  the  saving  truth.  Through  the  grace  of  God,  we 
hope  the  good  seed  which  has  been  sown  in  their  hearts  may  bring  fruits  to  sal- 
vation for  themselves,  and  fQr  good  to  their  fellow  men.  Seven  have  been  with- 
drawn through  the  influence  of  the  priest,  and  five  others  are  absent  with  the 
prospect  of  coming  again.  We  have  now  thirty-five  attending  the  school  pretty 
regularly.  Of  these,  sixteen  are  from  Roman  Catholic  parents,  and  nineteen 
from  converted  parents  and  nominal  Protestants.  Thirteen  have  learned  the 
shorter  catechism,  and  fifteen  the  infant  catechism.  Nineteen  take  part  in  the 
children's  prayer  meeting,  which  is  held  on  every  Wednesday  in  the  after- 
noon, of  whom  four  have  Roman  Catholic  parents.  These  meetings  are  very  in- 
teresting on  account  of  the  humble  child-like  spirit  which  pervades  them.  It  is 
truly  edifying  to  hear  prayer  poured  before  the  throne  of  grace  with  the  genuine 
simplicity  and  confidence  of  childhood,  and  from  the  lips  of  little  children  who 
have  yet  but  a  very  little  cultivation.  They  speak  to  God  as  though  he  were 
present,  and  as  their  Father,  relying  on  the  promises  of  his  word  through  Jesus 
the  Saviour.  They  ask  for  a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit ;  for  blessings  on  their 
school  and  their  teachers  ;  for  the  conversion  of  their  parents,  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  sinners  generally ;  they  ask  blessings  on  all  the  schools  whose  object 
is  the  salvation  of  poor  ignorant  children,  in  a  very  edifying  manner,  although 
child-like. 

The  past  history  of  this  school,  which  is  already  well  known  by  the  Board 
and  the  Christian  public,  shows  plainly  its  usefulness  as  a  means  to  spread  the 
knowledge  of  our  dear  Saviour  as  well  as  a  saving  influence  among  this  large 
foreign  and  bigoted  population  ;  being  located  in  their  midst.  But  the  following 
fact,  which  I  select  among  many,  will  strongly  illustrate  the  truth  of  this  assertion. 

A  Catholic  family,  composed  of  the  father,  mother,  grandfather  and  grand- 
mother, who  sent  three  of  their  children  to  this  school  for  a  while,  have  been 
induced  by  the  priest  to  withdraw  them  and  to  send  them  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
school.  But  the  father  had  been  induced  before  to  read  the  Bible  by  what  the 
children  learned  at  our  school  about  it,  as  being  the  word  of  salvation,  and  his 
conscience  having  been  awakened,  his  heart  was  turned  toward  the  truths  of 
revelation ;  therefore  he  resisted  a  good  while  the  requirements  of  the  priest. 
But'his  wife,  his  father  and  his  mother  were  wholly  under  the  influence  of  the  priest. 
They  insisted  all  the  while  that  his  duty  was  to  yield  to  the  priest.  At  length, 
being  not  able  to  resist  any  longer,  he  did  so.  But  his  conscience  became  more 
and  more  alarmed,  so  that  he  had  no  more  rest.  The  old  parents  and  his  wife 
induced  him  to  go  to  the  priest,  being  confident  that  the  priest  could  set  hiin  at  rest 
by  convincing  him  of  the  truth  of  their  religion  ;  but  this  was  in  vain,  the  priest 
failed  in  his  attempt  to  convince  him,  and  his  troubles  became  still  greater.  They 
took  from  him  all  his  books,  Bible,  Testament  and  all,  for  fear  he  should  become 
a  Protestant,  and  be  damned.  They  persecuted  him  the  most  they  could ;  his 
wife  threatened  him  to  leave  him,  &c.  But  the  man  learned  through  the  school 
of  aflliction  to  trust  in  God  ;  and  when  he  could,  without  being  nuticed,  attended 
our  meetings,  where  he  found  much  light  and  encouragement.  After  a  time  of 
hard  conflict  with  himself,  he  made  the  resolution  to  follow  Christ  in  spite  of  all 
obstacles.  Casting  himself  as  a  lost  sinner  in  the  arms  of  Jesus,  he  found  rest. 
He  earnestly  prayed  for  his  wife  and  his  old  parents.  He  spoke  to  them  kindly, 
and  told  them  the  good  the  Lord  had  done  to  his  soul,  and  what  a  mighty  Saviour 
Jesus  is.  They  manifested  much  interest  in  what  he  said,  and  a  desire  to  learn 
more  about  Jesus.  He  told  us  about  it.  We  went  there,  and  with  the  grace  of  God 
we  succeeded  to  make  plain  to  them  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  And  now  these 
poor  deluded  souls,  so  long  under  the  shadow  of  death,  rejoice  in  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  poor  children  are  soon  to  resume  their  attendance 
at  our  school,  to  learn  about  the  Saviour,  whose  grace  has  converted  their  parents 
and  grandparents.

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SANTA  FE  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE,  SANTA  FE,  NEW  MEXICO'. 

The  census  of  the  United  States  reported  in  the  territorj^  of  New- 
Mexico,  in  1860,  83,009  souls,  all  but  85  of  whom  were  "  wliite ;"  in 
Colorado,  34,277,  all  but  46  "  white."  Arizona  contains  about  the 
same  surface  with  New  Mexico  (120,000  square  miles),  and  is  said 
hy  Gov.  McCormick  to  be  more  populous.  These  three  territories 
Lave  now  many  more  people  in  them.  They  have  contributed  to 
our  national  wealth,  in  precious  metals,  from  1848  till  the  begin- 
ning of  last  year,  $30,000,000.  The  opening  of  the  national  thorough- 
fare, in  the  month  in  which  this  General  Assembly  of  the  Church 
holds  its  sessions,  by  which  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  sides  of  the 
Continent  will  be  mutually  accessible  to  the  steam-car,  makes  it  im- 
perative upon  us  to  scatter  the  seed  of  divine  truth  and  Christian 
education  promptly  there.  Large  communities  are  springing  up, 
multitudes  are  forming  new  homes,  in  those  regions,  so  wonderfully 
endowed  b}^  the  Creator  with  the  metals  which,  like  magnets,  draw 
mankind.  This  Board  has  aided  the  zealous  missionary,  Eev.  D. 
Y.  McFarland,  so  far  as  it  has  been  its  power,  to  commence  the 
school  at  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  which  he  now  is  encouraaed  to 
enlarge  so  as  to  make  it  prospectivel}^  collegiate  in  its  character. 
And  it  is  sincerely  desirous  to  afford  him  a  larger  measure  of  assist- 
ance. It  asks  brethren  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  consider  the 
importance  of  this  claim,  and  to  send  to  it  the  means  to  do  more. 

The  second  session  of  five  months  for  this  school  year,  of  the  Santa  Fe  Collegiate 
Institute,  opened  yesterday.  This  school  was  established  as  a  parochial  school, 
when  the  mission  church  here  was  organized.  It  was  taken  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Santa  Fe,  after  it  was  organized,  Dec.  14th,  1868.  When  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  Presbytery  secures  a  charter  for  a  college,  this  school  will 
be  the  preparatory  department  of  it.  There  are  more  scholars  in  regular  attend- 
ance this  year  than  last.  This  is  the  more  encouraging,  because  the  free  school 
sustained  by  the  Ladies'  Missionary  Association  of  New  York  City  has  taken 
some  ten  or  more  that  would  have  attended  this  school ;  and  also  a  school  opened 
for  her  own  support  by  a  member  of  this  church,  whose  husband  deserted  her, 
has  taken  some  six  others.  The  composition  of  the  school  is  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  moral  improvement  is  much  greater.  While  no  conversions  can 
be  reported,  yet  during  the  latter  part  of  last  school  year,  ending  June  20th,  a 
marked  change  for  the  better  was  evident  in  the  greater  portion  of  the  scholars. 
This  was  more  especially  the  case  in  those  boarding  with  us.  Prudence  forbids 
reciting  particulars,  as  we  have  a  wily  enemy  to  contend  with.  That  you  may 
have  some  idea  of  our  difficulty,  I  may  mention  that  our  school  opened  Septem- 
ber 7th,  1868,  with  thirty-one  scholars,  and  the  free  school  with  thirty  three.  The 
priest  on  the  Sabbath  before  the  Catholic  schools  opened,  some  six  weeks  after, 
denounced  the  Protestant  schools  in  no  mild  terms,  and  threatened  excommuni- 
cation with  attendant  evils  to  all  parents  who  would  send  children  to  these  schools. 
Fifteen  were  withdrawn  from  the  free  school,  and  one  from  ours.  Others  have 
since  come  into  both  schools.  In  the  free  school  twenty-two  are  now  in  regular 
attendance,  and  thirty-three  in  ours  ;  several  others  are  enrolled,  but  not  regular. 
There  has  been  for  some  time  a  marked  seriousness  in  some  who  attend  our 
school.  Five  children  of  American  parents,  whose  mothers  are  widows  in  very 
limited  circumstances,  receive  their  tuition  free  on  account  of  the  aid  received 
from  your  Board,  who  otherwise  could  not  have  attended  our  school.  Three  of 
these  are  promising  boys,  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of  age.  Two  of  these,  when 
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our  school  first  opened,  were  attending  the  Roman  Catholic  school.  Some  said 
they  designed  making  priests  of  them.  We  are  also  giving  several  children  of 
Mexican  parents  their  tuition  at  a  nominal  price.  Their  parents  will  not  send 
them  to  the  free  school  through  false  pride,  neither  to  our  school  and  pay  our  full 
price.  Should  your  Board  grant  the  aid  asked  by  Presbytery,  all  these  can  be 
retained  in  our  school,  and  a  very  large  number  of  others  brought  in  who  will 
not  attend  the  free  school.  With  tuition  reduced  to  compete  with  the  Catholic 
schools,  and  our  school  sustained  for  one  or  two  years,  it  will  then,  with  the 
Divine  blessing,  become  self-sustaining,  and  its  influence  extend  to  all  classes 
in  this  community,  and  throughout  the  whole  territory.  Through  schools  is  the 
great  hope  of  reaching  the  mass  of  this  people,  now  in  superstitious  ignorance 
and  moral  degradation.

CONCLUSION. 

The  Reports  of  this  Board  have  frequently  urged  upon  the 
Church,  in  view  of  the  wants  of  the  land  and  the  world,  the  great 
need  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  the  students  of  the  ministry 
of  the  gospel.  It  has  adverted  to  it  in  this  Report,  and  in  two 
statements  published  in  the  month  of  February  for  use  upon  the 
Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges,  and  on  the  First  Sabbath  of  March.  It 
is  anxious  to  leave  another  impression  just  as  distinctly  upon  the 
minds  of  Christians.  And  this  is,  that  it  is  not  numbers  alone,  but 
courage,  ardor,  discipline,  and  activity 'which  form  the  effective 
soldier.  Three  hundred  Spartans  at  Thermopylge  were  better  than 
a  million  of  effeminate  Persians,  women  and  slaves.  Their  spirit 
was  transmitted  upon  their  monument :  "  Stranger,  tell  the  Lace- 
damonians  that  we  lie  here  in  obedience  to  their  laws."  Our  King 
has  given  to  the  Church  his  great  command :  "  Go  YE  into  all 

THE  WORLD,  AND  PREACH  THE  GOSPEL  TO  EVERY  CREATURE."    When 

Christians  shall  become  spiritual  Spartans  the  world  will  soon  be 
conquered.  The  worthless  superstitions  of  the  old  world  will  fall 
before  them  like  the  dry  grass  on  the  mountains  before  the  fires  of  the 
autumn,  leaving  the  ancient  truths  of  God  standing  like  the  oaks;  and 
their  ashes  will  be  one  means  of  enriching  the  ground  for  the  seed 
of  coming  harvests  of  joy.  Cotton  Mather  tells  us  of  an  English 
nobleman,  lord-keeper  of  the  privy  seal,  who  was  made  an  arch- 
bishop ;  who  said  "  I  have  passed  through  many  places  of  honor 
and  trust  both  in  Church  and  State,  more  than  any  of  my  order  in 
England  for  seventy  years  before ;  but  were  I  assured,  that  by  my 
preaching  I  had  converted  but  one  soul  unto  God,  I  should  herein 
take  more  comfort  than  in  all  the  honors  and  offices  that  ever  have 
been  bestowed  upon  me."  Such  was  the  spirit  also  of  one  far  better 
known  and  more  blessed  than  even  that  archbishop.  When  Philip 
Henry  cheerfully  accepted  the  charge  of  a  poor  and  insignificant 
church  at  Worthenbury,  the  greater  part  of  its  few  members  (it 
iiad  but  forty-one  communicants  when  he  went  there)  were  "  poor 
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tenants  and  laboring  basbandmen."  "He  had  such  low  thoughts- 
of  himself,"  says  his  son  Matthew,  in  his  Life  of  him,  "  that  he  not 
only  never  sought  for  a  larger  sphere,  but  would  never  hearken  to 
any  overtures  of  that  kind  made  to  him.  Yet  withal  he  had  such 
high  thoughts  of  his  work,  and  the  worth  of  souls,  that  he  laid  out 
himself  with  as  much  diligence  and  vigor  here,  as  if  he  had  the 
oversight  of  the  greatest  and  most  considerable  parish  in  the  coun- 
try." And  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  this  missionary  age  of 
the  world  should  be  such  as  will  emulate  that  wonderful  man,. 
Francis  Xavier,  who  more  than  any  other  revived  the  Koman  Ca- 
tholic church  three  centuries  ago,  by  infusing  into  it  an  apostolic- 
fervor  and  zeal  which  seems  to  have  been  far  truer  and  purer  than 
that  of  the  body  of  the  order  which  he  founded.  When  anxious 
friends  attempted  to  dissuade  him  from  going  upon  one  of  his  dan- 
gerous missions  to  Eastern  Asia,  he  replied :  "  The  nations  which 
are  tractable  and  opulent  will  never  want  teachers ;  but  this  mission 
is  for  me,  because  others  are  not  disposed  to  undertake  it.  If  the 
country  abounded  in  odoriferous  woods  and  mines  of  gold,  all  dan- 
gers would  be  braved  in  order  to  procure  them.  Shall  merchants 
then  be  more  intrepid  than  Christian  missionaries?  Shall  these 
unfortunate  people  be  kept  in  ignorance  of  the  blessings  of  redemp- 
tion ?  Their  character  is  certainly  very  barbarous  and  brutal ;  but 
even  if  it  were  worse  than  it  is,  the  God  who  is  capable  of  trans- 
forming stones  into  children  of  Abraham  is  certainly  able  to  soften 
their  hearts.  If  I  be  instrumental  in  the  salvation  of  one  individual 
among  them,  I  shall  consider  myself  amply  recompensed  for  all  the 
dangers  and  privations  by  which  you  endeavor  to  terrify  me." 
With  these  sentiments  he  set  out,  regardless  of  all  the  efforts  made 
to  shake  his  determination,  and  his  success  is  said  to  have  equalled 
his  self-devotion ;  so  that  many  of  the  heathens  were  brought  by 
degrees  to  embrace  the  truths  he  preached.  A  spirit  as  enter- 
prising as  that  of  Francies  Xavier  in  this  age  of  renewed  bold  mer- 
cantile enterprise — as  fervent  in  the  midst  of  the  universal  excite- 
ment which  seems  to  be  again  and  far  more  powerfully  moving  the 
nations  of  the  earth  to  unheard-of  changes — as  devoted  in  this  pe- 
riod of  re-inkindled  Romanist  missionary  zeal,  and  of  bold  aggres- 
sion on  the  part  of  all  opinions  and  creeds  opposed  to  the  simple, 
pure  and  free  gospel  of  life  eternal  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesus — 
should  glow  in  the  bosoms  of  the  men  now  entering  the  ministry  of 
the  gospel;  who  are  to  fight  the  great  battles,  and  win  the  great 
victories,  which  lie  before  that  generation  which  is  now  entering 
the  field. 
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ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  UPON  THE 
PRECEDING  REPORT. 

The  Moderator  (Rev.  Dr.  M.  W.  Jacobus)  appointed,  as  the  stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  following  Commissioners : 

Ministers — Robert  Hamill,  D.  D.,  J.  B.  Garrett,  James  Frothing- 
ham,  n.  C.  McCook,  D.  C.  Lyon. 

Ruling  Elders — Walter  B.  Crane,  David  Olyphant,  W.  E.  Smith. 

The  following  report  was  made,  Tuesday,  May  25th,  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  after  an  address  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  William  Speer, 
D.  D.,  (by  invitation  of  the  Assembly)  was  unanimously  accepted 
and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Education  respectfully  reports 
the  following,  viz. 

(I.)  It  has  examined  the  Records  of  the  Board  and  of  its  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  finds  them  giving  a  satisfactory  exhibit  of 
their  business  operations  for  the  year,  and  recommends  that  they 
be  approved. 

(II.)  It  has  examined  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  from 
which  it  has  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  loss  by  death  during 
the  year  of  two  honored  and  judicious  members  of  the  Board,  viz. 
Rev.  Drs.  Joseph  H.  Jones  and  Phineas  D.  Gurley. 

From  this  report  it  is  further  evident  that  the  work  of  the  Board 
has  been  conducted  with  its  wonted  fidelity  and  vigor  during  the 
year.  There  have  been  received  during  the  year  84  new  candidates, 
making  the  whole  number  334,  being  40  more  than  during  the  year 
1868,  and  75  more  than  during  the  year  1867.  During  the  same 
period  the  receipts  of  the  Board  have  been  $38,378  38,  being  a 
small  increase  upon  last  year.  From  these  statistics  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Board  will  need  largely  increased  contributions  from  the 
churches  during  the  coming  year. 

(III.)  There  has  also  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
a  "Semi-Centennial  Report  of  the  Board  to  the  Assembly,"  con- 
taining a  practical  summary  of  the  principles  and  work  of  the  Board 
from  its  organization  to  the  present  time ;  a  document  full  of  inte- 
rest, gotten  up  with  great  labor  and  care,  and  one  that  will  repay 
a  careful  perusal  by  all  into  whose  hands  it  may  come.  The  Com- 
mittee strongly  commends  its  facts,  its  figures,  and  its  timely  sug- 
gestions to  the  serious  consideration  and  attention  of  the  Church. 

From  a  glance  at  the  statistics  of  this  document,  the  following, 
among  other  interesting  facts  appear :  viz.,  that  this  Board  has 
received  from  its  origin  to  the  present  time,  from  the  churches  by 
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collections  and  legacies,  $1,533,274;  from  which  it  has  aided  3606 
candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  in  part  sustaining  each  for  the 
average  term  of  four  and  three-quarter  years,  at  an  average  expen- 
diture of  eighty-five  dollars  per  year.*  As  nearly  as  can  be  gath- 
ered from  the  records,  the  number  of  failures  on  the  part  of  candi- 
dates to  reach  the  ministry,  from  incapacity,  defects  in  doctrine, 
impropriety  of  conduct,  &c.,  has  been  as  one  to  thirty,  a  per 
centage  of  success  in  accomplishing  its  work  that  has  perhaps  been 
exceeded  by  no  other  religious  instrumentality  known.  It  further 
appears  that  this  Board  by  its  aid  has  supplied  our  Church  with 
nearly  one-half  of  its  ministers ;  our  foreign  field  with  one-half  its 
missionaries,  and  our  Domestic  Board  with  more  than  one-half  of 
its  self-denying  laborers. 

With  this  statement  of  facts  your  Committee  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Board,  and  the  fidelity 
of  its  officers  be  approved,  and  that  the  Report,  together  with  the 
Semi-Centennial  Review,  be  published,  and  a  copy  of  each  be  sent 
to  every  minister  and  to  each  church  session. 

Resolved,  2,  That  the  Assembly  on  this,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  Board,  records,  with  devout  gratitude  to  God,  the  favor  he  has 
shown  it  hitherto  in  the  execution  of  its  work,  while  it  cherishes 
the  hope  that  what  has  been  done  is  but  the  beginning  of  greater 
things  yet  to  be  accomplished. 

Resolved,  3.  That  in  view  of  the  wide-spread  fields  already  white 
to  the  harvest,  the  increasing  demand  for  faithful  laborers,  the  paucity 
of  self-sacrificing  ministers,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  means  of  the 
Board  to  meet  its  growing  demands.  Christian  parents  are  earnestly 
counselled  more  faithfully  to  dedicate  their  sons  to,  and  educate  them 
for  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry ;  and  the  pastors  and  sessions 
of  our  churches  are  enjoined  to  cooperate  in  faithful  efforts  to  secure 
an  increase  in  the  alms,  the  prayers,  and  the  sympathy  of  the  Church 
for  these  objects. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  unprecedented  developments  of  Divine 
providence  in  this  age,  and  the  necessity  of  instructing  and  training 
those  who  are  to  be  laborers  in  the  coming  harvest,  seem  to  indi- 
cate to  our  theological  schools  the  importance  of  devoting  in  each 
a  separate  chair  to  Evangelistic  Theology,  the  design  of  which  shall 
be  the  instruction  of  students  for  the  ministry  in  those  special  por- 
tions of  the  Scriptures  which  relate  to  the  aggressions  of  the  Church 
in  this  latter  day  upon  the  great  systems  of  sin  in  the  world ;  upon 
the  duties  of  pastors,  and  other  officers  of  the  Church  as  related  to 
those  subjects;  upon  the  organization  and  operations  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Church's  work ;  and  upon  the  fields  of  useful- 
ness and  nature  of  the  employments  to  which  they  may  be  called 
in  the  publication  of  the  gospel  and  the  communication  of  its  bless- 
ings to  the  human  race. 

»  The  correct  sum  for  the  last  fiscal  year  ending  April  Ist,  will  make  the  entire  receipts  from  the  beginning  till  that 
*ime  $1^37,338.  And  the  School  Fund  ($118,972)  ought  to  be  deducted  in  the  ensuing  calculation  ;  so  that  the  average  cost 
ifor  each  student  ia  but  $«3.80  per  year. 
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Resolved^  5.  That  in  order  to  the  more  faithful  supervision  of 
candidates,  it  is  enjoined  upon  each  Presbytery  that  has  not  yet  done 
it,  to  appoint  a  standing  committee  for  this  purpose,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  exercise  a  pastoral  care  over  its  candidates,  to  hold  cor- 
respondence with  them,  to  receive  reports  of  their  standing  and 
progress  from  their  instructors,  and  annually  to  report  the  same  to 
Presbytery  ;  which  report,  as  it  shall  be  favorable  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  the  basis  of  renewing  or  declining  to  renew  their  recommendation 
for  aid  to  the  Board. 

Resolved^  6.  That  as  the  duty  of  introducing  young  men  as  can- 
didates to  the  notice  of  Presbytery  devolves  primarily  upon  pastors, 
they  are  earnestly  requested  to  satisfy  themselves  as  far  as  possible 
by  proper  observations,  as  to  the  moral,  mental,  and  prudential 
fitness  of  any  proposed  candidate,  before  introducing  him  to  the 
notice  of  Presbyter}-. 

Resolved^  7.  That  sensible  of  our  dependence  upon  the  God  of  all 
grace,  who  has  the  hearts  of  all  men  in  his  hands,  to  fit  and  desig- 
nate men  for  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  recognizing  with 
gratitude  and  encouragement  the  fact  that  He  has  been  pleased  in 
times  past  to  hear  the  united  prayers  of  His  people  in  this  behalf, 
the  Assembly  does  hereby  recommend,  that  all  our  churches  unite 
in  observing  the  last  Thursday  of  February  as  a  day  of  special  prayer 
for  the  families,  the  schools,  the  colleges,  and  the  seminaries  of  our 
land,  that  God  would  pour  out  his  Spirit  upon  them,  regenerate  our 
youth,  and  from  their  numbers  supply  laborers  for  the  harvest. 

Resolved,  8.  That  in  view  of  the  vast  increase  of  the  German  and 
Prench  population,  and  the  growing  demand  for  Christian  education 
and  instruction  among  them,  the  Assembly  earnestly  commends  the 
educational  movements  of  the  Board  among  these  people  to  the 
increased  sympathies  and  prayers  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  9.  That  in  view  of  the  earnest  calls  for  faithful  and 
intelligent  laborers  among  the  German  population,  and  the  remark- 
able results  that  have  accrued  from  the  work  of  the  Theological 
School  at  Dubuque,  the  Assembly  reiterates  its  sense  of  the  import- 
ance of  this  institution,  and  specially  commends  it  to  the  liberality 
of  our  churches. 

Resolved,  10.  That  the  expediency  of  adopting  a  plan  by  which 
to  secure  to  this  School  the  facilities  for  giving  its  students  a  thorough 
literary  as  well  as  theological  training,  as  well  as  of  transferring  it 
to  the  care  of  the  General  Assembly,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Education  to  consider  and  report  upon  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

In  answer  to  the  overture  from  the  pastors  and  churches  of 
Springfield,  Illinois,  referred  to  the  Committee,  in  regard  to  the 
removal  of  this  School  to  that  place,  the  Committee  recommends  the 
following : 

Resolved,  That  as  the  success  of  this  School,  owing  to  its  sur- 
roundings, seems  to  be  identified  with  its  present  location,  the 
Assembly  deems  it  unwise  to  counsel  its  removal.

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  have  received  from  the 
Executive  Committee  a  Repoi-t  of  tlie  work  of  Foreign 
Missions,  as  conducted  by  them  during  the  last  year. 
The  Report  has  been  considered  and  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  it  is  now  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 

They  would  also  report  the  death  of  three  respected 
members  of  their  body,  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Jones,  D.D., 
and  Messrs.  Elijah  Houghton  and  Walter  Lowrie.  The 
Board  adopted  the  following  Minute  in  reference  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  Lowrie  : 

It  is  with  feelings  of  mournful  interest  that  this  Board  records  this  last 
Minute  in  reference  to  the  Hon.  Walter  Lowrie,  who  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  and 
entered  into  his  rest  on  the  14th  of  December,  1868. 

In  view  of  the  departure  of  one  who,  as  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
this  Board,  has  been  so  intimately  identified  with  all  its  interests  for  a 
period  of  thirty  years,  and  to  whose  wise  and  efficient  administration  it  is 
indebted  so  largely  for  its  present  measure  of  prosperity — be  it  resolved^ 

1st.  That  whilst  we  bow  submissively  to  this  manifestation  of  the  Divine 
will,  we  cannot  but  mourn  the  loss  of  one  whom  we  all  loved  and  revered, 
and  to  whom  even  amidst  the  infirmities  of  age  we  all  looked  for  wise 
counsel  and  safe  guidance. 

2d.  That  we  record  our  high  estimate  of  the  ability  with  which  he  man- 
aged the  affairs  of  this  Board,  of  the  indefatigable  industry  with  which  he 
prosecuted  its  interests,  of  the  wisdom  with  which  he  guided  its  policy  in 
its  times  of  difficulty,  of  the  humble,  earnest,  and  prayerful  confidence  with 
which  he  always  carried  forward  the  work,  of  the  persuasive  and  effective 
eloquence  with  which  he  urged  the  claims  of  the  missions  upon  the 
churches,  and  of  the  self-denial  to  which  he  submitted  in  sacrificing  high 
secular  position,  in  consecrating  his  fortune  and  life  and  giving  his  children 
to  be  labourers  in  the  great  work  of  the  world's  evangelization. 

3d.  That  we  recognize  in  his  death  a  renewed  call  of  Divine  providence 
to  this  Board  to  be  earnest  and  faithful ;  and  to  the  churches,  to  stand 
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firmly  by  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  by  increased  eflFort  and  enlarged  con- 
tributions to  carry  forward  the  work,  until  the  Gospel  is  preached  for  a 
witness  to  all  nations. 

4th.  That  we  express  to  his  bereaved  family  our  tenderest  sympathy,  and 
the  assurance  of  our  earnest  prayers,  that  whilst  God  sanctifies  this  afilictiori 
to  their  good,  he  may  also  fill  their  hearts  with  all  the  consolations  of  his 
grace,  and  lead  them,  by  an  imitation  of  an  example  so  fragrant  with 
blessed  memories,  to  the  same  benevolent  consecration  and  the  same  undy- 
ing reward. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  present  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions their  Report  of  the  missionary  work  under  their  charge  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  1869. 


FINANCES, 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  $338,360.82 ;  the  expen- 
ditures 1343,798.42 ;  leaving  a  balance  against  the  Treasury  of 
$5,437.60.  Among  the  expenditures  was  the  sum  of  $49,382 
for  extra  foreign  exchange — that  is,  for  converting  the  moneys 
received  by  the  Board  into  moneys  that  could  be  used  in  most  of 
the  missions,  where  such  funds  must  be  of  a  gold  standard. 

The  debt  of  the  Board  would  have  been  a  large  one,  but  for  a 
legacy  which  was  paid  in  a  few  days  before  the  accounts  of  the 
year  were  closed.  In  this  liberal  bequest,  as  well  as  in  the  time 
of  its  reaching  the  Mission  Treasury,  the  Committee  gratefully 
recognize  the  kindness  of  Providence.  It  has  saved  the  cause 
from  great  embarrassment. 

It  is  now  apparent  that  the  regular  income  of  the  Board  does  not 
meet  its  regular  expenses.  Were  the  funds  received  of  the  same 
value  with  those  paid  for  the  supj^ort  of  the  missions,  as  they  were 
in  former  years,  this  serious  condition  of  the  financial  affairs  would 
not  exist ;  but  as  the  case  stands,  the  Committee  desire  to  call  the 
particular  attention  of  the  churches  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
larger  funds  for  the  support  of  this  cause.  It  is  impossible  to  carry 
on  this  work  under  the  burden  of  a  debt  every  year.  The  churches 
ought  not  to  consent  to  this ;  neither  should  any  men  consent  to 
take  charge  of  such  vast  interests  upon  this  condition.  Whether 
the  recurrence  of  a  debt  is  to  be  avoided  by  reducing  the  missionary 
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work  or  by  enlarging  the  income  of  the  Board,  is  the  practical 
question.  And  it  is  a  question  which  cannot  be  much  longer 
deferred  ;  it  is  one  which  the  Committee  earnestly  but  respectfully 
submit  for  the  consideration  of  their  Christian  brethren.  They 
ought  to  add  that  the  rery  liberal  gifts  of  many  of  our  congrega- 
tions and  Sabbath  Schools,  and  of  many  individual  donors,  should 
not  only  be  gratefully  acknowledged,  but  should  be  regarded  with 
much  interest,  as  showing  what  could  easily  be  done  by  the  united 
efibrts  of  all  our  Christian  people.  Certainly  our  churches  are  able 
very  largely  to  increase  the  amount  of  their  donations  to  this  cause. 
The  Rejiort  of  the  Treasurer  contains  acknowledgments  of  liber- 
al grants  in  aid  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Board  by  friends  at 
some  of  the  missionary  stations,  and  by  the  American  Bible  Society ; 
the  American  Tract  Society  has  also  given  Icind  assistance  to  the 
printing  of  religious  tracts  at  the  mission  presses. 


PUBLICATIONS. 

The  number  of  copies  of  the  last  Annual  Report  was  2,600.  A 
copy  of  this  document  is  sent  free  of  charge  to  each  minister  of  our 
Church,  and  to  each  Honorary  Life  Member  or  Director  whose 
address  is  furnished,  with  a  desii-e  to  receive  it.  Of  the  Foreign 
Missioiun-y,  pamphlet  edition,  3,500  copies  were  published,  and  of 
the  newspaper  edition  51,Y50  copies.  The  iZecor^Z,  published  by  the 
Board  of  Publication,  Philadelphia,  continues  to  furnish  several 
pages  relating  to  the  foreign  missions  of  the  Church.

UNDER  APPOINTMENT    AS  MISSIONARIES. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  ajjpointed  as  mission- 
aries during  the  year  was  seven,  most  of  whom  will  be  ready  to  go 
to  their  several  stations  in  a  short  time.  All  under  appointment 
last  year  have  been  sent  out,  excepting  two,  of  whom  one  is  detained 
by  delicate  health,  and  the  other  expects  to  be  able  soon  to  proceed 
to  his  field  of  labor. 


MISSIONS  AMONG  THE  INDIANS. 

Chippewa  and  Ottawa  Mission. 

Grand  Traverse  :  on  Grand  Traverse  Bay,  Michigan ;  mission  commenced, 
1838  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Peter  Dougherty  and  his  wife. 

Little  Traverse  :  50  miles  from  Grand  Traverse ;  station  commenced, 
1852  ;  missionary  labourers — Mr.  Andrew  Porter  and  his  wife. 

Mr.  Dougherty  makes  a  good  report  of  the  Christian  conduct  of 
most  of  the  members  of  the  church  under  his  charge.  Their  num- 
ber is  50,  of  whom  12  ai'e  white  persons.  An  Indian  girl,  daughter 
of  one  of  the  families  connected  with  the  church,  was  received  to 
the  communion  in  January.  Three  of  the  church  members  died 
during  the  year.  A  small  school  is  taught  by  one  of  the  daugh- 
ters of  the  missionary,  attended  by  from  ten  to  fifteen  children. 
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"  All  the  families  of  this  station  and  many  in  other  settlements," 
Mr.  Dougherty  says,  "  have  lands  which  they  purchased  from  the 
government  some  years  ago.  .  .  .  With  few  exceptions,  they 
are  living  on  their  lands,  clearing  and  cultivating  them.  The  prin- 
cipal families  have  teams,  ploughs,  sleighs,  and  some  wagons.  They 
do  not,  however,  compete  well  with  industrious  white  people,  though 
entire  peace  and  harmony  exist  between  them  and  the  white  inhab- 
itants. They  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  other  citizens  of  the  State." 
It  is  probable,  in  Mr.  Dougherty's  opinion,  that  in  a  few  years,  as 
the  white  population  increases,  most  of  the  Indians  will  sell  their 
land  and  remove  to  other  places. 

The  school  at  Little  Traverse  has  been  maintained  with  interest, 
increasing  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  number  of  scholars 
for  the  quarter  ending  December  31st,  was  31,  of  whom  26  were  of 
Indian  parentage,  3  of  mixed  parentage,  and  2  were  white  children  ; 
12  were  girls.  No  report  of  the  church  has  been  received;  the 
number  of  communicants  last  year  was  twelve. 

The  number  of  Indians  in  the  township,  or  within  fifteen  miles 
of  this  station,  is  about  700,  living  in  several  settlements.  The 
much  larger  part  of  them  are  nominally  Roman  Catholics  ,  next  in 
number  are  the  Methodists  ;  the  Presbyterians  are  few  in  number, 
but  their  influence  and  the  missionary  labours  of  their  teacher  form 
an  important  j)art  of  the  means,  by  which  these  small  bands  are  to 
be  brought  unto  Christ  as  the  Saviour  of  sinners. 


Omaha  Mission. 

Blackbird  Hills,  Nebraska,  on  the  Missouri  river,  about  70  miles  above 
Omaha  city  ;  mission  commenced,  1846  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  William 
Hamilton  ;  Mr.  S.  Orlando  Lee  and  his  wife  ;  Mr.  Joel  Warner  and  his  wife. 

Mrs.  Hamilton,  wife  of  the  Rev.  W.  Hamilton,  departed  this 
life  on  the  29th  of  April,  1868.  She  had  long  been  a  faithful  and 
loving  follower  of  Christ,  and  her  death  was  her  entx'ance  on  eter- 
nal life. 

The  usual  duties  of  the  school  were  fulfilled  as  in  former  years, 
but  the  number  of  scholars  was  not  as  large  as  formerly.  In  the 
earlier  part  of  the  year  the  number  was  comparatively  small,  but 
in  September  there  were  15  boys  and  19  girls,  and  in  February 
there  were  21  boys  and  19  girls  in  the  school.  Some  of  the  chiefs, 
belonging  to  the  non-improving,  but,  unhappily,  the  larger  part  of 
the  tribe,  became  displeased  with  the  superintendent  of  the  mission ; 
they  were  under  the  erroneous  impression  that  he  had  taken  sides 
with  the  more  advanced  and  civilized  part  of  the  Omahas,  between 
whose  leader  and  themselves  a  feud  has  existed  for  some  time. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  question  of  modifying  the 
educational  plans  of  the  mission  has  received  again,  as  it  had  two 
years  ago,  the  consideration  of  the  Committee.  It  has  been  found 
difficult  to  secure  the  attendance  of  scholars  for  a  sufficient  time  to 
enable  them  to  make  good  progress  in  their  studies,  or  to  reach  an 
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age  when  they  could  spend  some  hours  each  day  in  work  with 
advantage  to  themselves,  as  was  contemplated  when  the  school  was 
formed.  Moreover,  but  a  small  part  of  the  youth  of  the  tribe  can 
enjoy  the  advantages  of  the  school  as  a  boarding-school ;  it  was 
hoped  that  those  who  did  enjoy  these  advantages  would  become 
qualified  to  occupy  useful  stations  in  life,  as  was  happily  exemplified 
by  pupils  in  the  boarding-schools  among  the  southwestern  tribes  ; 
but  among  the  Omahas  this  expectation  has  been  fulfilled  only  in  a 
veiy  limited  degree.  The  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  a  change 
should  be  made,  by  reducing  the  number  of  boarding  scholars,  at 
the  same  time  securing,  if  practicable,  the  attendance  of  scholars  of 
less  juvenile  age,  and  by  opening  day-schools,  to  be  taught  by  native 
teachers,  in  two  or  three  of  the  villages,  one  in  each.  In  these  schools, 
only  the  simplest  lessons  could  at  first  be  taught ;  the  most  promis- 
ing of  their  scholars  should  be  promoted  to  the  boarding-school ; 
and  this  school  might  be  expected  to  supply  competent  teachers, 
eventually,  for  day-schools  of  a  higher  grade.  A  modification  of 
this  kind  will  be  submitted  to  the  Indian  Department  for  approval. 
Under  the  contract  with  the  Department,  the  sum  of  $3,750  has 
been  appropriated  towards  the  support  of  the  boarding-school  annu- 
ally, from  the  educational  annuity  funds  of  this  tribe ;  the  school 
has  required  a  much  larger  sum  for  its  support.  This  contract  may 
be  terminated  either  by  the  Department  or  by  the  Boai'd,  after  six 
months'  notice.  The  Board  can  be  induced  to  continue  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  mission  only  by  the  hope  of  its  being  a  useful 
means  of  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Omahas. 

Besides  the  charge  of  the  school,  Mr.  Hamilton  has  been  engaged 
in  holding  religious  services  among  the  Indians,  for  which  his  long 
acquaintance  with  them  gave  him  useful  preparation.  These  labors 
have  been  crowned  with  a  great  blessing.  He  was  permitted  early 
in  January  to  admit  eighteen  of  the  Omahas  to  the  communion 
of  the  church  after  their  baptism,  and  in  April  eleven  more 
were  received.  This  work  of  grace  has  been  truly  a  cause  of 
rejoicing  to  the  missionary  and  those  associated  with  him,  as  it  is 
also  to  the  Church  at  large.  May  it  prove  to  be  the  beginning  of 
new  and  spiritual  life  among  all  these  Indians  !  For  particular  in- 
formation of  these  new  members,  reference  is  made  to  the  missionary 
periodicals. 

Winnebago  Mission. 

"WiimEBAGO,  Nebraska  :  mission  commenced,  1868  ;  missionary  labourer — 
Rev.  Joseph  M.  Wilson. 

About  2,000  Indians  of  the  Winnebago  tribe  have  purchased  a 
portion  of  tne  Omaha  Reservation  in  the  northern  part  of  Nebraska. 
This  reservation  is  situated  on  the  Missouri  river,  about  seventy 
miles  above  the  city  of  Omaha.  Measures  were  taken  to 
form  a  mission  among  these  Winnebagoes  several  years  ago — see 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Board  of  1865,-66,-67,  under  the  head 
of  the  Omaha  Mission — but  these  were  not  successful,  owing  to 
causes  bevond  the  control  of  the  friends  of  missions. 
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In  May  the  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Wilson  reached  the  Winnebago 
district  under  an  appointment  as  a  missionary  of  the  Board  ;  he 
was  sent  to  see  what  could  be  done  for  tlie  spiritual  benefit  of  the 
Indians,  and  his  visit  was  regarded  as  in  some  degree  an  experi- 
ment. He  met  with  a  friendly  reception  from  the  Indian  agent 
and  his  wife,  and  also  from  a  teacher  appointed  by  the  Government, 
who  was  formerly  an  esteemed  missionary  of  the  Board  in  one  of 
the  southwestern  tribes  ;  this  lady  is  engaged  in  day-school  work, 
affording  an  inviting  sphere  of  Christian  influence  which  it  is  her 
privilege  to  occupy.  Mr.  Wilson  also  enjoyed,  and  prized  greatly, 
the  counsel  and  sympathy  of  the  Rev.  William  Hamilton  and  the 
other  missionaries  at  the  station  among  the  Omahas,  less  than  twenty 
miles  distant. 

With  the  help  of  an  interpreter  he  engaged  in  holding  religious 
services  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  or  other  of  the  three  Winnebago 
villages,  while  he  entered  earnestly  on  the  study  of  their  language. 
He  has  endeavoured  to  secure  the  good  will  of  the  Indians,  and  he 
is  quite  encouraged  at  the  prospect  of  useful  labour  for  Christ 
amongst  them.  An  account  of  his  work  to  the  end  of  January, 
may  be  found  in  the  Record  of  March.  A  letter  of  later  date 
speaks  of  more  marked  interest  in  the  religious  meetings.  One 
of  the  most  influential  men  of  the  tribe  had  sought  instruction 
concerning  the  way  of  salvation,  and  had  spoken  of  others  who 
were  also  showing  interest  in  the  subject  in  consultations  amongst 
themselves. 

Creek  Mission. 

Tallahassee,  in  Creek  District,  Indian  Territory ;  station  occupied  in 
1849,  suspended  in  1861  ;  re-occupied,  December,  1866  ;  missionary  labourers. 
Rev.  William  S.  Robertson  and  liis  wife;  Mr.  Leonard  Worcester  and  Ms 
wife  ;  Miss  Mary  Wilson. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Worcester  and  Miss  Wilson  reached  Tallahassee 
in  Octobei'.  Three  Indians  and  one  white  man  wei'e  admitted, 
to  the  communion  of  the  church,  making  the  whole  number 
twenty,  and  others  would  probably  be  admitted  at  an  early 
day.  Two  Indian  girls  connected  with  the  Sabbath-school  hadl 
died,  "  leaving  a  good  hope  that  they  trusted  in  Jesus."  Mr. 
Robertson  preached  regularly  at  Tallahassee  most  of  the  year,, 
but  during  the  vacation  of  the  school  his  Sabbaths  were  spent  at 
places  distant  from  tAvelve  to  forty  miles.  He  speak-s  of  much, 
interest  in  the  religious  meetings  being  manifested  by  the  young. 
men,  one  or  more  of  whom  he  thinks  should  seek  preparation  for 
the  ministry.  The  tract,  "  I  will  go  to  Jesus,"  translated  by  one  of 
Creek  chiefs  and  Mrs.  Robertson,  was  stereotyped  and  printed  at 
the  expense  of  some  of  the  Creeks,  costing  $36.  The  church  also 
contributed  $25  at  monthly  concert  meetings.  The  desire  of  this 
people  for  knowledge  and  instruction  is  very  general,  and  must 
lead  to  happy  results. 

The  school  is  under  the  business  superintendence  of  Mr.  Worces- 
ter, but  all  the  missionaries  are  employed  in  it — Mr.  Robertson  and 
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Miss  Wilson  as  teachers,  and  they  were  aided  by  Mr.  Edwin  Archer, 
not  under  the  appointment  of  the  Board,  but  whose  services 
were  engaged  by  the  brethren.  The  school  is  attended  by  40  boys 
and  40  girls,  and  the  whole  expense  of  their  boarding  is  defrayed 
by  the  Creek  Council.  The  scholars  are  selected  by  trustees 
appointed  by  the  Council ;  nearly  200  applied  for  admission.  The 
progress  of  the  scholars  in  their  studies  is  highly  commended,  and 
much  interest  has  been  shown  among  the  people  in  the  success  of 
the  school.  Mr.  Robertson  adds  :  "  Former  pupils  now  fill  many 
stations  of  importance  in  the  nation,  and  their  influence  is  felt 
everywhere  in  favour  of  education  and  progress.  The  pupils  now 
in  the  school  give  good  attention  to  religious  instruction,  and  I  hope 
some  of  them  are  truly  seeking  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  And  he 
closes  his  report  with  the  touching  remark,  "  the  harvest  is  good  and 
promising,  but  the  labourers  are  few,  faint,  and  weary."  Yet  it  is 
evident  that  such  labours  as  are  here  briefly  recorded  are  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord. 

Seminole  Mission. 

Wanuko,  in  Seminole  District,  Indian  Territory  ;  mission  commenced  1849  ; 
suspended  1861  ;  resumed  1867 ;  missionary  labourers — Kev.  J.  Hoss  Ramsay 
and  his  wife. 

Mr.  Ramsay  is  permitted  to  make  a  good  report  of  his  work 
during  the  year,  and  the  fruits  of  his  labour  are  in  no  small  degree 
encouraging.  On  the  1st  of  January  he  wrote  :  "  I  have  preached 
every  Sabbath  once,  sometimes  twice,  and  sometimes  three  times, 
besides  nearly  every  Wednesday  night,  and  sometimes  on  other 
nights  during  the  week.  I  have  administered  the  Lord's  Supper 
three  times  dui'ing  the  year,  and  each  time  it  was  accompanied  with 
special  religious  exercises.  I  have  made  many  visits  to  distant 
neighborhoods  to  preach,  generally  reaching  the  place  on  Saturday 
evening,  preaching  at  night,  and  again  on  the  Sabbath.  As  I  have 
been  engaged  in  teaching  during  the  year,  I  was  obliged  to  be  at 
home  and  at  my  post  on  Monday  morning.  In  September  we  held 
a  protracted  meeting  during  three  days,  which  was  very  largely 
attended  and  very  interesting,  at  which  I  preached  each  day."  A 
similar  meeting  among  the  Methodists,  twenty  miles  distant,  was 
also  attended  by  Mr.  Ramsay,  and  services  were  conducted  by  him 
on  Christmas  and  New  Year's  days,  when  the  Indians  prepared  a 
feast  for  their  neighbours. 

The  number  of  persons  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  church 
was  fourteen,  of  whom  ten  adults  were  baptized;  two  communi- 
cants had  died,  leaving  the  whole  number  110.  Eleven  infants 
were  baptized.  The  people  are  generally  very  poor,  but  their  con- 
tributions to  benevolent  objects  amounted  to  $122. 

Mr.  Ramsay  accepted  the  appointment  of  teacher  of  one  of  the 
neighborhood  day-schools,  supported  by  the  educational  funds  of  the 
tribe.  He  turned  over  the  salary  received  to  lessen  the  expenses 
of  the  mission.  The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  was  53,  but 
the   average   attendance  was   not  so  large.     Many  of  them  live

at  a  distance,  and  are  poorly  clothed,  and  often  some  are  sick, 
so  that  there  is  much  irregularity  in  the  attendance  of  some.  Others 
scarcely  miss  a  day,  and  many  are  making  commendable  progress. 
Writing  at  a  later  date,  the  missionary  was  able  to  report  increas- 
ing encouragement,  both  in  the  interest  taken  in  religious  services 
and  in  the  attendance  of  scholars ;  and  in  March  he  reported  the 
admission  to  the  church  of  five  more  converts. 

The  measures  referred  to  in  the  last  Annual  Report  for  establish- 
ing a  small  boarding-school  have  not  yet  been  completed,  but  this 
object  is  still  kept  in  view.  It  is  hoped  that  the  funds  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Committee  may  be  so  increased  as  to  enable  them  to 
place  this  school  on  a  good  basis.  Few  tribes  of  Indians  have  equal 
claims  on  the  liberality  of  our  churches,  and  amongst  no  other 
has  there  been  equal  encouragement  in  the  hopeful  conversion  of 
souls  to  Christ,  in  so  short  a  period  of  time. 


Navajo  Mission. 

Navajo  Reservation,  New  Mexico :  mission  commenced,  1868 ;  missiona- 
ry labourers — Rev.  James  M.  Roberts  and  his  wife. 

The  Navajos  have  long  been  known  as  a  tribe  ready  to  prey  on 
the  Mexican  settlements,  and  often  committing  murder  on  these 
raiding  expeditions.  In  their  own  districts  of  country  they  tilled 
the  ground  to  some  extent,  kept  horses  and  mules,  wove  their  own 
blankets,  and  were  at  least  a  partially  civilized  tribe.  Their  pred- 
atory habits  brought  them  in  collision  with  the  Government  after 
the  transfer  of  New  Mexico  to  our  country,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  war  they  were  reduced  to  great  poverty,  and  were  glad  to 
accept  the  offer  of  support  on  a  Keservation  south-west  of  Santa 
Fe.  Here  they  enlisted  the  sympathy  of  a  Christian  lady,  the  wife 
of  General  Alexander,  of  the  army,  and  through  her  interesting 
letters  and  also  the  letters  of  the  Rev.  D.  F.  McFarland,  a  respected 
minister  of  our  church  at  Santa  Fe,  they  were  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Committee. 

It  was  resolved  to  establish  a  mission  among  them,  if  Providence 
should  still  favour  the  eifort,  and  the  Rev.  James  M,  Eoberts  and 
his  wife  were  appointed  on  this  service  last  sirring.  The  removal 
of  the  Indians  to  their  present  abode,  in  the  north-western  part  of 
New  Mexico,  and  other  causes  led  to  delay ;  but  in  November  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Roberts  arrived  at  Santa  Fe.  Mr.  Roberts  soon  after- 
wards went  to  the  Navajo  reservation,  leaving  his  wife  at  Santa 
Fe,  until  he  could  prepare  the  way  for  her  to  rejoin  him,  which  she 
has  since  done.  His  letters  are  written  in  terms  of  marked  encour- 
agement concerning  the  work  before  him,  but  the  plans  of  this 
mission  are  not  yet  fully  matux-ed,  longer  time  being  required  for  this 
purpose. 

These  Indians  are  mentioned  in  the  Indian  Commissioner's  Re- 
port as  over  8,000  in  number,  of  whom  3,000  are  under  eigh- 
teen years  of  age.      Some  information  concerning  them  may  be 
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found  in  the  i^erordf  of  January.  It  is  a  matter  of  deep  moment 
that  this  liopeful  attempt  to  introduce  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel 
and  of  education  amongst  them,  should  be  sustained  by  the  pray- 
ers of  the  jjeople  of  God. 
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Mission  in  the  United  States  of  Colombia. 

Bogota  ;  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  population  40,000  :  occupied  as  a  mis- 
sion station,  1856  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Thomas  F.  Wallace  and 
his  wife,  Rev.  Paul  H.  Pitkin,  and  Miss  Kate  McFarreu  ;   one  native  teacher. 

Rev.  T.  F.  Wallace,  who  had  been  on  a  short  visit  to  the 
United  States,  sailed  from  New  York,  with  his  family,  for  Bogota, 
June  16th.  They  were  accompanied  by  Miss  Kate  McFarren, 
During  Mr.  Wallace's  absence,  Rev.  P.  H.  Pitkin  preached  every 
Sabbath  alternately  in  Spanish  and  English. 

These  religious  services  on  the  Sabbath  have  continued  during 
the  year,  and  have  been  well  attended,  but  as  they  were  held  in 
the  house  of  tlwe  missionary,  the  number  was  necessarily  limited. 
A  suitable  building  was  purchased,  and  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Mission  near  the  close  of  the  year.  This,  with  the  altera- 
tions now  taking  place  in  it,  will  give  a  fine  audience  room  for 
jireaching,  and  suitable  school-rooms.  A  new  impulse  has  been 
given,  by  this  enlargement  of  the  work,  to  their  hopes  and  pros- 
pects, and  which  is  seen  in  an  awakened  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  people,  and  in  renewed  opposition  of  the  Romish  priesthood. 
"  We  now  feel  that  at  no  time  since  our  arrival  here  have  we 
had  so  much  reason  to  be  encouraged  and  hopeful  as  just  at  pres- 
ent. As  a  general  thing,  our  small  room  has  been  filled  with  at- 
tentive listeners — these  representing  every  class,  from  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  and  Congressmen  down  to  our  hired  servants. 
We  administered  the  Lord's  SujDper  a  few  Sabbaths  since,  at 
which  time  seventeen — a  larger  number  than  ever  before — com- 
memorated the  death  of  our  Lord.  Of  these,  four  were  natives, 
two  of  whom  were  received  on  this  occasion,  on  examination,  and 
by  making  a  public  pi-ofession  of  their  faith.  One  of  these  is  an 
intelligent  and  accomplished  young  lady,  daughter  of  a  prominent, 
and  one  of  the  most  respectable  men  in  the  country.  This  is  the  first 
case,  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge,  of  a  native  female  of  this 
Republic  thus  publicly  renouncing  Romanism  and  professing  to 
be  a  Protestant,  and  it  is  certainly  a  matter  for  thanksgiving  and 
encouragement." 

A  school  was  taught  during  the  year,  and  was  attended  by 
fourteen  boys.  After  a  vacation,  it  has  been  resumed  in  the  build- 
ing recently  purchased  for  a  chapel.  Before  it  was  opened,  a 
fierce  pastoral  was  issued  from  the  Archbishop's  palace,  threaten- 
ing with  excommunication  all  parents  who  should  send  their  sons 
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to  the  schools,  or  allow  them  to  attend  upon  preaching.  This 
paper  was  ordered  to  be  read  in  all  the  churches.  The  result  has 
been  an  increased  attendance  upon  the  Sabbath  services,  and  moi'e 
scholars  than  could  be  received.  Many  of  the  poor  are  anxious 
that  their  children  should  be  educated,  and  would  cheerfully  send 
them  if  they  could  be  insti'ucted.  It  is  important  that  this  class 
should  be  reached  in  this  way,  as  it  would  contrast  most  favorably 
with  the  mercenary  and  grasping  conduct  of  the  priests.  It 
would  show  that  their  good  only  was  sought,  and  it  would  bring 
many  of  them  to  hear  the  Gospel. 

Miss  McFarren  has  been  enabled  to  teach  a  small  class  of  chil- 
dren while  studying  the  Spanish  language.  She  is  preparing  her- 
self for  a  work  among  the  daughters  of  natives. 

"  In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  as  the  work  here  now  pres- 
ents itself  to  us,  we  feel  that  we  have  as  much  encouragement  to 
preach  the  Gospel  as  the  ministers  in  our  native  land."  The  door 
is  open ;  the  minds  of  the  people  are  directed  to  the  truth  ;  a 
larger  building  is  provided  for  religious  services ;  more  scholars 
have  applied  to  be  taught  than  can  be  received,  and  the  labourers 
are  better  prepared  for  more  effective  work.  With  these  induce- 
ments to  go  forward,  and  with  these  encouraging  signs  of  a 
brighter  day,  the  brethren  ask  for  Christian  sympathy  and  the 
prayers  of  God's  people. 

Mission  in  Brazil- 

Rio  de  Janeiro  :  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  population  variously  stated  up 
to  400,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  1860  ;  missionary  laborers — Rev. 
Francis  J.  C.  Schneider  and  Rev.  George  Chamberlain  and  their  wives  ;  one 
native  colporteur. 

Sao  Paulo  :  280  miles  W.  S.  W.  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  chief  town  in  the  prov- 
ince of  the  same  name ;  population  23,000  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in 
1863 ;  missionary  laborers — Rev.  Hugh  W.  McKee  and  his  wife,  Rev.  E.  N. 
Pires,  and  Rev.  Jose  Manoel  da  Conceicao. 

Brotas  :  160  miles  N.E.  of  Sao  Paulo ;  missionary  laborers — Rev.  R.  Lening- 
ton  and  his  wife. 

In  this  country — Rev.  Alexander  L.  Blackford  and  his  wife. 

Rev.  George  W.  Chamberlain,  who  had  remained  in  this  country 
for  a  time  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  arrived  in  that  city  with  his  wife  in  September  last, 
where  he  will  labor  until  the  return  of  Rev.  A.  L.  Blackford.  The 
health  of  Mrs.  Blackford  became  so  impaired  that  she  had  to  return 
home  last  May ;  Mr.  Blackford  is  also  in  the  United  States  on  a 
temporary  respite  from  labor.  They  both  expect  to  return  to  their 
missionary  work  in  a  short  time.  Mr.  Lenington  occui^ied  Brotas 
as  one  of  the  stations  of  the  Board  in  September,  and  is  greatly 
encouraged  in  the  progress  of  the  truth. 

Stations  and  Itinerating  Work. 

Regular  religious  services  are  held  at  the  capital,  Sao  Paulo  and 
Brotas.    Previous  to  the  Sabbath-morning  service  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
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a  catechism  class  is  instructed  in  a  regular  manner  in  the  doctrines 
of  our  Church  and  in  the  way  laid  down  in  the  Shorter  Catechism. 
Besides  the  services  in  the  city,  two  others  have  been  kept  up  in 
the  suburbs.  At  Sao  Paulo  religious  worship  has  been  maintained 
at  three  different  points.  Since  the  occupation  of  Brotas  the  mis- 
sionary has  preached  twice  on  the  Sabbath,  and  occasionally  three 
times  ;  in  the  country  he  has  held  frequent  meetings  for  worship. 
Whilst  several  members  of  the  church  are  in  or  near  Brotas,  the 
greater  number  is  scattered  over  the  surrounding  countiy — some 
of  them  at  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  from  the  village.  Thus  in  one 
hamlet,  twelve  miles  from  Brotas,  are  thirteen  communicants  ;  in 
another,  sixteen  miles  distant,  are  fifteen  communicants ;  in  another, 
twenty-two  miles  from  the  station,  are  thirty  members,  and  in  their 
families  forty  children.  At  this  point  a  congregation  of  one  hund- 
red is  easily  obtained,  and  a  house  of  worship  is  greatly  needed. 
As  but  few  of  those  who  profess  their  faith  in  Christ  can  read,  and 
as  preaching  is  to  be  in  private  dwellings,  the  demands  for  pastoral 
work  and  religious  instruction  are  great. 

Several  missionary  tours  were  made  in  the  different  provinces 
during  the  year,  and  in  every  place  the  laborers  found  not  a  few 
ready  to  listen,  or  anxious  to  learn  more  about  the  great  principles 
of  the  Christian  faith.  In  such  excursions  Senhor  Conceicao  is  well 
received  by  his  countrymen,  and  is  respected  by  those  who  do  not 
sympathise  with  his  Protestant  belief  His  health  at  times  unfits 
him,  however,  for  continuous  labor. 

A  new  church  was  organized  at  Lorena  in  May  last,  consisting 
of  six  members.  Lorena  is  a  town  of  about  three  thousand  inhab- 
itants, and  is  situated  in  the  Province  of  Sao  Paulo.  This  is  the 
fourth  organized  church  in  the  mission.  To  this  and  the  other 
churches  several  have  been  added — all  of  them  converts  from 
Romanism.     The  following  are  the  returns  for  the  year :

The  additions  to  the  church,  the  occupancy  of  new  positions,  the 
continued  efforts  for  the  dissemination  of  the  truth  in  various  locali- 
ties, and  the  willingness  of  the  people  to  listen  to  its  proclamation, 
have  awakened  a  spirit  of  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  adherents 
of  Rome,  who,  true  to  their  principles,  have  endeavored  by  violence 
and  persecution  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  tru"  faith.  Various 
means  were  employed  to  interfere  with  and  put  an  end  Lo  religious 
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services  by  the  rabble  in  one  of  the  suburbs  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but 
when  made  known  to  the  proper  authorities,  these  disturbances 
were  at  once  arrested,  and  religious  toleration  vindicated.  Oppo- 
sition assumed  other  forms,  but  it  culminated  in  a  serious  attack 
upon  those  who  had  recently  united  themselves  with  the  Protestant 
cause  at  Lorena.  As  a  company  of  men,  women  and  children,  ac- 
companied by  Messrs.  Chamberlain  and  Conceicao  were  leaving  the 
house  one  evening,  where  religious  worship  had  been  held,  they 
were  set  upon  by  a  mob  with  whips  and  sticks ;  sevei'al  were 
wounded — some  of  them  very  seriously.  The  Minister  of  Justice, 
when  the  matter  was  represented  to  him,  dispatched  an  order  to 
the  President  of  the  Province  of  Sao  Paulo  to  punish  all  who  were 
guilty  of  such  outrages.  The  whole  action  of  the  Government  is 
on  the  side  of  liberty,  both  as  to  preaching  the  Gospel  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Bible ;  and  in  the  opposition  manifested  to  missionary 
labor  are  indications  of  healthful  growth  ;  but  these  and  other  cheer- 
ing signs  of  progress  are  deeply  shaded  and  affected  by  the  indif- 
ference and  infidelity  of  the  educated ;  by  the  ignorance  of  the 
masses ;  by  the  fearful  corruption,  social  and  moral,  that  pervades 
all  classes  ;  by  attachment  to  old  customs  and  to  the  State  religion  ; 
and  by  a  large  importation  of  foreign  priests,  especially  Italian 
Jesuits.  These  are  mighty  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  few  mis- 
sionaries who  are  at  work  in  this  land.  In  view  of  them,  they  ask 
for  enlarged  resources,  for  sympathy  and  prayer,  and  for  men  and 
means. 

Schools — 'ihe  Press. 

Schools,  under  proper  religious  influence,  are  greatly  needed.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  under  encouraging 
auspices.  The  missionary  at  Brotas  is  anxious  to  establish  schools 
at  two  important  points  in  that  district,  and  which  would  give  an 
impulse  to  evangelistic  work  in  that  whole  region.  The  four  young 
men  for  the  ministry  have  pursued  their  studies  during  the  year 
with  commendable  diligence  and  success.  Three  have  spent  part 
of  their  time  in  missionary  work,  and  the  fourth  has  been  installed 
head  teacher  in  the  school.  Colportage  has  been  continued  as  an 
agency  for  the  diffusion  of  the  truth. 

The  Imprema  Evangelica  has  been  issued  regularly,  twice  a 
month.  "Not  the  least  encouraging  proof  of  its  being  really  a 
power  is  the  violent  attacks  made  upon  it  at  times  by  the  Apostola, 
Ultramontane  organ,  published  in  Rio  Janeiro,  and  occasionally  we 
receive  papers  all  the  way  from  Portugal,  in  which  the  Imprenza 
Evangelica  is  most  roundly  abused.  We  try  to  make  the  paper  a 
really  useful,  practical,  evangelical,  religious  paper."

Monrovia  :  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Amos ;  Rev.  Amos  Herring,  colporteur. 

Kentucky  :  Rev.  H.  W.  Erskine. 

Harrisbtjrgh  ;  Rev.  Simon  Harrison,  colporteur. 

Near  Harrisburgh  :  Alexander  High  School — Mr.  D.  C.  Ferguson,  teacher. 

SiNou  :  Rev.  James  M.  Priest ;  Mrs.  M.  Parsons,  teacher. 

Marshall  :  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Dillon. 

Near  Marshall  :  Mr.  John  M.  Deputie,  Licentiate  Preacher. 

Settra  Kru  :  Mr.  Washington  McDonough. 

Heavy  losses  were  sustained  in  the  ranks  of  the  missionaries  in 
Liberia,  by  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Mellville,  Rev.  Edward  Boek- 
len,  and  Mi".  B.  V.  R.  James,  who  all  died  during  the  last  year. 
Mr.  Mellville  died  of  consumption,  on  the  12th  of  June;  Mr.  Boek- 
len  died  of  the  African  fever,  on  the  28th  of  September ;  and  Mr. 
James,  who  had  been  in  feeble  health  for  some  years,  died  on  the 
9th  of  January.  The  missionaries  all  concur  in  the  opinion,  that 
Mr.  Boeklen  neglected  the  proper  care  of  his  health,  and  there- 
by contracted  the  sickness  which  terminated  his  life.  He  was 
a  man  of  choice  gifts  and  of  earnest,  child-like  piety ;  his  removal 
is  a  serious  loss  to  the  High  School,  of  which  he  was  the  Superin- 
tendent, as  well  as  to  the  people  of  Liberia,  but  it  was  doubtless  great 
gain  for  him  to  die ;  his  great  desire  to  be  with  Christ  raised  him 
above  the  fear  of  death.  Mr.  James,  though  long  in  infirm  health, 
was  able  to  engage  in  most  of  his  usvial  duties  until  nearly  the  close 
of  his  well-spent  life.  He  was  born  and  educated  as  a  teacher  in  this 
country,  and  he  was  a  missionary  in  Liberia  for  the  long  period  of 
thirty-two  years.  He  had  been  called  to  fill  high  stations  of  trust 
in  the  government,  and  was  held  in  great  respect  by  all  classes  of 
people,  but  his  highest  honour  was  that  of  being  an  exemplary  fol- 
lower of  Christ  and  a  devoted  labourer  in  his  service.  Mr.  Mell- 
ville was  a  young  man  of  much  promise,  a  graduate  of  the  Alexander 
High  School.  His  early  removal  from  the  work  in  which  he  hoped 
to  be  very  useful,  is  one  of  the  afliicting  events  of  the  year. 

No  regular  reports  have  been  received  from  the  churches  of  Mon- 
rovia, Kentucky,  and  Sinou,  nor  from  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Priest,  Ers- 
kine, and  Amos,  though  from  occasional  letters  of  these  brethren 
the  Committee  learn  that  they  were  engaged  in  their  usual  duties 
during  the  year. 

At  Marshall,  Mr.  Dillon  is  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  his 
work.  The  congi-egation  has  been  more  full  and  constant  than  for- 
merly, the  Sabbath-school  more  than  doubled,  and  three  communi- 
cants Avere  received  on  a  profession  of  their  faith.  He  thinks  the 
church  is  gaining  influence  in  the  community  every  day.  On  his 
way  to  the  meeting  of  the  Presbytery,  a  journey  of  forty  miles,  he 
passed  through  several  vUlages  of  native  Africans,  to  whom  the 
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Gospel  was  preached.  They  listened  to  it  with  much  apparent  in- 
terest. At  the  meeting  of  Presbytery,  in  December  last,  the  can- 
didates for  the  ministry,  three  in  number,  were  })laced  under  Mr. 
Dillon's  instruction.  Mrs.  H.  C.  Dillon  taught  a  day  school  in  this 
place  of  twenty-five  scholars,  for  which  work  a  small  salary  is 
asked  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Dillon  also  gave  a  part  of  his  time  to 
teaching  a  class  in  English  and  Latin  Grammar. 

In  the  work  of  education,  no  reports  have  been  received  from 
Mr.  McDonough  and  Mr.  Deputie.  Mrs.  Parsons  speaks  of  her 
school  at  Sinuu  as  attended  by  30  scholars,  and  of  their  progress 
as  encouraging.  Mr.  Ferguson,  who  assisted  the  late  Mr.  Boeklen 
in  the  Alexander  High  School,  continued  in  the  charge  of  it  after 
Mr  Boeklen's  death.  At  the  latest  date,  there  were  seven  scholars 
in  this  school.  The  school  in  Monrovia  under  the  charge  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  had  56  scholars  on  the  roll,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  40.  Mr.  James  spoke  in  warm  terras  of  the  efficiency  of 
his  assistant  teacher,  Miss  Amos,  and  commended  the  conduct  and 
progress  of  the  scholars.  Mr.  James  made  a  reference  on  the  24th 
of  November  to  his  own  work  as  a  teacher  of  youth  in  Liberia, 
which  is  of  touching  interest  in  view  of  his  soon  afterwards  resting 
from  his  labours  ;  in  this  instance,  doubtless,  his  works  do  foUoAV 
him.  Pie  then  wrote,  "  Another  year  is  drawing  to  a  close,  the- 
thirty-second  of  a  teacher-life  in  Africa, — twenty-two  of  which  has 
been  spent  in  this  town,  as  instructor  of  children  and  youth  in 
morals,  religion,  and  elementary  literature.  Hundreds  of  youth 
during  this  last  period  of  time,  male  and  female,  have  received  the 
impress  of  my  training.  I  am  most  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  that 
the  majority  of  them  who  have  been  trained  in  our  school  for  any 
considerable  length  of  time,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  keep 
track  of  them,  have  made  useful  men  and  women  ;  and  a  respecta- 
ble number  of  them  have  occupied,  and  are  now  occupying,  honor- 
able positions  in  Society,  Church,  and  State.  A  goodly  number 
are  professedly  pious,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  truly  sub- 
jects of  renewing  grace.  In  reviewing  the  past  it  is  with  humble 
and  devout  gratitude  1  record  again  the  great  goodness  of  God,  so 
abundantly  manifested  to' me  these  many  years-." 

The  Committee  regret  to  find  no  particular  references  in  the 
letters  of  the  missionaries  last  year  to  the  education  of  the  natives, 
as  distinguished  from  the  settlers  from  America  and  their  children,, 
excepting  in  regard  to  a  small  school  in  a  native  village  near  Mar- 
shall. They  also  regret  to  learn  that  the  station  among  the  Kroo 
people  is  still  suspended,  but  it  is  hoped  that  Mr.  McDonough  may 
shortly  be  able  to  return  to  it.  On  the  other  hand,  they  see 
with  pleasure  evidence  of  good  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Christ  on  the  part  of  the  missionaries.  One  of  theaged  ministers, 
Mr.  Herring,  now  able  only  to  perform  colporteur  work,  sets  an  ex- 
ample to  many  of  humble  and  self  denying  efforts  to  do  good,  as^ 
he  has  opportunity.  It  is  considered  a  matter  of  no  small  moment, 
to  procure  a  Superintendent  of  experience  and  ability  for  the  Alex- 
ander High  School, — not  as  implying  any  disparagement  to  the

excellent  young  teacher  who  has  for  some  time  assisted  in  its  duties 
but  in  order  to  make  this  school  an  efficient  means  of  educating 
young  men  for  usefulness  in  Liberia.  The  so-called  Liberia  College 
does  not  supersede  a  school  of  this  kind ;  indeed,  as  in  most  new 
countries,  for  some  years  at  first,  what  is  most  needful  is  primary 
and  academical  instruction,  and  in  no  country  is  this  more  needed 
than  in  Liberia.  To  a  minister  or  teacher  of  suitable  qualifications, 
possessing  a  constitution  adapted  to  the  African  climate,  and  hav- 
ing well-formed  habits  of  prudence  as  to  presei'ving  health,  few 
stations  of  greater  influence  in  the  Church  and  the  State  could  be 
presented  than  is  offered  by  the  now  vacant  post  of  Superintendent 
of  this  school.  It  is  by  the  agency  of  religiously  educated  and 
governed  men  that  Liberia  will  best  fulfil  the  expectations  of  many 
friends  as  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Republic,  and  prove  to  be  a 
blessing  to  the  native  population  of  Western  Africa. 

Corisco  Mission. 

EvANGASiMBA ;  on  the  island  of  Corisco  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station, 
1850 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  John  Menaul  and  his  wife  ;  two  native, 
Christian  assistants. 

Alongo  :  on  the  island  of  Corisco ;  Rev.  Cornelius  De  Heer  and  his  wife  ; 
one  native  Christian  teacher. 

Benita  :  on  the  main-land,  among  the  Belenge  tribe,  53  miles  north  of  Co- 
risco ;  occupied  first  as  a  missionary  station  in  1864  ;  missionary  labourers — 
Rev.  Messrs.  R.  Hamill  Nassau,  M.  D.,  and  Salomon  Reutlinger,  and  their 
wives  :  Miss  Isabella  A.  Nassau,  teacher  ;  one  native  Christian  teacher. 

Out-Stations :  Aje,  on  the  main-land,  in  the  Bapuk  tribe — two  Scripture- 
readers.  Hanje,  on  the  main-land,  in  the  Kombe  tribe — vacant.  Mbangwe, 
on  the  main-land  opposite  the  Bay  of  Corisco — Ibia,  Licentiate  Preacher  ;  one 
teacher.  Medxjma,  one  Scripture-reader.  Senje,  near  Benita — vacant.  Bo- 
LENDA — one  Scripture-reader.  SiGi,  near  Corisco  Bay,  among  the  Bolingi 
tribe — one  Scripture-reader.     On  Itinerant  service — one  Scripture-reader. 

At  Home — Rev.  Walter  H.  Clark  and  his  wife. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Menaul  and  Miss  Nassau  arrived  at  Corisco  on  the 
17th  of  March  1868.  Mr.  Clark  and  his  family  reached  this  country 
May  26th,  with  health  somewhat  improved.  They  will  not  probably 
be  able  to  return  for  some  years  to  the  work,  which  they  have  had 
BO  much  at  heart.  Some  changes  have  been  made,  which  increase 
the  force  on  the  main-land.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reutlinger,  near  the  end 
of  the  year,  were  transferred  to  Benita.  Miss  Nassau,  after  spend- 
ing some  time  at  Benita  learning  the  language,  returned  to  Corisco 
to  re-open  the  girls'  school.  In  this  service  she  continued  until  it 
was  considered  expedient  that  she  also  should  be  stationed  at  Ben- 
ita. Only  two  families  are  now  stationed  in  Corisco.  In  some 
instances  sickness  interrupted  their  work,  but  in  general  the  mis- 
sionaries were  favoured  with  a  good  degree  of  health,  and  they 
were  all  able  to  fulfil  their  respective  duties  at  the  end  of  the  year 
as  at  its  beginniug.  This  in  a  region  unfriendly  to  the  health  of 
most  foreigners  is  a  cause  of  thankfulness. 

At  Evangasimba,  Mr.  Clark  conducted  religious  services  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  and  Mr.  Menaul  assisted  in  conducting  them

in  the  second  half  of  it.  Mr.  Reutlinger  had  the  general  charge  of 
the  station,  including  its  burdensome  business  matters,  after  Mr. 
Clark's  return  to  this  country,  until  near  the  close  of  the  mission  year, 
when  he  removed  to  Benita.  Before  taking  this  charge,  Mr.  Reutlin- 
ger occupied  the  house  for  the  girls'  school,  which  required  much 
labour  for  repairs.  He  reported  the  audience  at  Evangasiraba  as 
slowly  increasing  and  as  showing  perhaps  more  attention  than  for- 
merly. There  were  nine  or  ten  inquirers.  Some  of  the  church 
members  had  to  be  suspended  for  unworthy  conduct,  and  others 
under  suspension  were  restored  ;  two  persons  were  received  as  mem- 
bers on  examination,  and  the  whole  number  was  thirty-three.  The 
general  aspect  of  heathenism  in  Corisco,  Mr.  Reutlinger  thinks,  is 
such  as  to  prove  that  it  is  dwindling  away  before  the  light  of  the 
Gospel,  but  sad  scenes  of  wickedness  are  still  to  be  witnessed.  Mr. 
Menaul  was  in  charge  of  this  station  at  the  end  of  the  year.  His 
work  of  preparation  in  learning  the  language,  the  time  spent  in  put- 
ting some  of  the  mission  premises  in  order,  repeated  visits  to  the 
main-land  in  Sid  of  the  objects  of  the  mission,  and  latterly  the 
charge  of  the  catechumen  class,  gave  him  full  occupation.  The 
girls'  school  was  re-opened  under  Miss  Nassau's  charge,  and  thirteen 
pupils  and  a  few  women  of  the  neighborhood  enjoyed  the  benefit 
of  her  instructions  for  three  months.  An  interesting  account  of  this 
part  of  the  work  may  be  found  in  the  Record  of  February. 

At  Alongo,  Mr.  De  Heer  maintained  religious  services  on  the 
Sabbath  and  on  other  suitable  occasions,  which  he  reports  as  attended 
by  a  greater  number  of  hearers  than  were  usually  present  in  the  year 
before  last,  and  he  speaks  well  also  of  the  interest-  shown  by  them 
in  these  services.  The  Sabbath  School  and  the  Catechumen  class 
of  five  persons  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  also  under  his  charge. 
And  the  school  for  boys,  whose  number  is  not  mentioned,  is  de- 
scribed as  making  good  progress.  It  is  stated  that  these  scholars 
committed  to  memory  during  the  year  the  gospels  of  Matthew, 
Luke  and  John,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  the  book  of  Genesis. 
A  part  of  the  missionary's  work  consisted  in  visiting  some  of  the 
mainland  out-stations,  to  be  referred  to  further  on.  He  concludes 
his  report  by  saying,  "  since  my  return  from  America  four  years  ago 
1  have  been  permitted  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  station  uninter- 
ruptedly. Results  are  left  to  Him  who  weigheth  not  outward  ac- 
tions or  appearances  but  the  spirits.  We  have  looked  backward ; 
we  will  also  look  forward,  and  press  forward  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  depending  upon  his  guidance  and  protection." 

At  Benita,  Mr.  Nassau  was  permitted  to  continue  his  labours  dur- 
ing the  year,  in  the  face  of  serious  difficulties  at  times,  but  on  the 
whole  with  increasing  encouragement.  In  April  some  of  the  hea- 
then made  a  violent  attack  on  the  missionary's  dwelling  house,  in 
consequence  of  his  having  disregarded  a  fetich  or  charm,  which  was 
intended  to  force  compliance  with  the  exorbitant  demands  made  for 
supplies  needed  by  the  missionaries.  Learning  that  this  attack 
would  be  made,  he  barricaded  the  house,  but  resistance  would  prob- 
ably have  been  in  vain,  and  the  most  serious  results  might  have  fol- 
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lowed,  but  for  the  noble  conduct  of  about  thirty  of  the  Christian 
natives  and  catechumens,  who  raUied  in  defence  of  their  teacher, 
and  the  assailants  were  driA'en  away.     Other  though  less  danger- 
ous trials  occurred  to  test  the  faith  of  the  mission  family,  but  their 
encouragements  were  manifest.     The  number  of  catechumens  in- 
creased to  thirty  one,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year,  after  some 
changes,  twenty  seven.     Five  persons  were  received  as  communi- 
cants on  the  profession  of  their  faith  and  three  by  letters  of  dismis- 
sion ;  the  whole  number  was  thirty-nine.     Mr.  Nassau  further  says, 
"One  infant,  the  first  in  the  history  of  our  little  church,  was  bap- 
tized.    Its  being  presented  by  its  faithful  mother  at  the  October 
comraimion  season  was  entirely  unprompted  and  unexpected  by  me, 
and  action  was  deferred  until  the  January  communion  that  I  might 
preach  a  sermon   on  infant  baptism — a  subject  I  had  not  before 
touched  on."     The  day  school  is  reported  as  giving  encouragement 
and    also  the  Sabbath-school,  but  the  number  of   scholars  is  not 
mentioned.     Miss  Nassau's  work  at  this  station  near  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review  was  commenced  under  circumstances  of  much 
promise ;  her  day-school  at  Bolenda,  two  miles  from  Benita,  soon 
had  fifty  scholars  on  the  list.     The  out-station  missionary  work  of 
Mr.  Nassau  will  be  separately  noticed.     In  general,  this  station  may 
be  regarded  as  growing  in  importance  and  interest,  and  its  short 
history  already  justifies  the  wisdom  of  the  brethren  in  forming  it 
and  keeping  it  up,  though  its  position  isolates  them  from  the  other 
missionaries  to  a  considerable  degree,  and  exposes  them  to  peculiar 
j)erils  among  the  heathen.     It  is  an  out-post  on  the  great  desert  of 
African  heathenism,  which  the  Church  ought  to  maintain  with  a 
strong  force. 

The  Out-Stations  of  this  mission,  all  on  the  mainland,  are  placed 
under  supervision  divided  between  Corisco  and  Benita.  Places 
occupied  by  native  labourers  on  the  bay  of  Corisco  and  the  river 
Mani — Mbangwe,  formerly  called  Hondo,  Ibia's  station,  and  Sigi — 
are  visited  by  the  missionaries  of  Corisco;  those  further  north, — 
Aje,  Hanje,  Senje,  Bolenda  and  Meduma, — by  the  brethren  of  Benita, 
during  last  year  by  Mr.  Nassau.  At  these  places  eight  native 
Chi'istian  labourers  are  employed,  one  of  whom  is  a  licentiate 
preacher.  Some  changes  occurred  among  these  labourers,  though 
one  more  this  year  than  last  is  reported.  They  are  necessarily  imper- 
fect in  the  qualifications  needed,  and  yet  the  usefulness  of  their  work 
and  example  cannot  be  doubted.  It  is  greatly  important  that  they 
should  be  frequently  visited,  and  at  unexpected  times,  by  one  of  the 
missionaries.  Mr.  Nassau  makes  some  valuable  remarks  concerning 
them,  when  he  says,  "  Could  they  be  still  oftener  visited,  their  dili- 
gence would  be  incited  and  their  discouragements  cheered.  They 
do  a  good  work  in  teaching  youth  to  read.  None  of  the  catechumens 
added  this  year  had  been  taught  by  white  missionaries.  I  instance 
one  inquirer,  who  died,  who  was  a  most  interesting  young  man,  and 
who  gave  me  high  hopes  of  his  future  usefulness  ;  he  had  been  taught 
only  at  the  out-stations.  The  humble  life  and  safe  death  of  but  one 
such  warrants  the  year's  work  and  palliates  its  faults.     Their  morn- 
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ing  and  evening  worship  are  standing  calls  to  the  heathen  ;  their 
prayer-meetings  are  rallying  points  about  which  Christians  from 
other  places  may  meet  on  their  constant  journeys  ;  and  even  their 
fault-marked  lives  are  examples  for  the  timorous  among  the  heathen 
who  are  trying  to  step  out  of  their  old  paths." 

The  tribes  amongst  which  these  out-stations  are  formed  differ  in 
their  size  and  condition,  some  of  them  being  very  small  ;  others  are 
coming  out  from  the  interior  towards  the  sea,  like  the  Pangwes, 
who  were  visited  fifteen  years  ago  by  the  lamented  Mr.  Mackay, 
whose  visit  is  still  remembered  by  some  of  them.  It  was  touching 
to  hear  them  asking  why  he  had  not  returned  to  them  as  he  prom- 
ised. One  of  the  tribes,  the  Mbiko,  is  spoken  of  by  Mr.  De  Heer 
as  large  in  number,  less  degraded  than  some  of  the  others,  and 
favorably  disposed  towards  the  Gospel ;  they  besought  him  to  send 
them  a  teacher  from  whom  they  might  receive  constant  instruction. 
Another  tribe  visited  by  the  same  missionary  had  never  before  heard 
the  Gospel;  they  are  called  the  Bondetnu,  and  they  had  lately  come 
down  from  the  interior.  Mr.  De  Heer  closes  his  interesting  notices 
of  this  out-station  work  by  saying,  "From  personal  observation  I 
can  but  believe  that  in  these  regions  the  harvest  is  truly  ripe  for  the 
sickle." 

The  Committee  cannot  pass  from  their  review  of  this  interesting 
mission  field,  without  calling  the  attention  of  the  churches  to  the 
need  of  more  missionaries  from  this  country  as  labourers  in  it. 
Thex'e  are  but  four  ordained  ministers  on  the  ground,  one  of  whom 
has  spent  nearly  eight  years  of  uninterrupted  labour  there,  and  an- 
other fourteen  years,  though  he  mide  a  visit  to  this  country  in  the 
meantime,  from  which  he  went  back  four  years  apo.  The  climate 
by  its  incessant  heat  all  the  year  exerts  a  very  debilitating  influence 
on  the  constitution  of  most  persons  from  northern  latitudes,  making 
a  visit  to  this  country  at  the  end  of  a  few  years  almost  indispensa- 
ble to  health  and  vigour ;  and  our  brethren  are  expected  to  make 
such  visits.  But  they  are  often  over-persuaded  by  the  pressure  of 
the  great  work  on  their  hands  to  defer  these  visits  too  long. 
Apart  from  this,  more  labourers  are  needed  for  the  work  itself; 
this  is  great  and  full  of  promise.  The  preceding  statements  show 
that  for  the  vital  department  of  the  work,  the  proper  supervision 
of  the  out-stations,  coupled  with  the  instruction  and  continued  train- 
ing of  native  labourers,  more  missionaries  should  be  sent  out.  In 
some  respects,  this  is  the  darkest  region  of  missionary  labour, — the 
most  degraded  people  whose  salvation  the  Church  is  now  seeking; 
but  already  has  the  Gospel  won  some  of  its  blessed  victories  over 
death  and  hell  amongst  these  miserable  tribes,  and  now  our  Lord 
seems  to  be  saying  to  the  churches  engaged  in  the  support  of  this 
mission,  "  According  to  your  faith,  be  it  done  unto  you."  Accord- 
ing to  the  faith  of  the  people  of  God  will  be  their  prayers,  their 
sympathy,  their  sending  forth  of  labourers,  and  by  the  divine  bless- 
ing the  happy  results  of  their  work. 
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MISSIONS  IN  INDIA. 

Lodiana  Mission. 

Eawai,  Pindi  :  160  miles  north-west  of  Labor  ;  mission  station  commenced 
1855 ;  missionary  labourers — Eev.  Elwood  M.  Wberry  and  bis  wife  ;  native 
Christian  assistants — one  licentiate  preacher,  one  Scripture-reader,  and  seven 
teachers. 

Lahor  :  the  political  capital  of  the  Punjab,  1,225  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta ; 
mission  station  commenced,  1849  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  John 
Newton,  and  Alexander  Henry  and  their  wives, ;  Rev.  Charles  B.  Newton, 
Rev.  O.  D.  Maitra  ;*  native  Christian  assistants — one  catechist,  four  Christian 
teachers,  two  Scripture-readers,  three  colporteurs  and  two  Bible-women.  Out- 
station  at  Hoshyarpur,  one  licentiate,  one  Scripture-reader  and  one  colporteur 

Dharmsala  :  in  the  lower  Himmalaya  mountains,  north-east  of  Labor  ;  Rev. 
Marcus  C.  Carleton  ;  one  Bible-woman. 

Jalandar  :  130  miles  east  of  Labor,  30  miles  west  of  Lodiana  ;  mission  sta- 
tion commenced,  1846  ;  missionary  labom-ers — Bev.  Golak  Nath  ;  other  native 
Christian  assistants — three  teachers,  one  catechist  and  two  Scripture-readers. 

Lodiana:  near  the  river  Sutlej,  1,100  miles  north  of  Calcutta  ;  mission  sta- 
tion commenced,  1834  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Adolph  Rudolph, 
and  Joseph  H.  Myers  and  their  wives,  and  Rev.  George  S.  Bergen  ;  native 
Christian  assistants — two  catechists  and  four  Scripture-readers,  one  colporteur, 
three  female  teachers  and  one  Bible-woman. 

Ambala  :  55  miles  south-east  of  Lodiana  ;  mission  station  commenced,  1848  ; 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  John  H.  Morrison,  D.D.,  Rev.  W.  J.  P.  Morrison, 
Rev.  W.  Basten  ;  Miss  Henrietta  Morrison,  teacher  ;  native  Christian  assistants 
— eight  teachers,  three  Scripture-readers,  three  catechists,  two  Bible-women, 
and  one  colporteur.  Out-station  at  Shahabad,  one  native  assistant,  one  Bible- 
woman. 

Sabathu  :  in  the  lower  Himmalaya  mountains,  110  miles  east  of  Lodiana  ; 
mission  station  commenced,  1836  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  John  Newton, 
Jr.,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife  ;  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Janvier ;  native  Christian  assistant — 
one  teacher. 

Saharunpur  :  130  miles  south-east  of  Lodiana  ;  mission  station  commenced, 
1836  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  William  Calderwood  and  his  wife  ;  Rev. 
"Theodwe  W.  J.  Wylie,  one  teacher ;  native  Christian  assistants — three  teach- 
ers.    Out-station  at  Muzaffarnagar,  Rev.  Kanwar  Sain,  one  Scripture-reader. 

Dehra  :  47  miles  east  of  Saharunpur ;  mission  station  commenced,  1858  ; 
missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  John  S.  Woodside  and  David  Herron  and 
their  wives  ;  Rev.  Gilbert  McMasters ;  Miss  Catherine  L.  Beatty,  and  Miss  J. 
"Woodside,  teachers  ;  native  Christian  assistants — four  teachers,  two  Scripture- 
readers,  two  Bible-women.  Out-station  at  Rajpore,  six  miles  from  Dehra  ;  one 
native  catechist  and  one  teacher. 

RooRKHEE  :  twenty  miles  south-east  of  Saharunpur  ;  mission  station  com- 
menced, 1856  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Joseph  Caldwell  and  his  wife ;  na- 
tive Christian  assistants — one  licentiate  preacher  and  one  Scripture-reader. 

In  this  country  :  Rev.  Charles  W.  Forman  and  his  wife ;  Mrs.  Carleton.  In 
England,  Rev.  Reese  Thackwell  and  his  wife. 

Furrukhabad  Mission. 

FxjTTEHQURH :  On  the  Ganges,  713  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta  ;  mission 
station  commenced,  1838  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  William  F.  Johnson 
and  his  wife  ;  native  Christian  assistants — eighteen  teachers  and  helpers  of 
whom  four  are  females.    Out-station  at  Chabramow, — two  catechists.

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FrjRRTJKHABAD :  near  to  Futteligurh  ;  mission  station  commenced,  1844  ; 
missionary  labourers — Eev.  Julius  F.  Ullmann  and  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Kellogg 
and  liis  wife  ;  native  Christian  assistants — one  catechist,  three  Scripture-read- 
ers, six-  teachers,  and  one  village-school  visitor. 

Mynpurie  :  40  miles  west  of  Futtehgurh  ;  mission  station  commenced, 
1843  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  James  M.  Alexander  and  his  wife,  Rev. 
Francis  Heyl  ;  native  Christian  assistants — one  catechist,  three  teachers,  three 
Scripture  readers  and  one  Bible-woman. 

Etawah  :  on  the  Jumna,  50  miles  south-west  of  Mynpurie  ;  mission  station 
commenced,  1863  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Edward  H.  Sayreand  his  wife  ; 
native  Christian  assistants — two  catechists,  four  Scripture-readers,  two  colpor- 
teurs and  one  female-school  visitor. 

FuTTEHPORE  :  587  miles  north-west  of  Calcutta  ;  mission  station  commenc- 
ed, 1853 ;  missionary  labourers — two  catechists,  two  teachers,  of  whom  one 
female,  one  Scripture-reader  and  two  colporteurs. 

Allahabad:  at  the  junction  of  Ganges  and  Jumna,  500  miles  north-west 
of  Calcutta  ;  mission  station  commenced,  1836  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev. 
Joseph  Owen,  D.D.,  Rev.  John  J.  Walsh,  and  their  wives;  Rev.  Augustus 
Brodhead  and  Rev.  T.  S.  Wynkoop  ;  Miss  Emma  Walsh,  teacher  ;  native  Chris- 
tian assistants — two  licentiate  preachers,  three  catechists,  four  teachers  and 
two  Scripture-readers. 

In  this  country :  Rev.  Messrs.  James  L.  Scott  and  B.  D.  Wyckoff  and  their 
■wives  ;  Mrs.  Brodhead  and  Mrs.  Ullmann. 

Eev.  T.  S,  Wynkoop,  who  had  been  pastor  for  four  years  of  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Chui'ch  of  Huntington,  Long  Island,  sailed 
for  India  Nov.  12,  to  join  the  Furrukhabad  Mission.  Mrs. 
Walsh,  who  had  been  on  a  temporary  visit  home,  left  for  Allahabad 
July  25,  with  her  two  daughters.  Mrs.  Brodhead,  who  arrived  in 
April,  1868,  is  still  in  the  United  States,  for  the  benefit  of  her 
health.  Rev.  J.  H.  Orbison  and  family,  and  Mrs.  Carleton  and 
her  children,  landed  at  New  York  March  24.  Rev.  Mr.  Carleton 
hopes  to  continue  his  work  during  the  absence  of  his  wife. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Orbison,  whilst  visiting  his  friends  at  Bellefonte,  Pa., 
was  suddenly  attacked  with  sickness,  which  in  a  short  time  proved 
fatal.  He  died  in  great  peace  of  mind,  April  19.  He  first  left  this 
country  for  India  in  1850.  A  full  record  of  his  life  and  of  his  last 
hours  will  no  doubt  be  furnished  for  the  missionary  publications. 

Rev.  A.  Brodhead  has  been  transferred  from  Futtehgurh  to 
Allahabad ;  Rev.  J.  A.  Alexander  from  Allahabad  to  Mynpurie ; 
Rev.  W.  J.  P.  Morrison  and  Miss  H.  Morrison  from  Labor  to  Am- 
bala ;  and  Rev.  D.  Herron  from  Ambala  to  Dehra. 

The  Synod  of  Northern  India  met  at  Saharunpur  in  November, 
but  no  account  of  its  proceedings  has  been  received. 

Stations. 

The  principal  stations  of  the  Board  continue  as  formerly.  Thir- 
teen of  these  are  occupied  by  foreign  missionaries,  and  two  by 
native  laborers.  Other  places,  contiguous  to  the  main  stations, 
have  been  selected,  and  are  manned  by  native  helpers.  These 
are  Ambala  Cantonment,  five  miles  from  the  city  of  Ambala, 
Rajpur,  Mussaffernagar,  Hoshyarpur,  Shahabad,  and  Chabra 
Mou.     As  the  work  develops,  the  number  of  such  outposts  will  in- 
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crease,  and  in  this  way  new  centres  will  grow  up,  from  which 
will  go  forth  the  Word  of  Life  into  the  surrounding  villages 
and  hamlets.  By  such  means  the  native  pastorate  will  be  estab- 
lished, and  a  closer  connection  between  the  ministry  and  the 
people  will  be  maintained.  Though  Dharmsala  is  put  down  as 
the  headquarters  of  Mr.  Carleton,  he  spends  most  of  his  time  in 
camp,  or  preaching  from   place   to  place. 

Missionary  Labour. 

This  differs  largely  from  ministerial  work  in  Christian  lands. 
It  is  more  ramified,  and  necessarily  embraces  much  that  is  mainly 
secular  and  financial.  Schools  have  to  be  taught  and  superin- 
tended ;  orphanages  to  be  directed,  provided  for,  and  their  in- 
mates instructed,  not  only  in  religious  truth,  but  in  secular  knowl- 
edge and  pursuits  ;  the  press  has  to  be  kept  in  operation  by 
the  preparation  of  books,  by  the  supervision  of  its  issues,  and 
in  their  distribution ;  the  native  language,  or,  in  order  to  still 
greater  efficiency,  languages,  have  to  be  steadily  studied;  accounts 
have  to  be  kept  at  every  station,  and  the  labor  at  some  of  them, 
from  their  varied  details,  is  great ;  the  wants  of  the  poor  have  to 
be  considered,  and  those  of  the  inquirer  have  to  be  met ;  preaching 
ou  the  highway  or  in  the  house,  in  the  market  place  or  chapel,  has 
to  be  engaged  in,  and  at  times  under  trying  circumstances ;  native 
helpers  have  to  be  trained,  and  a  proper  care  of  the  whole  taken, 
so  as  to  yield  the  richest  spiritual  results. 

The  most  important  of  these  labors  is 

Preaching. 

The  character  of  the  preaching  depends  largely  upon  the  place 
and  the  people.  To  the  Christian  congregation  it  is  more  didactic 
and  studied  than  when  truth  is  proclaimed  to  the  heathen  or 
Mohammedan,  and  it  is  pursued  with  less  interruption  in  the 
chapel  than  in  the  open  bazar.  There  the  congregation  is  more 
orderly,  and  is  more  likely  to  be  benefitted.  An  interesting 
sketch  of  a  sermon  j^reached  on  a  missionary  tour  is  published  in 
the  Foreign  Missionary  for  February.  Bazar  preaching  has  been 
kept  up  at  every  station  during  the  year,  and  at  some  it  has  been 
carried  on  with  more  vigor.  Many  villages  contiguous  to  mission- 
ary centres  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  the  Gospel  pro- 
claimed in  them.  The  Reports  of  this  department  of  work  vary, 
as  the  following  extracts  will  show  :  "  The  missionary  and  his 
assistants  have,  on  the  whole,  had  more  encouragement  in  their 
efforts  than  formerly.  The  audiences  in  the  streets  have  been 
larger  and  more  attentive  than  the  year  before.  Discussion  and 
opposition,  such  as  we  often  met  with  in  former  times,  have  been 
revived.  The  reason  probably  is,  that  the  people  heard  the  voice 
of  the  preacher  in  so  many  different  places,  and  felt  that  their  relig- 
ion was  assailed  at  all  points."  "Our  preaching  places  are  gener- 
ally  crowded   with   attentive   hearers.     It   is  encouraging  to  the

preficher  of  the  Gospel  that  the  common  people  of  this  country- 
are  now  willing  to  acknowledge  the  broad  truths  of  Christianity 
with  seriousness,  and  treat  them  with  respect."  "  In  these  days 
there  is  little  of  that  violent  opposition  to  the  truth  which  once 
characterized  the  audiences.  Still  there  is  opposition  and  appal- 
ling heart-hatred  to  the  truth."  "  The  audiences  have  been  always 
large  and  interesting.  The  message  of  Christ's  love  was  invariably 
heard  by  them  with  great  attention,  and  the  precepts  of  the  Gospel 
were  receiA^ed  with  apparently  uniform  approval."  "  Anything  like 
a  defence  of  idolatry  is  now  seldom  attempted.  Hinduism  is  evi- 
dently breaking  up."  "  If  I  compare  our  city  audiences  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  ago  with  our  present  ones,  I  find  a  two-fold  dif- 
ference. Then  we  met  with  a  great  deal  of  opposition  to  the 
truth  ;  now  there  is  very  little  of  the  kind  shown.  The  people  have 
become  more  and  more  intellectually  convinced  of  the  truths  of 
Christianity,  and  consequently  see  the  uselessness  of  opposition. 
Another  difference  is,  that  now  we  never  meet  with  rudeness,  as 
we  then  often  did,  but  with  kindness  and  politeness." 

Into  regions  beyond  these  missionary  centres  has  the  Gospel 
been  carried.  The  Lodiana  missionaries  made  two  preaching 
tours,  with  several  native  helpers,  and  visited,  in  all,  .544  cities, 
towns,  and  villages.  Others  in  both  missions  spent  part  of  the 
cold  season  in  going  from  place  to  place  preaching  Christ.  All 
speak  of  encouragements,  and  of  large,  respectable,  and  attentive 
audiences.  Melas  were  also  visited,  and  many  listened  to  the 
proclamation  of  God's  own  message. 

Education. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  character  or  mode  of  conduct- 
ing the  educational  institutions  established  in  the  two  missions.  The 
High  schools  are  generally  maintained  with  a  good  degree  of  vigor, 
and  in  them  are  gathered  twenty-five  hundred  youth,  accessible 
to  the  Gospel,  and  with  whose  minds  the  missionary  can  be  daily 
brought  into  contact  by  the  truth  he  utters.  That  these  schools 
have  not  accomjilished  all  that  was  and  is  expected  of  them  in 
the  way  of  conversions  is  true,  but  the  good  they  yield  must  be 
prospective  as  well  as  immediate.  These  young  men  will  enter 
into  active  business  pursuits,  with  different  views  of  things,  and 
with  clearer  perceptions  of  what  is  true  and  false,  from  those  of 
their  fathers,  and  not  a  few  of  them  may  yet  be  led  to  embrace 
Jesus  as  their  only  hope  and  Saviour.  From  the  requirements  of 
the  Government  and  the  Calcutta  University,  in  order  to  admis- 
sion, the  standard  of  education  has  been  advanced;  but  the  ques- 
tion has  been  asked  in  one  report,  "  Does  the  additional  spiritual 
fruit,  introducing  such  a  high  standard  into  our  schools,  warrant 
so  heavy  an  outlay  of  money  ?"  This  must  be  seriously  weighed, 
by  all  concerned. 

The  conversions  that  took  place  in  the  High  School  at  Labor 
were  felt  in  the  small  attendance  during  1867,  but  last  year  it  was 
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advancing  to  its  former  healthy  state,  and  at  its  close  268  were  on 
the  roll.  Some  of  the  scholars  were  admitted  to  the  church,  and 
some  seemed  to  be  not  far  from  the  Kingdom. 

The  number  in  the  different  orphanages  is  smaller  than  usual, 
but  the  famine  that  is  existing  in  Northern  India  will  cast  many 
an  orphan  upon  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  Christians  in  that  land. 
The  religious  interest  in  these  institutions  has  been  marked.  Four 
were  admitted  to  sealing  ordmances  in  the  church  from  the  Or- 
phan Girls'  School  at  Lodiana ;  twelve  from  the  Boys'  Orphanage 
at  Saharunpur ;  and  at  Futtehgurh  a  number  appeared  before  the 
session  to  be  examined  for  admission  to  the  church.  Three  of 
the  boys  and  one  of  the  girls  were  received  on  profession  of  their 
faith.  "  The  importance,"  says  the  Lodiana  Report,  "of  this  part 
of  our  mission  work,  has  been  constantly  becoming  more  and 
more  apparent.  We  are  persuaded  that  it  cannot  be  over-esti- 
mated. The  character  of  the  rising  generation  of  Christians  in 
this  country  depends  even  more  upon  the  mothers  than  the 
fathers  of  the  children,  and  unless  the  native  Christian  mothers 
are  themselves,  in  some  sense  at  least,  trained  and  disciplined, 
there  can  be  very  little  hope  for  their  children.  Female  teachers, 
too,  are  becoming  more  and  more  needful  for  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  our  work.  The  testimony  is  the  same  from  all  the 
orphanages.  "  It  is,"  says  the  Report  from  Futtehgurh,  "  a  most 
hopeful  kind  of  effort,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  funds 
could  be  furnished  to  a  considerable  amount,  in  order  that  the 
mission  might  be  enabled  to  receive  a  considerable  number  out  of 
the  many  children  which  will  probably  be  left  destitute  in  the 
impending  famine." 

The  vernacular  schools  are  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
former  years.  Twelve  of  these  schools  are  sustained  by  the 
Maharajah  Dhulip  Singh.  Through  them,  the  missionary  has  access 
to  the  villagers,  to  Avhom  he  preaches  the  Word  of  Life.  Schools 
for  girls  have  increased  in  number  during  the  year.  Some  of  these 
are  attended  by  girls  of  the  higher  castes.  Some  widows  and 
married  women  are  among  the  scholars  ;  yea,  one  report  says : 
"  Those  in  attendance  vary  from  small  children  to  mothers  with 
their  babies,  and  old  women  even,  who  beg  for  books  with  big 
letters."  "  We  have  been  surprised  at  the  readiness  shown  to  read 
and  study  religious  books."  Mrs.  Wyckoff  has  for  some  years 
devoted  her  attention  to  the  superintendence  of  these  schools  at 
Mynpurie.  She  has  succeeded  in  establishing  a  training  school  for 
female  teachers,  in  which  are  twenty-two  women,  of  whom  eight 
are  of  the  Brahman  caste,  and  all  of  good  families.  She  has  been 
enabled  to  visit  many  families.  Laborers  for  these  schools  are 
earnestly  desired. 

The  Girls'  Boarding  School  at  Dehra  has  been  prosperous 
during  the  year,  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Miss  Beatty. 
The  erection  of  a  new  building  is  going  on,  and,  when  com- 
pleted, it  will  accommodate  150  pupils.  "The  aim  of  the  prin- 
cipal has   been  to   raise  the  standard  of  education  among  these 
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Christian  girls  to  that  enjoyed  by  their  more  favored  sisters  in 
Christian  lands.  In  addition  to  the  intellectual  training,  special 
attention  has  been  j^aid  to  the  qualifications  of  the  girls,  for  their 
domestic  duties  in  their  Christian  homes  in  after  life." 

A  theological  class  of  fourteen  young  men  was  taught  by  Mr. 
Ullmann.  Their  progress  was  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  Presby- 
tery, When  their  studies  allowed  it,  they  continued  the  practical 
exercise  of  preaching  in  the  bazaars  and  villages.

Churches. 

Eleven  of  the  churches  report  additions  from  among  the  heathen, 
while  a  number  trained  for  years  under  Christian  influence  have 
made  a  public  profession  of  their  faith.  Among  the  number  en- 
rolled the  following  is  mentioned  of  a  Rajput  by  caste,  and  con- 
nected with  some  of  the  oldest  families  in  his  neighborhood  :  "  His 
conversion  was  the  result  of  inquiry  on  his  part  and  the  influence 
of  a  native  Christian.  He  was  imprisoned  for  six  weeks  by  his 
relatives,  after  he  had  declared  himself  a  Christian.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  that  period  he  joined  the  camp  of  an  English  gentleman 
who  was  travelling  in  those  parts,  and  was  by  hitn  bi"ought  to 
Dehra  and  made  over  to  the  mission.  For  some  time  he  could  not 
prevail  on  his  wife  to  join  him  ;  but  after  waiting  about  six  months 
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he  succeeded  in  recovering  her,  and  she  now  resides  with  him  at 
Dehra.  The  conversion  of  this  man  has  caused  considerable  ex- 
citement among  the  people  of  his  native  country.  A  gentleman 
who  has  lately  been  among  them  tells  us  they  are  greatly  puzzled 
to  account  for  his  becoming  a  Christian.  He  had,  said  they,  his 
land,  his  house,  his  cows,  and  plenty  to  eat  and  drink.  He  has 
thrown  away  all  these  for  a  place  of  comparative  dependence. 
They  could  understand  a  poor  starved  wretch's  changing  his 
religion  to  be  fed  ;  but  this  man  abandoned  all  for  Jesus,  and  may 
never  again  be  so  well  off,  in  a  worldly  point  of  view,  as  he  was 
before.  The  public  opinion  was  that  he  was  mad.'"  Several  cases 
of  discipline  are  reported,  and  an  occasional  allusion  to  the  low 
state  of  piety  in  the  church  ;  others  speak  of  an  increased  interest 
in  divine  things  and  a  larger  spirit  of  liberality.  Rev.  J.  F. 
Ullraanti,  in  referring  to  a  portion  of  the  church  of  Furrukhabad, 
says:  "As  one  of  the  fruits  of  a  living  faith,  they  have  shown 
during  the  last  year  a  good  deal  of  the  spirit  of  Christian  liberality 
in  various  ways  ;  in  defraying  church  expenses  ;  assisting  the  poor 
amongst  them;  contributing  to  Bible  and  Tract  Societies,  and 
helping  the  Board  to  pay  off  their  debt."  The  Report  of  the  Fut- 
tehgurh  church  says :  '•  One  of  the  most  gratifying  things  which 
we  have  to  report  of  our  native  church  is  the  interest  they  have 
manifested  in  the  work  of  the  church,  an  interest  not  confined  to 
good  wishes,  biit  evidencing  itself  in  their  contributions."  Their 
large  donation  of  more  than  $200,  to  help  to  pay  off  the  debt  of 
the  Board,  has  been  published  in  the  Foreign  llissi'mary.

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Zenana  Work. 

This  work  lias  been  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  at  most  of 
the  stations,  and  is  growing  more  and  more  interesting.  As  yet  a 
beginning  only  has  been  made,  because  the  way  to  more  vigorous 
effort  was  not  open,  but  the  number  of  families  accessible  to  female 
missionary  effort  is  every  year  increasing,  and  the  importance  of 
this  work,  even  in  its  initial  movements,  cannot  be  over-estimated 
in  is  bearings  upon  the  advancement  of  the  Church  and  the  moral 
welfare  of  the  people.  Rev.  S.  H.  Kellogg,  of  Furrukhabad, 
says :  "  We  are  already  asked  on  every  hand  to  instruct  the 
women ;  nor  do  I  think  ihere  is  really  any  limit,  save  the  ability  of 
missionary  ladies  to  superintend,  and  the  money  needed  for  the 
work."  Several  Hindus  have  already  taught  their  wives  to  read.  Of 
one,  Mr.  Kellogg  thus  speaks :  "  He  had  taught  his  wife  and  sister 
to  read,  and  the  latter  is  reading  the  New  Testament  for  the  second 
time.  The  parents  are  bigoted  Hindus,  but  these  have  all  re- 
nounced Hindu  worship.  To  those  conversant  with  the  state  of 
public  opinion  here,  with  regard  to  women  showing  themselves 
unveiled  out  of  their  own  family  circle,  it  will  well  illustrate  the 
change  of  sentiment  in  this  family,  that  not  only  have  Mrs. 
Kellogg's  visits  been  kindly  received,  but  on  two  occasions  have 
the  female  members  of  this  flimily,  with  the  brother  and  husband, 
spent  an  evening  at  our  house.  On  the  last  occasion  we  had  family 
worship  in  Hindi,  reading  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  w-ien  they  all 
knelt  reverentially  with  us  around  the  throne  of  grace."  Bible- 
women  are  helping  forward  this  work  by  carrying  the  Word  of 
God  into  families.  Already  several  interesting  cases  of  inquiry 
have  been  reported.  It  will  be  well  for  the  Church  to  consider 
this  branch  of  labor  and  do  more  for  its  successful  prosecution, 
through  the  agency  of  the  Board,  especially  as  there  is  an  increas- 
ing call  for  enlargement. 

The  Press — Medical  Missionary  Work. 

The  Report  speaks  under  this  head:  (l)  The  Preparation  of 
Books,  (2)  Printing,  (3)  Distribution.  Several  new  tracts  were 
prepared  by  the  missionaries,  and  among  the  works  going  through 
the  press  is  a  translation  in  Urdu  of  Dr.  McDowell's  Bible  Class 
Manual,  prepared  by  Messrs.  Wylie  &  Kanwar  Sain,  native  minis- 
ters. Rev.  A.  Brodhead  translated  a  School  Astronomy  into  Hindi; 
the  New  Testament  in  Panjabi  has  been  completed  by  Rev.  J. 
Newton,  and  is  passing  through  the  press;  two  publications  in 
English,  two  in  Urdu  in  the  Roman  character,  ten  in  Urdu  in  the 
Persian  character  and  lithographed,  three  in  Hindi,  and  one  in 
Panjabi,  have  been  printed  during  the  year  at  Lodiana.  One  of 
the  lithographed  books  is  the  second  volume  of  the  Old  Testament, 
which  completes  the  entire  Bible  in  the  Persian  character,  and  is 
the  one  generally  used  by  Mohammedans.  Dr.  Owen  has  com- 
pleted a  second  revision  and  edition  of  the  Hindi  Old  Testament, 
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and  has  finished  a  Commentary  in  Urdu  on  Isaiah.  Kev.  J.  L.  Scott 
is  at  work  in  this  country  upon  the  commentary  on  the  Gospels. 
A  new  monthly  religious  magazine  has  been  started  in  Allahabad 
under  favorable  auspices :  it  is  published  in  Urdu  in  the  Roman 
character,  and  edited  by  Rev.  J.  Walsh ;  it  has  two  hundred  sub- 
scribers, chiefly  among  the  native  Christians.  A  number  of  standard 
works  will  be  issued  in  it. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  various  works  several  colporteurs  are 
employed.  One  reports  that  he  visited  upwards  of  four  hundred 
villages,  and  sold  more  than  5,000  books.  He  met  with  one  per- 
son who  had  a  wonderful  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  which  he  had 
attained  by  studying  the  book  by  himself.  The  press  at  Lodiana 
owes  much  of  its  efficiency  to  the  able  management  of  Rev.  A. 
Rudolph. 

Dr.  J.  Newton  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the  Dispensary  at 
Sabathu,  and  attended  to  over  one  thousand  patients ;  to  them  and 
the  inmates  he  has  preached  Divine  truths.  Friends  in  India  have 
liberally  sustained  his  efforts, 

These  varied  agencies,  all  bearing  upon  one  great  object,  will 
eventually  yield  a  rich  harvest  of  souls.  By  them  Hinduism  is 
weakened  and  Christianity  strengthened  ;  every  real  conversion 
increases  the  moral  power  of  truth,  and  every  year  of  missionary 
labor  is  changing  public  sentiment  and  deepening  the  acquaintance 
of  the  people  with  the  claims  of  the  Gospel.  What  is  needed  upon 
these  growing  efforts  is  a  baptism  ot  the  Holy  Ghost ;  a  way  is 
preparing  for  His  effusion,  but  much  is  yet  to  be  done  by  the  Church 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  increasing  myriads  of  India. 

MISSIOJSr  IJV  SI  AM. 

Bangkok  ;  on  the  River  Meinam,  twenty-five  miles  from  its  mouth  ;  occu- 
pied as  a  mission  station  in  1840  to  1844,  and  from  1847  to  the  present  time  ; 
missionary  laborers — Rev.  Messrs.  Samuel  R.  House,  M.  D.,  Noah  A.  McDonald, 
Samuel  C.  George,  John  Carrington  and  their  wives  ;  two  native  Christian 
teachers. 

PETCHABxnii  ;  on  the  western  side  of  the  Gulf  of  Siam,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  south-west  from  Bangkok  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  1861  : 
missionary  laborers — Rev.  Samuel  G.  McFarland,  and  Rev.  James  W.  Van 
Dyke  and  their  wives  :   one  native  licentiate  preacher. 

The  Rev.  P.  Garden  and  his  family  returned  to  the  United 
States,  October  15,  in  consequence  of  the  impaired  health  of  Mrs. 
Garden.  This  has  led  them  to  dissolve  their  connection  with 
the  Board,  but  in  the  hope  of  advancing  the  Master's  kingdom  in 
some  other  sphere.  Rev.  Messrs.  Carrington  and  Van  Dyke  with 
their  wives  reached  Bangkok,  January  20.  Mr.  Carrington  will 
remain  in  that  city  and  Mr.  Van  Dyke  will  be  stationed  at  Petch- 
aburi.  Dr.  House's  life  was  mercifully  spared  from  a  savage  at- 
tack of  an  elephant,  in  March  of  last  year,  while  on  his  way  to 
Chiengmai.  After  suffering  for  some  time  he  has  been  restored  to 
his  former  health. 
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EvcmgelistiG  Work. 

This  has  been  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner  and  through 
the  same  agencies  as  in  former  years.  The  Gospel  has  been  steadily- 
proclaimed  at  both  stations,  in  bazar  and  chapel,  to  all  who  could  be 
induced  to  listen  to  it.  In  this  way  many  have  heard  the  words  of  - 
eternal  life,  and  some  it  is  hoped,  to  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  If 
not  blessed  to  the  same  extent  as  in  the  previous  year,  in  a  large  in- 
gathering into  the  Church,  yet  each  church  has  been  strengthened 
by  an  accession  of  four  to  its  membership.  Two  have  been  removed 
by  death  and  one  has  apostatized  to  Buddhism.  "  The  native 
church  members  appear  well,  and  we  firmly  believe  they  are  grow- 
ing Christians.  They  keep  up  amongst  themselves  a  meeting  every 
evening  for  prayer,  and  the  study  of  the  Scriptures,  which  they 
enjoy  much  as  a  means  of  grace.  Every  male  member  of  the 
church  takes  his  turn  in  leading  in  prayer."  At  the  monthly  con- 
cert they  both  pray  and  give  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  and  con- 
sidering their  means,  their  contributions  will  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  churches  at  home. 

In  the  tours  that  were  made,  the  people  seemed  willing  to  listen 
to  the  message,  and  to  consider  the  claims  of  Christianity.  This 
was  especially  the  case  in  the  town  of  Rachaburi,  where  several 
wanted  to  know  more  of  this  new  way,  and  declared  themselves 
ready  to  renounce  Buddhism.  This  may  indicate  a  growing  dis- 
trust in  their  own  system,  or  an  appreciation  of  the  sujjerior  bless- 
ings offered  in  the  Gospel. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  city  of  Bangkok  has  been  visited  for 
the  purpose  of  distributing  the  word  of  life,  and  holding  religious 
conversation  with  the  people.  The  Buddhist  priests  have  been 
among  the  applicants  for  religious  books,  and  have  shown  more 
than  usual  interest  in  Christian  truth.  In  Bangkok  there  is  a  need 
of  another  chapel,  as  thereby  the  influence  ol  the  preacher  would 
be  extended.  In  Petchaburi  a  lot  has  been  purchased  for  a  chapel 
and  a  burying-place. 

Schools. 

The  schools  are  of  two  kinds — boarding  and  day.  In  Bangkok 
thirty  one  scholars  are  in  the  former,  and  twelve  in  the  latter.  The 
course  of  instruction  has  been  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and 
the  end  in  view  has  also  been  the  same.  In  Petchabui'i  an  indus- 
trial school  has  been  in  successful  operation,  attended  by  sixteen 
girls.  "  This  school,"  says  the  missionary,  "  has  been  doing  a 
great  work  for  the  females  of  this  country,  and  we  consider  it  an 
important  auxiliary  in  the  work  of  Christianising  the  heathens 
around  us.  It  is  every  where  a  well  known  and  acknowleged  truth 
that  but  little  can  be  done  towards  elevating  and  Christianising  a 
people,  so  long  as  the  females  are  neglected  and  remain  in  ignor- 
ance. Here,  then,  is  a  beginning  made,  to  teach  those  who  are  to 
be  the  mothers  of  the  rising  generation,  to  read,  understand  and 
commit  to  memory  His  holy  word.  They  are  taught  to  be  neat,  in- 
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dustrious  and  saving ;  they  are  taught  all  kinds  of  plain  and  fancy 
needle  work.  Here  they  see  a  difference  between  their  and  our 
domestic  economy.  Here  they  get  a  knowledge  of  that  truth, 
though  unconscious  they  may  be  of  its  power,  which  will  affect 
them  for  good  in  all  their  domestic  relations,  and  we  trust  prove  a 
savor  of  life  unto  life  hereafter." 

Death  of  the  King. 

The  late  monarch  before  coming  to  the  throne  was  a  diligent 
pupil  of  the  missionaries,  and  with  him  they  and  their  asso- 
ciates had  ever  pleasant  relations.  The  old  restrictive  policy  of 
Siam  came  to  an  end  at  the  beginning  of  his  reign,  and  in  the  one 
adopted  by  him  he  maintained  free  intercourse  with  the  great  na- 
tions of  the  earth.  He  fully  appreciated  the  benefits  of  European 
civilization  and  by  his  measures  gave  a  great  impulse  to  trade, 
and  largely  promoted  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  people. 
Though  a  Buddhist  to  the  last,  he  was  acquainted  with  the  Chris- 
tian I'eligion,  and  was  tolerant  of  all  creeds.  He  died  a  martyr  to 
his  zeal  for  astronomy.  By  his  death,  the  missionaries  lost  a  true 
and  steadfast  friend,  but  under  the  reign  of  his  successor,  his  eld- 
est son,  they  expect  to  enjoy  the  same  privileges  and  protection. 

Press. 

The  printing  press  continues  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  McDon- 
ald. There  were  published  during  the  year  1,500  copies  of  the 
gospel  by  Luke  ;  1,000  copies  of  the  gospel  by  John ;  2,000  copies 
of  Genesis  and  2,000  copies  of  Exodus.  There  wei*e  distributed 
150,400  pages  of  the  Scriptures,  and  nearly  2,000  copies  of  religious 
tracts. 

MISSION  AMONG  THE  LAOS. 

Chieng-Mai  :  on  the  river  Quee  Ping,  500  miles  north  of  Bangkok  ;  occu- 
pied as  a  mission  station,  1867  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Daniel 
McGilvary  and  Jonathan  Wilson,  and  their  wives  ;  one  native  assistant. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  that  Mr.  Wilson  was  on  his 
way 'to  Chiengmai,  to  join  Rev.  Mr.  INIcGilvary.  He  reached  this 
station  February  15  ;  and  thus  these  two  missionaries,  who  were 
permitted  to  labor  together  for  years  for  the  good  of  Siam,  are 
again  united  to  lay  the  foundations  of  the  work  among  the  Laos. 

Though  far  removed  from  other  Christian  laborers,  they  have 
been  graciously  sustained  during  the  year,  and  have  been  permit- 
ted, with  the  approval  of  the  king  and  others  in  authority,  freely 
to  prosecute  their  work,  and  preach  wherever  the  people  would 
listen.  Many,  of  different  classes,  have  visited  them  at  their  homes, 
and  to  these  the  Gospel  has  been  proclaimed.  Elsewhere,  in  the 
city  and  in  villages,  the  same  truths  have  been  declared,  and  thus 
many,  for  the  first  time,  have  heard  of  God's  scheme  of  redemption, 
through  Jesus  Christ. 
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Obstacles  that  stood  in  the  way  of  the  purchase  of  a  lot  have 
been  removed,  and  one  has  been  donated  by  the  king,  "  a  beauti- 
ful lot,  300  feet  in  length,  fronting  the  river,  and  260  feet  deep.  It 
is  covered  with  a  grove  of  mango,  tamarind,  pomelon,  bole,  and 
other  fruit  trees,"  and  it  is  admirably  located  for  mission  purposes. 

Much  preparatory  work  has  to  be  done  in  a  mission  like  this, 
and  to  it  the  attention  of  the  laborers  is  turned.  Dwellings  ai*e 
to  be  reared,  a  school  established,  preaching  places  obtained,  a 
religious  literature, provided  and  printed.  These  and  kindred 
agencies  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the 
people. 

Little  is  said  of  the  hindrances  in  the  way,  and  much  of  the 
encouragement  to  prosecute  earnestly  and  at  once  the  work  be- 
fore tbem.  These  hindrances  ai'e  many,  but  they  are  such  as  per- 
tain to  every  heathen  field.  The  following  considerations  show 
that  the  Laos  are  a  hopeful  people  for  missionary  effort. 

(1.)  Buddhism  is  not  held  so  strictly  as  in  Siam.  Thus,  "  it  is 
not  strange  to  see  a  priest  eating  rice  in  the  afternoon,  or  handling 
money,  or  sitting  or  talking  with  a  woman,  and  many  other  sim- 
ilar violations  of  the  commands  of  their  idol  god,  which,  if  done 
openly  in  Siam,  would  forfeit  his  position  in  the  priesthood." 

(2.)  The  door  is  open.  The  people  are  accessible  ;  the  king  is 
friendly,  as  are  also  the  princes  and  ofiicers  of  the  government. 

(3.)  The  people  seem  more  disposed  to  look  up  to  foreigners 
than  most  other  Eastern  nations.  They  warmly  receive  the  mis- 
sionaries at  their  houses,  while  their  own  houses  are  frequented 
by  visitors  of  all  ranks. 

(4.)  As  a  race,  they  have  more  of  the  elements  of  a  manly  char- 
acter than  most  Asiatics. 

These  and  other  reasons  that  have  been  published  call  upon  the 
Church  to  take  hold  of  the  work  with  increasing  diligence  and 
fidelity. 

A  call  for  more  helpers  is  made.  A  press  is  needed,  and  aid 
is  implored  to  enlarge  their  work. 

The  Laos  and  their  descendants  scattered  through  the  northern 
provinces  of  Siam  and  their  own  country,  are  estimated  between 
two  and  three  millions.  Wherever  the  Gospel  has  been  preached 
to  them,  they  have  shown  a  marked  readiness  to  hear,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  soon  some  will  embrace  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus, 
and  avouch  Him  to  be  their  only  Lord  and  Master. 


MISSION'S  IN  CHINA. 

Canton   Mission. 

Canton  :  on  the  Canton  River,  70  miles  from  the  sea  ;  occupied  as  a  mission 
station  in  1845  ;  missionary  labourers — the  Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  F.  Preston 
and  his  wife  ;  John  G.  Kerr,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife  ;  Rev.  Henry  V.  Noyes  ;  Miss 
Henrietta  Noyes,  teacher ;  six  native  Christian  assistants,  two  of  whom  are 
female  Bible  visitors.    In  this  country  :  Rev.  Andrew  P.  Happer,  D.D. 
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Ningpo    Mission. 

NiNGPO :  on  the  Ningpo  River,  12  miles  from  the  sea  ;  occupied  as  a  mission 
station  in  1844  ;  missionary  labourers — D.  B.  McCartee,  M.D.,  Rev.  Joseph  A. 
Leyenberger,  and  their  wives  ;  Rev.  John  Butler ;  native  Christian  assistants 
— Rev.  Messrs.  Zia-  Ting-tong,  Boo  Kicong  hy,  and  tfoh  Cong-eng,  three  licentiate 
preachers,  and  twelve  other  helpers. 

Hangchow  :  the  provincial  capital  of  (Jhekiang,  150  miles  north'(;vest  from 
Ningpo  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in  1866  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev. 
Messrs.  David  D.  Green,  and  Samuel  Dodd,  and  their  wives ;  native  Christian 
assistants — Rev.  Tsiang  Niangkwe,  and  five  other  helpers. 

Sevekal  Out-Stations,  connected  with  Ningpo  and  Hangchow,  occupied 
by  native  labourers,  enumerated  above. 

Shanghai    Mission. 

Shanghai  :  on  the  Woosung  River,  14  miles  from  the  sea  ;  occupied  as  a 
mission  station  in  1850  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  John  M.  W.  Farn- 
ham  and  John  Wherry,  and  their  wives ;  Mr.  William  Gamble,  printer  ;  Rev. 
Mr.  Pau,  two  licentiate  preachers,  and  two  other  native  Christian  assistants. 
Two  out-stations,  one  of  which  is  in  the  city  of  Suchow,  are  connected  with 
this  mission,  with  one  European  and  one  native  assistant. 

Shantung   Mission. 

TuNGCHOW  :  on  the  coast,  55  mUes  from  Chefoo  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  sta- 
tion in  1861  ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  R.  Mills  and  Calvin 
W.  Mateer,  and  their  wives ;  three  native  Christian  assistants ;  Miss  M.  J. 
Brown,  teacher. 

Chefoo  :  the  chief  foreign  port  of  the  province  of  Shantung ;  occupied  as 
a  mission  station  in  1863 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  Hunter  Corbett  and 
his  wife  ;  Miss  C.  B.  Downing,  teacher ;  four  native  Christian  assistants. 

Stations  not  yet  known  :  Rev.  John  L.  Nevius  and  his  wife ;  Miss  Mary  L. 
Patrick  ;  Rev.  Edward  P.  Capp. 

Peking    Mission. 

Peking  ;  the  capital  of  the  country  ;  occupied  as  a  mission  station  in 
1863 ;  missionary  labourers — Rev.  William  T.  Morrison,  and  his  wife  ;  Rev. 
Jasper  S.  Mcllvaine ;  one  native  Christian  assistant.  Li  this  country :  Rev.  W, 
A.  P.  Martin,  D.D.,  and  his  wife. 

The  Eev.  William  T.  Morrison  and  his  wife,  on  their  return  to 
China,  reached  Peking  in  July.  The  Rev.  Jasper  S.  Mcllvaine  ar- 
rived at  Peking  September  1st.  The  Rev,  John  L.  Nevius  and  his 
wife,  returning  to  their  work,  and  Miss  Mary  L.  Patrick,  arrived  at 
Shanghai  in  January,  on  their  way  to  the  province  of  Shantung ; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nevius  would  probably  spend  some  months  at  Ning- 
po, the  scene  of  their  former  labours.  The  Rev.  Edward  P.  Capp 
set  out  on  his  journey  to  China  in  April  The  Rev.  William  A.  P. 
Martin,  D.D.,  and  his  wife,  arrived  in  this  country  in  September,  on 
a  visit  for  health  and  the  education  of  their  children.  Dr.  Martin 
was  appointed  a  professor  in  the  Government  College  in  Peking, 
to  enter  on  duty  after  some  time.  The  Rev.  Arthur  Folsom  and  his 
family  arrived  at  New  York  in  September,  having  left  Canton  on 
account  of  the  severe  illness  of  Mrs.  Folsom,  and  their  relation 
to  the  Board  has  since  been  dissolved.  They  will  be  fol- 
lowed to  whatever  sphere  of  labour  for  Christ  may  be  set  before 
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them,  by  the  kind  regai'ds  of  the  Committee.  The  Rev.  A.  P.  Hap- 
per,  D.I).,  is  still  in  this  country,  and  he  has  been  engaged  in  abun- 
dant and  efficient  labours  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  cause  of 
missions  among  the  churches.  The  Rev.  Ira  M.  Condit  has  not 
been  able  to  return  to  China,  though  the  Committee  still  hope 
he  may  do  so  at  no  distant  day  ;  in  the  meantime,  as  he  is 
statedly  supplying  a  church,  it  seems  needless  to  report  his  name  as 
one  of  the  Canton  labourers.  It  will  be  observed  that  only  one  new 
minister  reached  this  great  field  of  missions  last  year.  This  is  a 
statement  to  be  made  with  deep  regret.  It  is  a  cause  of  thank- 
fulness to  the  Committee  that  several  new  brethren  expect  to  be 
sent  to  China  early  in  the  summer,  provided  means  are  furnished 
to  defray  the  expense. 

The  Native  Missionaries. 

The  native  labourers,  as  enumerated  above,  are  employed,  some  of 
them  in  preaching,  others  in  teaching,  all  in  distributing  the  Scrip- 
tures and  tracts,  at  the  stations,  out-stations,  or  on  journeys ;  most 
of  those  who  are  ordained  ministers  are  pastors  of  churches.  The 
education  of  all  of  them  has  been  conducted  in  the  vernacular, 
few  of  them  being  able  to  speak  or  to  read  English ;  and  thus  they 
are  kept  free  from  many  temptations,  while  their  sympathy  with 
their  own  people  is  not  diminished  by  their  acquiring  foreign  habits 
of  living,  which  so  often  follow  the  knowledge  of  English.  It  de- 
serves considei'ation  whether  efforts  should  not  be  made  to  give 
some  of  them  a  higher  degree  of  education ;  and  the  preparation 
of  works  on  biblical,  theological,  and  other  subjects  of  ministerial 
learning  for  their  special  benefit,  as  well  as  for  that  of  the  native 
churches,  will  continue  to  form  an  important  part  of  missionary 
labour.  The  reports  of  several  stations  contain  interesting  ac- 
counts of  the  usefulness  of  these  laborers.  Thus  Mr.  Preston  says 
of  the  native  helpers  at  Canton,  "  Lan  Wai  Chiu  is  not  an  educated 
or  polished  man,  but  he  appears  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Noyes.  Lam  A  Hing 
gives  promise  of  being  an  efficient  worker.  He  is  diligent  in  his 
studies  and  excels  in  them.  He  succeeds  remarkably  in  gaining  the 
attention  of  an  audience,  explains  the  Bible  with  much  tact,  and 
although  young  has  much  dignity  of  manner."  Brief  notices  are 
also  given  of  the  other  native  helpers  at  this  city,  including  the  two 
Bible- women.  Some  of  them  have  visited  many  of  the  villages 
around  Canton,  going  on  market  days  with  Bibles  and  tracts. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Hangchow,  two  out-stations  are  occupied 
each  by  a  native  assistant,  and  at  each  Mr.  Green  reports  that  a  num- 
ber of  persons  were  brought  to  Christ  for  salvation.  At  Ningpo,  Dr. 
McCartee  gives  an  interesting  account  of  some  of  these  native  help- 
ers, when  he  says,  "  The  pastor  of  the  Baokotah  church,  the  Rev. 
Uoh  Cong-eng,  has  under  his  care  three  teachers  and  catechists,  who 
receive  regular  instruction  from  him  in  biblical  exegesis,  in  sermon- 
izing, etc.    A  monthly  prayer-meeting  is  held  at  the  chapel  on  the 
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first  Tuesday  in  each  moon,  at  which  the  pastor  and  officers  of  the 
church  are  present,  and  these  young  brethren  read  their  sermons 
and  are  examined  upon  their  studies.  They  assist  the  pastor 
by  taking  charge  of  prayer-meetings  and  catechetical  exei'cises 
among  the  church-members  in  their  respective  neighborhoods." 
One  young  man  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  presbytery  of 
Ningpo  and  two  by  the  presbytery  of  Shanghai.  Mr.  Cor- 
bett  refers  to  the  labours  of  the  native  helpers  in  distributing 
the  Scriptures  and  tracts,  and  adds,  "  Chefoo  was  divided  into  four 
districts ;  two  native  assistants  and  two  colporteurs  each  took  a 
portion,  and  visited  every  house  in  the  city.  They  preached  and 
left  books  wherever  they  could  get  a  hearing."  He  also  speaks  of 
the  zeal  shown  by  two  men  of  the  name  of  Wang,  who  spent  the 
summer  as  voluntary  colporteurs ;  they  had  lately  returned  from  a 
journey  of  two  hundred  miles,  much  encouraged;  two  young  men 
came  with  them  as  inquirers.  These  colporteurs  received  merely 
enough  to  pay  their  small  expenses  at  the  inns  on  their  tour.  In 
view  of  such  notices,  the  remark  of  Mr.  Butler  will  be  appreciated 
when  he  says,  "  We  are  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  value 
of  native  labourers,  and  the  necessity  of  their  being  multiplied. 
The  men  already  in  the  field  have  proved  themselves  reliable  and 
efficient,  and  are  a  just  cause  of  thankfulness  to  the  Mission.  But 
as  the  work  spreads,  we  have  not  qualified  men  to  occupy  the  new 
places."  Upon  this  fact  is  based  a  plea  for  enlarged  educational 
means  at  Ningpo,  which  the  Committee  would  be  glad  to  sanction, 
if  larger  funds  were  at  their  disposal.  And  they  would  commend  to 
the  friends  of  missions  anew  the  duty  of  prayer  for  more  native 
labourers  in  this  great  harvest. 

The  Churches. 

The  Presbytery  of  Ningpo  reports  eighty  new  communicants  re- 
ceived in  the  churches  under  its  care,  viz. :  Ningpo,  8  Yuyiao,  33  ; 
Sanpoh,  1  ;  East  Sanpoh,  7  ;  Baokotah,  2  ;  Hangchow,  26  ;  Zong- 
nyu,  3.  After  deducting  three  who  were  excommunicated,  and 
some  taken  away  by  death  or  removals,  the  whole  number  was  389; 
last  year,  329.  At  Canton,  three  communicants  upon  profession  of 
their  faith  and  two  by  letter  were  received,  making  the  number  of 
native  communicants  33.  Full  returns  have  not  been  received  from 
the  other  churches,  but  at  Shanghai  sixteen  of  the  boarding  pupils 
were  admitted  as  communicants,  and  the  whole  number  was  "  up- 
wards of  fifty  ;"  a  new  church  of  nine  members  was  organized  at 
Suchow,  a  large  city,  where  an  assistant  missionary  has  been  sta- 
tioned in  connection  with  the  Shanghai  Mission.  At  Chefoo  ten 
new  communicants  were  received.  No  additions  are  reported  to 
the  church  at  Peking.  The  church  at  Tungchow  now  contains  43 
communicants.  . 

In  general  a  favorable  report  is  made  of  the  Christian  deportment 
of  the  church  members.  Ihere  are  exceptions;  at  Peking  Mr. 
Morrison  speaks  with  regret  of  "  several  of  our  church  members 
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who  are  negligent  in  their  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace.  The 
tone  of  piety  is  lower  than  in  our  churches  South  (at  Ningpo  and 
vicinity,  for  example),  nor  do  the  church  members  manifest  that  in- 
terest in  making  known  the  Gospel,  which  we  so  greatly  desire." 
Mr.  Preston  says  of  the  church  at  Canton,  "  It  is  a  matter  of  sin- 
cere regret  that  the  church  is  so  feeble,  weak  in  faith,  and  few 
in  numbers,  and  yet  it  is  evident  that  there  is  real  growth  and 
increasing  consciousness  of  organic  life."  Mr.  Corbett  reports  sev- 
eral cases  of  remarkable  conversion  to  Christ,  as  may  be  seen 
in  the  Record  of  May,  and  he  has  had  reason  to  commend  the 
zeal  of  the  native  brethren  in  making  the  Gospel  known  to  their 
countrymen.  In  like  manner  Mr.  Green  refers  to  some  of  the  na- 
tive elders,  as  mentioned  above.  At  Shanghai  the  native  church 
formed  a  missionary  society,  and  after  much  prayer  and  considera- 
tion selected  one  of  their  number  as  a  missionary,  sent  him  to  a  sta- 
tion, where  they  agreed  to  support  him  by  their  contributions  and 
sympathy,  while  they  earnestly  seek  the  blessing  of  God  to  rest  up- 
on his  labours.  The  new  church  at  Suchow  may  be  considered  as 
the  fruit  of  Mr.  Charles  Schmidt's  work  at  that  city,  towards  whose 
support  the  Committee  make  a  grant  of  $300,  without  placing  him 
on  the  list  of  regular  labourers ;  this  gentleman  was  formerly  in 
the  military  service  of  the  Chinese  Government,  but  he  now  ap- 
pears to  be  an  earnest  soldier  of  the  cross. 

The  Schools. 

Tlie  work  of  teaching  in  schools  has  been  steadily  carried  forward, 
as  in  preceding  years.  These  schools  are  of  two  classes,  boarding 
and  day,  and  the  scholars  in  both  are  taught  in  their  own  language. 
Of  the  boarding  schools  the  following  returns  are  given  :  At  Ning 
po,  16  girls;  at  Hangchow,  28  boys  ;  at  Shanghai,  25  boys  and  20 
girls;  at  Tungchow,  24  boys  and  11  girls;  at  Chefoo,  12  girls 
were  reported  last  year;  at  Peking,  18  boys.  These  schools  were 
under  the  charge,  at  their  several  stations,  of  Dr.  McCartee,  Mr. 
Dodd,  Mr.  Farnham,  Mr.  Corbett,  Mr.  Mills,  and  Mr.  Mateer,  res 
pectively,  though  in  all  cases  their  wives  give  efficient  assistance 
and  in  some  instances  take  the  chief  care  of  the  scholars  upon 
themselves.  Miss  Downing  at  Chefoo  and  Miss  Brown  at  Tung- 
chow were  also  employed  in  this  service,  the  former  having  the 
charge  of  one  of  the  schools.  In  this  class  of  schools,  the  pupils 
are  kept  free  from  many  of  the  temptations  which  beset  heathen 
children,  and  they  are  daily  brought  under  the  influences  of  Chris- 
tian example,  instruction,  and  prayer.  They  have  proved  invaluable 
means  of  bringing  souls  to  Christ,  and  preparing  labourers  for  his 
vineyard.  One-half  of  the  scholars  in  the  Hangchow  school  are 
communicants,  and  at  Shanghai  sixteen  of  the  pupils  were  admitted 
to  the  communion  last  year.  At  Ningpo,  most  of  the  girls  are 
children  of  Christian  parents,  and  it  is  desired  by  the  missionaries 
that  a  school  should  be  opened  for  the  boys  of  the  same  class. 

The  returns  of  day-schools  are  as  follows :  at  Canton,  139  in  six 
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schools  ;  at  Shanghai,  32,  and  and  at  Suchow,  20  ;  at  Ningpo,  40, 
and  at  Sanpoh,  40.  The  native  teachers  employed  in  these  sehools 
are  all,  or  nearly  all,  members  of  the  church,  and  they  are  under 
the  general  charge  of  some  of  the  missionaries — usually  of  the  la- 
dies. In  this  good  work,  Miss  Noyes  at  Canton  has  now  sufficient 
knowledge  of  the  language  to  enable  her  to  take  a  part. 

The  Training  Class  at  Canton  has  nearly  completed  its  prescribed 
term  of  years,  and  the  members  of  it  are  mostly  employed  to  some 
extent,  as  native  helpers.  Mr.  Preston  has  had  charge  of  their  in- 
struction, but  he  finds  the  burden  of  it  heavy,  in  addition  to  his 
other  engagements.  With  the  reduced  force  of  missionaries  at  that 
city,  he  thinks  it  will  hardly  be  considered  expedient  to  form  a 
new  class ;  this  is  stated  with  regret,  for  he  says,  "  The  Training 
Class  may  justly  be  regarded  as  a  very  important  part  of  mission 
work." 

Objections  are  sometimes  made  to  the  time  and  expense  devoted 
to  mission  schools,  but  properly  conducted  they  are  certainly  an 
important  means  of  spreading  the  Gospel  among  a  heathen  people, 
as  the  preceding  statements  clearly  show,  and  as  is  further  shown 
by  Mr.  Farnham's  remark  concerning  the  schools  under  his  charge 
at  Shanghai,  "  To  inculcate  the  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion 
is  our  first  object ;  to  secure  the  conversion  of  every  pupil,  our 
greatest  desire.  Therefore  the  study  of  the  Bible,  iri  the  vernacular^ 
has  a  prominent  place  in  every  day's  work.  Private  conversation, 
and  prayer  with  and  for  the  pupils,  are  means  that  God  has  been 
pleased  greatly  to  bless." 

Medical  Missionary  Work. 

Dr.  McCartee's  numerous  engagements  at  Xingpo  led  him  to 
limit  the  prescribing  days  to  one  in  each  week,  though  he  often 
treated  cases  on  other  days.  A  disj)ensary  at  one  of  the  ont-sta- 
tion  chapels,  near  Ningpo,  gave  opportunities  of  great  relief  to 
many  persons.  The  report  says,  "  Several  intelligent  native  phys- 
icians practising  in  Ningpo  and  its  vicinity  have  repeatedly 
applied  for  counsel  and  advice,  in  reference  to  difficult  cases  occur- 
ing  in  their  practice  ;  and  several  articles  from  the  pharmacopoeia 
of  the  West  have  come  into  common  use  with  some  of  the  more 
enterprising  Chinese  practitioners.  Quinine  is  kept  on  hand  for 
sale  at  a  moderate  price  at  almost  all  of  our  out-stations,  and  the 
Chinese  would  gladly  pay  treble  the  amount  charged  rather  than 
be  without  it."  Such  facts  show  the  influence  for  good,  which  the 
missionary  physician  at  Ningpo  witnesses  as  the  result  of  his  many 
years  of  benevolent  labour  in  his  profession.  Striking  cases  of 
professional  practice  during  the  last  year  must  have  tended  largely 
to  commend  the  religion  of  their  medical  friend  to  the  families  and 
friends  of  the  patients.  One  example  is  given  of  a  man  who  nine- 
teen years  ago  was  a  pupil  of  the  mission  school,  and  was  treated 
for  a  serious  injury  by  Dr.  McCartee  ;  three  years  ago  he  was  re- 
garded as  an  inquirer,  but  went  back  to  the  world ;  but  during 
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last  year  he  was  compelled  again  to  seek  surgical  relief,  and  now 
he  attends  chapel  quite  regularly.  Dr.  McCartee  closes  his  report, 
by  gratefully  acknowledging  the  liberal  gift  of  medicines,  etc.,  by 
a  friend  in  England,  so  that  this  department  of  the  work  has  been 
carried  on  with  comparative  little  expense  to  the  Board. 

At  Canton,  the  report  of  the  station  says,  "  The  hospital  of  the 
Medical  Missionary  Society  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Kerr  is  very 
prosperous,  having  more  patients  than  at  any  time  during  its  pre- 
vious history.  The  new  site  and  buildings  prove  very  advanta 
geous.  .  .  .  The  services  at  morning  prayers  are  always  interest 
ing." 

A  paper  by  Dr.  Kerr,  addressed  to  young  physicians,  and  invit 
ing  their  attention  to  the  peculiarly  interesting  sphere  of  usefulness 
for  Christ  and  for  the  heathen  which  is  set  before  them  in  China, 
may  be  found  in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  December.  This  sub- 
ject deserves  far  more  consideration  than  it  receives.  It  is  lament- 
able that  such  a  post  as  Tungchow,  in  Shantung,  for  instance, 
should  plead  in  vain  year  after  year  for  the  services  of  some  pious 
and  well  qualified  physician.  Not  only  do  the  mission  families  at 
that  station  often  feel  the  need  of  such  services,  but  there  is  a 
vast  unoccupied  field  of  effort  among  the  natives,  which  ought  to 
attract  the  highest  order  of  Christian  and  professional  talent.  The 
Committee  earnestly  wish  that  the  attention  of  pious  medical  men 
should  be  turned  to  this  station.  It  is  important  that  a  competent 
physician  should  be  engaged  for  this  place  without  delay.  He 
would  be  on  the  same  footing  in  all  respects,  as  to  support,  etc. 
with  the  ordained  missionaries,  this  being  the  arrangement  in  the 
case  of  all  the  missionary  physicians  connected  with  the  Board. 

The  Printing  Press, 

The  printing  press  at  Shanghai,  under  Mr.  William  Gamble's 
charge,  still  gives  every  satisfaction  to  the  Committee.  It  is  now 
a  large  establishment.  The  last  year  was  marked  by  the  success- 
ful beginning  of  electrotyping,  which  will  soon  produce  the  happi- 
est results,  and  such  as  were  long  anticipated,  especially  by  the 
late  lamented  Secretary  of  the  Board,  who  more  than  any  other 
man  was  the  foimder  of  this  mission  press ;  Mr.  Gamble  expresses 
his  regret  that  the  late  Secretary  could  not  visit  this  establishment 
in  its  present  advanced  condition.  The  number  of  pages  printed 
last  year  was  25,698,221,  of  which  10,335,200  were  the  Scriptures. 
For  further  information,  reference  is  made  to  extracts  from  Mr. 
Gamble's  report  in  the  Record  of  March. 

The  foregoing  narrative  shows  that  these  missions  in  China  are 
doing  a  good  and  great  work,  and  one  which  enjoys  a  large  mea- 
sure of  the  blessing  of  God.  It  is  a  work  which  calls  for  more 
labourers.  The  field  is  not  only  a  large  one,  but  it  is  white  unto  har- 
vest. Its  connection  with  our  churches  is  becoming  more  intimate 
every  year,  by  the  shorter  time  required  for  the  journey,  by  the

increasing  commerce  of  our  people  with  the  Chinese,  by  their 
growing  knowledge  of  our  country,  and  by  the  continued  immi- 
gration of  Chinamen  to  our  Pacific  States,  coupled  with  the  return 
of  so  many  of  them  to  their  own  land.  In  China  itself  there  is 
progress  to  some  extent,  but  there  are  causes  of  solicitude  as  to 
the  future.  The  great  want  of  this  numerous  people  is  that  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  grace  of  God ;  and  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Church,  which  has  as  its  great  aim  the  supplying  of  this  want,  as 
far  as  human  means  can  supply  it,  cannot  be  pressed  forward  with 
too  much  vigour,  provided  it  be  pressed  forward  in  deep  depend- 
ence on  divine  help  for  all  its  success. 

MISSION'  IN  JAPAN. 

Yokohama  :  on  the  bay,  a  few  miles  below  Yedo ;  mission  commenced  in 
1859  ;  missionary  labourers — James  C.  Hepburn,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife  ;  Rev-  Da- 
vid Thompson,  Rev.  Edward  Comes  and  his  wife. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornes  arrived  at  Yokohama  in  June.  Dr.  Hep- 
bum  is  at  present  on  a  visit  of  a  few  months  to  this  country,  his 
usual  labours  being  interrupted  for  some  time  by  a  complaint  of 
the  eyes,  from  which  rest  and  temjiorary  change  of  climate  will,  it 
is  expected,  soon  give  relief 

Public  religious  services,  instruction  of  Bible-class  and  Sabbath- 
school  attendants,  relief  of  the  sick  at  the  dispensary,  coupled  with 
reading  and  explaining  the  Scriptures  to  the  patients,  and  the 
translation  of  portions  of  the  New  Testament  have  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  missionaries,  though  the  chief  work  of  Mr.  Cornes 
has  been  the  study  of  the  Japanese  language.  The  government 
and  the  official  persons  have  made  no  opposition  to  these  efforts  to 
introduce  the  Christian  religion  at  Yokohama,  while  the  common 
people  seem  to  manifest  an  increasing  interest  in  the  subject.  Two 
young  men  of  respectable  position  were  baptized  by  a  missionary 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  Three  Japanese  converts  were 
baptized  by  Mr.  Thompson  in  February,  two  of  whom  are  men  of 
good  education  and  talent,  and  the  third  is  an  aged  woman  ;  all 
three  seem  to  be  intelligent  and  earnest  followers  of  Christ.  These 
converts  have  not  been  molested  by  the  authorities.  The  dispen- 
sary is  now  furnished  with  a  new  building,  through  the  liberality 
of  some  of  the  foreign  residents  of  the  station  and  the  efforts  of 
the  senior  missionary ;  and  the  medical  and  religious  services  con- 
nected with  it  make  it  the  centre  of  great  and  far-reaching  influ- 
ence for  good.  In  the  work  of  translating  the  Scriptures  some 
progress  has  been  made,  and  some  parts  of  this  translation  are 
nearly  ready  for  the  press. 

The  general  aspect  of  the  mission  field  in  Japan  during  the  last 
year  has  not  been  very  encouraging.  A  civil  war  was  in  progress 
dui-ing  most  of  the  year,  which  resulted  in  a  great  change  of  the 
form  of  government.  The  overthrow  of  the  temporal  ruler,  called 
the  Taikun,  and  the  establishment  of  the  spiritual  ruler,  the  Mika- 
do, as  also  a  temporal  ruler,  are  now  complete ;  but  in  this  revolu- 
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tion,  the  daimios  or  chiefs  were  really  the  conflicting  parties.  The 
Mikado  is  but  a  youth,  and  the  mass  of  the  people  have  no  voice 
or  influence  in  such  matters.  What  bearing  this  political  change 
will  have  on  the  opening  of  the  country  to  the  Gospel  remains  to 
be  seen  ;  probably  it  \A\\  not  at  first  be  favorable.  The  edicts  of 
former  ages  against  Christianity  were  republished  soon  after  the 
Mikado's  government  gained  the  ascendancy,  and  the  apprehension 
of  trouble  from  connection  of  any  kind  with  the  proscribed  reli- 
gion would  doubtless  deter  many  persons  from  seeking  any  knowl- 
edge of  it  But  this  attempted  renewal  of  the  old  spirit  of 
perseciition  cannot  be  expected  to  succeed,  nor  indeed  long  to 
continue.  It  is  too  late  now  to  close  the  door  against  foreign 
commerce  and  intercourse,  and  the  foreign  religion  will  gradually 
come  to  be  understood  as  by  no  means  the  old  enemy,  Romanism, 
but  as  a  very  different  religion,  which  is  embraced  by  the  most 
enlightened  foreigners,  with  doctrines  and  forms  of  government 
every  way  benign  in  their  influence.  A  people  so  quick-witted 
and  discriminating  as  the  Japanese  will  readily  learn  the  difference 
between  the  Roman  and  the  true  religion.  In  order  to  their  soon 
learning  this  great  lesson,  and  especially  in  order  to  their  soon  hav- 
ing the  Gospel  made  knoAvn  wherever  entrance  can  be  gained, 
it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  number  of  labourers  should  be 
increased,  of  men  well  qualified  by  gifts  and  grace,  marked  by 
earnest  consecration  to  the  one  work  of  saving  souls, — and  that 
their  hands  should  be  held  up  by  the  prayers  of  the  Christian 
Church. 
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San  Francisco:  mission  commenced,  1852;  Rev.  Augustus  W.  Loomis; 
one  native  assistant ;  three  native  colporteurs,  a  part  of  the  year  ;  one  teacher. 

In  its  general  work  this  mission  has  faithfully  sustained  the  plana 
described  in  former  reports.  Mr.  Loomis  has  conducted  religious 
services  in  the  chapel  twice  on  the  Sabbath  and  on  a  week-day  eve- 
ning, with  an  attendance  varying  from  30  to  80,  averaging  45,  but 
larger  on  Sabbath  afternoons.  The  attendance  at  the  Sabbath- 
school  has  ranged  from  50  to  120  ;  Christian  friends  from  some  of 
the  churches  in  San  Francisco  have  lent  their  assistance  in  this 
school.  Latterly  an  evening  school  for  teaching  English  has  been 
held- during  the  week,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  mission  ; 
thus  far  it  has  been  very  prosperous.  The  desire  of  many  of  the 
Chinese  to  learn  our  language  brings  persons  to  this  school,  who 
would  not  otherwise  come  under  the  religious  influence  which  gov- 
erns it.  They  are  likely  to  remain  in  it,  however,  but  for  a  short 
time,  when  others  will  probably  take  their  place ;  but  while  under 
its  instruction,  they  will  learn  many  precious  truths  concei-ning 
Christ  and  the  way  of  salvation. 

Besides  what  may  be  called  the  stated  services,  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  conversational  preaching  in  the  intercourse  of  the  mis- 
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sionary  aud  his  assistants  with  the  Chinese  who  come  to  the  Mis- 
sion House,  and  still  more  in  the  visits  among  the  people,  in  all 
kinds  of  places — in  the  streets,  at  their  shops  and  dwelling-houses, 
and  as  they  come  and  go  on  their  voyages  and  journeys.  In  no  mis- 
sion of  the  Board  do  the  brethren  work  necessarily  in  a  more  di- 
verse and  miscellaneous  method  than  in  this  mission  to  the  Chinese 
on  our  Pacific  coast.  The  letters  of  Mr.  Loomis,  as  published  in  the 
missionary  periodicals,  convey  a  vivid  impression  of  this  preaching 
as  opportunity  offers ;  and  to  these  letters  reference  may  be  made 
for  many  particulars.  Among  the  Chinese  in  the  interior,  as  well 
as  in  San  Francisco,  the  native  helpers  have  been  largely  employed 
in  evangelistic  work,  under  Mr.  Loomis'  superintendence,  and  he 
is  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  their  fidelity,  and  also  of  their 
eflSciency,  all  things  considered. 

The  church  received  four  members  during  the  year,  two  of  whom 
had  been  members  elsewhere  in  former  years,  but  not  being  able 
to  obtain  letters  of  dismission,  and  yet  giving  good  evidence  of 
being  true  followers  of  Christ,  they  were  admitted  with  the 
other  two  upon  a  profession  of  their  faith.  The  members  of  the 
church,  reported  last  year  as  twelve  in  number,  are  nearly  all  spok- 
en of  as  giving  satisfaction  in  their  Christian  deportment.  Some 
of  them  are  living  at  a  gre.at  distance  from  San  Francisco — one  in 
Oregon,  another  in  Idaho. 

Concerning  some  of  the  discouragements  of  the  work,  and  also 
some  of  its  hopeful  features,  Mr.  Loomis  thus  writes  in  his  report : 
"  This  field  is  very  unlike  those  which  our  brethren  have  spread 
out  before  them  in  China,  India,  and  Africa.  Here  the  population 
is  uneasy  and  changing,  very  much  like  the  shifting  sand-hills  along 
our  shore. 

"  Here  nearly  all  the  people  amongst  whom  we  labor  are  males  ; 
we  have  very  few — scarce  any  families  whom  we  can  visit,  and  who 
in  turn  may  become  interested  in  us,  as  is  the  case  when  our  mis- 
sionaries settle  amongst  the  heathen  in  their  own  countries. 

"  Here  the  women  are  of  such  a  character,  and  leading  such  a 
life,  as  renders  them  scarcely  accessible  by  efforts  which  we  have 
as  yet  been  able  to  put  forth  ;  while  the  men  have  all  come  to  this 
country  just  to  hurry  and  get  some  money  and  to  go  home  again. 

"We  have  here  also  many  gamblers,  and  the  vice  of  opium 
smoking  is  far  more  prevalent  than  in  China. 

"  With  the  discouragements  of  the  field  there  are  also  some  fea- 
tures which  are  encouraging.  By  mingling  with  our  people  and 
coming  in  contact  with  the  various  improvements  of  civilization, 
the  minds  of  the  Chinese  must  be  opened,  their  intellects  quick- 
ened, and  their  old  prejudices  must  be  disturbed,  the  faith  in  their 
idols  will  be  weakened,  and  in  some  cases  destroyed.  Those  who 
are  brought  under  the  influence  of  Christian  people,  who  are  faith- 
ful in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  will  receive  impressions  which 
may  be  blessed  to  them,  and  which  may  result  in  their  conversion 
such  as  become  Christians  may  be  expected  to  exhibit  more  energy 
and  enterprise,  and  be  more  intelligent  and  zealous  workers  in  the 
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Church  than  the  converts  who  have  never  been  outside  of  China. 
And  these  remarks  have  been  made  in  regard  to  the  two  young 
men  who,  brought  to  the  Saviour  here,  are  now  in  our  training 
school  in  Canton  studying  with  reference  to  future  usefulness. 

"  Every  Chinaman  who  returns  home  from  California,  will  go  to 
scatter  among  his  countrymen  many  ideas  respecting  improved 
ways  of  living,  and  some  will  speak  to  their  neighbors  and  friends 
of  a  better  way  to  seek  the  favor  of  heaven,  and  to  prepare  for 
death  and  the  future  life  than  they  have  heretofore  known." 

Mr.  Loomis  concludes  his  report  as  follows :  "  The  health  of  your 
missionary  has  been  good  most  of  the  time,  so  that,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  week,  all  the  services  have  been  conducted  without 
interruption,  and  only  two  weeks  during  the  entire  year  have  we 
been  forced  to  remit  our  usual  labors,  for  which  distinguished  fa- 
vor, and  for  our  present  health,  we  desire  to  record  our  sense  of 
God's  goodness  and  to  render  our  thanksgiving. 

"  With  few  interruptions  your  missionaries  on  this  coast  and  at 
this  port,  for  the  space  of  about  sixteen  years,  have  met  the  thou- 
sands of  people  which  each  year  arrive  just  from  the  midst  of  the 
darkness  of  their  heathen  homes  ;  they  have  encountered  also  the 
returning  tide — the  thousands  who  each  year  revisit  their  native 
country,  and  as  far  as  i3ossible  they  have  endeavored  to  impart  to 
them  some  knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  of  the  way  of  life 
throug-h  the  merits  of  his  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
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The  Committee  have  made  some  remittances  in  aid  of  the  work 
of  evangelization  in  Belgium,  France,  and  Italy — following  the 
plan  that  has  been  in  use  for  many  years.  For  particular  informa- 
tion of  the  funds  thus  remitted,  reference  is.  made  to  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  amount  devoted  to  this  work  is 
much  less  than  they  would  have  been  glad  to  send.  This  has 
been  owing  in  part  to  the  limited  resources  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal by  the  churches,  and  in  part  to  the  somewhat  large  expenses 
of  the  missions  among  Romanists  in  South  America ;  the  whole 
amount  expended  in  eiForts  to  convert  Roman  Catholics  to  the 
Gospel  is  larger  than  ever  before. 

In  Belgium  the  missionary  church  steadily  prosecutes  its  work. 
Over  twenty  congregations,  in  which  churches  have  been  organ- 
ized, receive  aid  from  the  central  fund.  Most  of  the  members  of 
these  churches  were  formerly  Roman  Catholics.  Besides  preach- 
ing, instruction  is  given  in  schools,  and  the  printing  press  is  em- 
ployed with  vigour. 

In  France,  similar  means  are  in  use  under  the  direction  of  three 
Committees  of  Missions,  two  in  Paris,  and  one  at  Geneva.  Over 
two  hundred  missionary  labourers  of  various  grades  were  support- 
ed last  year  by  these  Committees,  sixty-eight  of  them  ministers  of 
the  Gospel,  the  others,  teachers,  colporteurs,  Scripture-readers,  etc., 
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occupying  not  less  than  two  hundred  stations  in  different  parts  of 
France,  inchiding  several  in  the  city  of  Paris,  and  others  in  some 
of  the  principal  cities  of  the  interior.  Two  schools  for  preparing 
young  men  for  the  ministry  are  doing  much  good.  One,  at  Paris, 
to  take  charge  of  the  earlier  studies  of  candidates,  fitting  them  to 
continue  their  studies  at  Montauban,  Geneva,  etc.,  has  aided  since 
it  was  formed  one  liundred  and  eighteen  students  who  afterwards 
became  pastors  of  churches ;  its  returns  last  year  embraced  a  di- 
rector, an  under-director,  three  professors,  and  twenty-three  stu- 
dents. The  other  has  long  been  rendering  great  service  to  the 
cause  of  truth,  the  School  of  Theology,  at  Geneva,  of  which  the 
venerable  Dr.  Merle  d'Aubigne  is  the  Senior  Professor ;  he  is  as- 
sisted by  five  other  professors. 

In  Italy,  the  Waldensian  or  Vaudois  Synod  supports  a  staff  of 
nearly  eighty  missionary  labourers,  of  whom  twenty-two  are  min- 
isters and  ten  are  evangelists  ;  forty-seven  are  teachers.  Their  sta- 
tions, thirty-one  in  number,  are  found  in  Piedmont,  Lombardy  and 
Venetia,  The  Marches,  Liguria,  Tuscany,  Naples,  and  Sicily.  The 
Theological  Seminary,  at  Florence,  continues  to  render  important 
service  to  the  cause  of  Christ ;  Drs.  Revel  and  De  Sanctis,  and 
Rev.  P.  Geyraonat  are  the  pi'ofessors,  and  eleven  students  were  un- 
der their  instruction  in  December.  The  Committee  here  quote 
with  approval  the  remark  of  a  Scotch  Presbyterian  clergyman, 
writing  from  Leghorn  in  December  last,  "  The  Waldensian  Church 
has  not  lost  her  interest  in  the  evangelization  of  Italy,  but  still 
continues  to  put  new  workmen  to  labour  as  speedily  as  they  can  be 
prepared.  Amidst  the  mania  which  prevails  for  thrusting  into  the 
field  men  who  have  had  little  or  no  instruction  in  theology,  she 
does  essential  service  to  the  Gospel  by  insisting  that  her  ministers 
shall  undergo  a  full  theological  training  ere  they  become  evangel- 
ists. The  value  of  this  decision  will  become  even  more  apparent 
as  years  roll  on.  It  is  a  safeguard  against  heresies,  which  are  be- 
ginning already  to  manifest  themselves." 

Full  particulars  cannot  here  be  given  of  the  work  of  evangeli- 
zation as  conducted  by  these  ministers,  teachers,  and  colporteurs, 
but  the  friends  of  the  Gospel  in  these  countries  feel  assured  that 
their  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  It  is  indeed  true  that  most 
of  the  persons,  who  array  themselves  against  the  Papal  system, 
have  but  little  disposition  to  embrace  the  true  religion ;  on  the 
contrary,  in  most  cases  they  regard  it  with  dislike,  as  if  it  were  a 
part  of  the  same  system  of  superstitious  bondage  from  which  they 
are  trying  to  become  free.  Their  great  mistake  in  substituting 
political  liberty,  or  worse  still,  licentious  irreligion,  for  the  liberty 
wherewith  Christ  makes  his  people  free,  cannot  be  too  greatly  de- 
plored ;  but  it  is  an  argument  for  greater  efforts  to  lead  them  to 
him  who  is  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life. 

It  is  truly  lamentable  to  see  how  few  spiritually  enlightened 
persons  are  to  be  found  in  these  nations.  The  whole  number  of 
communicants  in  the  Italian  churches  of  the  Waldensian  Synod 
last  year  is  reported  as  1,846 — showing  a  very  gratifying  increase 
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of  thirty-three  per  cent,  on  the  returns  of  the  preceding  year.  And 
to  these  may  be  added  as  many  more,  or  a  larger  number,  connect- 
ed with  other  evangelical  churches  in  Italy,  Thus  it  is  seen  that 
the  whole  number  is  probably  less  than  5,000,  in  a  population  of 
24,000,000 — Venetia  included.  And  out  of  these  24,000,000  it  is 
estimated  that  18,000,000  can  neither  read  nor  write.  The  small 
number  of  readers  amongst  a  people  of  vigorous  and  ready  intel- 
lectual capacity,  living  under  the  long  reign  of  Eomanism  and  in 
direct  contact  with  its  tens  of  thousands  of  priests,  monks  and 
nuns,  is  a  strong  condemnation  of  this  fallen  church,  and  also  a 
strong  plea  for  earnest  evangelistic  labours  in  Italy.  Nearly  the 
same  plea  may  be  made  for  Belgium  and  France,  and  for  the 
other  Roman  Catholic  populations  of  Europe  ;  and  this  plea  is 
strengthened  by  the  ever-onward  events  of  Providence,  march- 
ing in  the  line  of  Christian  liberty.  The  overturning  in  Spain 
during  the  last  year -is  one  of  these  great  events,  as  the  Church 
may  hope ;  and  certain  it  is  that  overturnings  must  take  place  in 
these  old  countries  of  Europe  until  he  come  whose  right  it  is.  In 
correspondence  with  these  changes,  the  missionary  movements  of 
the  Church  should  keep  equal  pace.  Especially  should  the  hands 
of  Christian  brethren  in  these  countries  be  strengthened  for  the 
work  in  which  they  are  engaged.  And  the  Committee  indulge  the 
hope,  that  hereafter  they  may  be  supplied  with  the  means  of  send- 
ing more  liberal  gifts  in  aid  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  part  ol 
the  great  field. 

MISSION  TO  TEE  JEWS. 

New  York  :  Rev.  John  Neander. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Neander  continues  to  be  largely  among  the 
Germans.  The  church,  which  he  has  been  the  honoured  instru- 
ment of  founding  and  building  up  to  its  present  strong  and  pros- 
perous condition,  is  regarded  with  great  interest  by  the  brethren 
of  his  presbytery.  Its  influence  on  Romanists  and  other  nominal 
Christians,  is  no  doubt  important,  and  its  influence  also  on  many 
of  the  Jews  is  believed  to  be  useful.  During  the  last  year,  it 
continued  to  enjoy  the  blessing  of  God,  as  was  shown  by  the  large 
attendance  on  its  services  and  the  numerous  additions  to  its  com- 
munion. The  Committee  regard  this  church  with  the  greater  in- 
terest, inasmuch  as  it  is  one  of  the  fruits  of  this  mission  to  the 
Jews.  It  was  commenced  by  Mr.  Neander  with  the  special  object 
in  view  of  thereby  increasing  his  influence  amongst  his  kinsmen 
according  to  the  flesh. 

In  his  direct  work  among  the  Jews,  the  missionary  has  pursued 
the  plans  of  former  years.  He  visits  those  to  whom  he  can  gain 
access  at  their  houses  and  places  of  business,  converses  with  them 
in  the  streets  and  on  the  boats  of  the  ferries,  and  receives  such  of 
them  as  may  call  at  his  own  house.  Not  seldom  he  recognizes 
some  of  them  in  his  congregation  on  the  Sabbath.     But  he  was 
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not  permitted  to  welcome  any  of  them  to  the  communion  of  the 
church  last  year,  nor  can  he  report  much  interest  in  the  reception  of 
his  messages  to  them  from  the  Saviour.  They  differ  widely  among 
themselves,  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  being  still  found  amongst 
the  so-called  Orthodox  Hebrews,  while  the  Sadducees  are  repro- 
duced in  those  who  care  little  for  any  religion.  Rationalism,  and 
even  Pantheism,  have  their  adherents.  Greatly  as  these  classes 
difier  among  themselves,  they  commonly  agree  in  regarding  a  mis- 
sionary to  the  Jews  as  an  object  of  aversion ;  yet  Mr.  Neander 
gains  a  respectful  hearing  from  some,  and  he  repeats  his  conviction 
of  the  important  influence  exerted  on  the  Jews  by  the  exemplary 
life  of  the  followers  of  Christ.  He  has  Avitnessed  examples  of 
this  in  his  German  labours. 

The  Committee  would  recall  to  the  attention  of  the  churches 
the  fact  that  this  mission  was  commenced  with  the  expectation 
of  its  being  carried  on  in  some  foreign  country.  In  Eastern 
Europe,  Western  Asia,  and  Northern  Africa,  large  numbers 
of  this  people  could  be  reached.  While  the  first  missionary 
was  occupied  Avith  preparatory  studies,  expecting  then  to  go 
abroad,  the  condition  of  the  Jews  in  New  York  arrested  attention. 
Eventually  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  make  efforts  here  for  their 
conversion.  These  efforts  were  enlarged,  and  similar  efforts  for  a 
time  were  made  in  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore ;  for  the  history  of 
these  labours,  and  the  causes  of  their  being  narrowed  instead 
of  enlarged,  and  at  length  mostly  discontinued,  reference  must  be 
made  to  the  reports  of  former  years.  It  may  be  hoped  that  some 
good  has  been  accomplished  by  these  efforts ;  a  few  souls,  it  is  be- 
lieved, have  been  led  to  the  Saviour ;  but  perhaps  their  chief  use 
has  been  to  impress  on  the  churches  the  lesson,  that  Christian 
ministers  and  our  Christian  people  should  be  watchful  to  do  good 
unto  these  "  elder  brethren,"  on  whose  mind  the  veil  of  unbelief 
still  rests.  Whether  further  efforts  of  a  distinctive  kind  should  be 
made  by  the  Board,  or  by  any  other  organization,  for  the  Jews  in 
this  country,  or  whether  the  original  purpose  of  this  mission  should 
be  resumed,  are  questions  which  the  Committee  desire  still  to  sub- 
mit to  the  consideration  of  the  Church. 

In  the  review  of  the  missionary  operations  of  the  past  year,  the 
Church  will  learn  new  causes  for  thanksgiving.  Her  missionaries 
have  had  everywhere  an  open  door  set  before  them,  and  wherever 
they  have  gone  they  have  found  a  people  ready  to  listen  to  their 
message  or  to  inquire  into  its  truths.  Not  a  few  of  such  have  been 
led  to  profess  their  faith  in  Christ,  whilst  several  of  the  baptized 
children  of  the  Church  in  the  older  missions  have  oj)enly  acknowl- 
edged Jesus  to  be  their  Lord  and  Master.  About  three  hundred 
have  been  admitted  into  full  communion,  with  the  churches  that 
have  reported.  New  labourers  have  been  sent  to  different  missions 
and  great  progress  made  in  evangelistic  work.     Some  of  the  native 
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churches  are  sending  forth  to  the  heathen  their  own  agents  and 
supporting  them,  and  some  have  made  during  the  year  a  consider- 
ble  advance  in  their  benevolent  contributions.  More  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  thorough  training  of  native  preachers  and  to  the 
Christian  education  of  females  who  are  every  year  becoming  more 
accessible  to  missionary  effort.  Some  new  stations  have  been 
occupied,  and  to  two  new  tribes  of  Indians  has  the  Gospel  been 
proclaimed. 

2.  The  Report  shows  the  necessity  of  greater  liberality  for 
maintaining  the  advancing  work  in  the  missionary  field.  If  this 
work  be  of  God,  it  cannot  be  stopped.  Progress  must  charac- 
terize it.  Where  his  blessing  rests  there  must  be  increase.  This 
has  marked  different  missions  the  past  year, — but  this  involves  more 
supervision  and  labor,  which  requires  new  men  and  an  increased 
outlay  of  means.  Some  of  the  churches  are  growing  in  pecuniary 
strength  and  are  progressing  towards  self-support,  but  they  need 
fostering  at  this  critical  period  of  their  history.  New  churches 
have  been  formed  which  must  be  fed  and  their  enlargement  sought. 
The  work  is  spreading,  and  soon  from  necessity  other  places  must 
be  occupied.  This  is  already  true  of  the  work  in  Brazil,  Japan  and 
Corisco,  and  true  of  some  of  the  missions  in  China  and  India.  If, 
then.  Christian  responsibility  keeps  pacerwith  such  healthy  devel- 
opment of  the  missionary  cause,  it  shows  that  something  must  be 
done  to  meet  the  growing  demands.  But  to  this  our  Chui-ch  has 
not  yet  risen  nor  given  her  strength  to  it.  For  four  successive 
years  a  debt  has  darkened  the  Report,  and  this  in  spite  of  appeals 
and  statements,  and,  as  in  the  past  year,  of  legacies  amounting  to 
$88,308.  A  thorough  appreciation  of  this  state  of  things  on  the 
part  of  ministers  and  people  is  important,  and  such  a  sense  of  obli- 
ligation  as  will  lead  them  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  sustain  this 
increase.  God's  smiles  upon  this  work,  and  his  rich  blessing  upon 
his  own  truth  should  not  only  awaken  new  interest  upon  the  part 
of  all  who  support  it,  but  should  give  strength  to  their  prayers  and 
additional  volume  to  their  gifts.  In  this  hearty  and  liberal  support 
all  should  bear  a  part ;  and  as  the  young  have  shown  by  their  con- 
tributions the  "  power  of  littles,"  all  our  Sabbath-schools  should  be 
enlisted  in  this  cause  for  their  own  good  and  the  welfare  of  those 
whom  they  can  reach  in  foreign  lands.  Then  not  only  should  all 
be  brought  into  cordial  sympathy  with  this  cause,  but  they  should 
be  taught  the  duty  of  attending  to  its  wants  with  care  and  dis- 
crimination. Their  gifts  to  the  perishing  heathen  should  not  only 
be  commensurate  with  the  necessities  of  the  Board,  but  their  con- 
tributions for  the   evangelization   of  Roman   Catholic  countries 
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should  pass  through  the  same  channel,  as  the  missions  among  such 
need  this  help,  and  the  growing  nature  of  the  work,  especially  in 
Brazil,  urgently  calls  for  it. 

3.  The  report  of  another  debt  by  the  board  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  churches,  though  it  is  small  compared  to  what  it 
would  have  been  but  for  the  large  legacy  received  just  before  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year ;  yet,  that  in  spite  of  it,  the  treasury  is 
embarrassed,  should  lead  all  concerned  to  consider  the  cause. 
The  receipts  are  in  advance  of  any  preceding  year,  but  they  have 
not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures,  and  extin- 
guish the  jDrevious  indebtedness  of  the  Board.  This  is  owing  to 
the  difterence  between  the  relative  value  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures. The  one  is  in  currency,  and  the  other,  in  most  countries, 
is  in  gold;  and,  to  convert  the  one  into  the  other,  has  taken 
from  the  total  amount,  $49,832  for  the  year.  This  reduction  of  the 
receipts  has  continued  for  several  years ;  and,  as  no  one  can  tell 
when  the  monetary  derangement  of  the  country  will  cease,  it  is  ev- 
ident, that  to  maintain  the  missions  on  the  most  economical  basis, 
will  require  a  considerable  enlargement  of  the  funds.  More  must 
be  done  at  home  for  the  heathen,  or  less  abroad  among  the  heathen. 
This  is  the  alternative.  That  the  church  is  putting  forth,  in  any 
sense,  too  great  or  exhausting  efforts  in  this  cause ;  that  she  is  giving 
beyond  or  even  up  to  her  ability ;  that  she  is  running  ahead  of 
Providence  in  her  missionary  endeavors,  or  is  doing  more  than  is  de- 
manded by  the  urgencies  of  the  case,  cannot  for  a  moment  be  main- 
tained. If  not,  can  she  be  guiltless  in  allowing  God's  providence 
and  grace  to  outstrip  her  efforts,  and  by  withholding  that  which  she 
has  in  trust  for  others  ?  This  is  now  a  critical  period  in  the  Board's 
history.  It  must  either  go  forward  or  backward  in  its  work.  To 
advance  with  the  divine  blessing  on  its  labors,  more  means  must  be 
furnished,  to  send  out  the  men  who  are  waiting  and  ready  to  go,  and 
to  sustain  the  expanding  work  in  the  field.  To  arrest  the  work, 
the  present  scale  of  liberality  need  only  be  maintained,  as  this  is 
wholly  inadequate  to  sustain  the  present  operations  of  the  Board. 
The  gifts  of  the  church  would  be  sufficient  if  the  present  contribu- 
tions were  in  gold.  To  make  them  equivalent  to  this,  should  be  the 
aim  of  every  congregation  ;  and  to  this,  the  Committee  would  spe- 
cially direct  the  attention  of  every  minister  and  church-session. 

4.  Prayer  is  especially  needed  at  this  time.  To  pray  is  a  privi- 
lege and  a  duty ;  and,  in  its  performance,  the  soul  is  led  to  see  more 
of  God's  love,  to  know  more  of  his  truth,  and  to  learn  more  of  his 
will.  When  heai-tily  engaged  in,  interest  for  others  will  be  felt,  and 
obligations   to  benefit  them  will  be  perceived.     If  prayer  fosters 
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dependence  on  the  Most  High,  it  gives  a  new  impulse  to  effort  for 
the  salvation  of  others.  For  this,  the  Monthly  Concert  was  estab- 
lished, and  to  direct  wisely  and  rightly  the  petitions  of  the  believer, 
missionary  intelligence  is  diffused.  The  Committee  fear,  however, 
that  the  Monthly  Conceit  is  never  observed  in  many  churches,  and 
it  is  being  neglected  in  others.  Besides  it  is  feared  that  this  cause  has 
not  its  true  place  in  the  public  prayers  of  the  sanctuary  or  in  those 
of  the  social  circle,  and  this  may  be  one  reason  why  the  Board  is 
so  crippled  in  its  finances  and  is  not  more  blessed  in  its  evangel- 
istic labors.  Prayer,  then,  should  arise  for  the  Church  at  home 
as  well  as  for  the  work  abroad.  A  greater  missionary  spirit  is 
needed,  a  holier  enthusiasm  is  called  for,  a  higher  devotion  is  de- 
manded and  a  more  thorough  consecration  of  material  and  spirit- 
ual wealth  to  this  cause  at  this  juncture  is  required  to  overtake 
even  the  present  dimensions  of  the  work,  and  how  much  more  to 
advance  it  according  to  its  urgent  necessities.  ,  Prayer  is  needed 
for  more  laborers,  that  they  may  be  thoroughly  accomplished  for 
their  work  and  burn  with  an  ii-repressible  zeal  to  engage  in  it. 
Prayer  is  called  for  by  those  in  the  field,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may 
be  poured  out  upon  the  seed  they  have  scattered  and  the  work  they 
have  done.  Old  and  young  have  been  led  to  Christ.  Upon  the 
Indian  and  the  Romanist,  the  Buddhist  and  the  Brahmin,  the  fol- 
lower of  Confucius  and  of  Mohammed  has  the  Spirit  descended. 
Inquirers  multiply ;  opposition  increases ;  the  enemy  is  astir  and 
active.  These  are  to  be  directed,  controlled  and  subdued.  God 
only  can  do  it.  In  view  of  this  and  the  wonderful  blessings  wrap- 
ped up  in  and  to  be  commanded  by  prayer,  the  Church  should  be 
especially  in  earnest  at  this  time  and  thus  helj)  forward  the  cause 
with  accelerated  power. 

May  these  things  be  carefully  considered,  duly  pondered  and 
faithfully  done  for  the  good  of  Zion,  the  glory  of  the  Master  and 
the  salvation  of  a  perishmg  world !

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Thirty-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  held  in  the  Mission 
House,  New  York,  May  4th,  1869,  at  2  o'clock,  p.m. 

The  following  members  were  present :

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
counts, and  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  laid  be- 
fore the  Board.  These  were  referred  to  Sub-committees  of  the 
Board,  and  afterwards  on  their  recommendation,  were  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  D.  Irving  was  called  upon  to  read  a  paper 
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prepared  for  the  Executive  Committee,  in  respect  to  the  present 
condition  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work. 

After  the  same  was  read,  it  was,  Resolved,  that  the  same  paper 
be  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  next  meeting,  as  expressing  the  views  of  the  Board  upon  the 
present  condition  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work  among  us.

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Mission  House,  New  York, 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  1870,  at  two  o'clock,  p.m. 


On  Friday,  May  21st,  the  Report  of  this  Board  was  presented  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  refer- 
red to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  consisting: 
of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  Lord,  D.D.,  S.  Mattoon,  J.  B.  Waterbury, 
D.D.,  John  H.  Sherrard,  John  Gillespie,  S.  M.  Irvin,  I.  J.  Hender- 
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son,  and  Messrs.  D.  Conger,  J.  C.  Hervey,  J.  C.  Bartlett,    J.  Da- 
vidson, and  D.  S.  Marquis. 

On  Tuesday,  May  25th,  this  Committee  reported  a  Minute  and 
Resolutions,  which,  after  consideration  by  the  General  Assembly, 
■were  adopted  and  are  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  respectfully  present  to  the  Assembly  the  following  suggestions 
and  resolutions : 

They  have  examined,  with  care,  both  the  Report  of  the  Board,  and  the 
paper  on  the  present  condition  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work,  sent  up  to 
the  Assembly  by  the  Board.  The  Report  furnishes  evidence  of  the  con- 
tinued blessing  of  God  upon  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  calls  for  grati- 
tude and  affords  encouragement  for  continued  and  increased  efforts  en  the 
part  of  the  Chm-ch,  while  it  rebukes  her  want  of  faith  and  interest  in  the 
work.  Without  attempting  even  a  summary  of  the  facts  contained  in  the 
Report,  the  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  few  points,  which  seem 
to  demand  the  action  of  the  Assembly.  Your  Committee  notice  with  re- 
gret the  removal  by  death  of  several  esteemed  missionaries  and  respected 
members  of  the  Board,  and  among  the  latter  the  Hon.  "Walter  Lowrie,  late 
Senior  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  they  recommend  that  the  Assembly 
give  its  special  sanction  to  the  Minute  adopted  by  the  Board  in  reference 
to  his  death. 

God,  by  his  blessing  upon  the  missions  established,  and  by  opening  more 
and  more  widely  the  door  of  entrance  to  the  heathen  world,  has  made  a 
demand  for  an  increased  number  of  laborers.  He  has  also,  in  a  good  meas- 
ure, made  provision  for  the  supply  of  these  laborers,  by  putting  it  into 
the  hearts  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  the  Church  to  offer  themselves 
for  the  mission  work.  The  great  question  for  the  Church  now  is — shall  we 
send  out  the  men  and  women  who  have  offered  themselves  to  this  work,  and 
for  whose  labors  there  is  such  urgent  need  in  the  mission  field,  or  shall  they 
be  kept  at  home  ?  For  four  successive  years  the  Board  has  reported  a  debt 
to  the  Assembly.  Had  it  not  been  for  a  signal  interposition  of  Providence, 
providing  a  supply  outside  the  contributions  of  the  churches,  the  debt  for 
this  year  would  have  been  $80,000.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  churches  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  increasing  demands 
of  the  work.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Board  say  "  they  do  not  feel  war- 
ranted in  increasing  liabilities  by  sending  out  new  men,  or  incurring  other 
expenses,  however  important,  without  first  receiving  the  sanction,  and  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  churches." 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Assembly  ought  not  to  take  the 
responsibiUty  of  arresting  the  onward  progress  of  this  work,  or  of  refusing 
to  send  out  those  well  qualified  who  are  offering  themselves  as  laborers  in 
it.     We  ought  not  to  depart  from  the  traditional  jjolicy  of  the  Church,  "  to 
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send  out  and  support  every  qualified  missionary  who  may  be  accepted  for 
the  foreign  field."  The  Church  should  keep  pace  with  the  developments 
of  God's  providence,  and  not  permit  the  work  which  He  has  committed  to 
her,  and  upon  which  His  blessing  has  so  manifestly  rested,  to  languish  for 
want  of  material  suj^port.  The  resources  of  the  Church  are  ample  for  the 
supply  of  all  the  wants  of  this  work,  if  some  plan  could  be  devised  to 
draw  them  forth.  Tour  Committee  have  learned  with  regret,  that  the 
number  of  churches  contributing  to  this  object  has  decreased  more  than  a 
hundred,  and  that  the  contributions  from  the  living  membership  of  the 
churches  are  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  special  efibrt  made 
in  the  previous  year  to  pay  off  the  debt  may  in  part  account  for  this  falling 
off  in  contributions.  But  the  ever  expanding  work  of  the  Board  demands 
constantly  increasing  contributions  from  the  churches.  Your  Committee 
are  of  opinion  that  the  pressing  wants  of  this  Board  should  be  presented  to 
all  the  members  of  our  churches,  and  to  the  children  in  our  Sabbath- 
schools,  and  that  they  should  be  urged  to  increase  their  gifts  commensurate 
with  the  wants  of  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  to  the  Assembly  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  be  approved  and  published, 
with  the  accompanying  paper  on  the  present  condition  of  the  foreign  mis- 
sion work,  and  recommended  to  the  prayerful  perusal  of  the  ministers  and 
members  of  our  churches. 

JResolved,  2.  That  the'  success  which  has  hitherto  attended  this  work, 
and  the  markfed  providences  by  which  God  has  in  the  past  intervened  to 
provide  the  means  to  carry  it  on,  should  encourage  the  Board  to  go  forward 
with  a  true  economy,  but  with  fidelity  to  the  high  trust  committed  by  God 
and  the  Church  to  its  care ;  and  the  members  of  this  Assembly  hereby 
promise  the  Board  their  hearty  sympathy  and  cordial  co-operation,  and 
pledge  their  influence  with  their  several  Presbyteries  to  sustain  this 
work. 

jResohed,  3.  That  as  the  present  cost  of  exchange  greatly  increases  the  ex- 
penses of  the  mission  work,  and  renders  necessary  enlarged  contributions, 
the  pastors  of  churches  be  requested  to  bring  this  fact  to  the  attention 
of  the  churches,  and  urge  them  to  make  their  contributions  on  a  gold 
basis. 

Resolved,  4.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  Presbyteries 
to  take  measures  to  secure  contributions  for  this  object  from  each  of  their 
churches. 

liesolved,  5.  That  gratefully  recognizing  the  aid  already  given  by  the 
children  of  the  Church,  and  believing  that  this  field,  systematically  and 
carefully  cultivated,  may  be  made  to  produce  a  still  richer  harvest,  this  As- 
sembly earnestly  requests  the  pastors  and  superintendents  to  see  that  the 
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children  of  all  our  Sabbath-schools  are  carefully  instructed  in  their  duty  to 
aid  in  giving  the  gospel  to  the  heathen,  and  that  they  have  frequent  oppor- 
tunities to  contribute  to  this  work. 

Resolved,  6.  That  recognizing  our  dependence  upon  God,  and  the  aid  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  for  the  success  of  all  our  efforts,  we  would  urge  upon  all 
the  members  of  our  churches  the  duty  of  more  frequent,  earnest,  and 
united  prayer  for  the  Divine  blessing  upon  the  Board,  for  its  missionaries, 
and  those  for  whom  they  labor. 

Whilst  these  resolutions  were  under  consideration  in  the  General 
Assembly,  remarks  were  made  by  Rev.  Messrs.  S.  Mattoon,  J.R.  Eck- 
ard,  D.D.,  D.  Irving,  J.  B.  Waterbury,  D.D,,  W.  A.  P.  Martin,D.D., 
W.  C.  Roberts,  A.  L.  Blackford,  S.  J.  Cook,  and  Messrs.  R.  Carter, 
and  W.  Rankin,  Jr.  On  the  Sabbath  evening  following,  a  public 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Brick  Presbyterian  Church,  at  which  ad- 
dresses were  delivered  by  several  returned  missionaries. 

A  sermon  for  the  Board  was  preached  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  York,  on  Sabbath  evening,  May  9th,  from  Matthew 
ix.  37,38,  by  the  Rev.  T.  Thayer,  D.D.,  of  Newport,  R.  I.

The  Present  Condition  of  the  Foreign  IVIission  Work. 


Kepebbed  to  on  page  59. 


A  PAPER  from  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  preseiit  condi- 
tion of  the  Foreign  Mission  work  was  laid  before  the  Board. 
After  it  was  read,  it  was  Resolved^ — 

That  the  same  he  adopted  by  the  Board  and  transmitted  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  meeting,  as  expressing  the 
views  of  the  Board  upon  the  present  condition  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  work. 

The  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  has  been  called  in  the  Providence  of  God  to 
pJace  after  place,  as  missionary  stations,  and  its  members  have 
been  constrained  from  various  causes  and  at  different  times  to 
send  men  to  occupy  the  same,  until  they  now  number  more  than 
sixty  stations  and  sub-stations.  Eight  are  in  our  own  country, 
four  in  South  America,  one  in  Japan,  thirteen  in  China,  three 
in  Siam,  twenty-one  in  India,  and  thirteen  in  Africa. 

The  progress  of  the  missionary  work  since  the  organization  of 
the  Board  has  been  steady  and  healthy.  There  has  been  no 
forced  growth.  Almost  every  year  has  shown  an  improvement 
in  resources  of  men  and  means,  until  in  every  respect  the  year 
that  has  just  closed  is  in  advance  of  all  others.  At  the  end  of 
the  first  sixteen  years  of  the  Board's  operations,  and  merging 
into  them  the  preceding  important  five  years'  work  of  the  West- 
ern Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the  Church  had  mider  its  care 
in  the  foreign  field,  54  missionaries,  2  ordained  native  preachers, 
91  assistant  missionaries^  31  native  helpers,  18  churches,  and  492 
communicants.  At  the  close  of  the  second  sixteen  years,  and 
independent  of  what  adhered  to  the  Southern  Church,  there  are 
83  missionaries,  13.  ordained  natives  and  10  licentiate  preachers, 
88  assistant  missionaries,  193  native  helpers,  48  churches,  and 
1836  communicants :  yea,  the  growth  within  the  last  four  years 
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has  been  20  missionaries,  9  ordained  natives,  51  native  lielpers, 
16  churches,  and  824  communicants. 

These  are  cheering  facts  and  show  an  accelerated  increase  of 
churches  and  members,  as  well  as  of  those  who  have  consecrated 
themselves  to  the  work  from  among  the  ministry  at  home. 

Hitherto  the  Executive  Committee  has  acted  upon  the  prin- 
ciple announced  in  the  First  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Board  :  "  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  send  out  and  support  every  qualified 
missionary  that  may  be  accepted  for  the  foreign  field."  Hitherto 
the  Executive  Committee  has  followed  the  advice  of  the  various 
General  Assemblies,  and  gone  forward  sending  out  men  as  they 
have  been  commissioned  and  meeting  the  more  pressing  wants 
of  the  different  Missions ;  but  the  whole  has  been  conducted  on 
the  basis  of  rigid  economy. 

Now  the  Committee  is  led  to  pause.  For  four  successive 
years — a  thing  unexampled  in  the  history  of  the  Board — a  debt 
has  been  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  a  difference  be- 
tween the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  successively  $6,110, 
$35,472,  $27,139,  $5,300.  The  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
these  years  were  as  follows  : 

Receipts.  Expenditures. 

1865-6 $204,266  $210,376 

1866-7 244,668  277,290 

1867-8 285,689  276,356 

1868-9 338,498  316,658 

These  expenditures  are  independent  of  the  debt  of  each  pre- 
ceding year.  But  these  figures  have  a  history.  During  the 
fiscal  year  closing  May  1,  1865,  a  special  appeal  had  been  made 
to  meet  at  that  juncture  the  unprecedented  rates  of  exchange, 
which  yielded  a  large  sum,  and  whose  benefits  were  felt  in  the 
succeeding  year.  The  debt  of  1867,  of  $35,472,  was  removed 
by  another  effort,  in  which  the  children  manifested  so  signally 
their  interest  and  zeal ;  and  had  there  been  a  corresponding  in- 
crease, the  thing  so  greatly  needed,  on  the  part  of  the  churches, 
no  debt  would  have  remained  ;  but  failing  to  respond  to  the  de- 
mands of  an  advancing  work,  the  Board  closed  the  fiscal  year 
with  a  debt  of  $27,139.     Just  before  the  end  of  the  present 
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year,  a  very  large  legacy  of  $68,203  was  providentially  paid) 
and  the  sum  of  $9,500  in  gold,  balance  of  a  fund  received  from 
the  government  in  India  after  the  mutiny,  for  damages  done  to 
mission  property,  was  transferred  to  the  general  fund ;  but  for 
these,  the  debt  would  have  been  over  $80,000.  Large  sums  of 
money  had  to  be  borrowed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  meet 
maturing  liabilities,  and  the  condition  of  the  treasury  was  for 
months  a  source  of  much  anxiety  to  the  executive  officers. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Commit- 
tee cannot  be  carried  on  any  longer  with  safety,  on  its  present 
scale,  with  this  steady  disparity  between  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures ;  and  in  view  of  the  facts  just  stated,  the  Committee  do 
not  feel  warranted  in  increasing  liabilities,  by  sending  out  new 
men,  or  incurring  other  expenses,  however  important,  without 
first  receiving  the  sanction  and  the  promise  of  the  cordial  co- 
operation of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  churches. 

The  Committee  need  not  ask  whether  this  work,  in  its  present 
dimensions,  and  bearing  so  signally  the  impress  of  heaven,  is 
beyond  the  ability  of  the  Church,  when,  of  her  ministers  and 
licentiates  for  every  thirty  at  home,  she  has  sent  only  one  abroad, 
and  when,  according  to  her  published  minutes,  which  are  far 
from  representing  her  gifts  to  the  home  field,  she  uses  $20  for 
the  maintenance  and  extension  of  Christ's  cause  in  it,  for  only 
one  dollar  sent  to  the  foreign  field,  and  when  her  living  mem- 
bership has  not  this  year  reached  the  average  of  one  dollar  each 
to  foreign  missions. 

The  cause  of  the  debt  is  not  owing  to  diminished  receipts — 
these  are  greater  the  last  two  years  than  they  have  ever  been ; 
nor  is  it  occasioned  by  unexpected  disbursements — these  are 
smaller,  according  to  the  number  of  the  agents  employed,  than 
ever  before :  but  it  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  work  abroad  is 
conducted  on  a  different  monetary  basis  from  what  the  treasury 
is  supplied  at  home.  Formerly  this  was  not  so.  The  gifts  of 
the  Church  were  always  in  gold  or  its  equivalent.  ]^ow  they 
are  in  a  variable  currency,  whose  value  is  much  less  than  gold. 
Since  the  close  of  the  war,  or  for  the  last  four  years,  the  treas- 
urer has  paid  for  extra  exchange,  $189,580,  and  for  the  year  just 
closing,  $49,832.  The  law  that  demands  this  vast  outlay  is  in- 
exorable, and  it  has  to  be  complied  with  before  the  funds  needed 
abroad  can  be  used  there.     This  large  deduction  from  the  treas- 
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urj  diminishes  the  receipts  just  so  much,  and  makes  virtually 
the  funds  usable  for  missionary  purposes  for  the  year  $288,666, 
instead  of  $338,498,  the  amount  acknowledged  in  currency.  It 
is  of  vast  moment  to  the  Committee  that  the  Church  should 
understand  this  difference  and  learn  the  reason  of  the  Board's 
continued  financial  embarrassments. 

With  the  steady  advance  that  has  characterized  the  missions 
of  the  Board  in  the  past,  and  now  at  a  time  when  they  especially 
need  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church  for  greater  and  more  im- 
portant results,  to  retrench  or  tone  down  their  progress  to  the 
present  standard  of  receipts,  would  be  fraught  with  evil,  and  yet 
it  is  evident  that  the  work  must  be  contracted  unless  Christians 
contribute  more  freely  and  more  are  ready  by  their  gifts  to  sus- 
tain this  advancing  work. 

Some  missionary  societies  are  urgently  pleading  for  more  la- 
borers and  cannot  obtain  them.  The  Board  is  in  no  such  straits. 
Six  new  missionaries  are  under  appointment ;  four  others  have 
recently  applied  to  be  sent  out  as  missionaries.  Two  young 
ladies  are  commissioned  for  the  work  in  India,  and  others  can  be 
obtained ;  but  let  it  be  announced  to  such  that  they  cannot  go 
forth  to  their  appointed  fields,  and  how  crushing  would  it  be  to 
them  and  to  others  in  course  of  preparation,  whose  minds  are 
turned  towards  the  dying  heathen,  and  who  feel  impelled  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  consecrate  themselves  to  this  work  ;  what  a  blight 
would  it  be  upon  the  Church  at  home,  and  how  chilling  its 
effects  upon  the  laborers  abroad  who  are  expending  their  ener- 
gies there  and  in  the  act  entreating  for  reinforcements.  Had  the 
Board  only  a  few  points  to  occupy,  and  were  time  of  no  moment 
in  the  prosecution  of  this  enterprise,  this  might  be  done;  but 
when  men  are  perishing  for  lack  of  vision,  when  every  thing  in 
God's  own  word  and  in  His  providential  arrangements  demand 
an  enlargement  of  missionary  operations ;  when  the  missions 
are  in  such  a  healthy  and  encouraging  state ;  when  the  openings 
for  labor  are  so  many  and  the  calls  so  great, — to  arrest  the  work 
or  hesitate  to  go  forward  would  be  detrimental  to  many  inter- 
ests, if  not  injurious  to  all  concerned. 

But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  no  impulsive  effort  and  no 
temporary  enlargement  of  the  funds  will  meet  the  present  de- 
mands and  the  continued  progress  of  the  work.  Spasmodic  ap- 
peals are  not  suited  to  the  present  state  of  things.     Liberality 
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must  assume  larger  proportions  and  keep  pace  with  aggressive 
action,  providential  movements,  and  earnest  entreaties.  It  must 
be  steady  in  its  flow,  and  increasing  in  volume  year  by  year. 

This  simple  statement  of  the  present  condition  and  wants  ot 
the  Board  is  made  in  the  hope  that  the  General  Assembly  will 
now  fully  consider  the  same  and  will  take  such  action  as  will 
emjjower  the  Executive  Committee  to  go  forward  with  fidelity 
and  economy  with  the  work  entrusted  to  it ;  and  also  in  the 
hope  that  it  will  recommend  to  each  congregation  to  make  its 
collection  upon  a  gold  basis,  or  by  some  effort  to  raise  an  addi- 
tional sum  to  meet  the  extra  exchange ;  and  also  that  it  will  adopt 
such  measures  as  will  bring  the  foreign  missionary  cause  before 
all  the  Sabbath-schools  of  the  Church  for  their  sympathy  and 
interest,  and  if  possible,  through  Presbyterial  action,  before 
every  church  in  connection  with  it.

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ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

OF  MAY,  1869, 

ON  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


The  General  Assembly  at  ita  sessions  in  the  Brick 
Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  appointed  the  following 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Beport  of  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cation, viz. 

Ministers — L.  H.  Atwater,  D.  D.,  J.  B.  Dunn,  Ezra  W. 
Fisk,  D.  D.,  M.  A.  Parkinson,  and  G.  S.  Plumley. 

Ruling  Elders — John  B.  Skinner,  Wm.  G.  Reed,  Horatio 
P.  Van  Cleve. 

On  Monday,  May  24th,  this  Committee  presented  its 
Report.  The  Rev.  William  E.  Schenck,  D.  D.,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Publication,  by  invitation  addressed  the 
Assembly.  The  Report  of  the  Committee,  after  discussion, 
was  then  adopted.  We  here  insert  the  Resolutions  reported 
by  the  Committee, 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Assembly  is  happy  to  learn  that 
the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Publication  during  the  past 


year  have  been  conducted   with   wisdom,  efficiency,   and 
encouraging  success. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  exhorts  our  Church  Sessions  and 
Sabbath-school  Superintendents  to  promote  the  increasing 
circulation  of  the  Record  and  of  the  Sabbath-school  Visitor, 
particularly  in  those  churches  which  do  not  now  take  these 
periodicals. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  desires  the  Board  to  enlarge  its 
work  of  Colportage  in  the  openings  for  it  that  are  multi- 
plying on  every  hand,  and  to  this  end  exhorts  all  our 
churches  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  for  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  4.  That  it  deems  it  of  great  importance  that 
means  be  furnished  to  the  Board  for  supplying  needy 
ministers  with  its  publications  for  their  own  use,  and  for 
distribution  among  those  unable  to  purchase  them. 

Resolved,  5.  In  view  of  the  great  good  arising  from  the 
gratuitous  circulation  of  the  tracts  of  the  Board,  the 
Assembly  earnestly  commends  to  the  attention  of  churches 
and  individuals  the  importance  of  special  donations  for  this 
purpose. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  instructed 
to  enter  immediately  and  vigorously  on  the  work  of  pre- 
paring and  publishing  evangelical  books  and  tracts  in  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  languages,  and  to  aid,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  the  circulation  and  distribution  of  a  pure  gospel 
literature  in  the  countries  where  these  languages  are 
spoken. 

Resolved,  7.  That  your  Committee  has  examined  the 
Minutes  of  the  Board,  and  those  of  its  Executive  Committee. 
It  finds  them  correct,  and  recommends  their  approval.

The  following  additional  resolution  was  offered  by  the 
Kev.  C.  W.  Stewart,  and  after  considerable  discussion,  was 
adopted. 

Resolved,  8.  That  the  Board  of  Publication  is  hereby 
directed  to  make  a  discount  on  its  Sabbath-school  books  to 
all  Sabbath-schools  purchasing  the  same ;  also  on  books  sold 
for  congregational  libraries.

OF   THE 


Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication. 

1869. 


In  presenting  to  the  General  Assembly  its  Thirty-first 
Annual  Report,  the  Board  of  Publication  would  grate- 
fully record  its  sense  of  the  goodness  of  God,  who  has 
carried  it  with  so  large  a  measure  of  success  and  use- 
fulness through  another  year  of  labour.  Many  new 
publications  have  gone  forth  from  its  presses  to  aid  in 
diffusing  a  knowledge  of  divine  truth  in  this  and  other 
lands.  Millions  of  pages  of  books  and  tracts  have  carried 
from  its  depository  messages  of  salvation  to  them  that 
sat  in  nature's  darkness,  and  of  instruction  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  people  of  God.  And  we  are  permitted  to 
rejoice  in  having  received  during  the  past  year,  in  even 
larger  measure  than  usual,  tokens  of  the  Divine  appro- 
bation and  blessing  in  the  accompanying  and  converting 
influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  From  almost  every  quarter 
of  the  wide-spread  field  in  which  they  circulate,  the 
delightful  and  cheering  news  has  come  back  to  us  that 
our  publications  have  done  good  to  individuals,  in  fami- 
lies, in  Sabbath-schools  and  in  churches,  while  in  cases 
not  a  few  they  have  been  made  the  instruments  in  the 
hands  of  the  Spirit  in  accomplishing  the  conversion  of 
precious  souls.  May  that  gracious  and  almighty  power 
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ever  attend  our  work,  and  employ  it  for  the  Divine  glory 
and  the  good  of  souls. 

In  a  commercial  point  of  view,  the  past  year  has  been 
unfavourable  to  the  extension  of  business.  The  political 
excitements  of  the  summer  and  fall;  the  general  depres- 
sion of  trade  in  all  its  departments;  the  low  state  of 
religious  feeling,  as  a  general  thing,  among  the  churches, 
have  all  been  felt  as  counteracting  influences.  The  book- 
trade  of  the  country,  in  the  hands  of  both  private  pub- 
lishers and  religious  associations,  has  been  duller  and 
more  depressed  than  for  many  years  past.  Tiie  business 
of  the  Board  has  suffered  much  from  these  depressing 
Influences,  but  much  less  than  that  of  many  similar  con- 
cerns, and  in  most  departments  of  its  work  it  has  the 
satisfaction  of  reporting  a  decided  advance  on  former 
years. 

The  subject  of  establishing  depositories  of  its  publica- 
tions, and  that  of  the  terms  of  sale  on  which  the  Board 
has,  during  the  past  years,  been  offering  its  publications, 
have  recently  engaged  much  of  its  attention,  and  been  the 
subject  of  earnest  inquiry  and  discussion  at  its  meetings. 
A  very  able  Special  Committee  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  was  appointed  to  examine  anew  and  carefully 
these  subjects.  On  the  former  point  there  was  little 
difficulty.  A  careful  inquiry  into  the  history  of  the 
Board's  attempts  at  the  establishment  of  depositories  in 
other  cities,  as  well  as  information  gained  from  other 
publishing  houses  which  had  tried  the  experiment,  led 
the  Committee  to  a  unanimous  conclusion  that  it  was 
clearly  unwise,  and  more  than  hazardous  to  repeat  those 
experiments.  Its  report  on  this  point  commended  itself 
so  strongly  to  the  Board,  that  it  was  unanimously  adopted 
at  an  unusually  large  meeting  in  February  last.  It  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  where  a  depository  was 
wanted  in  any  portion  of  the  Church,  it  should  be  created 
on  funds  raised  for  that  specific  purpose  in  that  Presby- 
tery or  Synod,  as  was  done  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh. 
On  this  point  the  Board  fully  concurred  in  the  report  of 
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the  Special  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1862, 
of  which  the  Rev.  Charles  C.  Beattj,  D.  D.,  was  chairman, 
which  report  was  made  after  prolonged  and  extended  in- 
quiry and  was  adopted  by  the  Assembly  of  1863.  It  uses 
the  following  words: 

"Nor  do  we  think  that  anything  is  to  be  gained  by  establish- 
ing depositories  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  This  system 
has  been  so  fully  tried,  and  found  to  work  so  badly  in  the  case  of 
other  societies,  that  no  man  of  judgment  and  experience  is  now 
willing  to  recommend  it.  Depositories  have  been  found  to  be 
expensive;  exhaustive  to  large  amounts  of  capital;  unsatisfactory 
in  their  best  operation;  and,  indeed,  utterly  ineificient.  Even 
when  a  large  capital  is  used  to  maintain  a  depository  in  a  given 
place,  the  stock  is  often  defective ;  orders  are  seldom  given  from 
which  a  few  books  are  not  left  out  for  lack  of  supply;  the  churches 
and  ministers  learn  to  prefer  making  purchases  at  head-quarters, 
where  they  are  never  disappointed,  rather  than  apply  at  even  a 
near  depository,  which  may  but  partially  furnish  what  they 
want;  and  in  the  experience  of  other  institutions,  constant  com- 
plaint and  final  failure  have  attended  almost  every  effort  of  this 
kind." 

On  the  subject  of  the  terms  of  sale,  or  discounts  to  be 
allowed  to  purchasers,  especially  to  churches  and  Sabbath- 
schools,  there  was  much  diversity  of  opinion,  both  in  the 
Special  Committee  and  in  the  Board.  On  one  hand  it  was 
contended  that  the  larger  number  of  publishers  gave 
such  discounts ;  that  the  Board's  refusal  to  do  so  created 
discontent  and  caused  many  to  purchase  their  supplies 
from  other  houses;  and  that  the  giving  of  liberal  dis- 
counts would  increase  the  Board's  sales  and  cause  a 
wider  diffusion  of  its  publications.  On  the  other  hand  it 
was  argued  that  to  give  large  and  discriminating  dis- 
counts was  to  do  business  on  an  unsound,  unsafe,  and 
unwise  principle ;  that  the  advantage  to  purchasers  was 
only  nominal  and  not  real,  as  catalogue  prices  must  be 
raised  to  enable  publishers  to  give  such  discounts;  that 
some  of  the  wisest  and  most  successful  publishers,  both 
individual  and  associated,  were  steadily  refusing  to  do 
business  upon  this  basis,  and  that  other  well-known  and 
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judicious  publishers  who  had  been  giving  such  discounts 
hitherto  were  now  strongly  disposed  to  refuse  to  do  so 
henceforth;  in  fact  that  the  whole  tendency  among  pub- 
lishers both  in  this  country  and  Great  Britain  was  to 
abolish  altogether  the  system  of  discounts  except  to  the 
trade,  and  thus  come  upon  the  very  ground  now  occupied 
by  the  Board.  After  carefully  weighing  these  and  simi- 
lar conflicting  arguments,  the  Board  determined  to  post- 
pone the  consideration  of  the  subject,  without  making 
any  change  at  present,  and  meanwhile  to  seek  for  further 
light.  The  subject  is  complicated  and  difficult,  and  no 
decision  ought  to  be  reached  without  a  previous  survey, 
intelligently  and  cautiously  made,  of  all  its  bearings.

The  Board  aims  to  meet  the  wants  of  all  classes,  and  to 
furnish  that  which  in  its  judgment  will  be  useful  in  all 
parts  of  the  wide  field  before  it. 

LARGER   BOOKS   FOR   SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 

The  last  Assembly,  by  a  special  resolution,  "recom- 
mended to  the  Board  to  make  diligent  effort  to  print  and 
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circulate  a  larger  number  of  books  adapted  to  that  class 
of  the  young  who  are  of  more  advanced  years  and  culture." 
The  Board  has  endeavoured  to  act  in  accordance  with  this 
recommendation,  and  a  large  proportion  of  its  publications 
during  the  coming  year  will  be  of  the  kind  recommended. 
A  number  of  highly  valuable  and  interesting  works  of 
this  description  have  already  beea  secured  and  will  be 
issued  as  speedily  as  possible.  "■Rosa'''  and  "  0 olden  Hills,'''' 
recently  published,  may  be  regarded  as  volumes  of  this 
series. 

HYMNS   OF   CHILDEEN'S   PRAISE. 

In  another  resolution  the  last  Assembly  "approves  the 
efforts  made  to  improve  the  hymnology  used  in  our  Sab- 
bath-schools by  the  issuing  of  a  book  entitled  '  Children's 
PraiseJ  It  would  also  recommend  to  the  Board  to  issue 
an  edition  of  this  book  without  the  music."  The  work 
recommended,  which  was  at  that  time  in  press  without  the 
Assembly's  knowledge,  was  shortly  after  published  under 
the  title  of  " Hymns  of  Children's  Praise'''  and  has  met  a 
warm  acceptance  from  the  Sabbath-schools. 

James's  earnest  ministry. 

Among  the  works  issued  by  the  Board  during  the  past 
year,  "An  Earnest  Ministry,""  by  the  late  John  Angell 
James,  deserves  a  special  mention.  This  valuable  book 
has  accomplished  an  important  work  in  Great  Britain.  It 
was  republished  many  years  ago  in  New  York,  but  has 
for  a  long  time  been  out  of  print.  A  generous  friend  of 
the  Board  of  Publication  recently  found  an  opportunity 
to  purchase  the  stereotype  plates,  which  he  did  wholly  at 
his  own  cost,  and  presented  them  to  the  Board.  The  book, 
after  having  been  carefully  revised  and  corrected,  is  now 
sent  forth  upon  a  new,  and,  we  trust,  an  enlarged  mission 
of  usefulness.  One  Christian  gentleman  has  presented  a 
copy  to  each  member  of  the  classes  just  graduated  at 
Princeton  Seminary,  and  Union  Seminary  in  New  York 
City.     Another  has  given  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the

graduating  classes  in  the  Allegheny,  Auburn,  Lane,  Chi- 
cago, Columbia,  (S.  C),  and  Union  (Ya.)  Seminaries.  The 
book  is  well  adapted  to  do  good  to  the  ministry  of  our 
American  Presbyterian  Church,  and  especially  to  our 
more  youthful  ministers.  We  bespeak  for  it  their  careful 
perusal. 

WINES   ON  THR  LAWS   OF   THE   ANCIENT   HEBREWS. 

Another  new  publication  of  the  Board  which  deserves 
mention  in  this  place,  is  Dr.  E.  C.  Wines'  "  Commentaries 
on  the  Laws  of  the  Ancient  Hebrews"  a  work  which  was 
received  with  favour  some  years  ago  on  its  first  appear- 
ance, and  elicited  warm  commendations  from  such  men 
as  Chancellor  Kent,  the  Hon.  B.  F.  Butler,  Hiram  Ketch- 
um,  Esq.,  and  George  Wood,  Esq.,  of  New  York;  Judge 
Woodbury,  of  N.  H. ;  Profs.  Pond,  Shepard,  and  Smith,  of 
Bangor,  Maine;  Rev.  George  W.  Bethune,  D.D.,  and  Rev. 
Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.D.,  of  New  York,  and  Dr.  J.  W. 
Yeomans,  of  Pa.  The  book  at  once  took  its  place  as  a 
standard  work.  Recently  several  wealthy  gentlemen  of 
New  York  and  Albany  purchased  the  copyright  and  the 
stereotype  plates,  and  presented  them  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, which  is  thus  enabled  to  issue  this  new  and  beau- 
tiful edition  at  a  considerably  reduced  price.  The  work 
is  one  which  ought  to  have  a  place  in  the  library  of  at 
least  every  lawyer  and  every  clergyman.  It  is  replete 
with  information  most  valuable  for  all  in  those  profes- 
sions. The  thanks  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Church  are 
due  to  the  generous  donors  of  these  stereotype  plates. 

THE  HYMNAL, 

On  pages  19  and  20  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General 
Assembly  the  following  record  is  found : 

"  The  Committee  report  that  a  Commissioner  from  the  Presby- 
tery of  Albany  appeared  before  it,  asking  that  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication be  directed  to  keep  on  band  a  supply  of  the  first  [unen- 
larged]  edition  of  the  Hymnal.  The  Committee  would  recommend 
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that  this  matter  be  referred  to  tlie  Board,  with  the  direction,  that 
if  in  its  judgment  there  is  a  sufficient  demand  for  it,  such  an 
edition  shall  be  continued." 

This  minute  was  laid  before  the  Board  at  its  meeting 
immediately  following  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly,  and 
appropriate  action  taken  thereon.  The  direction  given  to 
the  Board  was  published  not  only  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Assembly  but  in  the  various  religious  papers  of  our 
Church,  yet  almost  no  demand  has  been  made  for  the 
book.  Not  a  single  order  has  been  received  for  it,  and 
not  more  than  three  individuals  have  since  that  time 
expressed  to  the  Board  in  any  way  the  slightest  desire  to 
have  the  original  or  unenlarged  edition  republished  and 
perpetuated.  A  considerable  number  of  copies  have  lain 
upon  the  shelves  in  the  Board's  depository  awaiting  buyers, 
but  not  a  single  copy  has  been  sold,  nor  has  a  single 
inquiry  been  made  for  it  in  the  bookstore.  In  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  there  is  therefore  no  sufficient  demand 
for  that  edition  to  warrant  its  continuance.  Should,  how- 
ever, any  individual  or  church  so  decidedly  prefer  it  as 
to  send  an  order  for  a  number  of  copies  sufficient  to  war- 
rant the  Board  in  doing  so,  it  will  cheerfully  gratify  that 
wish  by  having  the  books  made  to  fill  the  order. 

A    SECOND   VOLUME    OF   THE    DIGEST. 

On  pages  641-2  of  the  same  Minutes,  is  a  report  from  a 
Special  Committee  on  the  Continuation  of  the  Digest, 
which  report  was  referred  without  recommendation  or 
direction  to  this  Board.  The  unpublished  continuation 
of  the  Digest  referred  to  in  that  report,  has  never  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  nor  has  any  communi- 
cation in  reference  thereto  been  received  from  any  source. 
The  report  itself  Avas,  however,  laid  before  the  Board, 
which  has  judged,  upon  the  general  aspects  of  the  case, 
and  especially  in  view  of  the  posture  of  the  question  of 
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Reunion,  that  it  was  not  expedient  to  do  anything  in  the 
matter  at  the  present  time. 


A    LITERAL   VERSION    OF    THE   BOOK    OF   PSALMS. 

On  page  650  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Assembly  it  is 
stated  that,  "Overture  No.  8,  from  the  Presbytery  of 
New  Lisbon,  asking  for  the  preparation  of  a  literal 
version  of  the  book  of  Psalms,  for  use  in  singing,"  was 
referred  "to  the  Board  of  Publication,  with  the  request 
that  it  correspond  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
Publication  Committee  on  that  subject."  Such  a  corres- 
pondence has  been  held,  by  which  the  Board  has  learned 
that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  already  ad- 
vanced far  towards  the  preparation  of  a  literal  version  of 
the  Psalms,  a  large  portion  of  it  having  already  been 
approved  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  that  Church.  In 
this  posture  of  the  matter  the  Board  would  recommend 
that  no  further  steps  be  taken  by  our  body  until  that 
version  has  been  completed  by  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

PORTUGUESE   AND   SPANISH   BOOKS. 

The  Board  has  now  in  press  a  number  of  books  and 
tracts  in  the  Portuguese  language.  These  are  published 
at  the  instance  of  brethren  connected  with  the  Presbytery 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  mainly  for  their  use.  The  Shorter 
Catechism  has  already  been  issued. 

Steps  have  been  taken  towards  the  preparation  and  issue 
of  a  variety  of  books  and  tracts  in  the  Spanish  language. 
The  Board  is  now  earnestly  seeking  to  procure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  thoroughly  competent  translator  to  put  some 
of  the  most  valuable  of  its  publications  into  that  lan- 
guage. As  soon  as  this  can  be  accomplished,  it  is 
anxious  to  enter  the  wide  and  waiting  field  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  religious  truth  among  those  who  speak  the 
Spanish  tongue,  wherever  the  providence  of  God  may 
open  the  way. 
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A    COMMENTARY   ON   THE    CONFESSION. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  it  now  has  in 
press  ^'A  commentary  on  the  Confession  of  Faith,  luitli  ques- 
tions, for  the  use  of  Theological  Students  and  Bible  Classesf 
bj  the  Eev.  A.  A.  Hodge,  D,  D.,  the  learned  and  able 
author  of  "  The  Atonement^  The  work  is  already  stereo- 
typed and  will  be  issued  in  a  few  weeks  in  a  duodecimo 
volume.  It  will  be  an  interesting  and  valuable  addition 
to  the  theological  literature  of  the  Presbj^'terian  Church. 

THE    SARBATH-SCHOOL    VISITOR. 

It  is  our  privilege  to  report  a  continued  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  the  Sabbath- School  Visitor.  The  issue  of  the 
monthly  paper  reported  last  year  was  90,000  copies.  Dur- 
ing those  months  of  last  summer  in  which  the  country 
Sabbath-schools  were  open,  its  circulation  reached  100,000, 
and  stood  at  95,000  copies  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
The  semi-monthly,  published  on  the  15th  of  each  month, 
which  was  reported  last  year  at  20,000,  has  now  reached 
a  circulation  of  31:,000  copies,  with  a  steady  promise  of 
continued  growth.  Together  they  give  an  aggregate  of 
1,602,000  copies  sent  forth  during  the  year,  instead  of 
1,084,000,  as  last  year  reported. 

We  are  glad  to  receive,  from  all  sides,  testimonials  to 
the  increasing  usefulness  and  popularity  of  the  Visitor. 
The  following  extract  is  from  a  letter  received  from  a 
clergyman  in  Tennessee,  who  has  under  his  care  a  large 
school  of  coloured  children  and  youth.     He  says: 

"  There  is  great  interest  shown  in  the  semi-monthly  visits  of 
your  paper.  You  may  rest  assured  that  it  is  doing  good  for  the 
cause  of  Christ,  for  our  Sabbath-school,  our  Church,  our  day- 
school,  for  the  community  and  the  State,  and,  I  firmly  believe,  for 
the  world.  I  believe  its  influence  will  be  felt  even  in  Africa,  and 
that  for  years  to  come,  the  good  seed  sown  by  it  will  go  on  in- 
creasing, until,  'after  many  days,'  the  Presbyterian  Church  shall 
find  it  in  accessions  to  her  numbers." 

The  General  Assembly  of  1868  adopted  with  entire 
unanimity  the  following  resolution,  to  which  we  again 
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and  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  all  our  pastors  and 
churches: 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  hereby  approves  the  action  of 
the  Board,  in  publishing  the  Sabbath- School  Visitor  semi- 
monthly: and  it  calls  upon  pastors  and  sessions  to  assist  in 
extending  its  circulation  in  preference  to  all  other  papers  of  like 
character. 

While  the  circulation  of  the  Visitor  has  very  largely 
increased  within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  there  are 
yet  many  Presbyterian  Sabbath-schools  in  which  it  is  not 
taken.  For  the  information  of  such,  we  state  here,  that 
when  over  eight  copies  are  sent  to  one  address,  the  price 
is  one  cent  for  each  paper.  It  may  be  had  either  monthly 
or  semi-monthly^  at  the  option  of  subscribers. 

THE   RECORD. 

The  circulation  of  the  Record  stands  at  16,000  copies, 
about  the  same  number  as  was  reported  last  year.  We 
hoped  that  under  the  influence  of  the  Assembly's  previous 
injunction,  the  circulation  would  have  been  still  further 
augmented;  but  in  this  we  have  been  disappointed.  It 
may  be  useful  to  republish  here  the  resolution  of  the 
Assenably  of  1867.     It  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Presbyteries  under  the 
care  of  this  General  Assembly  to  recommend  in  the  most  earnest 
manner  the  introduction  of  the  Home  and.  Foreign  Record  into 
every  congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  that  the  sessions  of 
churches  subtract  from  the  aggregate  of  their  annual  subscriptions 
a  sufficient  amount  to  place  the  Record  in  the  hands  of  all  our 
families  and  pewholders. 

The  price  of  the  Record  was  fixed  some  years  ago  by 
direction  of  the  General  Assembly  at  25  cents  per  copy 
when  taken  in  packages,  as  nearly  all  are  taken.  The 
cost  during  the  past  year  has  been  dlf  cents,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  17  cents  per  copy.  This  deficiency  no 
probable  increase  of  the  circulation  can  overcome.  It, 
together  with  the  cost  of  about  3,000  copies  sent  gratui- 
tously  to    ministers,    licentiates,  and  candidates   for  the 
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ministry,  is  made  up  at  the  end  of  each  year  by  the 
several  Boards  in  proportion  to  the  space  occupied  by 
each.  It  is  for  the  Assembly  to  judge  whether  it  is 
expedient  to  leave  the  matter  as  it  at  present  stands,  or  to 
direct  that  the  price  of  the  Record  be  increased. 

DEPARTMENT    OF   DISTRIBUTION. 

1.    SALES   IN    THE    DEPOSITORY. 

The  number  of  volumes  sold  in  the  Depository  during 
the  year  has  been  379,526.  The  pages  of  tracts  sold  in 
the  Depository  have  been  346,390.  The  net  value  of  these 
bookstore  sales  is  $60,867.27.  This  does  not  include  the 
sales  by  colporteurs,  which  are  stated  in  another  part  of 
this  report. 

The  value  of  books  sent  to  our  theological  seminaries 
by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  to  authors  and 
editors  is  $1651.49. 

2.     DISTRIBUTIONS    THROUGH    THE    COLPORTAGE    AND 
DISTRIBUTION    FUND. 

A  little  over  a  year  ago  the  Board  decided  to  unite  the 
Distribution  Fund  with  the  Colportage  Fund,  believing 
that  there  were  no  sufficient  reasons  for  keeping  them 
distinct,  and  for  making  separate  appeals  for  the  two 
to  the  liberality  of  Christian  friends,  while  their  union 
would  tend  to  simplify  the  operations  of  the  Board,  and 
increase  the  facility  with  which  it  could  accomplish  some 
of  its  benevolent  purposes.  The  Fund  is  now  called  the 
"  Colportage  and  Distrilution  Fund.''  While  it  defrays 
the  expenses  of  the  colportage  work,  it  also  bears  the  cost 
of  the  grants  of  books  and  tracts  made  as  heretofore  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

COLPORTAGE. 
During  the  year  now  under    review,   155  colporteurs 
have  been  in  commission,  who  have  reported  11,167  days 
of  labour.     They  have  sold  62,206  volumes,  and  distrib-

uted  gratuitously  46,978  volumes  and  1,931,491  pages  of 
tracts.  They  also  report  that  they  have  visited  92,214 
families,  with  a  large  portion  of  which  they  have  had 
religious  conversation  and  prayer.  The  details  of  this 
work  will  be  found  in  the  colportage  table  appended  to 
this  report. 

The  Board  has  made  special  efforts  during  the  year  to 
enlarge  and  extend  its  colportage  work.  By  extended 
correspondence,  and  by  the  appeals  of  its  Secretary  to 
various  Synods,  the  aid  of  our  ministers  in  different  parts 
of  the  Church  has  been  invoked.  It  has  been  stated  at 
every  proper  opportunity  that  the  Board  desired  to 
sustain  at  least  one  colporteur  in  each  of  our  Presby- 
teries, and  would  assume  the  pecuniary  responsibility  of 
doing  so  whenever  the  Presbytery  would  recommend  a 
suitable  man  willing  to  undertake  the  work.  In  a 
country  like  ours,  where  so  many  avenues  to  lucrative 
employment  are  open  to  every  industrious  and  energetic 
man,  it  is  no  easy  thing  to  find  such  men  ready  to  under- 
take the  laborious  and  self-denying  work  of  a  colporteur. 
Every  individual  who,  during  the  past  year,  brought  satis- 
factory testimonials  respecting  his  qualifications  for  this 
work  has  been  readily  commissioned.  The  Board  has  also, 
in  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the  Assembly,  increased 
the  compensation  of  every  well-qualified  colporteur. 

The  amount  of  good  accomplished  by  the  labours  of 
these  colporteurs,  eternity  alone  can  reveal.  To  scatter  in 
the  homes  of  those  remote  from  a  preached  gospel,  or 
among  the  sons  and  daughters  of  want,  or  to  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  irreligious  man,  and  perchance  of  the  infidel, 
good  religious  books  and  tracts  to  the  extent  of  nearly  an 
hundred  thousand  volumes  with  nearly  two  millions  of 
pages  of  tracts  in  a  year,  is  certainly  a  great  and  good 
work,  worthy  of  the  cooperation  of  all  who  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  souls  of  men.  Would  all  our 
Presbyterian  churches  and  people  cooperate  cordially 
with  the  Board,  its  colportage  work  might  very  soon  be 
doubled,  perhaps  quadrupled  in  extent,  and  great  multi- 
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tudes  wbo  are  now  living  and  dying  without  the  pure 
truth  of  the  gospel  in  their  minds  or  in  their  houses, 
might  receive  it  into  both.  Let  us  hope  that  where  this 
seed  is  sown,  it  will  spring  up  and  abundantly  bear 
good  fruit.  Should  it  do  so,  it  is  not  likely  in  ordinary 
cases  to  be  known.  The  colporteur  leaves  behind  his 
books  and  tracts,  his  words  of  expostulation  and  entreaty, 
his  prayer  for  a  Divine  blessing  to  follow,  and  then  he 
goes  on  to  repeat  his  work  in  other  dwellings,  not 
knowing,  commonly,  what  results  have  followed.  But 
the  great  day  will  reveal  it.  Then  many  a  colporteur 
who  sowed  his  seed  in  weariness  and  discouragement 
will  come  again,  bringing  ample  sheaves.  Yet  even 
here  tokens  of  the  Divine  blessing  on  this  work  are  not 
wanting,  but  often  come  to  cheer  and  encourage  those 
who  are  labouring  in  the  service.  From  the  correspon- 
dence of  the  year  we  select  a  few  specimens  of  these  indi- 
cations of  success,  which  will  at  the  same  time  give 
glimpses  of  the  true  nature  of  the  work. 

A  Reviler  Tamed. 
One  of  our  Iowa  colporteurs  sends  us  the  following 
interesting  letter: 

So  far  my  work  has  been  confined  to  the  Presbytery  of  Fort 
Dodge,  which  is  truly  missionary  ground,  having  only  a  few 
struggling  little  churches  within  its  bounds.  Three-fourths  of 
my  time  lias  been  sjjent  among  those  ivho  have  no  connection  loith 
any  Lrantli  of  the  church  militant. 

Since  my  last  I  have  had  some  very  interesting  times.  I  will 
here  relate  a  little  incident.  A  friend  to  colportage,  in  directing 
me  how  to  go  in  order  to  reach  a  certain  point,  was  very  particu- 
lar to  caution  me  not  to  call  at  a  certain  house  on  my  way,  assur- 
ing me  that  the  last  colporteur  who  called  there  had  been  abused 
and  drived  off  with  a  club.  I  did  not  take  his  advice,  however. 
T  sought  counsel  from  another  source  and  entered  the  house. 
Soon  after  the  man  came  in.  I  spoke  pleasantly  to  him,  and  told 
him  I  had  just  been  trying  to  sell  his  wife  some  of  my  books  and 
was  glad  he  had  come  to  help  me.  He  looked  at  me  a  few  mo- 
ments, as  if  about  to  pounce  upon  me.     I  took  up  a  book  and 
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said,  'Now,  sir,  here  is  a  book  I  can  recommend  to  you,  knowing 
that  a  man  of  your  intelligence  will  be  delighted  with  it.'  Judge 
of  my  surprise  and  delight  when  I  heard  him  say, 

'Wife,  where  are  my  spectacles?' 

Knowing  that  I  had  gained  my  point  I  now  cautiously  intro- 
duced the  subject  of  religion.     I  said, 

'Mr.  C ,  you  and  I  are  getting  to  be  old  men  and  ought  to 

be  thinking  about  the  salvation  of  our  souls.' 

'Yes,'  said  he,  '  that's  so;'  and  then  we  talked  freely  upon  the 
subject.  I  think  a  good  impression  was  made.  Tears  ran  from 
his  eyes  and  mine,  and  he  said, 

'Can't  you  stay  with  me  over  night?' 

I  told  him  I  would  be  glad  to  do  so,  but  had  promised  to  be  at 
another  place.  I  agreed,  however,  to  pass  a  night  with  him  the 
next  time  I  came  that  way.  I  sold  him  four  books,  and  when  I 
left,  his  last  words  to  me  were  a  hearty  '  God  bless  you.' 

Trials  of  a  Colporteur. 

From  the  prairies  of  the  northvi^est  a  colporteur  writes 
as  follows : 

I  stated  in  my  last  that  I  was  going  northeast.  I  travelled 
in  that  direction  until  I  found  the  roads  in  such  a  condition 
that  I  could  go  no  farther.  I  got  into  a  very  bad  place  and 
mired  my  horse  and  buggy  in  mud  and  water  not  less  than 
four  feet  deep.  While  I  was  reaching  forward  to  free  my  horse, 
my  watch  came  unhooked  and  fell  into  the  mud.  As  soon  as  I 
got  the  horse  on  terra  firma  I  returned  to  search  for  the  watch, 
and  this  search  occupied  the  remainder  of  the  day.  I  plunged  in 
and  found  the  watch  after  a  long  and  diligent  search.  I  then  led 
my  horse  some  distance  around  the  slough,  hitched  him  to  the 
rear  of  the  buggy,  drew  it  out,  and  changed  my  course  to  the 
southwest.  Since  then  I  have  travelled  over  entirely  new  ground, 
where  neither  minister  nor  colporteur  has  ever  been.  Ninety  per 
cent,  of  the  people  I  have  met  have  minds  as  dark  as  a  starless 
midnight.  No  ray  from  the  Sun  of  Righteousness  has  ever  shone 
upon  them.  Many  of  them  are  willing  to  read,  but  have  no  means 
with  which  to  purchase  books  or  papers.  Under  such  circum- 
stances I  have  given  away  more,  perhaps,  than  I  should  have 
done.     But  I  could  not  help  it. 

Last  night  I  reached  a  house  at  dark,  where  I  found  the  hus- 
band and  wife  had  been  members  of  our  church  in  the  east.    For 
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eleven  years  they  had  not  heard  a  Presbyterian  sermon.  How  glad 
they  were  to  see  me!  This  man  has  just  told  me  of  two  more 
Presbyterian  families  living  some  nine  miles  west.  These  I  hope 
to  see  to-day.  In  the  same  settlement  are  a  number  of  others  who 
know  not  Christ.  I  don't  expect  to  sell  them  many  books,  but 
possibly  I  may  do  them  some  good  by  conversation,  prayer,  and 
the  distribution  of  suitable  tracts. 

I  have  not  time  to  write  the  half  I  would  like. 

Tvjo  Interviews. 

The  same  colporteur  writes  again  from  a  destitute 
region  of  the  far  west: 

I  am  just  in  from  the  prairie,  where  I  hope  some  good  has 
been  done.  I  found  persons  who  had  been  members  of  our 
church  in  the  east,  and  who  received  me  as  an  old  friend.  One 
good  old  lady,  who  was  formerly  a  member  of  Dr.  Cumming's 
church,  London,  had  not  heard  a  Presbyterian  minister  for  four- 
teen years. 

Yesterday  I  called  at  the  house  of  an  Irish  Catholic,  got  into 
conversation  with  the  family,  and  found  them  rather  intelligent. 
I  told  them  of  the  love  of  Jesus,  that  he  was  the  only  Saviour  of 
sinners,  and  gave  them  a  few  tracts.  The  man  wished  to  know 
if  I  gave  them  to  make  Presbyterians.  I  told  him  no,  but  that  I 
gave  them  hoping  to  make  him  a  better  man,  and  to  lead  him  to 
that  Saviour  who  alone  could  absolve  him  from  his  sins.  I  then 
gave  them  Baxter's  Call,  prayed  with  them  and  left,  promising  to 
leave  a  Bible  the  next  time  I  came.  The  man  says  he  will  read 
it,  whatever  the  '■praste'  says. 

False  Religious  Views. 

Colporteurs  encounter  not  only  a  great  deal  of  igno- 
rance, but  a  vast  variety  of  crude,  absurd,  and  often  fatal 
views  on  the  subject  of  religion.  These  can  be  effectu- 
ally met  and  removed  only  by  personal  conversations, 
followed  by  the  gift  of  a  book  or  tract.  Says  a  colpor- 
teur: 

I  feel  very  much  interested  in  my  work,  and  do  think  I  am 
doing  some  good.    I  seldom  let  an  opportunity  pass  without  saying 
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something  relative  to  the  salvation  of  the  soul.  I  do  what  I  can  to 
point  sinners  to  the  Lamb  of  God.  Since  I  last  wrote  you  I  have 
left  two  or  three  in  an  inquiring  state  of  mind.  They  requested  an 
interest  in  my  prayers.  Glorious  thought,  if  I  could  but  lead  one 
soul  to  the  Saviour !  But  many  are  careless  and  unconcerned  about 
their  souls.  Others  ridicule  the  Bible  and  despise  the  Saviour. 
One  poor  old  sinner  when  I  gave  him  the  tract  '■Jehovah  our 
Righteousness,'  laughed  and  said  '  Well,  that  is  perfect  nonsense.' 
I  talked  a  long  time  with  him,  but  made  no  impression.  Before 
leaving,  I  told  him  I  had  one  thing  more  to  say  and  requested 
him  to  think  seriously  upon  it.  I  then  took  him  by  the  hand 
and  said :  '  Except  you  repent  you  will  perish.  May  God  have 
mercy  upon  you.' 

"On  the  same  day  I  met  with  a  man  who  thinks  he  has  lived 
from  all  eternity.  God  breathed  into  him  the  breath  of  life; 
that  breath  lived  from  eternity,  and  consequently  a  part  of  him 
lived  from  eternity.  That  part,  his  soul,  is  a  part  of  the  God- 
head. When  I  asked  him  if  he  was  a  sinner,  he  answered  in  the 
affirmative.  'Then,'  said  I,  'according  to  your  theory,  that  part 
of  the  Godhead  which  you  possess  is  a  sinful  part,  and  God,  the 
Son,  died  to  redeem  that  sinful  part  of  the  Godhead.  Now  I  ask 
you  if  you  can,  as  a  rational  man,  believe  such  an  absurdity?' 
He  said  he  had  not  viewed  the  subject  in  that  light  before,  and 
was  not  prepared  to  answer  my  question.  I  might  write  all  day 
detailing  similar  conversations. 

Colportage  in  the  City. 

A  prominent  pastor  in  one  of  our  large  cities,  after 
expressing  his  thanks  for  a  donation  of  bjmn-books  and 
catechisms,  which  the  Board  had  granted  to  a  mission 
school  in  his  care,  makes  the  following  suggestive  re- 
marks : 

I  take  the  opportunity,  also,  of  expressing  the  gratification  I 
feel  in  witnessing  the  successful  efibrts  you  are  making  to  intro- 
duce a  sound  gospel  literature  into  the  families  of  this  city  by 
colportage.  None  but  those  who  have  made  house-to-house  visi- 
tations of  blocks,  omitting  none,  can  know  the  sort  of  godless, 
infidel  trash  which  forms  the  mental  food  of  two-thirds  of  our  citi- 
zens.    Though  living  in  a  city  where  all  Christian   books   are

easily  obtainable,  yet  they  are  ignorant  of  even  the  names  of  the 
Christian  classics.  I  have  found  men  who  could  from  memory 
give  the  number,  magnitude,  distances,  satellites,  period  of  revo- 
lution and  rotation  of  the  members  of  the  solar  system,  who  had 
not  a  religious  book  in  their  families,  and  who  never  thought  of 
the  worship  of  the  Grod  who  made  the  heavens.  If  I  could 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  your  colporteurs  the  necessity  of  visit- 
ing every  house  in  the  city,  and  leaving,  either  by  sale  or  dona- 
tion, some  living  gospel  tract  or  book,  I  would  do  so  in  the  words 
of  our  Lord,  'They  that  are  whole  need  not  a  physician;  but 
they  that  are  sick.'  By  all  means  make  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion an  aggressive  evangelistic  agency,  and  Christ  will  own  and 
bless  it  more  and  more. 

The  esteemed  brother,  from  whose  letter  we  have 
quoted,  has  in  his  concluding  sentence  most  happily 
expressed  the  nature  of  one  important  branch  of  the  work 
which  we  desire  to  carry  on.  We  wish  to  make  the 
Board  of  Publication  '^an  aggressive  evangelistic  agency." 
While  providing  a  sound  and  interesting  literature  for 
the  members  of  our  Church  and  their  children,  by  which 
they  may  be  thoroughly  built  up  in  the  faith  once  deliv- 
ered to  the  saints,  our  aim  is  also  to  send  tracts  and  books 
to  houses  whose  inmates  neglect  the  church  of  God. 
Multitudes  will  not  come  to  our  depository  to  buy 
religious  works;  we  must  carry  books  to  their  homes  in 
order  to  induce  them  to  read.  Christians  should  not 
permit  the  children  of  this  world,  and  the  propagators  of 
error,  to  be  wiser  than  they.  Business  men  scatter  broad- 
cast, almanacs  and  circulars  in  which  the  merits  of  their 
wares  are  extolled.  We  have  seen  it  stated  that  the  Eoman 
Catholic  Publication  Society  last  year  circulated  4,000,000 
tracts  in  this  country.  The  Unitarians  have  lately  seen  the 
necessity  of  making  a  similar  aggressive  warfare.  The 
Universalist  Publishing  Ilouse  has  just  issued  a  tract  in 
defamation  of  the  orthodox  doctrine,  and  its  adherents 
are  called  upon  to  circulate  at  least  100,000  copies  of  it 
within  the  next  six  months.  Ought  we  not  to  excel  all 
these  classes  in  the  earnestness  of  our  efforts,  and  strive 
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more  than  ever  to   evano-elize  the    masses  throusrh  the 
instrumentality  of  gospel  truth? 

We  have  just  met  with  two  statements,  which  show  the 
influence  such  efforts  may  have  on  the  rejectors  of  our 
religion.  First,  this  paragraph  in  a  newspaper  attracted 
our  attention: 

Dr.  Nelson  says,  that  for  many  years  he  had  tried  to  per- 
suade every  infidel  to  read  some  work  on  the  evidences  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  he  never  knew  but  two  instances  fail  of  conviction, 
and  in  these  he  did  not  know  the  result  from  want  of  opportunity. 

Secondly,  one  of  our  colporteurs  gives  the  following 
among  the  incidents  of  his  work : 

I  have  several  times  met  and  conversed  with  a  man  who  had 
been  reading,  and  trying  to  believe,  Tom  Paine.  I  recently  sold 
him  '■Alexander's  Sermons  and  Thoughts  on  Religion,'  and  now  I 
have  sold  him  a  Testament  and  Psalms  in  large  type,  and  a  hymn 
book.  He  is  well  pleased  with  his  purchase,  has  given  up  Tom 
Paine,  and  seems  to  be  a  new  man  in  Christ  Jesus. 

We  desire  more  and  more  to  reach  such  cases.  Many 
of  them  are  astray  through  sheer  ignorance.  "  They  are 
ignorant  of  even  the  names  of  the  Christian  classics." 
They  have  not  the  Bible  which  they  ostentatiously  profess 
to  reject.  They  do  not  know  the  truths  which  it  teaches, 
though  they  may  be  comparatively  wise  in  secular 
matters.  They  have  been  misinformed,  and  their  minds 
perverted  by  misrepresentation.  They  need  light.  And 
as  they  will  not  come  to  it,  it  should  be  taken  to  them. 
We  wish  to  send  the  living  voice  of  the  colporteur,  and 
with  him  tracts  and  books  which  he  may  leave  behind 
him  to  speak  to  such  error-enslaved  souls.  But  our 
ability  to  do  this  depends  upon  the  liberality  of  our 
people.  Will  they  not  give  us  that  ability  in  a  greater 
degree  than  we  have  ever  had  it,  by  pouring  donations 
into  our  Col  portage  and  Distribution  Fund? 

A  Soul  Saved. 

A  colporteur  in  Minnesota,  who  has  been  faithfully 
prosecuting  his  work  there  during  the  late  winter,  has 
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been  already  well  repaid  for  all  bis  trials,  exposure,  and 
self-denial     In  a  recent  letter  he  thus  writes: 

I  hope  my  labours  here  may  not  be  without  fruit.  I  was 
pleased  to  learn,  a  few  days  ago,  that  one  of  my  little  tracts  had 
been  the  means  of  startling  and  awakening  an  old  man  who  had 
previously  become  hardened  in  sin  and  iniquity,  and  of  causing 
him,  contrary  to  a  resolution  he  had  made  never  to  attend  a 
church  or  prayer-meeting,  to  go  there  anxiously  inquiring  about 
his  soul's  salvation. 

In  a  postscript  to  this  letter  this  faithful  labourer  states 
that  he  has  just  bad  a  hemorrhage  from  the  lungs,  brought 
on  by  walking  fifteen  miles  over  a  Minnesota  prairie,  in  a 
severe  snow  storm. 

Testimony  of  a  Western  Pastor. 

A  pastor  in  Minnesota  makes  the  following  interesting 
statement  in  a  recent  letter. 

Doubtless,  those  of  us  who  are  in  warmest  sympathy  with  the 
colportage  work  do  not  fully  appreciate  its  importance.  The 
humble  colporteur,  or  tract  distributor,  passes  so  quietly  by  our 
homes,  and  scatters  so  silently  the  good  seed  of  truth,  that  we 
soon  lose  sight  of  him  and  of  his  work.  But  by-and-by  we 
gather  the  precious  harvest.  In  conversation  with  a  ministerial 
friend,  some  time  ago,  I  referred  to  this  subject.  He  responded 
in  warm  and  earnest  terms.  Some  of  his  statements  impressed 
me  deeply.  Said  he : — '  Years  ago  I  organized  a  church  on  the 
very  outskirts  of  civilization.  There  was  no  evangelical  minister 
in  the  regions  beyond  me.  A  moral  waste  seemed  to  stretch 
away  to  the  distant  mountains.  But  it  was  soon  known  that  a 
church  had  been  established  in  our  little  village,  and  people 
came  long  distances  to  attend  our  services.  We  had  accessions  to 
our  number  of  members  on  several  consecutive  communion  seasons. 
The  most  of  those  lohom  I  received  during  the  first  year^  lohen 
ashed  how  they  were  brought  to  Christ,  referred  their  conversion 
to  the  reading  of  some  pungent  tract,  or  small  religious  hooTc,  left 
in  their  homes  hy  a  godly  colporteur  who  passed  that  way,  and 
was  never  seen  again.'  This  is  not  an  isolated  case.  In  its  main 
features  it  is  a  representative  of  thousands. 
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Sheep  without  a  Shepherd. 

When  sending  his  quarterly  report  a  colporteur  in 
Central  Illinois  writes  as  follows : — 

I  have  been  doing  some  good,  I  trust,  in  the  way  of  search- 
ing out  and  visiting  a  large  number  of  families  that  should  he 
Presbyterians,  and  who  are  scattered  about  through  the  back- 
woods. They  are  very  poor  indeed,  and  very  kind,  and  have 
never  before  been  visited,  at  their  homes,  by  a  colporteur  or 
minister.  I  prayed  and  conversed  with  them  and  left  tracts, 
catechisms,  and  cheap  volumes  with  them,  after  urging  upon 
them  the  importance  of  attending  upon  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel.  Oh  what  an  amount  of  good  a  faithful  missionary  might 
do  out  here  in  these  backwood  settlements !  Money  is  very 
scarce  in  this  section  just  now.  But  I  have  been  sowing  the 
good  seed  among  a  destitute  but  grateful  class  of  settlers,  and 
will  look  to  God  in  prayer  for  his  blessing  on  my  humble  labours. 

Precious  Fruits. 

A  member  of  the  Walnut  Street  Church,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  has  for  some  months  been  engaged  in  the  work  of 
colportage  for  our  Board  of  Publication.  He  narrates 
some  interesting  incidents  connected  with  his  labours. 
Among  others,  the  following: 

He  visited  a  point  about  fourteen  miles  distant  from  New 
Albany,  Ind.,  where  the  people  did  not  enjoy  the  stated  means  of 
grace.  There  was  no  church  in  the  neighbourhood.  Few,  if  any, 
were  professors  of  religion.  He  called  upon  a  man  who  was  in 
deep  affliction ;  death  had  entered  his  dwelling.  Seizing  the 
opportunity,  he  urged  him  to  attend  to  the  salvation  of  his  soul. 
He  promised  to  do  so,  and  expressed  a  desire  to  attend  a  religious 
meeting  if  one  could  be  held.  The  opportunity  was  soon  afforded 
him.  Some  of  the  brethren  held  a  meeting  of  some  days  there 
Soon  after,  this  man  came  forward  and  professed  his  faith  in 
Christ.  In  a  little  time  others  followed,  and  the  result  was  that 
about  twenty  persons  were  hopefully  converted^  and  a  Presbyterian 
church  organized. 

5 
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A  Colporteur's  Trials. 

No  man  is  fit  to  be  a  colporteur  who  is  not  ready  to 
"endure  hardness  as  a  good  soldier."  The  following 
lines  give  us  a  glimpse  of  some  of  the  trials  he  may  have 
to  bear: 

I  have  just  finished  a  hard  week's  work.  In  that  time  I 
have  visited  ninety-seven  different  houses,  besides  spending  half 
a  day  in  repairing  my  buggy,  which  was  broken  in  one  of  our 
terrible  mud-holes.  How  welcome  is  Saturday  night  to  the  worn 
and  weary!  It  has  seldom  been  more  welcome  than  it  now  is  to 
me,  very  unwell  and  two  hundred  miles  from  home.  (That  last 
thought  doesn't  make  me  feel  any  better.)  I  am  suffering  from  a 
severe  cold,  the  effect  of  sleejnng  in  an  open  granary — there  being 
no  room  for  me  in  the  house.  But  even  that  was  a  better  place 
that  my  Master  had,  for  He  had  "not  where  to  lay  His  head." 
He  had  sorrowful  days  when  on  earth.  So,  perhaps,  have  we. 
Every  day  is  not  calm  and  bright — every  night  is  not  adorned 
with  moon  and  stars.  There  are  days  of  gloom  and  sadness,  and 
nights  of  anxiety  and  pain.  But  a  glorious  day  awaits  us;  a  day 
that  no  night  succeeds ;  an  everlasting  day  in  which  the  light 
of  the  Sun  of  Righteousness  shall  shine  gloriously  upon  us. 

A  Word  from  Minnesota. 

When  sending  his  report,  a  ministerial  colporteur  in 
Minnesota  writes  as  follows : 

The  people  generally  are  pleased  with  the  books  of  our  Board, 
and  none  complain  of  the  price.  The  only  thing  in  the  way  of 
my  selling  my  whole  stock  is  the  want  of  money.  '  Children  in 
Heaven^'  and  '  Pilgrim's  Progress'  are  universally  admired.  My 
visits  were  generally  in  the  country,  and  I  found  several  families 
destitute  of  reading  matter.  One  woman  had  not  heard  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  for  twelve  or  thirteen  years.  She 
thankfully  received  all  the  tracts  I  could  give  her,  and  promised  to 
come  out  to  our  Sabbath-school  at  the  schoolhouse  in  the  country. 

A  Word  from  Nebraska. 
An    energetic    and    useful    colporteur    writes    from 
Nebraska : 

I  have  been  to .     I  went  by  one  road  and  came  back 

by  another,  visiting  every  house  I  could  get  to.    I  made  thorough 
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work  of  it.  Money  was  so  exceedingly  scarce  that  I  sold  but  few 
books.  But,  as  opportunity  offered,  I  had  religious  conversation 
and  prayer  with  the  people.  I  had  precious  times  with  some  who 
felt  the  need  of  a  word  in  season.  In  one  house  a  man  was  found 
sick  with  typhoid  fever.  His  wife  looked  pale  and  feeble,  and 
told  me  she  was  just  recovering  from  the  same  disease.  I  gave 
her  some  tracts,  and  asked  her  if  I  should  pray  with  and  for  them. 
She  very  readily  assented,  and  we  knelt  together  at  the  bedside 
of  the  sick  husband.  It  was  a  solemn  season.  The  man,  per- 
haps, was  near  his  end.  They  both  seemed  very  grateful  and 
much  in  earnest. 

The  books  are  well  received,  and  are  often  highly  prized. 
They  are  doing  a  good  work  here,  which  eternity  alone  can  fully 
reveal.  The  tracts,  also,  are  accomplishing  great  good.  The 
Christian,  the  sick,  the  afflicted,  the  swearer,  the  drunkard,  the 
gambler,  the  young,  the  old — all  get  their  portion  in  due  season 
I  trust  I  shall  soon  be  able  to  engage  more  actively  in  this  good 
work. 

Sowing  Good  Seed. 

A  colporteur  of  our  Board  of  Publication  in  south- 
western Iowa,  when  sending  his  quarterly  report,  writes 
as  follows: 

While  visiting   in  the    outskirts    of  ,  I   called  at  an 

humble  cottage,  and  found  a  poor  sick  woman.  I  presented  some 
tracts,  and  asked  if  she  would  like  to  get  some  books.  Her  reply 
was,  'I  have  no  money.'  Showing  her  the  little  book,  ^Sick- 
Room  Devotions'  I  asked  if  she  would  like  that.  With  tears  in 
her  eyes,  she  replied,  '  Yes,  if  I  had  any  money,'  and  taking  a 
small  Bible  from  the  bed  on  which  she  lay,  said,  '  This  is  my 
comfort  in  sickness.'  In  conversation  I  found  her  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  devoted  Christian.  She 
had  been  in  the  place  five  weeks,  and  had  been  sick  ever  since 
she  came.  Her  husband  was  a  labouring  man,  and  was  neces- 
sarily away  at  work,  while  a  neighbour's  little  girl  cared  for  the 
immediate  wants  of  the  wife.  As  they  were  strangers,  and  their 
wants  were  unknown,  no  Christian  people  had  been  in  to  see 
them.  The  next  morning  I  got  a  good  Christian  woman  to  go 
with  me  to  the  house,  and  then  went  about  my  work. 

I   give  this   incident  to   illustrate  the  many  opportunities   I 
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have  for  doing  good.  I  go  into  saloons  and  ask  permission  to 
leave  tracts.  It  is  generally  granted,  and  the  tracts  are  generally 
read.  I  call  at  a  house  of  ill-fame,  and  leave  for  its  inmates  those 
pointed  tracts,  '  Without  God,'  and  '  Who  shall  dwell  with  devour- 
ing fire?^  I  hear  men  take  God's  name  in  vain,  and  give  them 
the  tract,  ^  DorCt  sioear.'  To  those  who  defer  the  matter  of  salva- 
tion to  a  more  convenient  season,  I  give  the  tract,  '  JSfow.'  I  meet 
'fast'  young  men  and  give  them  ^  Stop.'  I  meet  a  Universalist, 
who  gets  '  Universalism  Renounced,'  or  '  Universal  Salvation,'  by 
Dr.  Jacobus.  For  the  young  convert,  T  have  '  To  a  Young  JDis- 
ciple,'  and  for  the  older  Christian,  ^  Hints  to  Professors.'  When 
on  the  street  many  get  ' Thoughts  hy  the  Wayside'  and  loiterers 
receive,  '  Thoughts  for  Spare  Moments.'  Children  are  delighted 
with  the  little  books  from  the  ^Children's  Packets'  and  many 
have  almost  gone  into  ecstacies  on  receiving  one  of  those  beautiful 
printed  cards,  ^My  Mother.'  To  a  thoughtless  young  lady,  who 
asked  me  if  I  had  anything  for  a  'fast'  girl,  I  gave  '■Baxter's 

Call.'     I  called  unawares  on  the  Roman  Catholic  priest  at , 

who  bought  '  Wharey\<i  Church  History,'  treated  me  with  great 
courtesy,  and  asked  me  to  call  again,  as  he  might  want  something 
else.  The  greatest  number  of  books  sold  to  one  person,  were  to  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  at .  The  highest  com- 
mendation the  books  of  our  Board   have  received,  was  from  the 

Dean  of  the  Episcopal  school  at . 

What  may  be  the  result  of  all  this  I  do  not  know.  I  try  faith- 
fully to  sow  the  seed,  and  with  prayer  that  it  may  be  watered 
and  made  to  jrrow,  I  leave  results  to  Him  who  alone  can  give  the 


An  Obstacle,  and  its  Removal. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  servants  of  Christ  will 
be  permitted  to  carry  on  such  a  work  as  colportage,  with- 
out Satan  and  his  emissaries  attempting  to  arrest  or 
hinder  it.  But  our  Master  is  wiser  and  stronger  than 
Satan,  and  overrules  all  opposition  to  promote  bis  own 
glory. 

A  colporteur  of  the  Board  was  recently  arrested  in 
Illinois,  by  some  persons  unfriendly  to  the  spread  of  re- 
ligious truth,  and  brought  before  the  United  States 
District  Court,  on  the  ground  that  in  circulating  the  books 
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of  the  Board  as  a  colporteur,  he  was  violating  the  internal 
revenue  laws,  in  not  having  taken  out  and  paid  for  a 
license  as  a  book  peddler.  The  case  was  before  the 
United  States  District  Court  in  session  at  Springfield, 
Illinois,  when  Messrs.  Stuart,  Edwards,  and  Brown,  attor- 
neys at  law,  of  that  city,  gratuitously  and  ably  defended 
the  colporteur  on  behalf  of  the  Board.  The  result  was 
that  the  colporteur  was  discharged.  The  judge  decided 
that  religious  books  and  tracts  sold  and  given  away,  not 
for  profit,  but  as  a  means  of  distributing  religious  read- 
ing, were  within  the  exception  of  the  law,  and  that  the 
colporteur  of  the  Board  was  not  a  "peddler"  required  to 
have  license. 

GRANTS   TO   FREEDMEN. 

Agreeably  to  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Assembly,  the 
Board  has  cooperated  during  the  year  with  the  Freed- 
men's  Committee  by  sending  supplies  of  its  publications 
to  the  Freedmen  in  the  various  states  of  the  south  and 
southwest.  Whenever  such  a  a  grant  has  been  solicited, 
either  by  the  Freedmen's  Committee  or  by  individuals 
well  recommended  to  the  Board,  suitable  packages  of 
publications  have  been  forwarded  with  alacrity.  Large 
numbers  of  Shorter  Catechisms,  Child's  Catechisms,  Hymn- 
books,  Music-books,  Primers,  Sabbath-school  papers, 
tracts  in  large  print  and  other  suitable  reading  liave  been 
sent  to  Freedmen's  Schools  in  Virginia,  North  and  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  and 
Missouri.  The  eagerness  with  which  these  books  and 
papers  have  been  sought  has  been  remarkable.  Great 
numbers  of  the  coloured  people  appear  to  hunger  and 
thirst  after  religious  knowledge  with  a  keenness  not  com- 
monly seen  among  those  who  have  enjoyed  greater 
advantages  and  opportunities.  The  expressions  of  grati- 
tude which  come  back  from  them  to  the  Board  for  gifts 
of  reading  matter  are  fervent  and  often  extremely  touch- 
ing.    This  is  a  branch  of  the  Board's  work  of  distribution

in  which  it  takes  a  lively  interest,  and  it  will  always 
cordially  respond  to  suitable  applications  on  behalf  of 
the  Freedmen,  so  far  as  the  means  at  its  disposal  will 
permit. 

AID   TO   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

An  increasingly  interesting  and  important  part  of  the 
Board's  work  lies  in  the  direction  of  aiding  needy  Sab- 
bath schools.  While  the  Board  is  doing  its  utmost  to 
supply  choice  juvenile  reading  in  large  variety,  suitable 
for  Sabbath-school  libraries,  it  desires,  so  far  as  the  means 
shall  be  supplied,  to  place  thi^  literature  gratuitously  in 
the  hands  of  those  who  are  unable  to  buy  it.  Many  a 
feeble  school  has  in  this  way  been  invigorated  and 
received  a  new  impulse  in  a  career  of  usefulness.  Multi- 
tudes of  little  hearts  have  thus  been  made  to  throb  for 
gladness,  and  multitudes  of  children's  eyes  have  been 
made  to  sparkle  by  the  grant  of  a  few  books  and  papers 
to  remote  and  mission  Sabbath-schools.  We  and  our 
children,  living  as  we  do  surrounded  by  an  overflowing 
abundance  of  religious  reading  matter,  can  hardly  com- 
prehend the  eager  joy  with  which  such  reading  is 
welcomed  by  multitudes  in  the  more  distant  and  thinly- 
settled  portions  of  our  country.  We  wiH  give  a  few 
samples  of  the  acknowledgments  received  from  such 
schools.  Similar  ones  might  be  given  to  almost  any 
extent. 

A  Feeble  Sabbath- school  made  Mappy. 

The  followinar  comes  to  the  Board  of  Publication  in 
acknowledgment  of  a  donation  to  a  Sabbath-school  in 
Iowa.      _ 

The  books  have  come !     Our  little  folks  are  happy  ! 

Our  old  books  have  been  read  through  and  through,  and  it 
would  have  done  your  heart  good  to  see  the  bright  faces 
and  hungry  eyes  which  greeted  the  new  library.  If  those  who 
give,  only  knew  the  good  they  do  and  the  pleasure  they  confer  by 
their  contributions,  your  Fund  would  not  be  exhausted.     Five 
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minutes  in  our  frontier  school  last  Sabbath  would  be  worth  more 
than  three  sermons  on  the  'Pleasure  of  Giving.' 

Most  of  our  children  come  to  church  and  remain  to  Sabbath- 
school.  One  little  girl  about  eight  years  old — the  child  of  god- 
less parents — on  her  way  to  church  last  Sabbath,  in  company 
with  other  little  girls,  fell  and  broke  her  arm.  Instead  of  going 
home  she  came  to  church,  stifled  her  cries  like  a  heroine,  and 
insisted  upon  remaining  until  Sabbath-school,  and  when  at  length 
it  became  evident  that  she  was  severely  hurt,  it  was  with  difficulty 
we  could  get  her  to  leave.  I  give  this  incident  as  an  illustration 
of  the  eagerness  with  which  the  publications  of  the  Board  are 
sought. 

A  Good  Beginning. 
A  missionary  in  the  extreme  southwestern  portion  of 
Missouri,  to  whose  Sabbath-school  a  library  was  recently 
granted  by  the  Board,  speaks  of  its  reception  as  follows: 

The  books  have  come,  and  many  thanks  for  them.  I  wish  you 
could  be  present  at  one  of  the  sessions  of  our  school.  I  know  you 
would  be  delighted  if  you  could  peep  into  our  '  upper  room,'  on 
the  Sabbath  at  3  P.  M.,  and  see  the  number  of  little  ones  gath- 
ered in  to  learn  from  our  lips  the  precious  story  of  the  cross.  We 
have  now  over  one  hundred  members  in  our  school,  and  our 
brethren  seem  determined,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  to  make  it  a 
nursery  of  truth  and  piety.  Your  timely  donation  will  make  a 
good  beginning  for  our  library.  Additional  books  we  must  soon 
have.  How  to  supply  this  want,  and  procure  papers  for  the 
whole  school,  taxes  our  ingenuity.  As  yet  the  way  is  not  clear. 
Our  pecuniary  resources  is  quite  limited.  Out  of  these  a  hall  has 
to  be  rented  and  fitted  up  for  service,  and  the  pastor's  salary 
raised.  It  will,  therefore,  as  you  see,  require  some  head-working, 
as  well  as  heart-moving,  to  obtain  the  funds  necessary  to  make  our 
school  a  success. 

Just  what  was  Needed. 
The  Board  recently  sent  a  donation  of  Sabbath-school 
books  to  the  school  of  a  church  in  Illinois,  whose  edifice 
had  been  destroyed  by  a  fierce  storm.     The  following  is 
the  grateful  acknowledgment: 

On  behalf  of  our  Sabbath-school  I  return  to  you  our  heartiest 
thanks  for  the  Board's  donation  of  books.     They  are  just  what

we  need,  and  were  not  able  of  ourselves  to  procure.  Without  this 
timely  gift,  our  school  would  have  had  to  remain  destitute  for  a 
long  time.  Now  our  hearts  are  gladdened,  and  the  scholars  will 
be  encouraged  because  they  have  good  books  to  read.  Our  library 
and  our  hymn-books  which  were  in  the  church  when  it  was 
destroyed  by  the  storm,  were  entirely  ruined  by  the  rain.  We  are 
straining  every  nerve  to  rebuild,  and  could  not  refurnish  our 
library.  This  donation  relieves  us.  May  God  bless  you  and  the 
Board,  and  open  the  hearts  of  friends  to  give  to  the  Board  more 
freely,  so  that  destitute  and  needy  Sabbath-schools  like  ours  may 
be  encouraged  by  having  good  books  to  read.  Men  who  give 
of  their  money  for  the  distribution  of  the  Board's  Sabbath-school 
books  can  be  assured  that  they  are  giving  it  to  a  righteous  cause. 
Such  gifts  will  be  lending  to  the  Lord. 

The  Sands  Untied. 

The  following  acknowledgment  is  from  a  missionary  in 
Iowa,  to  whose  Sabbath-school  a  grant  of  books,  &c.,  had 
been  sent. 

The  package  of  Sabbath-school  books,  sent  by  our  Board  to  our 
Sabbath-school,  has  been  duly  received.  It  was  indeed  a  liberal 
supply,  and  just  what  we  needed.  Yesterday  our  Sabbath-school 
unanimously  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  our  Board  for  this  liberal 
aid.  I  need  hardly  say  that  this  kindness  of  our  Board  of  Publi- 
cation has  encouraged  me  much,  since  it  has  given  me  the  means 
with  which  to  labour.  And  I  would  join  my  own  thanks,  with 
those  of  our  Sabbath-school,  for  the  books,  etc.,  granted  to  us. 
It  is  one  of  the  hardest  things  for  a  missionary  to  be  hand-tied  by 
the  want  of  appropriate  means  for  doing  good,  and  to  see  others 
take  advantage  of  this.  But  I  think  we  can  now  hold  our  own 
again.  Our  Sabbath-school  now  averages  eighty  to  ninety 
scholars.  Yesterday  we  organized,  and  now  have  all  the  neces- 
sary officers.  I  had  to  manage  the  Sabbath-school  alone  before, 
and  had  but  a  few  teachers  to  aid  me.  We  now  have  brighter 
prospects.     God  bless  our  Board  with  his  choicest  favours. 

On  a  True  Basis. 

A  domestic  missionary  in  Wisconsin  thus  acknowledges 
a  donation  of  the  Board  to  his  Sabbath-school : 

The  books  and  papers  so  generously  donated  by  our  Board  of 
Publication  to  our  Sabbath-school  came  to  hand  this  day.     We 
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feel  that  the  donation  is  a  liberal  one,  is  just  what  we  need,  and 
is  made  at  the  very  time  it  will  be  the  means  of  doing  the  most 
good.

And  per- 
mit me  to  return  to  you,  and  the  Board,  the  unanimous  and 
heartfelt  thanks  of  the  superintendent,  officers,  teachers,  and 
children  of  our  school  for  this  blessed  gift.  We  all  feel  en- 
couraged to  go  forward  with  renewed  energy  in  the  great  work  of 
training  our  youth  fot  God.  May  God  bless  this  Board  with  his 
choicest  favours. 

A    Gift  appreciated. 

The  following  acknowledgment  of  a  donation  comes 
to  the  Board  from  a  feeble  missionary  Sabbath- school  in 
Minnesota. 

I  hope  you  will  tender  to  the  Board  of  Publication  my  heart- 
felt thanks  for  their  timely  and  liberal  donation  of  CJiildren's 
Praise  and  Sahhath-scliool  Visitors.  Both  gifts  are  highly  ap- 
preciated by  our  school,  and  by  the  members  of  our  congregation.

A  few  months  since  our  Board  responded  to  the  ear- 
nest appeal  of  a  Sabbath-school  in  Minnesota,  by  sending 
it  a  nice  package  of  books.     How  they  were   received, 
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and  how  mucTi  good  tbey  were  likely  to  do,  may  be  seen 
by  the  following,  written  by  the  pastor  of  the  little 
church  whose  Sabbath-school  has  been  thus  helped. 

On  last  Sabbath  we  opened  our  Sunday-school  very  favourably. 
There  was  a  large  attendance.  Teachers,  pupils,  papers,  books, 
offerers,  and  spectators,  all  present  and  ready  for  action.  The 
lesson,  previously  announced,  was  well  learned. 

We  owe,  in  a  good  measure,  this  good  beginning  of  our  new 
enterprise  to  the  timely  and  liberal  aid  of  our  Board  of  Publica- 
tion. Our  little  church  here  has  for  two  years  been  putting 
forth  her  utmost  efforts  to  erect  a  house  of  worship,  which  is  now 
receiving  the  finishing  strokes,  and  we  expect  soon  to  dedicate  it, 
free  of  debt.  Your  donation  of  a  Sabbath-school  library  of  sound 
religious  reading  has  lifted  from  our  shoulders  a  burden  which 
would  have  retarded  our  complete  sweep  at  least  a  year.  We

A  Sabbath-school  Organized. 

A  western  missionary  thus  speaks  of  the  donation  of  a 
library  which  enabled  his  church  to  organize  its  own 
Sabbath- school  upon  the  occupancy  of  a  new  house  of 
worship : 

Your  generous  donation  of  books  enabled  us  to  begin  our  Sab- 
bath-school, and  I  am  sure  you  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  we 
have  already  oiitgrown  our  ontjit.  We  must,  by  some  means,  add 
to  our  supply,  but,  for  a  while,  must  confine  our  purchases  to 
such  books  as  are  absolutely  necessary.  We  would  like  very 
much  to  have  you  see  the  interest  manifested  by  our  teachers  and 
pupils — now  numbering  about  one  hundred.  0,  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  may  be  poured  out  upon  us  so  that  we  may  see  real  pro- 
gress— progress  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal. 

Many  a  Sabbath-school  might  doubtless  thus  be  organ- 
ized, had  the  Board  ample  means  in  its  Fund  in  like 
manner  to  aid  every  missionary  who  might  apply  for  a 
grant  of  library-books  and  other  literary  requisites  for 
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Sabbath -schools  where  they  are  needed,  and  where  the 
young  and  old  are  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge. 

A   Glorious  Work  Done 

The  following  letter  received  from  one  of  our  mission- 
ary brethren  labouring  in  a  new  and  most  interesting  field, 
will  show  our  readers  how  welcome  our  books  and  tracts 
are  to  our  mission  Sabbath-schools  in  the  far  west.  Would 
our  churches  furnish  the  Board  with  the  means  to  do  so, 
it  would  gladly  send  such  supplies  to  every  needy  school 
in  the  west.  The  Board  is  going  as  far  in  sending  such 
donations,  as  the  means  placed  at  its  disposal  for  that  pur- 
pose will  permit : 

I  have  asked  several  favours  from  the  Board  of  Publication 
during  the  last  year.  I  asked  for  the  assistance  because  I  found 
it  necessary.  You  gave  it  cheerfully,  and  many  hearts  and  homes 
have  been  made  glad.  I  often  think  if  some  of  our  wealthy 
friends,  who  do  not  know  what  it  is  to  want  for  reading  matter, 
could  go  wich  me  into  some  of  the  destitute  places  among  the 
'bluifs,'  and  see  how  eagerly  the  tract  is  read,  or  could  spend  a 
single  Sabbath  in  one  of  our  Sabbath-schools,  and  see  what  a  relish 
the  little  folks  have  for  the  Visitor,  or  the  grown  folks  have  for 
the  library  books,  they  would  not  allow  the  Distribution  Fund  to 
run  low. 

Assure  them  that  fifty-nine  dollars  of  that  fund  has  done  a  glo- 
rious work  during  the  last  few  months.  The  people  of  this  young 
church  are  a  '  feeble  flock  ;'  they  regret  that  they  cannot  do  more 
for  the  Board  of  Publication,  but  they  gladly  contribute  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  member.  They  cannot  forget  your  kind- 
ness. 

DISTEIBUTION   OF    OUR   TRACTS, 

It  is  a  just  cause  for  gratification  that  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  the  Board's  tracts  has  been  distributed  this  year. 
The  number  of  pages  scattered  far  and  wide  over  the  land, 
has  been  2,263,984,  an  advance  of  674,610  pages  on  the 
year  preceding.  The  Board  has  stood  in  an  attitude  of 
cheerful  willingness  to  make  grants  of  tracts  wherever 
there  were  Christian  hearts  and  hands  ready  to  receive 
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them  and  put  them  to  a  judicious  use.  Especially  has  it 
evinced  its  readiness  to  supply  the  wants  of  pastors  who 
desire  good  tracts  whereby  to  instruct  and  edify  their 
people.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  number  of  pastors 
employing  this  quiet  but  powerful  instrumentality  is  in- 
creasing. 

''  It  is  my  conviction,"  says  a  popular  writer,  "  that  more 

will  have  to  be  done  through  the  press Tracts  can 

go  everywhere.  Tracts  know  no  fear.  Tracts  never  tire. 
Tracts  never  die.  Tracts  can  be  multiplied  without  end 
by  the  press.  Tracts  can  travel  at  little  expense.  They 
run  up  and  down  like  the  angels  of  God,  blessing  all,  giv- 
ing to  all,  and  asking  no  gift  in  return.  They  can  talk  to 
one  as  well  as  to  a  multitude ;  and  to  a  multitude  as  well 
as  to  one.  They  require  no  public  room  to  tell  their  story 
in.  They  can  tell  it  in  the  kitchen  or  the  shop,  the  parlor 
or  the  closet,  in  the  railway  carriage  or  in  the  omnibus,  on 
the  broad  highway  or  in  the  footpath  through  the  fields. 
They  take  no  note  of  scoffs,  or  jeers,  or  taunts.  No  one 
can  betray  them  into  hasty  or  random  expressions. 
Though  they  will  not  always  answer  questions,  they  will 
tell  their  story  twice,  or  thrice,  or  four  times  over,  if  you 
wish  them.  And  they  can  be  made  to  speak  on  every 
subject,  and  on  every  subject  they  may  be  made  to  speak 
wisely  and  well.  They  can,  in  short,  be  made  vehicles  of 
all  truth;  the  teachers  of  all  classes;  the  benefactors  of  all 
lands." 

Bible  truth,  as  embodied  in  the  religious  tract  has  often 
been  the  means  of  leading  careless  ones  to  Jesus.  It  has 
sought  out  in  his  seclusion,  or  met  in  the  highway,  a  soul 
without  God,  and  delivered  its  loving  message.  He  who 
turned  aside  from  the  sanctuary,  and  avoided  the  minister 
of  righteousness,  listens  to  this  still  small  voice,  and  is 
brought,  in  loving  consecration,  to  Christ.  Among  the 
mountains  of  India,  a  British  soldier  was  converted  through 
the  perusal  of  a  tract  which,  by  some  unknown  means, 
had  reached  him  in  those  solitary  wilds.  Subsequently 
he  became  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  led  dark-minded  Hin- 
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docs  to  the  light,  and  pointed  them  to  the  Lamb.  And 
thus  from  that  little  seed  has  already  sprung  a  holy  influ- 
ence which  shall  widen  and  extend  until  time  shall  be  no 
more. 

It  pleases  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save 
them  that  believe.  This  is  the  great  instrument  for  the 
conversion  and  sanctification  of  men.  But  there  are  those 
who  cannot  preach.  Is  there  nothing  for  them  to  do? 
There  is  much.  There  are  many  ways  of  being  useful. 
Among  these  is  the  distribution  of  tracts.  These  contain 
the  gospel  message,  and  everyone  can  distribute  them.  It 
is  well  always  to  have  some  with  us  to  give  away  as 
opportunity  offers.  Let  us  distribute  tracts  and  circulate 
good  books. 

Let  the  Pastor  he  Supplied  loitli  Tracts. 

A  Philadelphia  pastor  has  from  the  beginning  of  his 
ministry  made  it  a  rule  to  give  a  copy  of  the  Board's 
tract,  ^'Advice  to  a  Young  Communicant,''''  to  every  person 
whom  he  has  admitted  to  sealing  ordinances.  Eecently 
he  gave  one  to  a  lady  on  her  reception  into  the  church. 
She  read  it  herself  time  and  again,  with  the  deepest 
interest.  In  her  enthusiasm  over  it,  she  loaned  her  copy 
to  one  and  another;  and  finally,  desiring  to  extend  its 
influence  still  further,  she  went  to  the  pastor  with  the 
request  that  he  would  procure  her  seventy-five  or  one 
hundred  copies  of  it,  and  handed  him  the  money  for  them. 
She  said  that  she  thought  not  only  the  members  of  the 
church  who  had  been  recently  received,  but  those  of 
longer  standing,  should  have  it,  and  she  desired  to  aid  in 
its  circulation.  When  her  pastor  procured  them  for  her, 
she  retained  half  the  number  to  circulate  as  she  might 
have  opportunity,  and  left  the  rest  with  him,  with  the 
remark,  that  she  did  not  think  he  should  out  of  his 
own  pocket  bear  the  expense  of  the  distribution  to  new 
members. 

We  would  earnestly  urge  our  pastors  to  keep  on  hand 
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a  supply  of  such  little  tracts.  We  would  also  commend 
the  example  of  the  lady  to  whom  we  have  referred,  as 
worthy  of  imitation  by  earnest-minded  Christians.  Pas- 
tors should  have  a  stock  of  our  Board's  tracts  for  distri- 
bution, and  also  some  of  the  larger  publications,  to  place 
in  the  hands  of  members  of  their  congregations  for  read- 
ing, as  necessity  may  arise.  Their  salaries,  however,  will 
not  always  enable  them  to  do  this  to  the  extent  they 
would  desire.  It  would  be  well  for  some  member  of 
their  charges  from  time  to  time  to  supply  them  Vtrith 
funds  for  this  special  purpose. 

A  Strong  Arm  of  the  Church. 

A  Domestic  Missionary  in  Illinois,  after  giving  an 
account  of  a  precious  revival  in  his  congregation, 
adds. 

During  the  time  of  this  deep  interest  it  was  my  habit  to  go 
from  house  to  house  during  the  day,  accompanied  by  one  of  my 
elders,  and  furnished  with  some  of  the  excellent  books  and  tracts 
of  our  Board  of  Publication.  God  alone  knows  how  largely  these 
have  been  the  blessed  means  of  pointing  souls  to  Jesus.  There  is 
a  blessing  in  this  strong  arm  of  the  Church,  if  used  aright. 
That  it  may  be  prospered  and  blessed  of  God,  is  the  prayer  of 
your  humble  servants. 

Tracts    Useful  to  Bow.estic  Missionaries. 

Says  Q,  Minnesota  pastor  who  had  received  several  grants 
of  tracts  from  the  Board: 

The  tracts  you  have  sent  us  have  greatly  facilitated  our 
approaches  to  the  unconverted  masses,  and  enforced  the  truth  we 
have  uttered  from  the  pulpit,  and  from  house  to  house.  The 
contributions  of  books  and  papers  to  our  missionary  Sabbath, 
schools  have  encouraged  many  feeble  enterprises  which,  without 
timely  assistance,  might  soon  have  ceased  to  exist.  Domestic 
missionaries  feel  greatly  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Publication, 
and  are  resolved  to  labour  more  zealously  in  the  future,  that  its 
power  for  usefulness  may  be  augmented. 
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Testimony  of  a  Minister. 

The  following  is  from  a  pastor  in  Wisconsin,  who  had 
received  as  a  donation  a  package  of  tracts  from  the  Board. 

I  received  the  package  of  tracts,  for  which  I  am  very  thankful. 
I  have  sent  some  of  them  already  on  their  mission  for  the  good  of 
souls.  One  lady,  into  whose  hands  I  put  the  book  called  '  The 
Way  of  Salvation'  by  Dr.  Archibald  Alexander,  told  me  after- 
wards that  it  just  suited  her  state  of  mind,  removing  some  diffi- 
culties that  had  been  in  her  way  for  months.  She  has  since  pro- 
fessed her  faith  in  Christ. 

I  find  that  tracts  are  valuable  helps  in  my  pastoral  work,  and 
consequently  I  always  like  to  have  them.  Indeed  it  is  one  of  the 
ways  of  preparing  the  way  for  the  introduction  and  purchase  of 
the  books  of  our  Board.  It  turns  the  minds  of  the  people  to  the 
religious  literature  of  the  institution,  whence  these  tracts  are 
issued.  We  out  here  feel  truly  grateful  to  the  Board  for  such 
donations,  and  my  observation  and  experience  teach  me  that  it  is 
one  of  the  ways  of  reaching  many  hearts.  We  hear  now  and  then 
of  cases  where  these  pages  of  tracts  have  been  the  means  by  God's 
blessing  of  saving  a  soul. 

From  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Dr.  Charles  Wadsworth,  pastor  of  the  Calvary  Church 
in  San  Francisco,  recently  preached  a  discourse  on  the 
text,  "Give  attendance  to  reading,"  1  Tim.  iv.  13,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  contrasted  the  literature  of  the  past 
with  that  of  the  present  age.  He  warmly  recommended 
the  publications  of  our  Board  of  Publication  as  good  and 
wholly  good.  He  spoke  of  them  as  suited  to  the  wants  of 
every  family,  in  their  great  variety,  and  as  especially 
suited  to  the  wants  of  that  new  and  growing  country,  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  urged  that  they  ought  to  be  circulated 
by  pastors,  colporteurs,  and  private  Christians.  Taking 
his  closing  illustration  from  a  recent  terrible  visitation  of 
the  small  pox  to  that  city,  he  said  that  "all  shrank  from 
the  sight  of  the  yellow  flag  which  was  seen  in  so  many 
streets,  but  the  yellow  covered  literature  was  far  more 
destructive  to  San  Francisco  than  the  pestilence,  and  to 
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this  soul-destroying  literature  the  volumes  of  the  Board 
come  as  a  disinfectant.  If  Presbyterians  did  not  give 
liberall}''  of  their  means  that  they  might  be  extensively 
circulated,  they  sinned  against  God  and  their  own  souls." 

Tracts  in  Kansas. 

A  pastor,  labouring  in  a  flourishing  town  in  Kansas, 
where  he  was  endeavouring,  amidst  many  difficulties,  to 
build  up  a  Presbyterian  church,  wrote  to  the  Board  of 
Publication,  soliciting  a  supply  of  tracts,  catechisms,  &c., 
for  gratuitous  distribution  among  the  people.  An  ample 
donation  was  sent  him,  and  the  following  is  his  ac- 
knowledgment: 

When  I  stated  that  you  had  decided  to  send  us  a  liberal  supply 
of  the  excellent  tracts  of  our  Board,  there  was  an  expression  of 
gratitude  and  encouragement  on  every  countenance  among  my 
people.  The  little,  but  faithful  band  of  Presbyterians  here  have 
long  felt  the  need  of  appliances  for  getting  the  distinctive  features 
of  our  church  before  the  people  in  a  more  emphatic  manner  than 
by  the  usual  utterances  of  the  pulpit.  We  are  misrepresented 
often  in  such  manner  and  by  measures  we  cannot  reach  except  by 
the  printed  page.  Our  church  litei'ature  will  be  read  by  the 
intelligent  and  cultivated,  of  whom  there  are  large  numbers  in 
these  western  cities. 

The  field  is  large;  white  unto  the  harvest;  requires  unremit- 
ting and  prudent  labour,  and  all  the  agencies  that  can  be  em- 
ployed— with  prayer  and  faith.  The  people  need,  well  educated 
as  most  of  them  are,  instruction  in  regard  to  the  doctrines  of 
grace,  and  the  republican  structure  of  our  Church. 

May  the  good  seed  you  sent  us  be  wisely  and  prayerfully  sown 
in  this  fertile  field,  and  bring  a  large  yield  for  the  Master's 
kingdom. 

DISTINCTIVE    PEESBYTERIAN    TEACTS. 

The  following  lines  will  serve  to  show  the  value  of  those 
tracts  and  small  volumes  published  by  our  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, which  set  forth  and  defend  the  distinctive  doc- 
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trines  and  polity  of  our  Church.     "Would  that  they  could 
be  scattered  broadcast  all  over  the  land : 

You  perceive  that  in  this  order  now  sent,  the  hooks  and  tracts 
selected  are  such  as  set  forth  distinctly  the  peculiar  doctrines  and 
usages  of  our  Church.  '  What  is  Calvinism?'  '  Calvin  Vindi- 
cated,^ '  What  is  Presbyterianismf  '  Plea  for  Preshyterianism' 
*  What  Presbyterians  Believe,'  '  Ten  Reasons  for  heing  a  Presby- 
terian' '  Why  ILovemy  Church'  &c.  These,  and  many  others  of  the 
publications,  are  the  very  documents  we  need  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  our  people,  that  they  may  be  prepared  intelligently  to  refute 
the  slanders  at  times  cast  upon  us,  and  also  to  state  correctly  the 
views  of  our  own  Church.  In  this  respect  they  have  done  a  good 
work  in  my  field. 

Some  time  ago,  one  of  the  members  of  our  church  placed  the 
book,  '  What  is  Calvinism  ?'  in  the  hands  of  a  Methodist  class- 
leader.  He  has  read  and  re-read  it  several  times,  and  now  tells 
me  that  he  heartily  endorses  all  the  doctrines  taught  therein, 
except  that  of  '  Perseverance/  and  I  think  the  day  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  he  will  see  the  beauty  of  that  precious  doctrine  also. 

Of  the  more  practical  publications  of  the  Board,  I  could  give 
several  illustrations  of  their  great  usefulness.  Take  one,  '  Why 
are  you  not  a  Communicant  f  This  little  tract  I  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  member  of  my  congregation.  He  read  and  re-read  it, 
and  then  loaned  it  to  his  next-door  neighbour.  Together  they 
read  that  one  copy  more  than  a  hundred  times  !  They  talked  over 
it,  and  finally  acted  upon  its  instructions.  They  are  now  both 
consistent  and  interested  members  of  the  church.  That  tract  is 
still  preserved  by  the  brother  to  whom  it  was  first  given. 

The  Shorter  Catechism. 

The  Board  is  gratified  to  perceive  an  increasing  de- 
mand for  the  Shorter  Catechism,  for  use  in  the  family  and 
in  Sabbath-school.  It  is  a  sign  of  increasing  healthfulness 
and  vigour  in  the  Presbyterian  body,  and  augurs  well  for 
its  future. 

About  a  year  ago,  Messrs.  E.  L.  &  A.  Stuart  of  New 

York,  in  making  a  generous  contribution  to  the  Board, 

devoted  $1000  of  the  amount  expressly  and  exclusively 

to  giving  away  the  Catechism  to  needy  Sabbath-schools 
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and  elsewhere.  This  noble  purpose  has  been  carried  into 
execution.  Large  numbers  of  Shorter  Catechisms  have 
been  given  to  Sabbath-schools  through  the  northwest- 
ern States  and  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and  in  smaller 
quantities  in  other  portions  of  the  country.  Those  now 
upon  the  stage  of  life  may  not  live  long  enough  to  see  the 
fruits  of  this  liberal  sowing,  but  we  know  that  the  seed  is 
good  and  instinct  with  the  life  of  truth,  and  we  have  full 
faith  to  believe  that  it  will  bring  forth  fruit  abundantly. 
May  the  generous  donors  see  a  waving  and  abundant  har- 
vest from  their  sowing.  Our  Superintendent  of  Colpor- 
tage  in  the  Northwest,  through  whose  hands  many  of  these 
Catechisms  have  been  forwarded,  says : 

The  Catechisms  which,  by  the  liberality  of  a  friend,  the  Board 
is  donating  to  poor  and  destitute  Sabbath-schools,  are  doing  a  good 
work  for  the  Church  and  the  cause  of  truth  in  the  northwest. 
Many  thousands  of  them  have  already  found  their  way  into  such 
schools  in  this  section,  and  the  remainder  will  soon  be  doing  their 
good  work.  The  little  books  are  everywhere  gratefully  received, 
and  are  a  precious  gift  to  the  many  feeble  and  destitute  schools 
scattered  over  this  wide  and  destitute  field.  I  am  constantly  in 
receipt  of  verbal  and  briefly  written  acknowledgments  of  these 
donations,  and  statements  of  the  influences  they  are  exerting  for 
the  spread  of  sound  doctrine.  I  have  accumulating  evidence  that 
few,  if  any,  donations  have  been  more  timely  or  more  promising 
in  the  influence  for  the  inculcation  of  the  truth,  and  the  prosperity 
of  the  Church.

III.   DEPARTMENT  OF  SUSTENTATION. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  from  all  sources,  exclud- 
ing the  balance  therein  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  under 
review,  amount  to  $146,877.78. 

The  expenditures  of  the  year,  of  every  sort,  have  been 
$142,724.07;  the  receipts  exceeding  the  expenditures  by 
$4,153.71. 

The  cash  received  from  the  sales  of  books,  tracts,  and 
periodicals  has  been  $125,047.43. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
$14,326.13. 
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THE    COLPORTAGE    AND    DISTRIBUTION    FUND. 

The  receipts  for  colportage  and  distribution  during  the 
year  have  been  $32,088.88,  and  the  expenditures  $32,- 
347.00,  the  expenditures  in  this  direction  having  exceeded 
the  receipts  by  $258.12. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1866  adopted  the  following 
resolution  in  reference  to  the  colportage  work. 

That  the  right  arm  of  the  Board,  its  system  of  colportage,  ouyht 
to  he  more  directly  presented  to  their  churches  hy  pastors  and  rul- 
ing elders,  as  the  chief  claim  of  this  department  of  church  eater- 
prise,  for  their  liberal  help. 

We  are  gratified  at  being  able  to  state  that  our 
pastors  and  churches,  although  many  of  them  as  yet  give 
nothing  to  this  Fund,  have  done  better  this  year  than  in 
those  which  preceded  it.  The  number  of  contributing 
churches  reported  last  year  was  778 ;  this  year  it  is  930, 
an  increase  of  152  contributing  churches.  But  even  this 
is  only  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  entire  number  of 
churches  in  our  connection;  and  after  making  all  reasona- 
ble allowance  for  those  which  can  do  nothing,  there  are 
very  many  which  have  disregarded  the  action  of  the 
Assembly  and  the  claims  of  this  noble  work.  Would  all 
such  as  are  able  to  give  only  a  very  small  sum  send  us 
their  ofierings,  however  humble  they  might  separately 
appear,  they  would  in  the  aggregate  give  an  important 
enlargement  to  the  receipts  of  the  Fund.  May  we  not 
hope  that  the  next  year  will  see  a  still  greater  increase  to 
the  number  of  contributing  churches?  Never  was  there 
a  time  in  the  history  of  our  Church  and  of  our  land  when 
it  was  more  important  to  scatter  abundantly  over  their 
whole  extent  a  pure  and  healthful  religious  literature. 
We  beg  our  churches,  and  especially  our  brethren  of  the 
ministry  and  the  ruling  eldership,  to  come  up  to  the  help 
of  this  Board  in  the  great  and  important  work  in  which  it 
is  engaged.

The  work  of  publishing  Books  and  Tracts  is  carried  forward  upon  a  capi- 
tal contributed,  several  years  ago,  for  that  specific  purpose,  to  which  it  is 
wholly  and  sacredly  devoted.  The  churches  are  called  on  to  contribute 
nothing/br  the  publishing  department  of  the  Board;  but  as  nothing  can  be 
drawn  away  from  the  publishing  department  for  other  uses,  the  Board  is 
obliged  to  depend  wholly  on  the  contributions  of  the  churches  and  benevo- 
lent individuals  for  the  supply  of  its  Colportage  Fund.  These  contribu- 
tions, therefore  are  indispensable  for  the  following  uses,  viz. 

1.  To  pay  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  incident  to  Colportage. 

2.  To  pay  for  the  large  amount  of  Books  and  Tracts  gratuitously  distri- 
buted by  Colporteurs. 

Just  in  proportion,  and  only  in  proportion,  as  the  churches  annually 
contribute  to  this  Fund,  is  the  Board  able  to  do  these  things.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

—  OP    THE  — 

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 


Notwithstanding  the  general  business  dejDvession  of  the  coun- 
tiy^  and  the  urgent  wants  of  other  important  enterprises,  the  con- 
tinued favor  of  God  has  caused  the  Church  Extension  work  to 
advance  during  the  year,  the  record  of  which  we  now  present. 

The  receipts  were  nearly  ^13,000,  or  more  than  twenty-five  per 
■cent,  bej^ond  those  of  any  previous  year. 

The  number  of  contributing  churches  was  1018,  or  sixty-eight 
more  than  in  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

The  average  grants  of  the  Board  increased  from  S438  to  $509, 
or  nearly  sixteen  per  cent. 

APrLICATIOXS. 

During  the  year  ending  April  1,  1869,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
one  churches  asked  for  aid  to  the  amount  of  §77,367  88,  averag- 
ing nearly  ^549  to  each  church. 

Last  year  one  hundred  and  eighty  churches  applied  for  $106,- 
577,  an  average  of  $592  for  each  church.  This  diminution,  both 
in  the  number  and  amount  of  applications,  we  suppose  was  the 
result  partly  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  country,  which  com- 
pelled many  of  our  feeble  churches  to  defer  their  church  erection, 
and  partly  of  the  more  general  impression  that  it  is  not  the  will 
of  contributors  that  the  Board  sliould  bear  the  chief  burden  of 
building  for  our  hoiiscless  churches,  but  simply  act  as  a  supple- 
mentary and  stimulative  agency,  through  which  the  church  at 
large  may  express  its  sympathy  for  the  well-considered  efforts  of 
its  feeble  congregations,  and  enable  them  to  draw  from  the  com- 
munities in  which  they  are  located,  aid  that  cotild  not  otherwise 
have  been  obtained. 

If  to  the  one  hundred  and  forty-one  applications  filed  during 
the  year,  there  be  added  those  undisposed  of  at  April  1,  1868,  it 
will  appear  that  the  Board  actually  had  before  it  during  the  year 
nnder  review,  applications  from  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  church- 
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68,  calling  for  $156,743 — a  number  and  amount  larger  than  during 
any  previous  year  in  its  history. 

There  remained  on  file  Api-il  1,  18('i9,  awaiting  the  receipt  of 
further  information,  applications  from  eighty-three  churches,  call- 
ing for  $53,100. 

APPROPRIATJOXS. 

Appropriations  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  one  hundred 
and  nine  churches  named  in  the  ajjpendix.  The  amount  granted 
to  these  churches  was  §55,510  10,  being  an  average  of  §509  27  to 
each  church.  The  close  approximation  of  the  average  applica- 
tions and  grants,  indicates  the  increased  ability  to  meet  the  rea- 
sonable wants  of  our  houseless  and  feeble  churches. 

Appropriations  amounting  to  S2500  were  during  the  year  with- 
drawn from  five  churches,  because  not  called  for  within  the  limit- 
ed time  of  two  years.  To  one  of  these  churches,  however,  a  new 
appropriation  has  since  been  made.  One  hundred  and  nine 
churches  during  the  year  drew  their  appropriations,  amounting 
to  852,149  OS. 

RECEIPTS  ANJ)   EXPEXDITURES. 

The  balance  appropriated  and  unappropriated  on  hand  April  1, 
1868,  was  $41,268  53.  The  receipts  from  April  1,  1868,  to  April 
1,  1869,  were  $63,038  63.  The  entire  amount  of  the  funds  of  the 
Eoard  during  the  year  was  therefore  §104,307  16.  From  the 
Treasurer's  report  in  the  appendix  it  appears  that  the  expendi- 
tures were  §55,368  07.  The  balance  which  shoujd  be  in  the 
Treasury  April  1,  1869,  is  therefore  §48,939  09. 

There  were,  however,  unpaid  at  that  date  liabilities  amounting 
to  §33,063  86,  leaving  an  unpledged  balance  of  §15,875  23  to  meet 
applications  already  filed,  (and  that  may  at  any  time  furnish  the 
requisite  information),  amounting  to  §53,100. 

Presented  in  the  usual  tabular  form,  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Board  at-  April  1,  1869,  was  this,  viz  :

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THf:  WOEK  DONE. 

In  the  fourteen  years  of  its  existence  your  Board  of  Church 
Extension  has  received  ^39,216  88. 

It  has  aided  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  different  churches  to  se- 
cure free  from  debt  church  propert}^  worth  over  !§o^000,000,  and 
that  Avill  accommodate  over  two  hundred  thousand  worshipers. 

THEIE  COST  AND   YALUE. 

The  above  figures  give  but  a  faint  impression  of  either  the  cost 
or  value  of  these  sanctuaries  the  Board  has  aided  to  erect.  The 
perfect  records  of  the  Judgment  alone  will  reveal  their  blessed 
fruits  and  the  wrestlings  and  sacrifices  that  made  them  precious 
to  the  Eedeemer.  We  may  perhaps  cite  a  few  of  the  many  in- 
stances of  self-denial  on  the  part  of  some  "poor  Saints"  in  which 
the  past  year  has  been  fruitful.  A  very  judicious  minister  in 
Iowa  writes  thus : 

"I  told  the  people,  do  your  very  best  and  hope  for  some  aid  at 
the  last,  if  you  cannot  get  along  without  it.  There  is  net  a  man 
of  any  considerable  means  amongst  us,  even  as  means  are  estimat- 
ed among  ])oor  people.  In  my  poverty  I  promised  them  $100,  and 
five  others,  small  farmers,  promised  each  S^IOO." 

A  worthy  pastor  in  Wisconsin  says  : 

''These  poor  people  are  truly  zealous  to  do,  even  above  their 
strength,  all  they  possibly  can  to  secure  to  them  and  their  chil- 
dren a  decent  place  to  worship  the  Lord.  All  their  time  being 
required  for  their  farming  labours  to  secure  a  living  for  their 
young  families,  they  then  said,  'We  shall  sleep  less,  only  three  or 
four  hours  per  night,  and  we  shall  give  that  part  of  our  lime  to 
work  for  the  Lord's  house.'  Besides  what  they  could  give  in  cash 
(for  some  of  them  gave  their  last  cent)  they  have  worked  the 
night  to  make  shingles  and  to  draw  materials  with  their  teams 
some  from  thirty-five  miles  far  off,  and  some  from  twelve  and 
fifteen  miles.  Some  of  them  have  passed  whole  nights  on  the 
road  with  their  teams,  and  worked  the  day  on  their  fields  to  gath- 
er their  crops." 

A  worthy  pastor  in  Wisconsin  writes  thus  : 

"One  widow  lady,  with  a  large  family  of  helpless  children  de- 
pendent on  their  own  labour  on  the  farm,  gave  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. An  elder,  in  quite  limited  circumstances,  with  an  aged 
mother  and  helpless  children  to  support,  gave  also  a  hundred  dol- 
lars. Most  of  our  members,  though  yet  in  debt  for  their  new 
farms,  and  with  very  limited  improvements  of  their  own,  con- 
tributed one  hundred  dollars,  some  of  them  borrowing  the  money 
at  twelve   per  cent,  interest.     With  a  family  to  support  out  of  a 
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salary  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  I  contributed  one  hundred 
dollars.  We  did  not  ask  for  help  without  first  making  an  effort 
ourselves.  We  feel  ver}-  thankful  for  the  aid  we  have  received 
from  the  Board." 

These  quotations  (which  we  might  multiply)  shew  that  these 
feeble  churches  are  not  asking  the  Board  to  do  for  them  what 
they  might  have  done  for  themselves,  but  simply  to  aid  them  in 
their  self-denying  efforts  to  build  the  Lord's  house. 

CONCLUSION. 

While  the  review,  which  we  have  taken  of  the  past  year,  bids 
us  "thank  God  and  take  courage,"  still  it  would  not  be  wise  to 
pass  by  the  humiliating  and  discouraging  fact,  that  of  our  twenty- 
seven  hundred  churches,  only  ten  hundred  and  thirteen  have  con- 
tributed to  this  Board,  leaving  sixteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  (and  among  these  some  of  the  larger  and  more  wealthy 
churches)  who  have  not  given  a  farthing  to  this  noble  and 
important  cause  during  the  year,  and  if  it  be  fair  to  measure 
their  prjiyers  by  their  alms,  they  have  failed  to  pray  that  "Zion's 
cords  may  be  lengthened  and  her  stakes  strengthened,"  and  that 
all  men  may  take  shelter  there.  To  such  emphatically  the  Lord 
calls  in  the  language  of  Haggai :  "Is  it  time  for  you,  O,  ye,  to 
dwell  in  your  ceiled  houses,  and  my  house  lie  waste  'i  Now,  there- 
fore, thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  consider  your  ways." 

It  is  a  solemn  and  momentous  question  for  the  church  to  an- 
swer, what  is  to  become  of  the  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands 
of  immigrants,  who  aresteadily  pouring  into  our  Western  States 
and  Territories,  where  there  are  no  churches  to  receive  them  ? 
ilany  of  them  are  the  children  of  pious  parents,  who  have  earl}- 
dedicated  them  to  God,  and  taught  them  to  frequent  the  house  of 
prayer ;  but  on  their  arrival  in  these  sparsely  settled  countries,, 
they  either  find  no  church  at  all,  or  perhaps  a  feeble  flock  without 
a  house  of  worship  into  which  to  be  invited  to  hear  the  word  of 
truth,  and  thus  they  are  left  to  spend  silent  Sabbaths,  or  tempted 
to  stray  into  other  folds  where  they  are  not  fed  with  "the  sincere 
milk  or  meat"  of  the  Gospel,  and  soon  they  are  lost  to  the  Pres- 
byterian church,  if  not  led  into  soul-destroying  error  and  infi- 
delity. 

Will  not  all  our  Presbyteries  see  to  it  that  every  church  under 
their  care  makes  an  annual  offering  to  the  cause  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, thai  we  may  erect   houses  of  worship  into  which  oui- 
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faithful  missionaries  and  pastors  may  invite  the  multitudes  who 
habitually  desecrate  God's  holy  day  ?  Then  shall  our  beloved 
Zion  "arise  and  shine,  her  light  having  come  and  the  glor}^  of  the 
Lord  being  risen  u^Don  her/'  and  multitudes  shall  come  "to  the 
brightness  of  her  rising." 

May  the  Lord  hasten  it,  in  His  time.

NINTH  ANNUAL   CIRCULAR 


St.  Louis,  June  17th,  1869. 

To  the  Sessions  of  Presbyterian  Churches  : 

Dear  Brethren — As  the  first  Sabbath  in  July  has  been  set  apart  by  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  annual  collection  for  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
allow  me  to  present  a  few  facts  concerning  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Board, 
with  the  earnest  request  that  they  may  be  laid  before  your  people  at  the  ap- 
pointed time,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

First — The  applications  on  file,  to-day,  are  more  than  $65,000  in  advance  of 
our  available  means.  A  large  portion  of  these  applications  come  from  feeble 
churches  in  our  new  States  and  Territories,  which  have  no  houses  of  worship. 
Shall  they  be' compelled  to  spend  another  winter  without  a  sanctuary  of  their 
own  in  which  to  worship  God  ? 

Second— Judging  from  the  number  of  applications  that  have  been  pouring  in 
upon  us  since  the  Ist  of  April,  the  demands  upon  our  Treasury  for  this  year 
will  very  greatly  exceed  those  of  the  past.  Some  of  these  sanctuaries,  now 
partially  built,  have  been  stopped  for  want  of  means  to  carry  them  forward  to 
completion,  and  others  are  in  danger  of  being  sold  for  debt. 

Third — The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Beneficence,  presented  to  and  adopt- 
ed by  the  last  General  Assembly,  calls  for  $90,000  for  this  Board  during  the 
current  year,  which  will  require  a  large  increase  of  contribution  from  the 
churches.     May  we  expect  it? 

Fourth — During  the  last  two  years  our  Board  has  given  about  $16,000  of  its 
funds  to  aid  the  Freedmen's  Committee  in  erecting  houses  of  worship  for  these 
poor  churches,  struggling  in  their  poverty  to  secure  for  themselves  that  freedom 
by  which  Christ  doth  make  his  people  free  ;  and  now,  that  the  aid  which  they 
have  hitherto  received  from  the  Government  is  withheld  from  them,  their  call 
upon  us  is  increasing. 

Fifth — Owing  to  the  increased  expense  of  living,  the  salaries  of  our  Domes- 
tic Missionaries — and  especially  those  who  minister  to  houseless  churches — have 
become  so  inadequate  that  many  of  them  must  leave  their  fields  of  labor,  or  se- 
cure the  sanctuary  that  always  brings  with  it  increased  means  of  support.  Thus 
the  cause  of  Domestic  Missions  will  be  greatly  advanced,  by  enabling  us  to  aid 
those  devoted  brethren  in  their  eflForts  to  build  the  Lord's  house,  into  which  they 
may  gather  enlarged  and  self-sustaining  congregations. 

Brethren,  the  time  is  at  hand  ;  see  to  it  that  none  of  your  people  neglect 
their  duty  to  this  great  cause.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Death  of  Dr.  Jones, 

The  Committee  of  the  Trustees  on  the  Fund  for  Disabled 
Ministers  and  their  Families,  in  presenting  their  Four- 
teenth Annual  Report  to  the  General  Assembly,  would 
here  record  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
Church  in  the  death  of  their  late  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Joseph  H.  Jones,  D.  D.  This  venerable  servant  of  God 
departed  this  life  at  his  residence  in  Philadelphia,  on  the 
morning  of  Tuesday,  the  22d  of  December,  1868,  after 
a  brief  illness  of  a  few  hours.  Having  dismissed  his 
physician  and  attendants,  he,  like  Livingston  and 
Chalmers,  passed  away  in  a  gentle  sleep,  with  no  one 
watching  over  his  couch  but  Him  who  holds  the  "keys  of 
death,"  and  ministering  angels. 

For  fourteen  and  a  half  years  since  he  first  met  the 
Committee,  (May  17,  1854,)  Dr.  Jones  has  been  engaged 
in  this  work ;  and  after  the  resignation  of  his  pastoral 
charge,  he  gave  to  it  his  whole  time  and  energies.  The 
progress  which  this  cause  has  made  within  the  last  seven 
years,  proves  the  wisdom  of  the  Trustees  in  securing  the 
entire  services  of  one  whom  long  experience  as  a  pastor, 
acquaintance  with  the  operations  of  the  Boards  of  the 
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Churcli,  and  tender  sympathy  for  the  poor  and  distressed, 
eminently  qualified  to  occupy  this  post.  While  he  is  affec- 
tionately remembered  in  the  three  churches  of  which  suc- 
cessively he  had  charge,  (Woodbury,  1st  New  Brunswick, 
and  6th  Philadelphia,)  he  is  specially  honored  with  grate- 
ful esteem  by  some  now  in  glory,  and  others  yet  on  earth, 
whose  hearts  have  been  cheered  by  his  ministrations  as 
Secretary  of  this  Committee.  Having  struggled  manfully 
for  many  years  against  a  tendency  to  spiritual  depression 
produced  by  "physical  causes,"  he  persevered  to  the  last 
in  his  Master's  work  with  great  earnestness,  conscientious- 
ness, and  discretion.  He  preached  on  the  subject  which 
lay  near  his  heart  on  the  Sabbath  immediately  before  his 
death,  and  so  may  be  said  to  have  died  with  "  the  har- 
ness on." 

It  will  be  regarded  as  no  disparagement  to  the  valuable 
services  rendered  by  ministers  and  laymen,  who  have 
written,  spoken,  and  labored  in  behalf  of  the  Fund  for 
Disabled  Ministers,  to  say  that  the  success  which  has 
attended  this  scheme  of  benevolence  is  due  as  much  to 
the  untiring  devotion  and  assiduity  of  Dr.  Jones,  as  to 
any  other  agency.  His  name  will  be  permanently  asso- 
ciated with  it,  and  for  this,  as  well  as  his  zealous  labors 
in  other  spheres  of  duty,  he  has,  we  doubt  not,  received 
the  high  commendation :  "Well  done!  good  and  faithful 
servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

What  the  General  Assembly  has  done. 

It  is  just  twenty  years  since  the  General  Assembly 
inaugurated  the  only  plan  which  has  proved  available  and 
successful,  to  meet  the  wants  of  Disabled  Ministers  and 
the  Widows    and    Orphans  of   deceased  Ministers.     At 
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Pittsburg,    on    Tuesday,    May    28,    1849,    after   mature 
deliberation,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted,  viz : 

'■'Resolved^  1st.  That  in  order  to  constitute  a  fund  for  the  support  of  the 
■widows  and  families  of  deceased  ministers,  and  for  the  relief  of  superan 
nuated  and  disabled  living  ministers,  it  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  all  our 
Synods  and  Presbyteries  to  take  such  action  as  may  secure  a  contribution 
annually. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  a  column  be  added  to  the  table  of  statistical  reports 
for  these  contributions. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  the  funds  thus  contributed  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
Board  of  Publication,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Presbyteries,  as  the 
funds  for  Domestic  Missions,  Education,  and  Church  Extension  are  now 
appropriated. 

Resolved,  4th.  That  in  order  to  the  founding  of  a  Permanent  Fund  for 
this  same  object,  special  contributions  and  legacies  be  invited  from  all 
parts  of  the  Church,  the  principal  of  which  shall  be  safely  invested  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  interest  be  added  to 
the  general  fund  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  resolution." 

These  resolutions  are  the  more  worthy  of  attention  as 
they  may  be  said  to  contain  the  standing  law  of  the 
Church  on  this  subject.  There  has  been  no  material 
change  in  this  plan  for  these  twenty  years.  In  1852,  at 
the  request  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  the  charge  of 
distributing  the  fund  was  transferred  from  that  Board  to 
the  Trustees  of  the' General  Assembly. 

The  subject  did  not,  in  any  form,  engage  the  attention 
of  the  Assemblies  of  1850  and  1851.  In  that  of  1853, 
a  memorial  was  presented  from  the  Presbytery  of  Red- 
stone, asking  the  Assembly  to  "make  more  effectual  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  diseased  and  superannuated 
ministers  in  indigent  circumstances;"  which  was  referred 
to  the  next  Assembly.  But  it  was  not  taken  up  the  next 
year,  nor  was  there  any  action  in  reference  to  the  Fund 
either  at  the  Assembly  of  1854,  or  that  of  1855.     The 
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First  Report  from  the  Committee  of  the  Trustees,  was 
made  to  the  Assembly  of  1856,  which  met  in  the  First 
Church,  New  York-  City.  This  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee,  who  reported  a  paper,  the  matter  of  which 
called  forth  a  long  and  animated  discussion,  taking  a  wide 
range.  That  paper  was  finally  rejected  by  a  large  vote, 
and  the  Assembly,  strongly  fixed  in  its  purpose  to  adhere 
to  the  original  plan  of  1849,  adopted  the  following: 

^^  Resolved,  1st.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Presbyteries 
to  take  such  action  in  reojard  to  this  matter  as  will  tend  to  bring  up  the 
Church  to  the  performance  of  her  duty  in  regard  thereto. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  every  minister  and  church-session  be  earnestly 
requested  to  present  this  subject  to  their  congregation  during  the  coming 
year,  and  obtain  a -contribution  to  the  object;  which  contribution  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  be  disbursed  in  an  economical  way,  and  upon  an  equitable 
ratio  upon  application  made  through  the  Presbytery  to  which  the  party 
applying  for  relief  naturally  belongs,  or  a  committee  of  that  Presbytery; 
the  Board  to  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  digest  and  report  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  a  scheme  for  future  operations." 

That  Committee,  through  their  chairman,  the  Hon. 
H.  H.  Leavitt,  presented  to  the'  Assembly  of  1857,  a 
well-digested,  lucid,  and  able  report,  in  which  the  various 
schemes  which  had  been  proposed  were  examined,  and 
the  superiority  of  the  Plan  inaugurated  in  1849  was  vin- 
dicated. This  report  was  adopted,  and  by  order  printed. 
It  is  proper  here  to  add  that  for  at  least  twenty  years, 
Judge  Leavitt  has  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the 
investigation  of  this  whole  subject,  for  which  "  labor  of 
love"  he  justly  deserves  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  whole 
Presbyterian  Church. 

After  the  action  on  Judge  Leavitt' s  report,  the  follow- 
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ing  paper  was  also  adopted  as  expressive  of  the  judgment 
of  the  Assembly  of  1857,  viz: 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  interest  of  the  churches  in  the  subject 
of  pecuniary  aid  to  disabled  and  indigent  clergymen  and  their  families, 
which  this  Assembly  would  gratefully  acknowledge,  there  is  still  an  inad- 
equate response  to  the  demands  of  justice  in  their  behalf. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  reaiBrm  the  action  of  1849  on 
this  subject,  and  earnestly  recommend  that  an  annual  collection  for  this 
object  be  made  by  our  churches  and  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  General  Assembly." 

At  the  Assembly  of  1861,  the  order  was  renewed 
directing  that  a  separate  column  in  the  statistical  tables 
be  given  to  the  collections  for  this  Fund.  This  order  was 
carried  into  effect  in  the  Minutes  of  that  year,  and  it  has 
continued  to  be  observed  in  each  succeeding  year. 

In  1862,  it  was 

^^  Resolved,  That  hereafter,  there  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  Fund  for  Disabled 
Ministers  and  the  Widows  and  Children  of  deceased  Ministers,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  in  connection  with  the  other  Standing  Com- 
mittees." 

In  addition  to  passing  the  usual  resolutions,  this  Assem- 
bly appointed  a  special  committee  consisting  of  three 
ruling  elders  and  the  Secretary,  to  report  the  next  year. 
That  committee,  however,  made  no  report  to  the  following 
Assembly,  but  requested  to  be  discharged,  because  (as  was 
believed)  upon  mature  deliberation  and  comparison  of 
views,  it  was  deemed  impracticable  to  adopt  any  new 
scheme,  and  not  easy  to  improve  on  the  Plan  of  1849, 
which  was  working  well. 

At  the  Assembly  of  1863  it  was 

^^  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  success  and  favorable  acceptance  of  the 
Plan  recommended  by  the  Assembly  of  1849,  and  sanctioned  by  several 
subsequent  Assemblies,  this  Assembly  reaffirm  said  action,  and  recommend 
that  annual  collections  be  solicited  in  all  the  churches  for  current  expen- 
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ditures ;  and  also,  that  large  donations  and  bequests  be  solicited  to  form 
gradually  a  Permanent  Fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  pledged  in 
aid  of  the  objects  indicated. 

Resolved,  That  should  the  sums  contributed  by  the  churches  in  any 
year  exceed  the  sum  needed  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  the  Trustees  be 
authorized  to  invest  such  surplus  as  a  part  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  in 
such  way  as  that  it  shall  be  safe  and  productive." 

In  1864,  the  Assembly 

^'Resolved,  That  while  in  the  judgment  of  this  Assembly  a  fund  accru- 
ing from  legacies  and  other  sources  may,  in  some  respects,  be  desirable, 
the  chief  dependence  of  this  scheme  of  benevolence  should  be  placed — as 
it  is  in  the  case  of  the  several  Boards  of  the  Assembly — on  the  annual 
contributions  made  by  the  churches  in  their  behalf. 

Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  earnestly  calls  upon  the  churches  in  its 
connection  to  consider  their  responsibility  and  duty  to  contribute  to  this 
cause ;  and  in  view  of  the  extreme  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  most 
needy  and  deserving  to  make  application  for  aid,  urges  upon  the  several 
Presbyteries  the  duty  of  searching  out  those  within  their  bounds  who  are 
proper  subjects  of  relief  and  making  the  requisite  application  to  the  Trus- 
tees in  their  behalf. 

Resolved,  That  in  consideration  of  the  urgent  wants  of  ,those  needing 
relief,  and  of  the  increased  expenses  of  living,  the  Assembly  recommends 
that  the  yearly  appropriations  to  the  recipients  of  this  Fund  be,  if  possi- 
ble, largely  increased. 

The  resolutions  of  1865  were  a  reiteration  of  those  of 
former  Assembhes;  but  in  1866,  in  addition  to  those 
recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee,  the  following 
paper  was  adopted,  viz: 

Whereas,  This  General  Assembly  recognizes  the  principle  that  the 
funds  contributed  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  widows 
and  children  of  deceased  ministers  come  to  them  as  a  right,  and  not  as  a 
mere  charity;  and  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  some,  through  extreme 
modesty  and  backwardness,  are  unwilling  to  make  their  cases  known,  and 
therefore,  suffer  in  silence  from  want,  therefore,  in  order  to  meet  these 
cases,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  do  justice  to  all,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  made  the  duty  of  each  Presbytery 
under  our  care,  whenever  any  one  of  their  members  shall,  for  any  cause, 
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not  inferring  crime,  cease  to  discharge  the  functions  of  the  gospel  ministry 
with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  his  Presbytery,  immediately  to  inquire 
into  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  such  minister,  so  far  as  to  satisfy 
themselves  in  regard  to  the  necessity  and  acceptableness  of  aid  from  this 
Fund  ;  and,  if  desirable,  take  the  necessary  steps  to  procure  it  for  him, 
and  continue  it  to  him  from  year  to  year,  so  long  as  the  necessity  exists, 
without  waiting  for  his  personal  application. 

And  further,  Upon^he  death  of  any  minister  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  his  Presbytery,  the  same  course  shall  be  pursued  by  the  Presbytery 
in  regard  to  his  surviving  family. 

Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  impressed  with  the  desirableness  and 
importance  of  increasing  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  Permanent  Fund  for 
this  branch  of  the  Church's  benefactions,  does  hereby  renew  its  earnest 
solicitation  of  donations  and  legacies,  small  as  well  as  large,  to  this  Fund, 
not  only  from  the  wealthy,  but  also  from  those  in  more  moderate  circum- 
stances. And  it  would  urge  all  our  ministers  and  elders  and  private 
members  to  exert  their  influence,  and  employ  their  efforts  by  every  laud- 
able means  in  their  power,  to  secure  such  donations  and  legacies." 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Assemblies  of  1867  and 
1868,  exp)ress  continued  confidence  in  the  present  modes 
of  raisins;  and  administering;  the  Fund,  uro;e  the  churches 
to  increased  liberality  in  making  contributions,  and  renew 
the  charge  to  Presbyteries  to  bring  this  subject  before  the 
people,  as  well  as  to  search  out  the  needy  and  recommend 
them  to  the  Committee  of  the  Trustees. 

The  above  review  of  the  doings  of  our  General  Assem- 
blies and  the  extracts  from  resolutions  adopted,  are  spread 
out  on  these  pages,  so  that  our  ministers  and  churches 
may  have  in  a  portable  form  all  the  information  which  is 
essential  to  a  distinct  understanding  of  the  Plan  that  has 
been  in  operation  for  these  twenty  years.  They  are 
respectfully  commended  to  careful  examination,  in  the 
earnest  hope  that  Pastors  and  stated  supplies  may  use 
them  as  the  basis  for  an  appeal  to  the  people  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  our  Church. 
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Annual  Contributions. 
During  these  twenty  years  the  churches  have  contri- 
buted the  following  sums,  the  financial  year  in  each  case 
ending  April  1st.

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"  "  1869,     32,772  34   from  probably  about    one-half 

of  the  churches  connected  with  the  General  Assembly. 

In  these  amounts  are  included  the  legacies,  and  private 
donations  which  have  been  bestowed  to  constitute  a  Per- 
manent Fund,  that  is,  the  sum  of  $24,066.81,  of  which 
$23,656.81  have  been  invested.  The  interest  accruing 
from  this  small  Permanent  Fund  has  been  applied 
agreeably  to  the  injunctions  of  the  Assembly  to  the  same 
purposes  as  the  annual  contributions  from  the  churches. 

From  this  schedule  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  churches  contributing 
and  in  the  aggregate  of  the  annual  collections.     It  is  but 
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just  to  say  that  for  a  year  or  two  past  the  majority  of  the 
larger  and  wealthier  churches  has  been  embraced  in  the 
number  of  contributing  churches,  and  that  many  of  the 
non-contributinsf  are  small  in  numbers  and  weak  in  re- 
sources.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration,  however,  that 
these  feeble  churches  can  least  of  all  afford  to  withhold 
their  "mite"  from  the  Lord's  treasury;  for  they  stand 
most  in  n^ed  of  the  Divine  blessing  which  surely  follows 
liberal  giving,  for  "the  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat." 

Disbursement  of  the  Fund. 

The  manner  in  which  the  funds  have  .been  appropri- 
ated may  be  learned  from  the  following  statements. 

During  the  year  ending  A.pril  Ist,  1850,  nothing  was  expended.  From 
that  date  to  April  1st,  1851,  $325  were  distributed,  and  during  the  next 
year  to  April  1st,  1852,  $725  were  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion. After  the  duty  of  disbursing  these  funds  was  assigned  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  take  the 
matter  in  charge.  The  first  meeting  of  that  Committee  was  held  Novem- 
ber 22,  1852,  and  from  that  time  to

Of  those  who  have  been  assisted  by  this  Fund  six 
have  died  during  the  past  year,  four  of  whom  were  aged 
and  venerable  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  one  an  aged 
widow. 

The  recipients  of  this  bounty,  and  how  they  regard  it. 
As  to  the  circumstances  of  those  who  are  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Committee  for  aid,  there  is  a  great 
variety,  yet  in  this  they  agree,  that  their  righteous  claims 
appeal  to  our  sense  of  justice,  while  their  necessities  call 
for  our  compassion.  Here  is  aii  aged  minister  disabled 
by  a  fall,  there  one  worn  out  by  forty  years  of  toil, 
another  made  helpless  by  paralysis,  and  still  another 
afflicted  with  mental  incapacity  as  well  as  bodily  infir- 
mity. One  laid  aside  for  a  season  by  debility,  begs  a 
small  sum  to  pay  the  funeral  expenses  of  his  deceased 
wife;  and  another,  in  the  last  stage  of  consumption,  writes 
in  pencil,  asking  for  something  to  minister  to  his  wants 
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during  the  short  remnant  of  his  life,  with  enough  besides 
to  meet  the  cost  of  his  burial.  An  aged  father,  whose 
funds  were  exhausted,  writes  with  a  tremulous  hand, 
"  My  wife  gets  about  house  only  on  a  crutch,  and  con- 
tinues a  great  sufferer.  My  feebleness  increases  upon  me ; 
and  as  we  keep  no  help  our  necessary  toil  is  often  too 
much  for  our  strength.  But  instead  of  complaining,  we 
have  occasion  to  sing  of  the  Lord's  mercies  continually." 

Of  a  widow  with  a  large  family,  whose  burden  should 
have  been  made  lighter  long  before  she  made  application, 
a  correspondent  says :  "She  has  worn  herself  out  by  hard 
work,  not  wanting  to  apply  to  your  Fund.  She  tells  me 
that  she  has  expended  the  little  that  was  left  of  her 
father's  estate  at  the  time  of  her  husband's  death.  Before 
his  death  a  short  time,  he  said  to  his  wife :  *  You  have 
given  $1200  to  the  support  of  the  gospel  since  we  were 
married.'  Having  spent  all  she  had,  and  broken  herself 
down  by  hard  work  for  seventeen  years,  she  feels  obliged 
to  look  for  aid  to  you."  This  is  not  a  solitary  instance. 
But  it  may  well  be  asked,  does  the  Church  demand  that 
her  faithful  servants,  or  their  widows,  shall  first  reduce 
themselves  to  absolute  pauperism  before  she  will  step  in 
for  their  relief?     Surely  not. 

A  highly  esteemed  minister  writes:   "A  few  days  since 

I  was  at ,  where  I  saw  the  Rev. .     I  learned 

incidentally  that  he  was  in  very  destitute  circumstances, 
and  I  made  bold  to  ask  him  to  state  to  rae  his  actual  con- 
dition. I  found  matters  with  him  were  worse  than  I  had 
feared.  His  mind  is  sadly  shattered,  as  at  times  is  readily 
noticed.  It  comes,  I  conceive,  from  his  depressed  condi- 
tion, and  himself,  wife  and  daughter  are  now  wholly  de- 
pendent on  the  small  salary  of  his  young  son.     Cannot 
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something  be  done  for  him  out  of  your  Disabled  Ministers' 
Fund  ?  His  life  has  been  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Church, 
and  before  his  Presbytery  can  act  on  his  case  next  spring 
he  must  suffer  unless  sooner  relieved.  He  needs  $200  or 
$300  this  winter  to  pay  his  house-rent  and  supply  his  family 
with  the  commonest  necessaries  of  life.  0!  when  I  see 
families  suffering  in  that  way,  how  I  want  to  be  rich  enough 
to  help  them  at  least  to  the  ordinary  comforts  of  life." 

Listen  to  one  who  states  his  own  case:  "It  is  with 
great  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
check  which  has  just  come  to  hand.  None  but  the  needy 
and  helpless  can  appreciate  the  relief  thus  afforded  by  this 
Fund,  but  could  they  experience  some  of  the  joy  and 
comfort  it  brings  to  poor  suffering  ministers  and  their 
families,  they  would  feel  more  than  repaid  for  all  they 
have  done  for  Christ  and  his  cause  in  this  way. 

"The  aid  thus  furnished  us  last  year,  and  now  for  the 
coming  year,  has  lifted  a  dark  cloud  and  removed  a  heavy 
burden  of  anxiety  from  my  mind.  Not  able  to  earn  any- 
thing for  the  last  two  years,  and  having  little  means  to 
depend  upon,  and  that  fast  passing  away,  and  having  a 
helpless  family  to  provide  for,  you  can  imagine  the  strait 
to  which  I  was  reduced  in  reference  to  the  sustenance  of 
myself  and  my  dear  children.  But  God  has  graciously 
raised  up  friends  in  the  Church,  who  have  caused  the  sad 
to  rejoice  and  the  faint-hearted  to  take  courage. 

"  My  health  has  been  very  poor  for  the  past  year,  and 
I  have  regarded  my  case  as  almost  hopeless  until  the  pre- 
sent. Both  lungs  and  liver  are  diseased.  I  am  just  now 
recovering  from  a  bilious  attack,  attended  with  protracted 
disease  of  another  form,  and  feel  so  much  better  than  I 
have  been  for  the  past  year,  at  least  unless  my  cough,

which  is  very  bad  now,  should  prevent.  I  am  in  the 
hands  of  an  all- wise  and  beneficent  Father,  and  all  will 
be  well  as  he  directs.  My  wife  is  neither  strong  nor 
healthy,  and  hence  is  not  able  to  do  more  than  take  care 
of  her  family,  but  often  feels  as  though  she  ought  to  try 
to  earn  something  in  some  way.  We  have  two  little 
daughters.  These  we  are  trying  to  educate  for  usefulness 
in  the  world.  May  the  Lord  furnish  the  means  and  aid 
you  in  this  good  work  of  love." 

A  "mother  in  Israel,"  of  great  refinement  and  high 
intellectual  culture,  bending  under  the  infirmities  of  age, 
writes;  "Pen,  ink  and  paper  fail  to  convey  the  heartfelt 
emotion  I  feel  for  the  wide  opea  hand  extended  to  me  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Board.  '  I  was  a  stranger'  and  ye 
ministered  to  my  necessity.  Oh !  accept  my  thanksgiv- 
mg. 

And  again'  "  A  thousand  thanks  for  your  epistle.  The 
solitary  rejoice  with  singing;  weak  hands  are  strength- 
ened, feeble  knees  confirmed,  and  sorrow  and  sighing  flee 
away  by  your  benevolent  devotion  to  the  suffering,  virtu- 
ally fulfilling  the  command  of  Christ,  the  Divine  Head, 
who,  though  equal  with  God  Most  High,  humbled  him- 
self in  sympathy  to  the  temporal  necessities,  trials,  and 
adversities  of  his  brethren  in  the  flesh,  as  you  remember 
the  afflicted,  bearing  in  mind  the  special  interests  of  the 
widow  and  orphan.  Duty  compels  me  to  sincerely  thank 
all  friends  for  relief  afforded,  still  feeling  assured  if  my 
Heavenly  Father  continues  my  life  with  the  present 
feeble  health,  (I  never  can  expect  strength  more)  that  he 
who  cares  for  the  sparrows  will  not  fail  me  in  life  nor  in 
death's  dark  hour.  As  weakness  continues  and  age  ad- 
vances, the   world  recedes,   death  loses  its  sting  and  is

swallowed  up  in  victory  through  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

And  but  an  hour  ago,  in  the  midst  of  penning  these 
lines,  came  an  urgent  plea  from  the  widow  of  one  of  the 
most  highly  esteemed  ministers  of  our  Church,  whose 
funds  were  exhausted,  and  whose  landlord  threatened  to 
sell  her  furniture  to  secure  payment  for  rent  now  due.  It 
need  not  be  added,  that  in  view  of  the  honor  of  our 
Church  and  the  claims  of  humanity,  prompt  measures 
were  adopted  to  meet  this  trying  emergency. 

One  of  the  gifted  sons  of  the  Church,  now  in  glory, 
wrote:  "Your  prompt  and  kind  attention  to  me  has  filled 
me  with  feelings  that  cannot  be  described.  I  hesitated 
for  a  time  to  accept  the  amount,  but  regarded  the  whole 
arrangement  as  so  purely  providential  that  I  was  con- 
strained to  look  upon  it  as  help  from  the  Master  in  a  time 
of  need,  and  therefore  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  check.  It  has  rolled  a  world  of  anxiety  and  care 
from  my  mind,  and  has  enabled  me  to  obtain  such  relief 
as  promises  me  a  speedy  restoration  to  health  and  return 
to  labor. 

.  "My  friends  have  been  exceedingly  kind  to  me  in  my 
afHiction,  and  God  has  given  me  richer  experience  of  his 
goodness  and  redeeming  mercy.  I  hope  some  day  to 
return  the  whole  amount  to  the  Fund  for  Disabled  Minis- 
ters, and  trust  our  Church  v/ill  be  able  greatly  to  enlarge 
this  fund  so  fraught  with  blessing  to  the  poor  and  afflicted 
servants  of  God." 

State  of  Feeling  in  the  Church   as  to  this   Fund. 

Your  Committee  are  persuaded  that  there  is  a  con- 
stantly increasing  interest  in  this  cause  among  our  minis- 
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ters,  ruling  elders,  ^nd  people.  The  following  extracts 
from  communications  sent  from  different  and  widely  dis- 
tant sections  of  the  Church,  present  a  fair  exhibition  of 
the  state  of  opinion  and  feeling  which  prevails. 

Writes  one:  "  I  purpose  (D.  V.)  not  to  cease  to  lift  up 
ray  voice,  while  I  have  any,  in  behalf  of  the  disabled  ser- 
vants of  the  Church  and  the  widows  and  children  of  those 
who  have  been  worn  out  in  her  service." 

An  aged  father  accompanies  a  liberal  contribution  with 
the  remarks  :  "  Our  churches  generally  do  not  contribute 
as  largely  as  they  ought  to  this  cause.  I  hope  they  will 
improve  in  this  regard.  I  gave  them  a  lecture  on  this 
subject  at  our  last  meeting  of  Presbytery." 

Another:  "Allow  me  to  assure  you  that  as  ever  in  the 
past,  so  in  the  future,  I  shall  not  fail,  as  occasion  offers, 
to  advocate  the  interests  of  that  precious  and  most  right- 
eous Fund  entrusted  to  your  oversight." 

Another  still:  "It  seems  to  me  that  considering  the 
pecuniary  ability  of  the  Churches  of  this  Presbytery  we 
ought  to  contribute  as  much  as  we  receive — at  least,  that, 
— to  say  nothing  about  brotherly  compassion  for  our  fel- 
low-laborers disabled,  and  their  families,  as  an  incentive 
to  more  productive  action,  we  ought  to  be  constrained  by 
a  sense  of  simple  justice." 

Again:  "See  that  the  aged  and  infirm  who  have  spent 
their  strength  in  the  service  of  their  Master  be  not  for- 
gotten." 

It  is  cheering  to  read:  "I  wish  you  abundant  success 
in  your  labors  for  this  cause.  It  has  my  hearty  sympa- 
thy. I  determined  when  I  entered  the  ministry  that,  as 
long  as  I  was  a  pastor,  this  Fund  should  receive  some- 
thing from  me  each  year.     I  cannot  but  wonder  that  all 
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its  sacred  claims  are  not  advocated  by  each  minister 
within  the  pale  of  our  branch  of  Christ's  Church. 

And  this  also  :  "  We  love  this  noble  benevolence  sin- 
cerely. I  have  striven  to  impress  its  claims  upon  this 
people.  The  offering  enclosed  is  comparativel}^  insignifi- 
cant. May  the  Lord  bless  it  to  some  poor  suffering  ser- 
vant of  his,  who  has  expended  his  energies  in  endeavor- 
ing to  preach  the  precious  gospel.  Next  to  the  claims  of 
the  perishing  heathen,  there  is  no  Board  of  our  Church 
for  which  I  have  so  sincere  a  love  as  that  which  you 
represent.  I  would  that  this  church  might  respond  more 
heartily  to  the  claims  which  this  noble  benevolence  has 
upon  them.  They  seem  to  be  awakening  to  a  sense  of 
duty  in  this  respect.  I  trust »it  may  be  the  beginning  of 
better  things." 

Another  writes  :  "  Nothing  connected  with  our  Church 
impresses  me  more  painfully  than  the  inadequate  provi- 
sion for  the  support  of  the  ministry.  It  is  not  only  a 
burning  shame,  but  a  shocking  crime,  as  it  seems  to  me, 
that  a  man  should  be  allowed  to  spend  the  vigor  of  his 
life  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  then  when  he  can 
do  no  more  to  be  left  to  suffer." 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  we  entreat  all  our  ministers  and  other 
office-bearers,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  awaken  and 
maintain  a  lively  interest  in  this  as  well  as  the  other 
benevolent  schemes  of  our  beloved  Church.  In  all  the 
congregations,  small  as  well  as  large,  poor  as  well  as  rich, 
let  the  cause  be  presented  and  a  collection  be  taken  up 
each  year.  A  moderate  contribution  from  every  church 
would  soon  fill  the  treasury.

Presbyteries  are  solicited  to  inquire  diligently  and  often 
into  the  wants  of  their  sufFerinoj  brethren,  and  of  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  adopt  the  most  feasable  mea- 
sures for  ministering  speedy  relief  to  the  destitute.  Long 
delay  sometimes  causes  great  mental  distress,  as  well  as 
bodily  suffering.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  multiplied 
labors  and  cares  of  our  ministers  in  active  service,  will 
not  so  engross  their  attention,  as  that  the  aged  and  needy 
shall  be  forgotten  or  neglected.  The  entire  responsibility 
of  recommending  applicants  devolves  on  the  Presbyteries, 
and  they  will  doubtless  exercise  firmness,  tenderness,  wis- 
dom and  fidelity  in  the  administration  of  this  trust  commit- 
ted to  them  by  the  General  Assem.bly.  Some  modest  and 
sensitive  people  are  repelled  by  the  fear  that  their  private 
affairs  will  be  subjected  to  a  severe  scrutiny.  Let  it  then 
be  understood  that  neither  Presbyteries,  nor  their  Com- 
mittees, while  faithful  in  duty,  are  expected  to  erect  them- 
selves into  anything  like  inquisitorial  courts,  or  to  adopt  a 
system  of  espionage,  which  would  be  as  unjust  as  it 
would  be  ungenerous  and  unchristian.  Our  Heavenly 
Father  "giveth  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not."  Let  the 
superannuated  and  the  destitute  be  invited  and  encouraged 
to  apply  for  aid,  with  the  assurance  that  the  great  heart 
of  the  Church  beats. warmly  towards  them,  and  that  her 
full  hand  is  open  to  make  good  the  declaration  of  the 
Psalmist:  "I  have  never  seen  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor 
his  seed  begging  bread." 

There  are  some  among  us  whom  the  Lord  has  greatly 
prospered  in  temporal  things,  and  besides  wealth,  has  also 
endowed  them  v/ith  generous  hearts.  If  they  have  any 
"free-will  offerings"  to  bring,  the  Committee  are  ready 
to  receive  their  donations,  and  add  them  to  the  Perma- 
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neat  Fund.  Perhaps  there  are  some  persons  now  dehbe- 
rating  what  disposition  they  shall  make  by  A¥ill  of  a 
portion  of  their  estate  for  charitable  purposes;  we  respect- 
fully entreat  them  to  consider  favorably  the  claims  of 
this  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers  and  the  Widows  and 
Children  of  deceased  Ministers. 

In  a  word,  we  beg  a  continued  interest  in  the  prayers, 
the  hearty  co-operation  and  liberal  contributions  of  all 
the  people  throughout  the  whole  Church, 

The  promises  of  God  stand  sure:  "He  that  watereth 
shall  be  watered  also  himself:  "Give,  and  it  shall  be 
given  to  you:"  "  If  thou  draiv  out  thy  soul  to  the  hungry 
and  satisfy  the  ajffiicted  soul,  then  shall  thy  light  rise  in 
obscurity,  and  thy  darkness  he  as  the  noonday.  And 
the  Lord  shall  guide  thee  continually,  and  satisfy  thy 
sold  in  drought,  and  make  fat  all  thy  bones ;  and  thou 
shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden,  and  like  a  spring  of 
water  whose  waters  fade  not."

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ACTION  OF  THE  GENEEAL  ASSEMBLY. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  New  York 
City,  in  May,  1869,  the  following  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  was  appointed:  Eev.  "W",  R.  Mar- 
shall, D.D.,  Rev.  J.  C.  McClintock,  Rev.  F.  T.  Williams. 
Elders  Samuel  Burtis,  E.  F.  Houseman. 

Their  Report  is  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Report  of  Trustees  in  relation  to 

the  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  needy  Widows 

and  Orphans  of  deceased  Ministers. 

Your  Committee  find  the  Report  opening  with  an  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  afflictive  visitation  of  the  Master  in  the 
removal  by  death  of  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Jones,  D.  D.,  for  many 
years  the  faithful  and  efficient  Secretary  of  the  Committee  in 
charge  of  this  important  work.  The  Trustees  do  but  utter  a 
pleasant  fact,  and  pay  a  well-merited  tribute  to  his  memory 
when  they  say  in  this  Report,  "He  is  especially  honored 
with  grateful  esteem  by  some  now  in  glory,  and  others  yet 
on  earth,  whose  hearts  have  been  cheered  by  his  ministra- 
tions as  Secretary  of  this  Committee,"  and  again :  "  The 
success  which  has  attended  this  scheme  of  benevolence  is  due 
as  much  to  the  untiring  devotion  and  assiduity  of  Dr.  Jones 
as  to  any  other  agency."  And  doubtless  this  General  Assem- 
bly will  cordially  endorse  this  remembrance  of  one  so  good 
and  so  useful,  now  departed. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  observe  from  the  Report 
that  this  important  cause  is  still  advancing  its  place  in 
the  serious  attention  and  benevolent  action  of  our  people. 
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The  receipts  of  this  Fund  for  the  last  year  were  from  con- 
tributions of  Churches,  $32,772.34 ;  miscellaneous,  $1,189.64, 
which  with  the  interest  on  Permanent  Fund  and  a  balance 
from  the  preceding  year,  make  a  total  of  $39,840.78 

Add  receipts  to  May  18,  1869,  $4,125.65 

Total,  ,  $43,966.43 

Deduct  paid  out  to  May  18,  1869,  40,357.35 

And  there  remains  in  the  Treasury,  May  18, 1869,  $3,609.43 
It  is  especially  gratifying  to  notice  that  the  receipts  from 
Churches  are  $6,850.62  in  advance  of  the  receipts  from  that 
source  the  preceding  year,  and  that  this  result  was  produced 
largely  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  churches  making 
contributions.  We  are  further  gratified  to  observe  from  this 
well  prepared  report,  that  for  twenty  years  this  scheme  has 
steadily  progressed  in  all  the  conditions  of  its  efficiency,  even 
growing  from  a  feeble  to  a  great  agency  for  charitable  relief; 
God  thus  revealing  in  the  sympathies  of  his  people,  fidelity  to 
his  promise,  divine  care  for  his  servants,  and  approbation 
upon  this  scheme  of  the  Church  ;  and  in  the  influence  of  that 
same  spirit  producing  still  further  growth  of  Christian  sym- 
pathy and  benevolent  action,  we  confidently  trust  for  the 
continued  prosperity  and  needful  enlargement  of  this  work. 

We  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  this  Assembly  the  adoption 
of  the  following: 

Resolved,  1st.  That  in  the  constant  and  increasing  pros- 
perity of  this  cause,  the  General  Assembly  recognizes  both 
the  approbation  of  the  Master,  and  an  emphatic  intimation  of 
the  Church's  duty  to  prosecute  the  scheme  vigorously,  and 
sustain  it  liberally. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  believing  its  object  as  yet  but  imper- 
fectly attained,  the  General  Assembly  earnestly  reiterates  the 
injunctions  which,  in  former  years,  it  laid  upon  Churches  and 
Presbyteries.

FOUETH    AIsNUAL    REPORT 


OF      THE 


Assembly's  Committee  on  Freedmen, 

I'rom  Mao^  ht,  '/868,  to  May  /st,  /869. 


The  Committee  on  Freedmen  have  prosecuted  their  work  with 
carefulness  and  energy  for  another  year,  and  now  respectfully 
present  to  the  General  Assembly  their  Fourth  Annual  Report. 
They  desire  to  recognize  the  good  hand  of  God,  in  all  the  success 
which  has  attended  the  ejffort  to  plant  schools  and  churches  among 
the  freedmen. 

The  general  plan  of  operations  which  was  adopted  two  years 
ago,  has  been  continued,  in  its  main  features,  through  the  past 
year.  This  plan  includes  the  three  general  divisions  of  the  work 
required  of  the  Committee,  viz  : 

1st.     The  raising  of  Funds. 

"2d.  The  enlisting,  selection,  and  location  of  Mission- 
aries AND  Teachers. 

3d.     The  direction  and  supervision  of  Missionary  labor. 

The  faith,  courage,  and  persevering  energy  with  which  the  Avork 
had  to  be  conducted  through  the  year,  is  indicated  by  a  few  facts, 
which  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  the  Church. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Committee  found  that  they 
had  one  hundred  and  thirty  missionaries  in  commission,  who  were 
entirely  dependent  for  the  ability,  either  to  remain  in,  or  retire 
from  the  field.  They  had  sixty  newly  organized  churches,  and 
thirty-eight  schools,  with  their  3000  pupils,  which  could  neither 
be  neglected  nor  abandoned,  without  disaster  to  them,  and  dishonor 
to  the  Church.  To  meet  the  demands  of  these  missions  and  mis- 
sionaries, there  remained  in  the  treasury,  on  the  1st  of  May,  the 


balance  from  last  year  of  ^1,908. 91 ;  not  sufficient  money  to  pay 
salaries  due  at  the  end  of  the  month.  This  condition  of  things 
was  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  the  liabilities  of  the  two  great 
Boards  of  the  Church,  the  Foreign  and  Domestic,  were  such  as  to 
demand  the  immediate  attention,  and  the  more  generous  support 
of  the  people.  The  only  way  in  which  the  monthly  expenses  of  the 
Committee  could  be  diminished,  was  by  the  suspension  of  schools, 
for  a  time.  But  the  special  interest  manifested  by  the  people  in  these 
schools,  and  the  fact  that  the  regular  vacation  would  occur  on  the 
1st  of  July,  determined  the  Committee  to  go  forward,  trusting 
God  and  his  people  for  the  means  to  continue  the  work.  They 
were  greatly  cheered  in  this  determination  by  the  noble  spirit  of 
sacrifice  manifested  both  by  the  missionaries,  and  the  people  for 
whom  they  labored.  Some  of  these  missionaries  gave  a  month's 
salary.  Others  asked  that  their  salaries  should  be  kept  back  for  a 
month,  and  forty  of  the  students  of  Lincoln  University  volun- 
teered to  labor  during  their  vacation,  without  salary,  save  such 
amounts  as  the  people  might  be  able  to  give. 

All  reasonable  effort  was  made,  and  continued  during  the  year, 
to  increase  the  funds.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension,  with  a 
magnanimity  and  Christian  courtesy,  which  has  characterized  its 
whole  intercourse  with  this  Committee,  furnished  all  the  funds  ne- 
cessary to  complete  Church  buildings  begun.  That  of  Publication 
gave  efficient  aid,  by  grants  of  books,  tracts  and  papers,  for  the 
benefit  of  schools  and  congregations ;  as  did  also  the  Presbyterian 
Depository  of  Pittsburgh,  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  the 
American  Tract  Society. 

The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  renewed  the  commissions  of 
eleven  of  the  ministers  at  $450  for  the  year,  and  one  for  six 
months  at  the  same  rate.  Also,  three  additional  ministers  were 
commissioned  on  the  1st  of  March  for  one  year.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  missionaries  who  are  laboring  under  joint  commission  from 
the  Board  and  Committee,  on  the  1st  of  May,  is  fourteen  ;  and 
the  whole  amount  paid  by  the  Board,  in  support  of  these  minis- 
ters, during  the  year,  is  $5,400,  which  is  $2,400  less  than  the 
amount  appropriated  by  that  Board  last  year  to  aid  in  the  work  of 
the  Committee. 

The  Government  allowed  transportation  to  the  field,  for  all 
teachers  sent  out,  and  appropriated  generous  aid  in  building, 
renting,  and  furnishing  school-rooms. 


It  was  felt  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  to  support  the  mission- 
aries already  in  the  field,  and  to  supply  the  places  of  those  who 
njight  be  providentially  withdrawn.  With  such  a  prospect  for  aid 
from  the  Church,  and  an  empty  treasury  to  begin  with,  the  most 
that  could  be  hoped  for,  was  to  maintain  the  missions  already 
established,  and  provide  for  such  enlargement  as  the  success 
granted  in  them  might  demand.  Committing  the  whole  cause 
anew  to  the  care  of  Him  who  hath  said,  "  Lo !  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world,"  the  Committee  went  for- 
ward with  their  work,  and  sustained  it  with  constant  effort  through 
the  year. 

From  the  first  of  June  until  the  last  of  December,  the  treasury 
was  largely  overdrawn ;  and  the  Missionaries  were  supported  by 
money  raised  upon  the  individual  notes  of  the  Treasurer,  Secre- 
tary, and  one  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Yet  no 
laborer  has  failed  to  receive  his  promised  salary;  no  field  has  been 
abandoned  for  want  of  funds;  the  missionary  force  has  been  in- 
creased, and  the  year  closes  with  a  small  balance  in  the  Treasury. 

The  following  summary  will  present  the  work,  and  its  results, 
in  its  three  general  departments.

The  sum  herein  acknowledged,  as  contributed  by  the  freed 
people,  includes  only  the  amounts  paid  to  the  Treasurer  in  money, 
for  the  support  of  pastors  and  teachers,  in  commission,  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  their  schools  and  churches ;  and,  in  a  few 
cases,  for  church  buildings.  A  number  of  schools,  beside,  have 
been  self-sustaining  for  several  terms,  and  no  report  made  of  the 
actual  amount  paid  the  teachers ;  others  have  paid  the  board 
of  teachers;  and  much  has  been  contributed  in  labor  toward 
building  and  repairing  churches.  Most  of  the  churches  have 
contributed  to  several  of  the  Boards. 

II.     Of  Missionaries  and  Teachers. 

The  Committee  have  had  in  commission,  and  in  the  field,  since 
the  last  Report,  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Nine  Mission- 
aries, including  ministers,  teachers,  and  catechists,  who  have 
performed,  up  to  May  1st,  1869,  one  thousand  and  thirteen 
months,  or  eighty-four  years  and  five  months  of  labor,  at  a  cost 
to  the  Church  of  $21,371.82 ;  or  an  average  salary  of  about 
$178.00. 

A  tabular  statement  of  these  missionaries,  with  their  fields,  and 
the  general  results  of  their  work,  as  far  as  figures  can  exhibit  it, 
is  appended  to  this  Report.  This  statement  is  made  up  from  the 
Monthly  Reports  required  from  each  missionary,  and  Avhich  are 
recorded  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Committee.  Of  these  missionaries, 
there  were :

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Three  of  the  ministers  have  suffered  much  from  ill  health,  due 
chiefly  to  being  overworked  during  the  heat  of  the  Southern  sum- 
mer. One  of  these,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hempstead,  a  brother  be- 
loved, has  been  laid  aside  from  his  chosen  work,  for  six  months, 
with  little  hope  of  being  able  to  return  to  it.

Fourteen  of  these  are  on  regular  duty,  in  charge  of  congre- 
gations. 

Teachers,  (males,  24;  females,  32,)           .         .         .         .  56 

Eight  of  the  tAventy-four  ministers,  and  all  the  licentiates 
and  catechists,  are  colored.  Five  of  the  ministers,  and  two  of 
the  licentiates,  are  freedmen. 

Forty  of  the  students  of  Lincoln  University  were  commissioned 
as  teachers,  at  the  close  of  their  college  year,  in  June.  They 
served  mostly  without  salary;  some  of  them  three,  and  some  four 
months.  They  were  all  provided  with  transportation  to  the  field,  and 
some  of  them  with  books.  They  taught  self-sustaining  schools ; 
and,  as  far  as  heard  from,  did  good  service  in  the  work.  Only 
those  who  sent  to  the  Committee  regular  reports,  are  counted  in 
the  Report.  They  gained  little  in  the  way  of  support,  or  recom- 
pense for  their  labors  of  love ;  but  they  gained  largely  in  expe- 
rience, and  in  preparation  for  a  life-labor,  for  the  benefit  of  their 
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race ;  while  their  manly,  Christian  devotion  gave  fresh  assurances 
of  success,  in  the  effort  to  provide  teachers  of  their  own  race,  for 
this  needy  people.  The  Committee  learn  that  an  equal  number 
offer  their  services  for  the  present  summer,  on  similar  terms. 


III.     Missions  and  Schools. 

From  the  Monthly  Reports  from  all  the  Missions,  the  following

The  Church  of  Manson,  N.  C,  consisting  of  seventeen  mem- 
bers, had  but  one  ruling  elder,  and  he  the  only  man  in  it  capable 
of  being  a  leader  of  the  people.  This  elder  was  shot,  and  in- 
stantly killed,  by  an  assassin,  while  walking  a  few  steps  behind  the 
missionary,  to  the  Sabbath  service,  during  the  political  excitement 
of  last  summer.  The  Church,  thus  left  without  a  leader,  became 
disheartened,  and  the  members  went  to  other  communions.

Many  of  the  churches  have  been  greatly  depleted  by  the  migra- 
tion of  the  people;  and  some  of  them  have  had  their  membership 
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reduced  by  death,  and  by  a  wholesome  exercise  of  discipline.  The 
multitude,  who  are  homeless,  and  dependent  upon  their  daily  labor, 
are  compelled,  every  year,  to  leave  their  Church  communion,  and 
settle  where  they  can  find  work.  About  the  1st  of  January,  more 
than  half  the  members  of  some  of  the  churches,  especially  those 
on  the  Sea  Islands,  changed  their  location.  This  will  account  for 
the  fact  that,  while  there  have  been  additions  made  to  all  the 
churches,  many  of  them  have  a  smaller  communion  than  last 
year.  Also,  for  the  fact  that,  while  the  total  of  additions  during 
the  year  is  1,174,  the  permanent  gain  over  the  total  communion  of 
last  year  is  only  1,031.  One  hundred  and  forty- three  communi- 
cants have  disappeared  during  the  year.  The  wonder  is  that  there 
should  be  an  actual  permanent  gain  in  any  of  the  churches,  in  the 
present  unsettled  condition  of  the  people.

The  Church  buildings  are,  with  few  exceptions,  used  for  school 
purposes,  and  are  built  with  that  intention.  Some  congregations 
have  built  school-houses  in  addition,  and  some  communities  have 
secured  the  school-house  alone,  with  the  hope  of  ultimately  having  a 
church.     School-houses  so  reported,  9. 

In  this  statement  of  schools,  there  are  three  included,  which 
are  intended  to  be  of  a  higher  grade  than  that  of  the  Parochial 
order,  viz : 

1.  BiDDLE  Institute,  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  which  had  enrolled 
forty-three  students  during  the  last  session,  and  now  has  40  in 
attendance. 

2.  QuiNDARO  High  School,  in  Quiudaro,  Kansas,  which  is 
under  the  joint  care  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas  and  the  Committee 
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on  Freedmen.     This  school  had  145  pupils  enrolled  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

3.  Wallingford  Academy,  which  has  been  established  during 
the  last  year,  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  through  the  generous 
contributions  of  Mrs.  E.  G.  Wallingfobd,  of  Pittsburgh,  by  which 
a  site  for  the  academy  buildings  was  secured,  free  of  all  encum- 
brance. It  is  intended  that  this  academy  shall  stand  as  a  memo- 
rial of  the  departed  husband  of  its  generous  patron.  This  school, 
under  the  Principalship  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Bates,  has  had  an  average 
attendance  of  308  pupils  during  the  last  term,  and  now  has  a 
j)roperty  valued  at  $13,000. 

Such  are  the  statistical  results  which  the  work  of  the  past  year 
exhibits.  While  these  results  give  a  general  and  accurate  view  of 
the  work,  which  has  been,  through  grace,  accomplished  among  the 
freedmen  during  the  past  year,  they  fall  far  short  of  indicating 
the  perplexity  of  the  Committee,  with  their  heavy  responsibility  ; 
or  the  self-denial,  and  heroic  labor  of  the  missionaries.  There 
are  remote  as  well  as  immediate  results,  which  follow  the  faithful 
preaching  of  the  Gospel.  The  "bread  cast  upon  the  waters"  is 
"gathered  after  many  days."  A  large  amount  of  Gospel  knowl- 
edge has  been  imparted  to  the  ignorant,  and  debased,  whose  leaven- 
ing power  does  not  yet  appear.  The  Divine  light  has  been  enkin- 
dled in  many  a  dark  place,  from  which  no  report  of  conversions 
"from  darkness  to  light"  have  reached  the  missionary.  "One 
soweth  and  another  reapeth,"  is  the  general  law  under  which  all 
missions  are  planted. 

Recognizing  the  revealed  fact  that  the  kingdom  of  God  "cometh 
not  with  observation,"  both  the  Committee  and  the  missionaries 
have  labored  to  plant  the  Church,  with  its  blessings  of  education 
and  spiritual  life,  looking  only  for  such  results  as  God's  promise 
and  providence  give  reasonable  grounds  to  expect.  The  work  is 
for  the  Church ;  the  results  of  that  work  are  with  the  Lord.  Yet 
it  may  be  profitable,  both  for  exciting  that  humble  gratitude 
Avhich  is  becoming  in  those  whom  the  Lord  calls  to  preach  his  Gos- 
pel to  the  poor,  and  for  girding  the  Church  with  new  strength  to 
go  forward  with  these  missions  among  the  freedmen,  to  compare 
the  apparent  and  tangible  results  of  the  last  year's  work,  with 
those  of  the  previous  years. 
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Five  years  ago,  the  Assembly  began  the  direct  work  of  mis- 
sions among  the  freedmen.  During  the  year  ending  May  1st, 
1865,  under  the  direction  of  the  two  Committees  of  the  Assem- 
bly, eleven  thousand  dollars  were  collected,  and  about  seven 
thousand  expended,  chiefly  in  sustaining  temporary  schools,  in  con- 
traband camps,  and  in  furnishing  food  and  clothing  to  the  desti- 
tute  people. 

In  May,  1865,  the  Assembly  established  its  Committee  on  Freed- 
men, in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  gave  the  whole  conduct  of  the 
work  into  their  hands.  They  began,  without  experience  or  prece- 
dents. The  difficulties  under  which  the  work  has  been  conducted, 
and  the  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts,  will  appear  by 
the  following  results,  viz  :

This  balance  has  been  met  by  the  amounts  received  from  the 
Government,  and  the  Freedmen,  and  the  Boards  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension. 

The  small  proportion  of  the  churches  which  have,  so  far,  sus- 
tained the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  the  slow  advance  the  cause 
has  made  in  the  interest  of  the  Presbyterian  body,  is  indicated  by 
the  following :

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The  estimated  present  value  of  these  buildings,  with  the  grounds 
connected  with  them,  is  $66,680.00,  which  is  more  than  double  their 
original  cost. 

The  lots  on  which  these  buildings  stand,  are  held,  in  most  cases, 
by  trustees  appointed  by  the  people  or  congregations,  under  the 
control  of  Presbyteries,  connected  with  the  General  Assembly. 
The  property  belonging  to  Biddle  Institute  is  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  are  appointed  by  the  Committee  on  Freedmen. 
( If  the  Assembly  should  dissolve  the  Committee,  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  control  of  this  institution.)  This  Board  of  Trus- 
tees are  allowed  to  nominate,  while  the  Committee  elect  all  Pro- 
fessors. 

The  grounds  upon  which  Wallingford  Academy  stands,  are 
deeded  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  one-half  of  whom  are  appointed 
by  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  and  the  other  half  by  the  Walling- 
ford Church,  under  the  supervision  of  Atlantic  Presbytery. 


Great  advantages  result  from  allowing  the  churches,  among  the 
freedmen,  to  own  the  houses  for  worship,  which  have  been  erected 
for  them,  as  it  gives  both  permanence  and  self-respect  to  the  con- 
gregation. The  people,  with  houses  of  their  own,  gather,  with 
their  families,  about  the  sanctuary,  which  is  rendered  all  the  more 
sacred,  from  the  sense  of  manhood,  and  the  home-feeling  which 
the  ownership  of  it  gives  them.  And  the  sacredness  with  which 
the  trust  has  been  kept,  as  well  as  the  wisdom  of  giving  these 
buildings  into  the  hands  of  the  people  for  whose  benefit  they  were 
erected,  are  fully  vindicated  by  the  fact  that,  out  of  the  more 
than  $66,000  invested  in  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  freedmen, 

NOT  A  DOLLAR  HAS  BEEN  LOST,  NO  BUILDING  HAS  BEEN  CHEAPENED 
BY  NEGLECT,  AND  NOT  A  SINGLE  EFFORT  HAS  BEEN  MADE  TO  ALIEN- 
ATE THE  TITLE  FROM  PRESBYTERIAN  OAVNERSHIP. 


With  this  Statement  of  the  results  which  God  has  been  pleased 
to  give  to  the  efforts  to  plant  the  Church  among  the  freedmen, 
the  Committee  would  respectfully,  and  earnestly  call  attention  to 
the  present  demands  of  the  work,  and  the  methods  employed 

TO  meet  them. 
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I.    Demands. 

1.  The  first  and  most  urgent  demand  wliich  the  Missions 
among  the  freedmen  now  make,  is,  for  a  large  and  speedy  increase 
of  Ministerial  Missionaries.  The  work  of  the  last  year  has 
been  attended  with  many  difficulties,  and  conducted  at  great  disad- 
vantage, from  the  failure  of  the  Church  to  furnish  the  funds  ne- 
cessary to  its  proper  enlargement.  New  churches  might  have 
been  gathered,  with  high  hopes  of  permanence  and  successful  growth, 
in  all  parts  of  the  field,  if  the  Committee  had  been  allowed  to 
increase  the  numbers  of  ministers  in  commission,  as  the  case 
demands. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  it  was  found  that  most  of  the 
missionaries  had  extended  their  labors,  and  organized  a  greater 
number  of  churches  than  could  be  properly  cared  for ;  and  it  was 
deemed  unwise  to  yield  to  the  urgency  of  the  people,  to  organize 
congregations,  where  it  was  impossible  to  furnish  them,  at  least, 
occasional  preaching.  Most  promising  points  and  communities, 
begging  for  the  privileges  of  God's  house,  had  to  be  passed  by. 

This  inability  to  increase  the  ministerial  force,  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  a  less  number  of  churches  were  organized  this  year  than 
last.  With  seventy-one  churches,  situated  in  seven  States,  to  be 
supplied  with  religious  instruction,  and  many  of  them  without  a 
single  member  able  to  read  the  Bible,  to  edification,  in  the  public 
assembly,  and  only  twenty-four  ordained  ministers  to  care  for 
them,  it  could  not  be  wise  to  gather  more  congregations,  to  be  left 
to  themselves.  The  force  was  not  sufficient  to  care  properly  for 
the  churches  established,  and  nothing  has  been  more  painful  to 
the  Committee,  than  the  consciousness  that,  while  the  Godly  men, 
laboring  in  this  field,  were  burdened  with  charges  too  great  for 
their  strength,  they  were  unable  to  lighten  their  toils,  or  to  divide 
their  fields. 

Double  the  number  of  ministers  now  in  commission,  are  neces- 
sary to  the  proper  care  of  the  churches  already  established.  Yet, 
with  the  inadequate  provision  made  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  these 
feeble  flocks,  the  churches,  with  few  exceptions,  have  prospered. 
Christians  are  growing  in  intelligence,  and  becoming  more  consist- 
ent in  walk. 
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This  demand  for  an  increase  of  ministers,  is  immediate,  and 

NOT  TO  BE    DISREGARDED,    IF   THE    ChURCH    WOULD    NOT   LOSE    THE 

BENEFIT  OF  THE  WORK  ALREADY  DONE.  The  ministerial  force 
ought  to  be  doubled  at  once.  One  minister  can  profitably  take 
charge  of  three,  or  even  four  congregations,  if  the  churches  are  so 
situated  as  to  admit  of  ready  access ;  provided  he  has  a  catechist 
and  teacher  in  each,  as  helpers.  This  increase  is  demanded,  not 
only  in  order  to  an  efficient  care  of  the  congregations  already 
gathered,  but  specially  by  the  necessity  of  their  surrounding  fields. 
In  order  to  the  highest  success,  the  particular  church  should  not 
be  left  to  stand  alone,  nor  be  surrounded  by  other  communions, 
with  which  it  can  have  no  sympathy.  If  so  left,  it  is  liable  to  be- 
come disheartened,  or  be  led  away  by  an  ignorant  fanaticism,  which 
finds  no  need  for  an  educated  ministry ;  or  to  inweave  with  their 
forms  of  worship  the  superstitions  which  ignorance  fosters,  and  a 
perverted  conscience  accepts. 

By  such  an  increase  of  ministers,  not  only  would  the  churches 
now  organized,  be  established;  but  with  no  greater  labor  to  each 
minister  than  is  now  given,  more  than  double  the  organizations 
could  be  secured,  in  the  course  of  a  year.  These  missions  em- 
phasize the  Saviour's  command,  and  clothe  it  with  all  the  tender- 
ness of  sanctified  human  afiection  for  the  perishing,  "  Pray  ye 
THE  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  more 
laborers  into  HIS  harvest." 


2.  The  second  demand  of  these  Missions,  and  not  less  urgent, 
is  for  a  large  increase  of  well  qualified  Christian  Teachers.  In 
order  to  a  successful  and  permanent  work  of  evangelization 
among  the  freedmen,  the  Christian  teacher  is  as  necessary  as  the 
minister.  In  the  absence  of  any  school  system,  by  which  this  igno- 
rant people,  and  their  children,  may  be  taught  to  read  the  Bible,  the 
Church  must  have  its  Parochial  School,  and  Missionary  Teacher. 
A  greater  number  of  teachers  could  be  provided  by  the  Committee, 
because  their  support  is  less.  A  greater  number  must  be  provided, 
because,  while  one  minister  can  preach  the  Gospel  in  four,  or  even 
in  eight  congregations,  all  of  the  teacher's  time  is  required  in 
one ;  and  in  some  congregations,  two  or  four  teachers  are  de- 
manded.     It  will  be  readily  seen  that  fifty-four  teachers  cannot 
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supply  seventy  congregations  with  day-schools  for  children,  night- 
schools  for  laborers,  and  Sunday-schools  for  all  classes. 

In  this  Avork  of  Missions,  as  in  that  among  the  heathen,  the 
School  is  not  only  the  handmaid  of  the  Church,  but  the  fore- 
runner. The  successful  establishment  of  the  day  and  Sabbath- 
school  prepare  the  way  for  the  Church  organization ;  especially 
if  the  Bible  and  Catechism  are  made  the  text-books,  and 
the  teacher  be  the  servant  of  Christ.  To  organize  the 
Church  without  the  School,  is  to  leave  the  people  to  the  fruit- 
less effort  to  grow  in  grace,  without  the  ability  to  increase  in 
knowledge. 

The  Church  cannot  do  her  whole  duty  to  a  people,  without  giv- 
ing them  the  ability  to  "search  the  Scriptures,"  as  Jesus  com- 
manded; and  the  rapid  growth  of  these  churches,  both  in  know- 
ledge and  numbers,  where  the  faithful  teacher  has  worked  with 
the  minister,  gives  the  clearest  assurance  that  the  permanent  suc- 
cess of  our  mission  among  the  freedmen,  depends  upon  the  energy 
and  eJ0Sciency  with  which  the  Christian  schools  are  maintained. 
Congregations  may  be  gathered  almost  anywhere ;  and,  with  a  few 
months'  preaching,  a  Church  can  be  organized,  with  members  giv- 
ing clear  evidences  of  spiritual  life  ;  but  without  a  laborious,  per- 
severing Avork  of  education,  the  whole  promise  of  the  Church  will 
pass  away,  as  "the  morning  cloud  and  as  the  early  dew." 

The  spectacle  presented  to  the  Church  of  God,  by  these  millions 
of  souls,  is  not  simply  that  of  a  people  "perishing  for  lack  of 
knowledge;"  but  of  a  people  perishing,  while  they  beg  for  the 
ability  to  acquire  knowledge.  The  freed  people  cannot  be  eleva- 
ted, or  in  any  high  sense.  Christianized,  until  the  Church  is  planted 
in  the  household,  and  mothers  are  prepared  to  teach  their  children 
the  law  of  God. 

The  visitation  of  these  Missions,  by  the  Secretary,  during  the 
last  winter,  forced  upon  him  the  conviction  that  no  laborers  in  the 
field  are  producing  such  marked  and  permanent  results,  in  the  life 
and  character  of  the  people,  as  the  pious,  self-sacrificing  female 
teachers.  Their  influence  is  felt  in  every  household  within  their 
reach,  softening  the  asperities  of  rough  natures,  elevating  grov- 
elling souls,  patiently  leading  blunted  intellects,  and  benumbed 
hearts,  in  the  search  for  true  wisdom ;  and  awakening,  even  in  the 
outcasts,  the  longings  for  the  better  life.  The  difference  between 
the  churches  which  have,  for  the  last  two  years,  enjoyed   the 
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labors  of  the  faithful  female  teacher,  whose  motive  is  the  love 
of  Christ,  and  those  without  the  teacher,  brings  its  lesson,  which 
neither  the  missionaries  nor  the  Church  ought  to  disregard. 


3.  The  third  demand  now  made  by  the  Missions  among  the 
freedmen,  is  for  Pastors  op  their  own  race.  The  freedmen 
are  an  afflicted  people;  and  they  need  the  kind  instructions  and 
tender  sympathies  of  spiritual!  guides  who  are  able  to  appreciate 
their  sorrows,  and  burdens.  The  necessities  of  the  people,  in  this 
respect,  are  so  marked  and  absorbing,  that  many  churches  would 
reject  a  well  educated  pastor,  of  their  own  race,  for  one  half  fur- 
nished, who  has  worn  with  them  the  yoke  of  bondage,  and  knows 
its  galling  humiliation.  More  than  twenty  congregations  would 
now  gladly  settle  a  Freedman  as  their  Pastor,  and  sacrifice  many  a 
comfort  for  his  support. 

The  demand  for  pastors,  who  are  able  to  appreciate  their  condi- 
tion, and  sympathize  with  them  in  their  peculiar  trials,  as  well  as 
instruct  them,  is  one  which  increases  with  their  intelligence  and  cul- 
ture. This  Committee  enters  into  no  discussion  touching  the 
righteousness,  or  unrighteousness,  of  the  peculiarities,  and  preju- 
dices, which  separate  the  races.  The  race  feeling  is  to  be  looked 
upon  as  a  profound  fact,  in  all  our  efforts  to  plant  the  Church  of 
God.  It  must  be  reckoned  as  a  grand  factor,  in  all  schemes  for 
evangelization.  How  far  the  grace  of  Christ  may  lift  a  sinner 
above,  or  carry  him  beyond,  those  lines,  with  which  God  has  been 
pleased  to  define  the  boundaries  of  the  races,  and  nations,  we  know 
not.  We  do  know  that  such  lines  exist,  more  sharp  and  imperish- 
able than  the  Babel  of  human  tongues,  and  that  they  are  wholly 
consistent  with  the  unity  declared  by  Him  who  has  "  made  of  one 
blood  all  the  nations  of  the  earth."  An  extended  observation 
teaches  us  that  the  prejudices,  feelings,  and  attachments  of  race,  are 
more  active  and  permanent  with  the  African,  than  with  most  other 
races.  A  philanthropic  theory  may  eliminate  distinctions  deemed 
conventional,  but  practical  contact  reveals  the  fact,  that  God  has 
placed  a  stamp  of  individuality  on  his  soul,  as  deep  as  upon  his 
body.  White  missionaries  may  perform  missionary  labor  success- 
fully among  them,  but  further  than  that  it  is  difficult  to  go.      The 
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boundary  of  his  work  is  not  fixed  by  the  white  minister,  hut  hy 
the  colored  congregation. 

This  demand  for  pastors  of  their  own  race,  is  emphasized  by 
their  condition,  and  by  the  present  relations  of  this  race,  to  the 
people  among  whom  they  live.  They  are  still  in  service,  though 
free.  The  great  body  of  Church  members  are  in  the  households 
of  the  white  people,  and  it  is  neither  proper  nor  safe,  in  the  present 
state  of  affairs,  for  the  white  missionary  to  enter  these  households, 
as  a  pastor  looking  after  his  flock.  There  are  rights  of  society, 
and  conventionalities  of  life,  which  Christian  culture  teaches  the 
Gospel  minister  to  respect ;  if  he  would  maintain  the  dignity  of  his 
office,  protect  his  ministerial  character,  and  avoid  bringing  the 
Gospel  into  reproach.  Not  only  is  it  true,  that  a  native  ministry 
is  the  best  for  a  people,  but  there  is  a  stage  of  progress  in  the 
missions  of  the  Church,  when  it  becomes  a  necessity.  This  is  pe- 
culiarly the  case  with  those  among  the  freedmen. 

This  demand  of  the  work  has  been  met  thus  far,  by  associating 
with  each  white  minister,  a  colored  catechist,  who  really  performs 
the  works  of  a  pastor,  under  the  guidance  and  instructions  of  the 
missionary.  The  wisdom  of  using  the  leaders  of  the  people,  in  this 
work,  under  an  intelligent  supervision,  is  manifested  in  various 
ways.  The  catechists  are  generally  ruling  elders ;  and  they  are 
thus  educated  to  "take  heed  to  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  made  them  overseers,"  and  prepared  to  "  rule  well "  in  the  house 
of  God.  Some  of  these  men,  who  began  as  catechists,  are  now 
clothed  with  ministerial  authority,  and  settled  in  charge  of  grow- 
ing congregations.  But  there  is  a  limit  to  the  work  of  a  catechist. 
They  are  generally  men  in  middle  life,  and  it  is  impossible  to  edu- 
cate them  thoroughly  ;  especially  while  they  are  required  to  spend 
the  greater  part  of  their  time  in  the  work  of  the  Pastorate.  The 
churches  soon  grow  out  of  the  influence  of  such  leaders.  The 
children,  advancing  rapidly,  under  the  instructions  of  the  school, 
cannot  be  interested  or  edified  by  one  whose  only  qualification  is  de- 
voted piety.  Many  of  the  churches  are  now  calling  for  edu- 
cated colored  pastors,  while  they  treat  their  catechist  with  respect, 
or  even  reverence.  This  demand,  so  far  from  being  a  discourage- 
ment, is  accepted  as  one  of  the  clearest  evidences  of  success,  in  the 
work.  It  was  a  result  foreseen,  and  which  the  Committee  sought 
to  provide  for  from  the  beginning. 
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4.     A  fourth  demand  which  is  made  by  these  Missions,  is  A  MORE 

DIRECT  AND  EFFICIENT   PrESBYTERIAL  CONTROL.      The  effort  IS  not 

simply  to  gather  Christians  into  church  organizations,  and  add  con- 
verts, as  God  shall  give  success  to  the  Gospel  preaching,  but  to  pre- 
pare a  people  for  the  Lord's  work ;  and  to  neutralize  the  thousand 
evil  forces  of  ignorance  and  enthusiasm  which  are  rife  among  the 
people.  A  true  Presbyterianism  is  the  remedy  for  church  irregular- 
ities. It  has  a  power  to  reduce,  most  effectually,  to  order,  the  reli- 
gious elements  which  now  characterize  this  people.  But  it  is 
evident  that  practical  Church  order,  and  Presbyterian  usages, 
are  not  to  be  inculcated  by  mere  theoretical  teaching.  The 
churches  must  feel  the  power,  and  enjoy  the  fostering  care  of  Pres- 
bytery. They  must  be  brought  into  vital  unity  with  the  whole 
Church,  through  the  active  supervision  of  the  superior  courts. 

There  are  now  three  Presbyteries,  under  which  are  gathered  the 
great  body  of  our  churches,  viz :  Catawba,  Atlantic  and  Knox. 
But  the  territory  covered  by  these  Presbyteries  is  so  great,  that 
they,  in  too  great  a  degree,  fail  to  vitalize  Presbyterianism  among 
the  people.  Each  of  them  could  jiow,  with  great  advantage  to  the 
churches,  be  divided,  if  the  ministerial  force  could  be  increased, 
as  the  work  demands.  Neither  the  ministers  nor  elders  are  able  to 
meet  the  necessary  expense  of  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, without  such  division.  The  Synod  of  Atlantic  failed  to 
organize,  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  last  Assembly,  in  Oc- 
tober, because  of  the  distance  the  members  were  from  the  place  of 
meeting. 

There  are  also  a  number  of  churches  now  established,  without 
any  Presbyterial  relations  whatever,  and  at  present  such  relation 
is  practically  impossible. 


II.    Plans  and  Methods. 

The  plans  adopted,  and  the  methods  pursued  by  the  Committee, 
in  the  conduct  of  the  work  have,  throughout  the  year,  been  in 
accordance  with  these  known  demands  of  the  Missions. 

1.  They  have  sought  to  place  intelligent  and  efficient  ministers 
at  such  centres  as  would  enable  them  to  control  the  greatest  number 
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of  forces,  operating  among  the  people,  and  to  associate  with  each 
such  a  number  of  catechists,  as  might  be  necessary  to  keep  up 
regular  Sabbath  services,  and  perform  the  necessary  pastoral  work. 
In  extending  the  work,  efforts  have  been  made  to  organize  churches 
in  such  localities,  as  that  the  division  of  the  Presbyteries  in  ex- 
istence might  be  hastened ;  in  the  hope  that  by  reducing  the  ter- 
ritory of  each  the  efficiency  of  Presbyterial  control  could  be 
increased. 

2.  Constant  and  laborious  efforts  have  been  made,  to  prepare 
qualified  teachers  and  ministers  of  the  colored  race ;  and  God  has 
been  pleased  to  crown  these  efforts  with  a  most  cheering  promise 
of  success.  The  Presbyterian  Church  has  vindicated  her  charac- 
ter, as  the  friend  of  the  African  race,  by  the  generosity  with  which 
this  effort  to  educate  a  ministry  for  them,  of  their  own  people,  has 
been  sustained.  But  the  work  is  only  bravely  begun.  Founda- 
tions have  been  laid,  broad  and  deep,  but  much  of  toil  and  sacrifice 
are  necessary,  before  the  edifice  is  completed. 

Lincoln  University,  under  the  control  of  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Castle,  now  stands  as  a  monument  of  the  faith  of  its  founders,  in 
the  prophetic  assurance,  "Ethiopia  shall  stretch  forth  her  hands 
unto  God."  It  now  has  four  chairs  endowed,  with  $20,000  each, 
with  grounds  and  buildings  valued  at  $70,000.  Within  the  last 
year,  two  additional  Professorships  were  established,  and  a  partial 
endowment  of  one  of  them  secured,  and  temporary  support  of  the 
other  provided.  The  College  buildings  now  accommodate  100  stu- 
dents, jand  an  additional  building  is  in  course  of  erection,  to  be 
finished  this  year,  which  will  accommodate  80  more.  There  have 
been  102  students  in  attendance  during  the  year,  gathered  from 
sixteen  States.  Fifteen  of  these  complete  the  regular  course  the 
present  college  year.  The  institution  enjoyed  a  special  visitation 
of  the  Spirit  during  the  last  session ;  and  all  of  its  fifteen  gradu- 
ates, with  one  exception,  go  forth  as  Christian  men.  About  one- 
half  the  students,  now  in  attendance,  are  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry, and  their  progress  in  study  shows  a  steady  and  cheering 
growth,  which  ought  to  encourage  the  Church  to  a  more  generous 
support  of  this  work  of  education. 

Biddle  Institute,  established  by  the  Committee  two  years 
ago,  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  has,  during  the  past  year,  made  decided 
progress ;  although  the  teaching  has  been  interrupted  by  the  mul- 
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tiplicity  of  duties  devolving  upon  the  Professors.  The  collec- 
tion of  funds,  the  superintendence  of  the  building,  and  the  care  of 
a  number  of  churches,  divided  the  attention  of  these  brethren 
throughout  the  year.  The  work  which  they  have  done,  and  the 
sacrifices  they  have  made,  entitle  them  to  the  gratitude  of  the 
Church.  The  main  building  of  the  institution  has  been  completed, 
and  funds  secured,  and  contracts  let,  for  the  erection  of  Professors' 
houses,  which  will  be  completed  during  the  summer.  The  Faculty, 
in  their  Annual  Report,  say:  "  We  can  assure  the  Committee  that, 
when  the  additional  buildings  are  erected,  the  Presbyterian  Church 
will  possess  a  Seminary  of  learning,  erected  at  but  small  cost  to 
the  Church,  furnishing  every  necessary  accommodation  for  profes- 
sors and  students,  for  twenty  years  to  come.  During  the  last 
session,  forty-three  students  have  been  under  instruction;  the 
greater  number  of  whom  are  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Their 
deportment  has  been  excellent.  The  intense  desire  for  an  educa- 
tion, and  devotion  to  prescribed  studies,  have  cheered  our  hearts. 
We  have  never  seen  such  a  number  of  young  men  so  unwearied  in 
their  eflforts  to  acquire  knowledge.  Their  progress  has  been  en- 
tirely satisfactory ;  specially  would  we  express  our  gratification, 
that  those  looking  to  the  ministry  have  manifested  so  much  of  the 
spirit  of  their  Lord.  A  deep  love  for  souls,  and  desire  for  an  ed- 
ucation, that  they  may  successfully  preach  the  Gospel,  promise 
well  for  their  future  usefulness.  To  continue  the  education  of 
those  now  here,  and  provide  for  men  of  promise,  expecting  to  enter 
next  session,  a  large  increase  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  will  be 
necessary.  By  next  November,  we  ought  to  be  prepared  to  receive 
100  students.  The  proportion  of  self-supporting  students  has 
been  greater  this  year  than  last ;  and  we  are  satisfied  that,  with 
returning  prosperity,  many  will  be  found  eager  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  furnished  by  the  institution." 

Nothing  can  be  more  important  in  meeting  the  immediate  de- 
mands of  these  Missions,  than  the  full  endowment  and  equipment 
of  this  institution ;  situated,  as  it  is,  in  the  very  centre  of  the 
field. 

The  Committee  have  also  earnestly  considered  the  question  of 
establishing,  at  some  point  in  the  same  general  locality,  a  Seminary 
for  females,  for  the  education  of  teachers.  But  the  way  does  not 
yet  seem  fully  prepared,  chiefly  from  the  fact  that  the  necessary 
funds  cannot  be  gathered.     This  will  be  found  vital  to  the  success 
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of  the  work,  and  will  press   itself  upon  the  consideration  of  the 
Church  at  an  early  day. 


3.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Committee,  from  the  beginning,  not 
only  to  establish  the  Church  among  the  freedmen,  but  to  develop 
and  direct  the  power  of  the  people  to  sustain  all  the  institutions  of 
Christianity  for  themselves.  The  providence  of  God  decided  the 
question  of  the  organization  of  separate  churches  for  the  colored 
people.  Mixed  congregations  could  not  be  gathered.  The  organ- 
ization of  Churches  necessarily  involved  that  of  Presbyteries, 
and  the  ownership  of  property  for  religious  uses.  Thus,  the  peo- 
ple have  been  led  to  feel  an  independence  and  self-respect ;  and  the 
foundation  is  laid  for  that  sense  of  responsibility  before  the  world, 
Avhich  may  be  used  to  urge  them  to  the  support  of  their  own  religious 
institutions.  With  this  work  of  sustentation  in  view,  the  Committee 
have  commissioned  each  missionary  at  a  specified  salary,  fixing  the 
amount  according  to  the  cost  of  living  in  the  locality,  and  have 
required  each  one  to  report  monthly  all  amounts  contributed  by 
the  people.  These  amounts  are  deducted  from  the  promised  salary, 
and  due  credit  given  to  the  church  or  school.  Thus,  more  than 
$8,000  are  reported  during  the  last  year,  as  the  result  of  this 
method  of  conducting  the  work.  When  the  great  poverty  of  the 
people  is  considered,  the  promise  of  speedy  self-support  of  the 
churches  established,  ought  to  give  great  encouragement  to  the 
friends  of  Missions  among  them. 

The  last  General  Assembly  authorized  the  Committee  to  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  sending  a  delegation  to  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  Great  Britain  to  explain  to  them  our  methods,  and 
invite  their  co-operation  as  far  as  they  may  be  interested  in  this 
mission  field.  During  the  summer  the  Committee  learned  that 
the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  had  ordered  a  collection,  for  the 
Missions  among  the  Freedmen  of  America,  and  had  appointed  a 
Committee  to  take  charge  of  the  fund.  Rev.  J.  H.  Nixon,  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  who  was  spending  the 
summer  in  Scotland,  was  requested  to  call  upon  the  convener  of 
that  Committee,  and  explain  to  him  the  work  in  which  our  Church 
is  engaged.  As  the  result  of  that  interview,  and  a  subsequent 
correspondence  with  the  Secretary,  the  collection  was  divided, 
and   X250   sterling  were  forwarded  to  the  Committee,  with  the 
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expression  of  the  most  hearty  good  will  of  the  brethren  of  that 
Church,  to  our  Church,  in  this  good  work. 

The  last  Assembly  also  requested  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Freedmen  to  confer  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Home  Missions  of  the  New  School  Church,  and  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  ascertain  whether  these  bodies  could  not  co-operate 
in  the  great  work,  so  that  it  could  be  carried  on  more  harmoniously 
and  efficiently  by  Presbyterians. 

The  Secretary,  at  as  early  a  day  as  his  duties  permitted,  at- 
tempted, in  good  faith,  to  carry  out  this  expressed  wish  of  the 
Church. 

A  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  Home  Missions 
of  the  New  School,  and  acknowledged  with  Christian  courtesy. 
This  correspondence  was  followed  by  an  invitation  to  meet  their 
Committee,  and  confer  with  them  upon  the  whole  subject,  at  as 
early  a  day  as  that  Committee  could  be  got  together.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Secretary,  Rev.  S.  J.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  was  appointed 
to  accompany  him  to  this  conference.  These  brethren  were  re- 
ceived with  cordiality,  and  invited  to  a  seat  with  the  Committee. 

The  conference  was  held  on  the  25th  of  September,  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  in  New  York ;  and  the  whole 
subject  of  the  work  among  the  freedmen  was  freely  discussed, 
and  full  information  of  our  methods,  and  success  in  planting  the 
Church  given.  The  reasons  for  proposing  co-operation  were  pre- 
sented :  1st.  On  the  ground  of  economy  and  a  more  efficient  work  ; 
especially  as  the  success  of  our  work  had  been  so  great  as  to  re- 
quire speedily,  a  double  force  in  the  field  occupied,  while  their 
work  was  yet  to  be  inaugurated ;  they  having  but  one  Church  in 
the  whole  field  covered  by  our  Synod  of  Atlantic.  2d.  On  ac- 
count of  the  evident  disaster  threatened  to  the  work,  if  by  the 
separate  Missions  of  the  Churches,  the  division  of  Old  and  New 
School  should  be  perpetuated  among  the  freedmen.  3d.  Upon 
the  prospective  reunion  of  the  Church  which  a  unity  of  work 
might  hasten.  While  these  reasons  were  presented  with  candor, 
and  listened  to  with  patience,  they  met  with  no  response  save  a 
general  admission  of  their  force.  Modes  of  co-operation,  modified 
by  the  present  condition  and  advancement  of  the  separate  Missions 
of  the  two  Churches,  were  suggested  and  discussed,  in  the  belief  that 
if  that  agreement  and  confidence  existed,  which  warrant  the  hope 
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of  speedy  reunion  of  the  two  bodies,  some  one  of  them  might  be 
pursued  until  the  meeting  of  the  Assemblies,  where  the  whole  case 
might  be  considered  and  determined.  These  plans  were  left  with 
the  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  for  their  consideration  and  ac- 
tion, and  thus  the  conference  ended. 

About  a  week  afterward,  a  reply  came  from  the  acting  Secre- 
tary, declining  any  special  co-operation  with  our  body  in  the  work 
among  the  freedmen  for  two  stated  reasons  :  1st.  Because  their 
Committee  felt  that  they  were  restricted,  by  the  action  of  their  As- 
sembly, "to  a  denominational  work,  to  an  appropriate  agency  of 
their  own,  in  distinction  from  a  co-operative  agency."  2d.  Because 
they  could  in  no  case  consider  the  propositions  made  in  the  con- 
ference as  offering  co-operation  on  equal  terms.  They  expressed 
a  desire,  however,  to  pursue  their  works  "  without  rivalry  or  jeal- 
ousy, or  collision  of  any  kind,  confining  themselves  to  the  fields 
already  occupied  in  part  by  their  branch  of  the  Church  ;  "  with  the 
expectation,  as  stated  by  the  Secretary,  "  that  by  the  reunion  of 
our  noble  Church  (now,  it  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  near  future)  we 
shall  be  able  to  combine  our  energies,  in  pushing  forward  the  work 
of  evangelizing  the  children  of  Africa  in  America." 

The  Secretary,  also,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  Sus- 
tentation  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  inviting  attention 
to  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly,  and  respectfully  asking  for 
suggestions  as  to  any  possible  mode  of  co-operation  between  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  and  our  own,  in  this  work.  This 
communication  was  received  with  courtesy,  and  answer  returned 
that  the  Committee  of  that  Church  did  not  feel  authorized  to  act 
in  the  case,  and  that  they  would  refer  the  letter,  with  the  whole 
subject,  to  their  next  General  Assembly. 

The  Secretary  of  Sustentation,  however,  kindly  expressed  a 
willingness  to  give  his  unofiicial  views  of  the  whole  subject,  and 
shortly  afterwards,  followed  his  note  with  a  statement  of  these 
views  at  length,  and  Avith  great  candor.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Freedmen  returned  a  reply  to  this  communication  ; 
and  the  correspondence  was  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Southern  Church,  in  order,  as  he  states,  "that  the  people  of  our 
respective  Churches  may  have  the  matter  fully. before  their  minds 
and  be  ready  to  act."  This  correspondence  is  placed  in  the  ap- 
pendix to  this  report,  that  the  Assembly  may  judge  how  far,  and 
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with  what  degree  of  faithfuhiess,  the  attempt  was  made  to  carry 
out  the  desire  expressed  in  the  resolution  of  the  last  Assembly. 

The  Committee  are  compelled  to  report  an  entire  failure  thus 
far  to  secure  an  active  co-operation,  Avith  either  of  these  bodies. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  a  better  understanding  of  each  other 
has  been  reached ;  and  that  through  the  cultivation  of  that  mutual 
respect  and  Christian  regard,  which  our  holy  religion  inculcates,  and 
the  past  history  of  our  Churches  warrants,  the  day  may  be  hastened 
when  the  work  of  these  Churches  shall  be  one,  as  their  Lord  and 
faith  are  one.  In  view  of  the  vast  demands  of  the  field,  and  the 
evident  tokens  of  unity  in  the  Presbyterian  family  in  this  country, 
the  hope  is  still  cherished  that  a  united  effort  may  yet  be  made  to 
gather  the  outcasts,  and  lift  up  this  long  tried  and  suffering 
people. 


Thus  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  Freedmen  have  sought  to 
fulfill  their  trust.  Beginning,  without  experience,  a  work  of  vast 
proportions,  beset  with  manifold  difficulties,  and  inveterate  pre- 
judices, they  have  been  called  to  meet  a  multitude  of  perplexing 
and  delicate  questions;  questions,  for  whose  solution,  the  past 
furnishes  little  precedent,  and  the  present  no  real  help.  For  four 
years  they  have  stood  beside  an  empty  treasury,  pleading  the  ne- 
cessities of  4,000,000  of  perishing  souls.  Impressed  with  the  vast- 
ness  and  importance  of  the  work,  they  have  labored  earnestly  and 
perseveringly.  No  missionary,  who  has  entered  the  field,  has  been 
delayed  until  his  support  could  be  provided.  No  funds  placed  at 
their  disposal  have  been  allowed  to  remain  unappropriated.  At 
no  time,  in  the  history  of  the  Avork,  has  the  treasury  contained 
more  than  enough  to  sustain  the  missionaries  for  a  longer  time  than 
two  months.  The  whole  work  has  been  conducted  with  faith,  in  the 
Lord,  and  His  people,  and  with  the  desire  to  deal  generously 
with  the  laborers.  Yet,  while  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  our 
churches  have  done  anything  to  help  on  the  work,  no  missionary 
has  failed  to  receive  his  promised  support. 
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These  brethren,  laboring  for  the  salvation  of  the  poor,  and  de- 
graded, have  suffered  many  things,  gladly,  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
But  they  have  received  an  ample  reward,  in  seeing  the  exiles  re- 
turning, and  the  lowly  rejoicing  in  the  liberty  of  Christ.  They 
have  vindicated  the  Presbyterian  Church  from  the  reproach,  that  it 
is  not  fitted  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor^  and  the  ignorant ;  by 
presenting  to  the  world  seventy  organized  churches,  composed  of 
the  poorest  and  most  ignorant  people  of  the  land,  with  their  three 
Presbyteries,  uniting  in  the  devotions  and  counsels  of  the  high 
Court  of  the  Church.  They  have  demonstrated  the  flexibility  of 
the  Presbyterian  system,  in  its  adaptation  to  the  great  work  of 
Missions;  which,  while  it  maintains  its  inflexible  demand  for  an 
educated  ministry,  can  set  apart  its  ruling  elders,  as  overseers, 
requiring  them  both  to  watch  and  to  feed  the  flock. 

Foundations  have  been  laid  for  seminaries  of  learning,  in  which 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  Africa, — whose  souls,  by  Divine  grace, 
may  be  enkindled  with  longings  for  "the  day  dawn,"  upon  their 
long-benighted  fatherland, — may  be  prepared  to  lift  up  the  stand- 
ard of  Christ,  and  bear  the  Gospel  light  to  their  blinded  brethren. 

Houses,  for  the  worship  of  the  living  God,  have  been  erected, 
where  the  Holy  Spirit  may  "  take  of  the  things  of  Jesus,"  and  show 
them  to  wondering  souls,  and  within  whose  walls  many  a  child 
shall  be  born  unto  God.  Houses,  which  are  rendered  all  the  more 
sacred  for  the  baptism  with  the  tears,  of  the  afflicted  and  oppressed, 
Avith  wliich  they  have  been  consecrated.  Seeds  have  been  planted, 
which,  under  "the  early  and  the  latter  rain,"  and  the  loving  pro- 
tection of  the  Almighty  arm,  may  yet,  as  the  handful  of  corn  in 
the  tops  of  the  mountain,  "shake  like  Lebanon."

Correspondence  between  the  Rev.  S.  C.  LOGAN,  Secretary

This  correspondence  was  held  in  view  of  the  following  Resolution, 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  at  Albany,  N. 
Y.,  1868: 

8.  Eesolval,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen  be  requested  to 
confer  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Freedmen's  Committee  of  the  New  School  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  with  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Sustentation  Fund  of  tlie  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  ascertain  whether  these  bodies  cannot  co-operate  in  the 
great  work,  so  that  it  can  be  carried  on  more  harmoniously  and  efficiently  by 
Presbyterians.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — I  enclose  by  mail  to  you  to-day  copies 
of  the  Second  and  Third  Annual  Reports  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly's Committee  on  Freedmen,  and  would  respectfully  ask  your 
attention  to  the  resolution  of  the  last  Assembly,  as  you  find  it  on 
page  28th  of  the  3d  report,  and  numbered  8th.  This  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed  by  the  Assembly,  thereby  declaring  the 
general  and  hearty  desire  to  co-operate  with  your  Church  in  th^ 
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work  of  planting  the  gospel  institutions  among  the  freedmen.  A 
pressure  of  duties  alone  has  prevented  an  earlier  attention  to  this 
resolution  on  my  part,  as  it  received  my  hearty  support  at  the  time 
it  was  adopted.  By  an  examination  of  the  two  reports  enclosed 
to  you,  you  will  be  able  to  gather  a  correct  idea  of  the  general  plan 
upon  which  the  Assembly's  Committee  are  endeavoring  to  prosecute 
the  work.  No  doubt  you  will  find  many  mistakes  in  that  plan, 
and  possibly  insuperable  objections  to  it.  It  is  the  outgrowth  of  a 
limited  experience  in  a  field  of  peculiar  difficulties.  Our  whole 
work  has  been  an  experiment,  and  has  been  continued  in  its  main 
features  chiefly  because  of  the  apparent  substantial  success  which 
has  attended  it.  We  have  tried  to  look  upon  the  Africans  in  this 
country  as  we  would  on  the  same  race  in  the  land  of  their  fathers 
— as  capable  of  true  elevation  only  by  the  power  of  true  religion. 
Like  all  other  sinners,  they  can  have  hope  only  through  "the  sav- 
ing grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  We  desire  to  conduct  the 
work  of  missions  among  them  as  we  would  among  any  other  peo- 
ple, without  regard  to  any  ultimate  destiny  or  relations,  social  or 
political,  which  the  Lord  may  have  in  store  for  them.  Our  aim  is 
to  give  them  the  Church  of  Christ,  with  all  its  institutions  and  bless- 
ings. The  peculiar  prejudices,  which  are  natural  and  in  many  cases 
just,  which  have  gathered  about  this  people,  have  constantly  per- 
plexed and  greatly  hindered  the  work  ;  while  the  passions  engen- 
dered by  civil  war,  which  subsequent  events  have  tended  rather  to 
increase  than  allay,  between  brethren  of  the  same  ecclesiastical 
household,  have  come  in  to  aggravate  these  prejudices,  and  so  make 
it  more  difficult  to  secure  now  an  active  and  hearty  co-operation. 
But  surely  we  ought  to  make  the  attempt  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 
Has  not  the  time  come,  dear  brother,  when  we  ought  to  hear  the 
voice  which  says  "to  the  North,  give  up,  and  to  the  South,  keep 
not  back?" 

Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  give  me  your  views  on  this  whole 
matter,  and  suggest  any  plan  ivJdch  may  occur  to  your  mind  by 
which  our  Church  can  co-operate  with  yours  in  this  great  field  ?  I 
can  assure  you  that  whatever  may  be  the  difference  of  judgment 
between  us,  your  suggestions  and  propositions  will  always  be  treated 
with  brotherly  candor  and  respect. 

There  are  two  things  which  seem  clear  to  my  mind  in  regard  to 
all  successful  work  among  the  freedmen.  1st.  They  must  be  placed 
in  separate  church  organizations,  whatever  ultimate  ecclesiastical 
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relations  they  may  sustain  to  the  Church  at  large.  I  have  not 
room  to  give  the  reasons  which  lead  to  this  conclusion.  2d.  It  is 
both  unreasonable  and  destructive  of  a  true  evangelization  among 
them  to  try  to  perpetuate  the  distinctions  between  New  and  Old 
School,  or  the  prejudices  that  unhappily  exist  between  the  North- 
ern and  Southern  Presbyterian  Churches.  There  ought  to  be  but 
one  African  Presbyterian  Church.  Can  we  not  labor  together  to 
secure  this  end?  I  shall  be  happy  to  receive  your  views  at  as  early 
a  day  as  your  multiplied  duties  will  permit.

Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: — I  wrote  to  you  on  the  8th  Octo- 
ber, acknowledging  your  favor  of  the  25th  August,  and  promising 
to  reply  to  it  on  my  return  from  a  tour  I  was  about  to  take  to  the 
Southwest.  I  regret  the  delay;  but  under  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  it  was  unavoidable. 

The  Committee  of  Sustentation,  to  whom  I  referred  your  letter 
on  the  1st  instant,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  came 
to  the  conclusion  that,  as  the  proposition  contained  in  your  letter 
proceeded,  in  the  first  instance,  from  your  General  Assembly,  as  it 
contemplates  a  plan  of  co-operation  between  the  two  Churches  for 
promoting  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  freedmen,  and  as 
it  relates  also  to  the  ecclesiastical  status  that  is  to  be  maintained 
by  the  Churches  that  may  be  formed  by  their  joint  labors,  they  do 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  enter  into  any  definite  arrangements  without 
first  referring  the  matter  to  our  General  Assembly.  I  have  there- 
fore been  requested  to  bring  your  letter  to  the  notice  of  our  next 
General  Assembly,  which  I  will  take  great  pleasure  in  doing,  and 
will  communicate  their  decision  as  soon  as  it  is  made.  In  the  mean- 
time, if  you  have  any  definite  plan  of  co-operation  to  propose,  I 
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will  be  glad  to  know  it,  and  will  bring  that  also  to  the  attention  of 
the  Assembly. 

Whilst  this  is  the  only  disposition  we  can  make  of  the  matter  as 
a  Committee,  I  am  under  no  restraint  about  communicating  my 
personal  and  unofficial  views  on  the  whole  subject,  and  propose  to 
do  so  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  ten  days,  if  my  multifarious  duties 
do  not  prevent.

Secretary  of  Committee  on  Freedmen: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: — In  my  letter  of  the  3d  December, 
I  promised  to  give  you  my  views  in  full  on  the  subject  matter  of 
your  letter  of  the  26th  August,  as  soon  as  I  could  command  time 
to  do  so. 

I  am  obliged  to  you  for  the  copies  of  your  Second  and  Third  An- 
nual Reports,  which  you  had  the  goodness  to  send  me.  They  have 
been  read  with  care  and  interest.  My  attention  had  previously 
been  called  to  the  resolution  passed  by  your  General  Assembly  last 
spring,  contemplating  a  plan  of  co-operation  between  your  Church 
and  ours  for  promoting  the  moral  and  spiritual  improvements  of 
the  freedmen  of  the  South.  I  hailed  it  at  the  time  as  an  omen  of 
good.  It  seemed  to  indicate  a  partial  restoration  of  the  confidence 
which  Nothern  Christians  formerly  felt  in  the  piety  and  upright- 
ness of  their  Southern  brethren,  especially  in  connection  with  their 
persevering  and  self-denying  labors  to  promote  the  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  the  blacks  while  yet  in  a  condition  of  servitude.  You  would 
be  surprised,  perhaps,  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  matter, 
to  notice  how  frequently  and  how  emphatically  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  what  was  the  united  Church  commended  these  self-denying 
labors.  In  my  judgment,  it  is  greatly  to  be  lamented  that  this 
feeling  of  confidence  had  not  been  predominant  at  the  close  of  the 
war.     Had  thi§  been  the  ca^se,  it  would  not  only  have  prevented 
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many  serious  mistakes  and  much  ill-feeling,  but  it  would  have 
placed  the  great  work  of  improving  the  condition  of  this  people 
upon  a  much  more  solid  foundation  than  it  occupies  at  present,  or 
than  can  be  acquired  for  it  for  a  long  time  to  come.  You  will 
give  me  credit  for  candor,  I  am  sure,  when  I  affirm  that  there  has 
been  no  suspension  or  abatement  of  the  interest  felt  by  the  great 
mass  of  Southern  Christians  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  improve- 
ment of  the  colored  people.  If  in  former  times  they  were  actu- 
ated in  doing  what  they  did  by  a  sense  of  duty,  they  are  influ- 
enced now  by  considerations  of  interest  and  safety  as  well  as  of 
duty.  This  Southern  country  can  scarcely  be  habitable  very 
long  for  either  whites  or  blacks,  unless  the  latter  can  be  brought 
under  the  influence  of  industrious  habits,  sound  morals,  and  en- 
lightened piety.  Previous  to  the  war,  as  you  well  know,  not  only 
did  a  large  number  of  our  most  popular  preachers  devote  their 
whole  time  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  negroes,  but  there 
were  scarcely  any  of  our  ministers  that  did  not  devote  as  much  of 
their  attention  to  the  colored  portion  of  their  congregations  as  to 
the  whites.  The  results  of  these  labors  were  the  ingathering  of 
something  like  fourteen  thousand  souls  into  the  fold  of  Christ. 
These  labors  were  continued  without  material  interruption  not  only 
until  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  but  through  its  whole  course, 
and  indeed  up  to  that  period  when  the  Southern  country  was 
deluged  with  Northern  agents  of  every  hue  and  stripe,  the  great 
mass  of  whom  seemed  to  regard  themselves  as  heaven-commissioned 
to  fill  the  minds  of  the  negroes  with  hatred  and  animosity  toward 
their  former  owners.  It  is  utterly  untrue  to  say  there  was  any 
marked  bitterness  between  the  whites  and  blacks  of  the  South,  either 
before  or  subsequent  to  the  war,  save  what  was  called  into  existence 
by  the  class  of  persons  just  referred  to.  Furthermore,  I  doubt  very 
much  whether  any  considerable  number  of  our  colored  church 
members  would  have  been  drawn  away  from  us,  if  it  had  not  been 
either  from  the  expectation  of  certain  secular  benefits  that  they 
supposed  you  Avould  confer  on  them,  or  from  a  foolish  ambition  on 
the  part  of  many  of  them  to  exercise  functions  in  the  Church  of 
Christ  for  which  they  are  utterly  unfit.  At  the  same  time,  there 
is  a  manifest  and  grooving  disposition  among  these  people  gener- 
ally to  return  to  the  whites  of  the  South  as  their  best  friends  and 
wisest  counsellors ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  tbis  would  be  the  case 
with  the  great  bodv  of  those  Avho  have  left  our  Church  connections, 
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if  God  should  be  pleased  to  restore  peace  and  prosperity  to  our 
prostrate  and  afflicted  country. 

In  relation  to  what  has  been  accomplished  through  the  agency 
of  your  Committee,  in  promoting  the  cause  of  education  among 
the  freedmen,  I  am  not  prepared  to  speak  with  confidence,  not 
having  had  the  opportunity  for  extended  observation.  It  is  pre- 
sumed, however,  that  much  good  has  been  effected ;  and  in  this 
we  all  feel  a  sincere  pleasure.  These  people  need  intellectual  as 
well  as  spiritual  training.  We  are  without  the  means  of  doing 
much  for  the  promotion  of  their  education,  except  through  the 
instrumentality  of  Sabbath-schools,  of  which  we  have  a  large  num- 
ber, that  we  consider  to  be  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  We 
cannot  even  educate  our  own  children  as  we  would  like  to  do. 
Should  prosperity  ever  revisit  our  Southern  land,  our  people,  I 
feel  assured,  will  be  behind  no  other  in  extending  the  advantages 
of  education  to  the  colored  people. 

In  relation  to  the  organization  of  churches  and  gathering  con- 
verts into  them,  I  apprehend  that  you  will  find,  upon  close  exam- 
ination, that  much  of  the  good  claimed  to  have  been  effected  is 
more  in  appearance  than  in  reality.  You  will  find,  for  example, 
that  the  five  thousand  who  have  been  added  to  your  newly  formed 
churches  are  only  so  many  abstracted  from  ours.  The  number  of 
new  converts  will  at  least  form  but  a  small  and  unimportant  ele- 
ment in  the  body  of  any  of  your  churches.  Whether  any  real 
advantao-e  will  accrue  to  the  Church  at  large,  or  to  this  particular 
people,  from  this  change  in  their  ecclesiastical  relations,  is  to  my 
mind  more  than  doubtful.  Let  us  single  out  but  one  particular  case 
for  the  purpose  of  illustration.  I  take  the  one  denominated  in 
your  report  as  the  Good-will  Church.  I  am  not  only  per- 
sonally and  particularly  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  organization  of  this  church,  but  also  with  the  condition 
and  history  of  the  Salem  or  Brick  Church,  from  which  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Good-will  Church  has  been  almost  entirely  drawn. 
I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  Brick  Church, 
at  the  time  when  application  was  made  by  more  than  a  hundred 
of  its  colored  members  for  their  dismission  to  form  the  Good-will 
Church.  I  have  since  learned  that  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  of 
its  members  have  been  received  to  the  Good-will  Church,  consti- 
tuting at  least,  I  suppose,  nine-tenths  of  its  present  membership. 
Now,  what  advantages  have  resulted  to  this  people  by  this  change 
in  their  ecclesiastical  relations  ? 
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The  Brick  Church,  previous  to  this  period,  had  not  only  been 
noted  for  the  numbers  of  its  colored  members,  but  for  the  untir- 
ing eflforts  that  had  been  made  by  the  pastor  and  people  to  pro- 
mote their  spiritual  welfare.  The  gallery,  from  time  immemorial, 
had  been  appropriated  to  their  exclusive  use,  and  was  in  all  im- 
portant respects  quite  as  comfortable  as  the  lower  part  of  the 
building.  They  not  only  joined  in  the  general  worship  of  the 
congregation,  but  a  special  sermon  had  been  preached  to  them 
by  the  successive  pastors  of  the  church  almost  every  Sabbath  for 
a  period  of  more  than  forty  years.  A  large  number  of  them  had 
been  taught  to  read,  and  were  in  the  habit  of  using  their  hymn  books 
in  public  worship — a  privilege  that  they  all  might  have  enjoyed, 
if  they  had  been  so  disposed.  Their  children  were  as  regularly 
and  carefully  instructed  in  a  Sabbath-school  provided  for  them  as 
were  the  children  of  the  white  congregation.  No  complaints  were 
made  at  the  time  of  their  separation  that  they  had  not  ample  and 
comfortable  accommodations  in  the  house  in  which  they  were  ac- 
customed to  worship  ;  that  the  Church  building  was  not  centrally 
and  conveniently  located ;  that  they  had  been  overlooked  or  ne- 
glected in  the  ministrations  of  the  word  and  ordinances  ;  nor  that 
the  preaching  to  which  they  were  accustomed  to  listen  was  not 
adapted  to  their  understanding  ;  hut  simply  because  they  wished  to 
have  a  jjlaoe  of  worshij}  to  themselves.  Accordingly,  a  new  Church 
edifice  was  erected  in  about  a  mile  of  the  other,  and,  as  I  suppose, 
at  considerable  expense  to  your  Committee.  An  additional  minis- 
ter must  be  provided  and  maintained  at  the  expense  of  your  Church, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  for  an  indefinite  period.  But  what  has  been 
gained  by  this  change  in  their  Church  relationship  ?  It  is  much 
easier  to  tell  what  has  been  lost.  They  have  lost  the  care  and 
kind  sympathy  of  that  Avhite  congregation  who  had  always  been 
so  considerate  of  their  spiritual  welfare,  and  who,  I  know,  would 
have  been  glad  to  have  done  anything  in  their  power  to  promote 
their  future  well-being.  They  have  turned  their  backs  upon  a 
faithful  minister  of  the  gospel,  who  had  not  only  spent  the  greater 
part  of  his  ministerial  life  in  labors  among  the  blacks,  but  who  had 
a  remarkable  facility  for  adapting  his  instructions  to  their  com- 
prehension. They  have  placed  themselves  under  the  guidance  of 
one  who,  whatever  other  excellence  of  character  he  may  possess, 
knows  but  little  of  African  character,  and  is  still  less  qualified  to 
adapt  himself  to  their  understanding.     The  consequence  is,  that 
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the  little  light  which  these  people  formerly  possessed  has  been  ob- 
scured rather  than  brightened  by  listening  to  instructions  that 
were  beyond  their  intellectuo.1  reach ;  and  I  can  assure  you  that 
there  are  not  wanting  painful  evidences,  on  the  part  of  many  of 
these  people,  of  a  speedy  relapse  into  ignorance  and  superstition,  if 
not  into  downright  heathenism. 

But  have  these  people  improved  in  their  moral  character  in  con- 
sequence of  their  separation  from  us  ?  Common  honesty  constrains 
me  to  say  that  they  have  sadly  deteriorated.  Formerly  they  were 
noted  all  over  the  country  for  their  upright  deportment,  for  their 
industrious  habits,  for  the  neatness  and  cleanliness  of  their  per- 
sonal apparel,  especially  on  the  Sabbath  day  ;  for  their  honest  and 
upright  dealings,  for  regularity  in  attendance  upon  public  worship, 
for  the  comparative  sacredness  of  the  marital  relation  ;  theft  was 
of  rare  occurrence ;  and,  taken  altogether,  I  do  not  know  that 
you  could  have  found  any  where  in  this  broad  land  a  more  quiet, 
peaceable,  and  orderly  community.  But  what  is  the  state  of  the 
case  now?  The  scales  are  completely  reversed.  The  air  of 
frankness  and  honesty  which  once  lighted  up  their  countenances 
has,  as  it  seems  to  me,  been  sadly  marred  ;  their  attendance  upon 
the  sanctuary,  as  I  learn  from  reliable  authority,  is  constantly  be- 
coming more  irregular  ;  the  marital  relation  is  frequently  violated  ; 
and  theft  has  become  so  common — I  had  almost  said  universal — 
that  few  persons  in  the  neighborhood  now  attempt  to  raise  poultry 
or  live  stock  of  any  kind.  Within  a  few  days  past,  a  large  number 
of  these  people  have  been  arrested  and  put  on  trial  for  cotton 
stealing,  one  or  more  of  whom,  as  I  have  been  informed,  were 
prominent  members  of  the  Good-will  Church.  Now,  do  not  un- 
derstand me  as  ascribing  all  this  demoralization  to  the  simple 
change  in  their  ecclesiastical  relationship.  Other  causes  have  con- 
tributed their  share  to  bring  about  this  sad  state  of  things.  The 
sudden  ushering  of  the  people  into  all  the  rights  and  immunities 
of  freedom,  without  the  necessary  preparation  for  maintaining 
that  condition  ;  the  evil  counsels  and  reckless  advice  of  unprinci- 
pled white  men  ;  the  disappointment  consequent  upon  their  extrav- 
agant expectations  of  the  kind  of  benefits  that  freedom  was  to 
bring  along  with  it ;  the  pinching  want  resulting  from  their  idle- 
ness and  impi-ovidence,  have  all  contributed  to  bring  about  this 
sad  state  of  demoralization.  But,  at  the  same  time,  I  confidently 
believe  that  if  these  people  had  remained  with  their  former  friends 
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and  spiritual  guides — those  who  alone  were  able  and  disposed  to 
give  them  wise  counsels — they  would  not  only  have  been  saved  from 
all  this  sad  deterioration,  but  would,  at  this  present  moment,  have 
been  in  the  enjoyment  of  richer  spiritual  privileges  than  they  can 
reasonably  expect  to  find  any  where  else. 

There  is  another  view  of  this  matter  that  ought  not  to  be  over- 
looked :  it  is,  whether  you  wijl  be  able  to  retain  these  people  under 
your  influence  for  any  considerable  length  of  time.  Vacillation 
and  instability  are  well  known  characteristics  of  the  race.  They 
have  undoubtedly  left  our  Church  to  join  yours,  from  the  simple 
expectation  that  you  can  confer  greater  outward  favors  on  them 
than  we  can.  This  is  the  only  argument  used  in  the  case. 
They  expect  you,  for  example,  to  build  their  churches  and  school- 
houses,  with  little  or  no  cost  or  trouble  to  themselves ;  not  only  to 
educate  their  children,  but  feed  and  clothe  them  at  the  same  time ; 
to  employ  any  number  of  themselves  as  teachers  and  preachers, 
with  little  or  no  regard  to  their  qualifications  for  these  high  and 
responsible  functions ;  and  they  will  expect  you  to  continue  these 
favors  indefinitely.  The  moment  they  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
you  are  not  going  to  provide  for  them,  in  all  these  various  ways, 
they  will  pass  as  quietly  and  noiselessly  out  of  your  hands  as  they 
have  from  ours ;  and  the  crowning  misfortune  will  be,  that  they 
may,  and  probably  will,  get  out  of  the  reach  of  both  you  and  our- 
selves. If  this  is  no  chimerical  apprehension,  then  your  agents 
have  assumed  a  very  grave  responsibility  in  promoting  these  divi- 
sive measures  in  the  Church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  relation  to  your  views  about  the  establishment  of  an  African 
Church,  entirely  disconnected  either  from  the  Northern  or  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church,  there  is  some  diversity  of  opinion  among 
ourselves.  When  the  Knox  Presbytery  assumed  this  position,  and 
issued  its  proclamation  accordingly,  many  of  our  people  regarded 
the  experiment  with  interest.  It  was  thought  that  a  problem  of 
great  interest  to  the  African  race  in  this  country  might  be  wrought 
out  by  the  experiment.  But  the  purpose  had  scarcely  been  pro- 
claimed, when  it  was  abandoned,  by  the  Presbytery  itself  seeking 
admission  into  your  General  Assembly. 

My  own  impression  is,  that  these  people  are  not  yet  prepared 
to  stand  alone.  Separate  them  from  the  whites,  and  give  them  a 
Church  to  themselves,  and  the  great  danger  will  be  that  they  will 
not  only  lose  sight  of  the  great  and  fundamental  principles  of  evan- 
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gelical  religion ;  but  they  will,  in  a  comparatively  short  period,  land 
in  outright  heathenism.  This  is  no  unfounded  apprehension. 
There  are  already  unmistakable  evidences  of  this  tendency  among 
those  of  the  blacks  who  have  detached  themselves  from  their 
former  Church  connections ;  and  no  one  can  tell  where  they  will 
land,  unless  more  powerful  restraints  are  imposed  upon  them  than 
exist  at  present.  But  even  if  there  were  no  just  cause  for  this  ap- 
prehension, where  is  the  use  or  propriety  of  building  up  a  wall  of 
separation  between  those  whom  the  Saviour  evidently  intended  to 
belong  to  the  same  spiritual  household?  If  the  colored  people 
would  only  submit  to  such  prudential  regulations,  as  their  peculiar 
circumstances  evidently  demand,  (  and,  if  left  to  themselves,  they 
would  never  object  to  such  regulations,)  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
whatever  about  their  worshiping  with  the  whites.  At  the  same 
time,  they  would  derive  great  advantage  from  the  kind  care  that 
would  be  exercised  over  them  in  this  important  relationship.  In- 
deed, it  is  the  very  thing  that  they  need  above  all  others,  at  the 
present  time;  and  any  attempt  to  separate  them,  looks  like  a 
direct  resistance  to  a  clear  and  manifest  providence. 

You  have  asked  my  views,  as  I  understand  your  letter,  as  to 
the  best  mode  by  which  your  Church  and  people  can  co-operate  in 
the  great  work  of  enlightening  and  improving  the  condition  of  the 
freedmen.  I  would  not  have  thought  of  obtruding  those  views 
on  your  attention,  if  they  had  not  been  so  kindly  asked.  You 
will,  of  course,  expect  me  to  use  great  candor  in  expressing  those 
views,  even  if  they  should  not  be  entirely  coincident  with  your 
own.  Those  views  may  be  summed  up  in  a  single  remark,  viz : 
tJiat  I  regard  the  Southern  Church  as  the  chief  agency  appointed  hy 
Providence  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  object,  and  that  the 
Northern  Church  and  jjeople  can  co-operate  in  no  way  more  effec- 
tually than  through  the  medium  of  that  Church.  The  course  pur- 
sued by  your  own  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  for  promoting  the 
cause  of  evangelical  religion  in  Papal  Europe,  is  precisely  the 
course,  as  it  seems  to  me,  which  you  should  adopt  to  promote  evan- 
gelical religion  among  the  freedmen  of  the  South.  That  Board 
rightly  judged  that  the  best  agents  that  could  be  employed  in  their 
work  were  the  native  Christians  of  the  country ;  and  hence  they 
never  sent  agents  of  American  birth  to  labor  there,  but  furnished 
the  means  to  employ  those  that  were  on  the  ground,  and  to  whom 
the  language  of  the  country  was  vernacular.     Differences  not  less 
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marked  exist  between  Northern  men,  who  have  none  but  a  theo- 
retical knowledge  of  the  African  character,  and  Southern  men, 
who  have  been  familiar  with  the  race  all  their  lives.  You  have  the 
means,  but  not  the  agents,  suited  to  the  work.  We  have  the  men, 
but  not  the  means.  Your  people  have  but  little  practical  acquaint- 
ance with  the  African  race ;  our  people  have  not  only  been  familiar 
with  them  all  their  lives,  but  they  have  been  greatly  blessed  by 
bringing  multitudes  of  them  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Saviour. 

In  your  Second  Annual  Report  you  intimate  that  many  of  your 
most  effective  ministers  are  deterred  from  engaging  in  the  work, 
from  fear  of  losing  their  standing  with  the  Northern  Churches.  We 
labor  under  no  such  disadvantages.  No  minister  here  is  afraid  of 
losing  caste  by  laboring  for  the  blacks.  On  the  other  hand,  he  is 
more  esteemed  for  it.  But  I  will  not  enlarge.  It  is  my  confident 
belief  that  you  yourselves,  perhaps  in  a  very  short  time,  will  come 
to  the  same  conclusion ;  and  the  sooner  there  is  an  entire  coinci- 
dence of  views  between  us  in  relation  to  this  great  matter,  the 
better  for  the  interests  of  religion  and  the  welfare  of  the  negro 
race.

Reverend  and  Dear  Brother  :  Your"  communication  of  De- 
cember— ,  with  the  accompanying  note  of  December  3d,  came  duly 
to  hand.  I  thank  you  for  this  full  expression  of  your  views  in 
regard  to  the  work  among  the  freedmen,  and  the  candid  manner 
in  which  you  express  your  views  as  to  the  possible  mode  of  co- 
operation of  our  Church  with  yours  in  the  work  of  their  evangeli- 
zation. 

I  have  not  time  to  reply  just  now  as  I  desire  and  intend,  owing 
to  multiplied  duties.  I  am  compelled  to  spend  the  greater  part  of 
my  time  on  the  road.     At  this  time,  however,  I  desire  to  correct 
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an  error  into  which  you  have  doubtless  been  led  by  the  unfortu- 
nate blindness  of  my  expression  in  the  official  letter  which  I  sent  to 
you.  You  infer  that  I  think  there  ought  to  be  "  an  African  Presby- 
terian Church  unconnected  either  with  the  Northern  or  Southern 
white  Churches."  I  had  no  intention  of  expressing  that  idea.  If 
you  look  at  my  letter  again,  you  will  see  by  the  connection  that  I 
mean  that  it  would  be  wrong  to  perpetuate  among  the  freedmen 
the  distinctions  existing  between  the  Old  and  New  School,  or  the 
prejudices  unhappily  existing  between  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Churches.  Your  mistake,  I  see,  is  natural  from  the  sentence : 
"  There  ouglit  to  he  hut  one  African  Preshyterian  Church."  The 
fault  is  mine.  I  mean  simply  that  there  certainly  ought  not  to  be 
more  than  one.  If  you  present  that  letter  to  your  Assembly, 
please  let  this  correction  go  with  it.  I  agree  with  you,  that  it  is 
not  desirable  to  have  these  colored  Presbyterian  Churches  sepa- 
rated from  the  whites  ;  and  I  believe  it  to  be  our  duty  to  do  all 
we  can  legitimately  to  prevent  it.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  the 
peculiar  forces  at  Avork  will  produce  that  separation  ultimately ; 
else,  as  you  intimate,  the  colored  Presbyterians  will  slip  away 
from  both  your  Church  and  ours,  when  the  whole  work  of  sustain- 
ing the  gospel  ordinances  falls  upon  them.  My  hope  is  that  such 
a  result  may  be  postponed  until  they  have  been  taught  a  pure 
Presbyterianism,  as  well  as  a  pure  gospel,  and  so  be  sufficiently 
advanced  to  take  care  of  their  own  Church.  I  have  little  patience 
with  that  spirit  which  draws  lines  in  the  Church  of  God  between 
sinners  of  different  races  or  conditions  in  life,  and  which  says  to 
the  poor  man,  "sit  thou  there,"  not  because  he  is  poor,  but  for  a 
far  less  Christian  reason — because  he  is  hlacTc.  I  believe  we  ought 
to  retain  these  poor  people  with  us  in  the  Church,  if  it  is  possi- 
ble. But,  as  I  said  before,  I  fear  there  will  be  an  African  Pres- 
byterian Church,  as  there  is  an  African  Methodist  Church  already. 
I  have  not  time  to  write  further,  now,  but  will  gladly  reply 
without  controversy  to  your  interesting  letter.

Dear  Brother  : 

Your  official  reply  to  my  communication  of  August 
25th,  1868,  was  duly  received,  bearing  date  December  3d.  In  this 
you  inform  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  that  for  reasons  stated, 
your  Committee  had  referred  their  communication,  and,  as  I  un- 
derstand you,  the  whole  subject  of  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
Missions  among  the  freedmen,  to  your  next  General  Assembly. 
This  reference  seems  to  be  wise,  and  we  can  have  no  objection  to 
it.     The  delay  may  give  a  surer  foundation  for  future  work. 

In  reply  to  my  request  to  favor  us  with  any  views  or  plans  of 
work  entertained  by  your  Committee,  by  which  the  desired  co- 
operation might  be  secured,  you  gave  the  promise  of  your  per- 
sonal views  at  length.  Your  letter  of  December  10th,  with  its 
accompanying  note,  was  duly  received,  as  my  note  to  you  dated 
December  16th,  informed  you.  From  that  date  until  the  present, 
absence  from  home,  and  pressure  of  duties,  have  prevented  an  earlier 
attention  to  your  letter,  I  have  just  received  the  Ohristian  Observer 
of  the  27th  ult,,  in  which  I  find  this  unfinished  correspondence 
already  printed,  also  a  pamphlet  edition  of  the  same  from  South 
Carolina.  I  am  sorry  you  felt  called  upon  to  publish,  before  re- 
ceiving the  reply  which  your  note  requested,  and  your  letter  de- 
manded, if  the  correspondence  was  to  be  made  public.  I  cannot 
believe  that  you  had  any  other  intention  than  to  serve  the  cause  of 
truth  and  righteousness.  Yet  I  cannot  see  how  you  could  suppose 
my  note  to  be  a  reply  to  your  letter,  when  I  distinctly  stated  that 
it  was  not,  or  that  I  could  consent  to  the  publication  without  that 
reply.  I  am  willing,  however,  to  trust  your  sense  of  justice  to 
give  this  paper  the  same  kind  and  degree  of  publicity,  as  that  of 
the  letter  which  calls  it  forth. 

I  read  your  letter  with  great  interest,  not  only  because  it  Avas 
written  by  one  supposed  to  have  rare  opportunities  for  the  exami- 
nation of  the  present  condition  of  the  freed  people,  and  one  whom 
the  Presbyterian  Church  has  honored  for  his  missionary  spirit ; 
but  also  from  the  fact  that  nineteen  years  ago,  your  eloquent  ap- 
peals in  behalf  of  the  African  race  led  me  to  an  interest  in  the 
efforts  of  the  Church  for  their  evangelization,  which  has  never 
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flagged.  Taking  it  as  a  friendly  expression  of  your  personal 
views,  notwithstanding  your  official  signature,  I  will,  at  your  re- 
quest, reply  with  pleasure,  and  equal  candor,  giving  facts  and 
opinions,  for  Avhich  I  alone  am  responsible. 

It  would  be  difficult,  if  not  tedious,  my  dear  sir,  to  notice  all  the 
points  made  in  your  paper,  and  indicate  how  far  I  can  agree,  or  in 
what  disagree  with  you.  I  will,  therefore,  only  attempt  a  general 
reply. 

I  cordially  respond  to  your  regret,  that  the  confidence  of  former 
years  should  have  been  interrupted ;  but  I  cannot  see  how  it  could 
have  been  avoided,  nor  can  I  believe  that  the  Northern  Church  is 
to  be  held  alone  responsible,  or  in  chief  measure.  It  was  the  issue 
of  forces  which  neither  the  Northern  nor  Southern  Church  could 
control.  The  Presbyterian  Church  has  never  obliterated  her  tes- 
timony to  the  faithfulness  of  Southern  Christians,  in  their  efforts 
for  the  salvation  of  the  colored  people,  while  held  in  slavery, 
while  the  Reports  of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  which  have  been 
commended  by  the  Assembly,  as  well  as  the  addresses  of  the  Sec- 
retary in  every  part  of  the  Church,  which  have  been  kindly  re- 
ceived, testify  that  there  has  been  no  disposition,  since  the  war,  to 
underrate  their  efforts  or  success  in  this  field. 

We  cannot  agree  as  to  the  righteousness  of  the  causes  which 
produced  the  state  of  feeling  which  has  existed  between  your 
Church  and  ours,  and  I  think  it  would  not  be  wise  to  attempt  it. 
Let  us  rather  cover  the  past  with  a  mantle  of  charity,  and  ad- 
dress ourselves,  in  a  Christian  spirit,  to  the  task  of  restoring  con- 
fidence and  brotherly  regard. 

I  think  it  would  be  equally  hopeless  to  attempt  to  agree  as  to 
the  causes  which  have  led  to  the  alienation  of  the  colored  people 
from  their  old  friends.  You  charge  this  alienation  to  ^'■Northern 
agents^  of  every  hue  and  stripe,'"  in  general,  and  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  to  the  work  of  Missionaries  of  the  Committee.  Ad- 
mitting all  you  say  as  to  the  efforts  of  enthusiasts,  and  of  evil  dis- 
posed persons  from  the  North,  it  does  not  give,  to  my  mind,  an 
adequate  cause  for  the  alienation  now  known  to  exist.  All  the 
Northerners  who  went  South  at  the  close  of  the  war,  were  not  bad 
people,  surely ;  and  I  cannot  see  how,  even  if  they  were,  and  had 
all  labored  to  this  end,  they  could  have  so  generally  succeeded  in 
sundering  ties,  which,  upon  your  view,  were  the  outgrowth  of  cen- 
turies of  kind  offices,  and  continued,  as  you  say,  even  after  the 
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war.  I  know  that  that  class  of  people  who  conscientiously  under- 
take bad  things,  work  with  great  energy,  and  have  quite  a  power 
in  the  world.  But  that  to  these  alone  is  due  the  alienation  of  the 
fourteen  thousand  colored  members  from  your  churches,  and  of 
the  four  millions  from  your  households,  in  spite  of  the  strength  of 
attachment  which  you  honestly  think  existed,  I  cannot  believe. 
May  it  not  be  that  the  grand  idea  of  Liberty —  which,  like  the  idea 
of  the  living  God,  when  it  once  enters  the  mind,  however  crude  or 
ill  defined  it  may  be,  cannot  be  eradicated — has  led  the  poor,  igno- 
rant people  out  of  your  church  galleries,  into  separate  assemblies, 
to  assert  their  manhood  and  their  supposed  rights  in  the  house  of 
God.  There  is  a  large  number  of  facts  known  to  me,  which,  to 
my  mind,  are  most  easily  accounted  for  upon  this  supposition. 
How  far  these  members  may  have  been  led  away  from  your 
churches,  by  the  '■^expectation  of  certain  secular  benefits"  from 
the  Northern  Church,  or  from  desire  for  office  in  the  Church,  I  do 
not  know.  I  do  know,  however,  that  so  far  as  the  Committee  on 
Freedmen  are  concerned,  they  are  not  responsible  for  any  offers 
of  such  inducements.  Moreover,  the  sacrifices  these  people  have 
made  to  build  their  own  churches,  and  maintain  schools  for  their 
children,  in  their  wretched  poverty,  rather  indicate  the  existence 
among  them  of  that  old  Presbyterian  spirit  which  characterized 
their  former  owners,  which  will  not  permit  them  to  be  bought  or 
sold. 

I  am  happy  to  hear  that  signs  multiply,  that  they  will  return 
to  their  old  friends  ultimately ;  but  I  am  persuaded  that  the  breach 
cannot  be  generally  healed,  unless  they  are  allowed  such  privileges 
in  the  Church  as  are  inseparably  associated  with  the  idea  of  Pres- 
byterianism,  or  at  least  the  near  possibility  of  them. 

Again,  you  do  not  seem  to  distinguish,  with  sufficient  clearness, 
between  the  people  gathered  from  your  Church  into  our  organi- 
zations, and  that  vastly  greater  body  that  has  left  you  for  mem- 
bership in  bodies  with  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  little 
sympathy.  You  seem  to  assume  that  the  5000  we  have  succeeded 
in  gathering,  "are  only  so  many  abstracted"  from  your  commu- 
nion; and  then  you  leave  the  9,000  that  you  ought  to  have,  to  be 
accounted  for.  I  do  not  suppose  you  intend  to  convey  the  im- 
pression that  the  Missionaries  of  our  Church  are  to  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  departure  of  all  your  colored  members;  but 
would  it  not  help  to  create  good  feeling,  to  leave  that  matter  a 
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little  more  distinct  ?  I  will  endeavor  kindly  to  give  you  a  little 
light  on  this  point. 

I  do  not  see  why  you  should  conclude  "  that  much  of  the  good 
claimed  to  have  been  effected,  is  more  in  appearance  than  reality ;" 
or  that  the  5,000  who  have  been  added  to  our  '-'■  newly  formed 
churches,  are  only  so  many  abstracted  from  yours."  Nor  can  I 
understand  on  what  principle  you  assert  the  proportion  of  new 
converts  God  has  given  to  our  missionaries.  It  is  not  well  to  deal 
in  suppositions  in  a  case  where  the  facts  can  be  had.  The  reports 
of  the  missionaries,  which  are  given  monthly,  in  figures,  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Committee,  show  that  not  one-half 
of  these  5,000  were  ever  in  your  Church,  and  that  a  large  propor- 
tion in  many  of  the  churches  were  received  by  baptism.  We  now 
have  prosperous  churches,  as  fully  Presbyterian  as  such  people  can 
be,  in  communities  where  no  Presbyterian  freedmen  were  found. 

An  examination  of  the  map  of  your  Presbyteries,  with  the  lo- 
cation of  our  churches,  would  show  you  how  slight  a  foundation 
your  supposition  rests  upon.  Take  an  example  or  two.  Orange 
Presbytery  should  have  had  345  colored  members  when  we  entered 
the  field.  We  have  now  eight  churches  on  the  ground  covered  by 
that  Presbytery,  with  a  membership  of  239.  Only  four  of  these 
churches  are  so  situated  as  that  they  could  have  led  away  mem- 
bers from  yours.  If  these  four  took  all  the  colored  mem- 
bers belonging  to  you,  within  reach  of  them,  we  are  only  indebted 
to  you  for  54,  giving  us  a  clear  gain  of  185,  and  leaving  291  in 
that  Presbytery,  who  still  ought  to  be  found  in  your  communion. 

In  Fayettsville  Presbytery  we  have  six  churches,  with  219 
members  ;  only  two  of  them  are  so  situated  as  to  draw  members 
from  yours,  and  could  have  taken  only  67,  had  they  taken  all 
within  their  reach.  This  would  leave  you  GOT,  who  did  not  come 
to  our  communion,  and  give  us  a  gain  of  142. 

In  Concord  Presbytery,  the  great  body  of  colored  members  that 
remained  in  your  communion  until  the  time  of  our  work,  no  doubt 
went  into  these  organizations.  I  do  not  know  how  many  of  our 
churches  are  so  located  as  to  draw  members  from  yours.  I  do 
know  that  many  of  them  had  left  the  region  before  our  churches 
were  organized,  and  there  are  many  of  your  churches  that  ought 
still  to  have  their  colored  members,  for  we  have  no  church  near 
them.  But,  on  the  supposition  that  they  had  all  remained  on  the 
ground,  and  our  organization  had  taken  them  all,  we  should  have 
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from  you  1,269,  whereas,  we  have  on  the  ground  covered  by  that 
Presbytery  1,799  communicants  ;  an  absolute  gain  of  530  who  did 
not  belong  to  you.  This  includes  all  the  Presbyteries  of  North 
Carolina  that  we  have  touched.  May  there  not  be  something 
more  than  the  "  appearance  "  of  good,  even  upon  as  '■'■  close  exami- 
nation" as  this  ? 

If  space  permitted  details,  I  could  give  you  the  history  of  indi- 
vidual churches,  Avhich,  although  located  in  the  neighborhood  of 
churches  belonging  to  your  body,  yet  found  no  colored  members 
remaining  to  go  into  them,  or  so  few,  that  they  form  no  apprecia- 
ble element  in  them.  We  have  also  a  class  of  churches  made  up 
of  members  wholly  abandoned  by  yours  when  we  found  them. 
Take  the  case  of  the  Islands  of  South  Carolina,  and  Liberty  county, 
Georgia,  the  field  of  the  noble  work  of  Dr.  Jones.  The  colored 
people  of  Edisto,  John,  James,  and  Wadmalaw  Islands  begged  us 
for  missionaries  at  a  time  when  white  Presbyterians  had  abandoned 
them.  Wc  could  hear  of  no  church  that  maintained  the  ordi- 
nances. When  the  missionaries  began  work  there,  they  gathered 
the  people  in  the  old  churches  that  were  abandoned  by  their  white 
brethren.  These  houses  were  used  almost  a  year  before  the  owners 
claimed  them,  and  then  were  given  up  without  a  word.  In  Charles- 
ton itself,  the  missionary  found  old  Zion  Church,  the  very  monu- 
ment of  the  care  of  Southern  Presbyterians  for  this  race,  in 
the  hands  of  Methodists,  who  could  only  be  displaced  by  military 
order.  Liberty  county,  Georgia,  stands  to-day  with  all  the  precious 
seed  sown  by  that  man'  of  God,  whose  memory  is  our  heritage  as 
well  as  yours,  with  only  old  Joseph  Williams  to  withstand  the 
flood-gates  of  Methodism  and  Independency,  and  give  gospel 
teaching  to  its  hundreds  of  Presbyterians. 

In  these  places  we  found  the  colored  communicants  of  your 
churches  not  only  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  but  exposed  to 
wolves  of  all  latitudes,  "of  every  hue  and  stripe."  There  are 
multitudes  more  in  the  same  condition  that  we  have  not  reached, 
and  many  Avho  have  gone  beyond  our  reach.  Are  these  "  only  so 
many  abstracted  from  your  Church ?"  And  is  it  only  the  "ap- 
pearance "  of  good,  to  gather  these  people  into  congregations 
where  they  may  have  even  inadequate  teaching?  Is  it  "a  very 
grave  responsibility"  for  a  godly  man  to  take,  even  on  a  supposi- 
tion which  is  possibly  '•''chimerical"  that  they  will  ^'■quietly  and 
noiselessly"  pass  out  of  his  hands,  according  to  your  idea  of  negro

characteristics  ?  My  dear  sir,  you  are  greatly  mistaken,  if  you 
suppose  our  Church  has  done  nothing  more  than  gather  up  the 
results  of  your  labors. 

It  would  be  far  better  for  our  work  if  it  were  so,  and  our 
churches  were  made  up  entirely  of  people  educated  in  your  body. 
By  our  unwillingness  to  seem  to  interfere  with  the  work  of  your 
Church,  and  because  of  the  spirit  which  was  manifested  by  the 
great  body  of  your  people,  we  delayed  and  hesitated  until  a  large 
mass  of  Presbyterian  freedmen  had  gone  beyond  either  your 
power  or  ours.  And  thus  the  work  of  the  fathers,  by  the  unfaith- 
fulness of  the  children,  has  been  lost,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  I  suppose  the  fault  to  lie  at  the  door  of  the 
Northern  Church  as  well  as  the  Southern.  Presbyterians,  North 
and  South,  allowed  Congregationalists,  Episcopalians,  Methodists, 
Baptists  of  all  creeds,  and  even  Unitarians  and  Catholics,  to  take 
possession  of  the  great  missionary  fields,  for  whose  present  readi- 
ness for  the  harvest  your  fathers  and  mine  labored  and  prayed 
with  a  devotion  that  ought  to  make  us  blush  for  our  negligence. 

I  presume  you  are  as  familiar  with  the  other  churches  of  Har- 
mony Presbytery,  as  you  are  with  Salem,  or  the  Brick  church. 
What  has  become  of  the  1,880  colored  communicants  of  that 
Presbytery  ?  The  150  gathered  by  our  missionary  in  the  Good- 
will organization,  is  but  a  small  part  of  them.  Yet  that  Pres- 
bytery published,  some  time  since,  that  even  the  preaching 
places  for  the  negroes  had  been  abandoned,  and  their  colored  mem- 
bers had  sought  homes  in  other  communions.  I  have  had  com- 
munication with  some  hundreds  of  these  communicants,  who  are 
in  irregular  assemblages  of  African  Methodists,  and  have  refused 
to  return  to  any  branch  of  the  Presbyterian  body. 

Allow  me  to  say  further,  the  example  you  take  as  representing 
the  whole  work  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Committee  on  Freed- 
men, to-wit,  the  Good-will  church,  is  not  even  the  best  one  that 
was  within  your  reach.  There  is  one  called  Ebenezer,  a  name 
given  to  it  by  an  elder  of  Harmony  Presbytery,  which  stands  only 
about  ten  miles  from  the  Brick  church,  that  is  a  much  fairer  rep- 
resentative of  the  character  of  our  work.  It  is  larger  than  Good- 
will, and  has  not  yet  exhibited  the  signs  of  speedy  decay  you  seem 
to  have  discovered  among  the  old  members  of  the  Brick  church. 
Let  me  give  you  some  facts  touching  the  history  of  this  organiza- 
tion, because  its  existence  led  to  that  of  Good-will. 
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Shortly  after  the  Committee  began  their  work,  they  received  a 
letter  from  an  elder  of  Sumter  church,  stating  that  he  had 
overtured  his  Presbytery  to  undertake  a  work  of  education  and 
evangelization  among  the  black  people ;  or,  if  they  were  not  able 
to  do  so,  to  invite  the  Northern  Church  to  send  missionary  teach- 
ers, to  be  under  the  direction  of  Presbytery.  This  overture  exci- 
ted such  feeling,  and  was  treated  with  such  disrespect,  as  to  lead  a 
friend  of  its  author  to  withdraw  it.  This  elder,  therefore,  felt 
free  to  invite  the  Committee  on  Freedmen  to  place  a  school  on  his 
own  plantation,  and  he  requested  a  teacher,  with  a  proposal  to 
build  a  school-house,  which  might  be  used  by  Harmony  Presbytery 
as  a  preaching  place  for  freedmen.  The  Teacher  was  sent  to  his 
house,  and  placed  under  his  superintendence.  With  the  cordial 
consent  of  the  Committee,  the  station  was  offered  to  this  elder's 
pastor,  and  he  did  preach  once  or  twice  for  the  people,  some  of 
whom  belonged  to  his  church.  For  more  than  a  year  this  teacher 
worked  on  in  patience,  under  imputations  and  reproaches  which 
ought  to  excite  one's  Christian  indignation.  In  the  winter  of 
1867,  I  visited  that  school,  and,  upon  invitation  of  the  elder, 
preached  for  his  congregation,  and  had  between  two  and  three 
hundred  hearers.  Twenty-eight  of  these  belonged  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  by  actual  count ;  three  of  them  to  the  Brick 
church ;  about  one  hundred  to  branches  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
They  all  united  in  a  request  to  be  organized  into  a  Presbyterian 
congregation,  and  to  have  a  Pastor  sent  to  care  for  them.  They 
were  put  off,  in  the  hope  that  a  better  feeling  might  exist,  and  the 
Southern  Church  be  led  to  look  after  them.  After  a  full  confer- 
ence with  the  elder,  and  a  correspondence  extending  through  four 
subsequent  months,  at  his  request,  with  proposal  to  furnish  ground 
for  a  church  and  parsonage,  a  missionary  was  sent  to  organize 
this  people.  A  colored  minister,  educated  at  Princeton,  was  the 
man  chosen  for  this  work,  because  it  was  supposed  he  would  excite 
less  prejudice.  The  second  Sabbath  after  his  arrival  he  organized 
a  church  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  members.  Were  these 
"abstracted"  from  your  Church?  It  is  located  ten  miles  from 
the  Sumter  church,  and  about  the  same  distance  from  Salem. 
It  Avas  placed  where  it  was,  in  the  hope  it  would  not  take  any  who 
had  church  privileges.  With  preaching  not  oftener  than  once  a 
month,  on  an  average,  it  has  gone  steadily  forward,  increasing  in 
numbers  and  graces,  under  the  fatherly  care  of  the  elder  to  whose 
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faithfulness  it  owes  its  existence,  and  the  Christian  teaching  of  the 
two  ladies  who  live  iu  their  parsonage,  troubling  no  one.  Here 
was  a  fair  opportunity  for  your  Church  to  have  indicated  a  willing- 
ness to  allow  us  to  co-operate,  and  demonstrate  her  claim  to  be  the 
"•agency  appointed  hy  Providence  in  the  great  work  of  enliglitening 
and  improving  the  condition  of  the  freedmen.'' 

As  I  have  said,  Good- will  church,  which  is  only  a  translation  of 
Salem — that  its  lowly  members  may  still  retain  some  hold  to  their 
old  associations — is  not  the  best  example  you  might  have  found. 
But  there  are  some  things  in  the  history  of  that  organization, 
which,  had  you  known  them,  might  have  led  you  to  feel  differ- 
ently about  it.  There  are  some  things  that  missionaries  refrain 
from  doing,  which  ought  to  modify  public  opinion  as  to  what  they 
do.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  referred  to,  while  at  Ebenezer,  a  re- 
quest came  from  leaders  of  that  communion  for  an  organization ; 
and  it  was  urged  upon  the  ground,  that  the  colored  members  were 
leaving  all  the  Presbyterian  churches  for  the  Methodist.  That  if 
we  did  not  give  them  a  school  and  church,  that  body  Avould  soon 
do  so.  They  presented  some  stubborn  facts  to  enforce  this  plea. 
They  did  love  their  old  friend  and  pastor,  and  the  evidence  of  their 
devotion  was  most  grateful  to  me,  as  I  urged  them  to  stay  with 
him.  Do  you  not  think  it  would  have  helped  you  to  a  more  just, 
if  not  a  more  charitable  view  of  their  conduct,  if  you  had  remem- 
bered that  this  faithful  pastor  had  left  them  for  another  field 
of  labor,  before  they  applied  for  their  letters  of  dismission  ?  It 
was  he  who  left  them;  not  tliey  who  '■''turned  their  hacks,'"  oti  him. 
Possibly,  it  was  in  view  of  that  event,  they  begged  us  to  care  for 
them.  You  will  give  me  credit  for  candor,  I  am  sure,  Avhen  I  say 
that  if  this  good  minister  had  remained  in  the  Brick  church,  I 
should  not  have  consented  to  any  movement  toward  weakening  the 
tie  that  bound  them  to  him.  This  esteemed  brother  has  shown  his 
desire  for  the  blessing  of  the  colored  people,  by  giving  Christian 
encouragement  to  our  missionaries,  however  he  may  have  differed 
from  us  as  to  the  principles  upon  which  the  work  has  been  con- 
ducted, and  his  noble  character  suffered  nothing  by  the  letter  he 
sent  to  express  his  regrets  that  pressure  of  duties  alone  prevented 
his  acceding  to  their  wish  to  preach  the  dedicatory  sermon,  when 
they  opened  their  church. 

There  is  another  point  that  needs  some  explanation.     There 
were  382  colored  members  in  the  communion  of  the  Brick  church, 
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and  only  150  went  into  the  organization  of  the  Good-will.  What 
became  of  the  232,  who  should  have  still  remained  under  "  the  care 
and  kind  sympathy  of  that  ivhite  congregation^''  Would  it  not 
modify,  somewhat,  the  '•^ very  grave  responsibility''  of  our  mis- 
sionary, had  you  told  ns  how  many  of  these  remain  in  the  Church, 
and  how  many  have  sought  homes  in  communions  with  which  you 
and  I  have  little  sympathy  ? 

You  give  a  sad  picture  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  colored 
Presbyterians  about  Salem.  The  signs  of  their  departure  from 
the  rectitude  of  Christian  life,  for  which  they  were  once  "  noted 
all  over  the  country,"  and  of  their  ^^  speedy  relapse  into  igno- 
rance and  superstition,  if  not  into  doivn-right  heathenism,"  seems 
to  multiply.  I  am  not  prepared  to  question  any  facts  you  may 
be  able  to  give  on  that  subject.  I  have  pleaded  with  the  Northern 
Church  to  enter  upon  this  work  with  sacrifice  and  self-denial, 
upon  the  ground  that  the  peculiar  condition  of  the  freedmen, 
and  the  forces  that  must  determine  their  future,  are  such  that 
nothing  but  God's  truth  and  His  Spirit  can  save  large  masses 
of  them  from  the  fatal  error  of  "holding  the  truth  in  unright- 
eousness," and  engrafting  upon  their  Presbyterian  faith  the 
hideous  immoralities  which  a  perverted  conscience  will  always 
allow. 

But,  sir,  I  stand  amazed  as  I  look  over  this  field,  to  find  that 
they  have  gone  no  further  than  they  have.  I  do  not  believe  an- 
other race  exists,  that  under  similar  provocation,  and  with  the 
amount  of  intelligence  this  people  have,  would  have  done  half  as 
well.  For  eight  years  they  have  lived  untramelled,  where  horrid 
war  has  cheapened  human  life,  and  violent  emancipation  has  left 
them  penniless  and  homeless,  at  the  mercy  of  those  who  have  felt 
wronged  by  their  very  freedom.  Is  it  not  a  wonder  they  have  not 
added  butchery  to  theft,  and  rapine  to  adultery  ?  God  be  praised 
that  they  have  not. 

Is  it  logic,  or  is  it  prejudice,  my  dear  sir,  which,  in  your  mind 
connects  the  thieving  and  adultery  of  these  old  members  of  your 
communion,  either  directly  or  remotely,  with  the  labors  of  the 
missionary,  of  whose  manifold  excellencies  you  are  not  ignorant  ? 
I'see  your  newspapers,  in  publishing  your  letter,  call  attention  to 
this  declaration,  as  '^  effects  of  Northern  teaching."  As  I  read 
your  glowing  picture  of  their  peaceful  and  godly  life  while  in  your 
communion — where  not  one  of  them,  by  law,  owned  his  own  wife 
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or  children — and  their  speedy  lapse,  as  soon  as  they  had  gone  into 
a  separate  organization,  under  the  teaching  of  a  Presbyterian 
minister,  I  recalled  the  remark  of  a  celebrated  French  divine  a 
few  years  ago,  when  on  a  visit  to  this  country.  Possibly  you 
have  heard  it.  In  a  company  he  was  asked  how  a  certain  minister, 
in  France,  was  succeeding  in  a  mission  he  had  undertaken.  He 
replied,  with  a  shrug  of  the  shoulder,  "  pretty  well ;  but  the  fact 
is,  I  think  that  brother  was  not  too  much  converted." 

Isn't  it  possible  these  brethren  Avere  "not  too  much  converted  " 
while  they  were  in  the  Brick  church  ? 

If  your  view  of  the  most  effectual  mode  of  co-operation  with 
your  Church,  to-wit :  that  adopted  by  the  Foreign  Board  toward 
Christian  organizations  in  Papal  Europe,  is  the  view  of  your  whole 
Church,  and  if  there  is  no  other  mode  that  will  satisfy  your  com- 
munion, I  fear  the  hope  of  co-operation  will  have  to  be  postponed. 
I  think  it  will  establish  the  conviction  that  the  time  has  not  yet 
come.  You  certainly  can  not  expect  our  Church  to  abandon  the 
feeble  congregations  gathered,  or  call  home  the  noble  men  and 
women  who  have  gone  into  this  field  with  singular  sacrifice  and 
self-denial,  and  whom  God  is  blessing  with  cheering  success.  Un- 
less your  Church  can  consent  to  the  organization  of  separate 
churches  for  the  freedmen,  or  else  allow  them  all  the  rights  in 
the  Church  that  they  would  give  to  any  other  people,  with  the  same 
dcree  of  intelligence,  I  do  not  think  any  missionary  force  would  be 
able  to  lead  them  back  to  your  communion,  and  our  appropriation 
of  means  would  fail  to  reach  the  desired  end,  and  could  only  be 
used  by  you  in  establishing  churches  into  which  the  freedmen 
would  not  go.  I  fear  the  ideas  of  the  colored  people,  regarding 
^^ prudential  regulations,"  are  such  now  that  they  can  not  be  con- 
trolled by  either  North  or  South. 

You  will  pardon  me,  dear  sir,  for  doubting  your  conclusion  that 
the  ''^Southern  Church  is  the  chief  agency  appointed  hy  Provi- 
dence" for  the  elevation  and  salvation  of  the  freedmen.  Once 
they  did  have  the  care  of  this  people,  and  the  Avhole  Church  freely 
allowed  them  the  field,  and  cheerfully  sustained  their  exclusive 
ministry  for  it.  But  that  time  has  passed,  and  circumstances  have 
changed ;  this  people  have  changed  also.  The  fact  that  your 
Church  is  destitute  of  the  means  necessary  to  their  education,  it 
seems  to  me,  ought  to  be  considered,  when  we  undertake  to  inter- 
pret Providential  appointments.     When,  as  you  say,  you  have  not 
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the  ability  to  educate  your  own  children  as  you  desire,  you  surely 
do  not  feel  that  you  are  required  by  the  divine  ordination  to  teach 
the  Africans.  I  have  believed  that  the  Northern  Church  is  called 
upon  by  the  same  holy  Providence,  to  enter  the  field  by  your  side, 
because  ability  to  do  what  your  Christian  hearts  would  prompt, 
and  the  glory  of  Christ  requires,  has  been  taken  away  from  you. 

Allow  me,  also,  to  say  kindly,  I  think  you  magnify  the  unfitness 
of  Northern  ministers,  as  well  as  the  fitness  of  Southern-born  men 
to  labor  for  Christ  among  this  people.  You  say,  we  "Aaue  the 
meanSj  but  not  the  agents  suited  for  the  work,"  while  you  ^^have  the 
men,  but  not  the  means."  Why,  sir,  we  have  men  who,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  can  preach  the  gospel  successfully  in  China  or  Japan. 
We  have  women  who,  by  the  same  grace,  are  able  to  thread  the 
mazes  of  Hindoo  caste,  and  kindle  the  gospel  light  on  Hindoo 
hearths.  Are  American  Africans  harder  to  reach,  or  possessed  of 
more  subtle  and  profound  characteristics  than  all  other  races  of 
sinners?  You  forget  that  a  large  body  of  your  most  eflScient 
ministers  to-day  are  Northern  men;  men  whose  whole  education 
was  Northern.  As  successful  men  as  you  had  in  this  work  in 
slavery  times,  were  men  from  the  North. 

I  would  not,  for  a  moment,  underrate  the  eflficiency  of  Southern 
men,  but  only  maintain  my  own  faith  that  we  have  still  in  the 
North,  men  and  women  of  as  varied  gifts,  and  of  as  earnest  piety 
as  those  who  have  gone  from  us  to  you  in  times  past,  and  whom 
you  now  delight  to  honor  as  your  brightest  lights.  Neither  would 
I  underrate  the  advantage  of  an  intimate  knowledge  which  your 
people  have  gained  from  long  study  of  the  characteristics  of  this 
race.  But  there  are  few  advantages  in  this  world  of  imperfection 
which  have  not  a  corresponding  disadvantage.  While  you  have 
been  studying  them,  they  have  been  as  busily  engaged  in  studying 
you ;  and  long  latent  prejudices — now  aroused  to  activity — may 
ofiset  your  better  knowledge,  with  even  greater  power  than  our 
ignorance  can  place  in  the  way  of  our  successful  work.  Northern 
men  have  been  as  successful  in  Africa,  as  you  well  know,  as  any 
who  have  been  brought  up  among  the  African  race.  To  be  a 
successful  minister  any  where,  is  a  gift  of  God.  The  preaching  of 
Christ,  and  him  crucified,  as  your  Church  and  ours  have  always 
preached  Him,  will,  I  am  persuaded,  be  owned  of  God  to  the  planting 
of  the  Church  and  the  salvation  of  souls  in  any  latitude. 

Your   idea   that   ^^differences,   not   less  marked,    exist  between 
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Northern  men^  who  have  hut  a  theoretical  knowledge  of  the 
African  character,  and  Southern  men,  ivho  have  been  familiar  with 
the  race  all  their  lives,''  than  those  between  Americans  and  the 
people  of  a  different  language  in  Papal  Europe,  strikes  me  as 
peculiar.  I  once  heard  a  Mormon  preacher  assert  that  the  Mor- 
mon Bible  is  the  "stick  of  Ephraim  "  that  was  hidden  by  the 
prophet,  and  found  by  Smith.  I  could  not  deny  it,  yet  it  seemed 
strange.  I  can  only  say,  if  it  be  true  that  such  differences  do 
exist,  I  hope,  ere  long,  through  the  power  of  divine  grace,  and  the 
grand  unity  of  a  country  for  which  we  have  sacrificed  so  much, 
that  these  differences  will  be  eliminated. 

Are  you  sure  that  710  '-'■disabilities"  follow  Southern  men  who 
enter  this  field  of  labor  among  the  freedmen  ?  Among  the  first 
missionaries  we  employed  were  four  men  in  your  church,  and  while 
they  were  yet  connected  with  you,  these  men  lost  caste;  their 
families  were  put  out  of  society,  and  they  were  published  every 
where  as  unworthy.  I  have  before  me  now,  a  letter  from  a  man 
I  have  never  seen,  who  has  been  an  elder  for  forty  years  in  one  of 
your  churches.  He  asserts  that  both  himself  and  a  brother  elder 
have  suffered,  because  they  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  teach  the 
negroes,  and  build  for  them  a  house  of  worship.  He  writes  for  the 
privilege  of  supporting  a  young  colored  man  in  one  of  our  schools, 
in  the  hope  that  God  may  call  him  to  the  ministry.  I  fear,  my 
brother,  that  the  prejudices  of  unsanctified  humanity  in  the  South 
are  as  many,  and  as  unreasonable,  as  can  be  found  in  the  North. 

Allow  me,  in  conclusion,  to  Avrite  you  a  word  or  two  from  the 
depth  of  my  heart.  As,  for  four  years,  I  have  labored  in  this  great 
field,  with  the  one  desire  to  see  the  Lord's  work  go  on,  and  the  sor- 
rows of  the  land  healed,  nothing  has  so  saddened  my  soul  as  the 
manifest  determination  to  misunderstand  the  motives,  and  put  con- 
tempt upon  the  work  which  our  noble  old  Church  is  trying  to  do. 
The  Church  of  whose  history  I  have  heard  you  speak  with  Christian 
manliness,  and  which  for  many  years  showed  its  readiness  to  trust 
you  with  its  honor,  has,  in  good  faith,  for  five  years,  tried  to  help 
your  people  in  a  work  too  great  for  you  in  your  afiiiction.  Too 
great  for  you,  if  you  had  double  the  means  we  have ;  too  great,  if 
every  man  and  woman  of  your  Church  were  working  to-day  with 
their  might.  We  have  always  tried  to  do  the  best  we  could.  Doubt- 
less we  have  made  many  mistakes.  We  have  come  far  short  of  sat- 
isfying ourselves.     Our  missionaries  needed  the  counsels,  encour- 
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agements,  and  prayers  of  your  communion.  They  would  have 
received  your  approaches  with  the  kindness  of  Christian  hearts. 
They  have  heralded  home,  with  thanksgiving  to  God,  every  kind- 
ness they  have  received.  They  have  stood  bewildered  among  the 
ignorant  people  for  whom  they  were  called  to  lay  the  foundations 
of  Christian  society,  in  the  name  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Lord  you 
serve.  The  only  remedy  they  have  known  for  these  people,  who 
are  allied  to  you  by  so  many  ties,  is  the  grand  old  faith  you  preach, 
and  the  institutions  of  the  Church  that  has  blessed  us  both.  And 
yet,  from  the  beginning,  we  have  scarcely  heard  a  whisper  of  en- 
couragement. From  the  beginning,  you  have  cheapened  the  work 
of  our  missionaries ;  you  have  magnified  their  blunders ;  have  held 
them  responsible  for  results  which  were  as  much  beyond  their  con- 
trol as  yours;  your  editors  have  flooded  our  Assemblies  with  papers, 
whose  only  object  could  be  to  destroy  the  faith  of  the  Church  in 
her  own  children,  and  in  the  work  they  were  trying  to  do.  These 
things  have  made  our  hearts  heavy,  and  sorely  perplexed  us,  but 
they  have  not  turned  us  away  from  you,  nor  embittered  our  feel- 
ings. We  will  still  love  the  Lord's  dear  people,  and  wait  for  him 
to  turn  their  hearts  toward  us.  We  will  still  pray  for  the  hasten- 
ing of  the  day  when  the  watchmen  of  your  Zion  and  ours  "shall 
see  eye  to  eye,"  and  "lift  up  the  voice  together"  in  shouting  the 
harvest  home. 

While  there  are  many  things  plainly  spoken  in  this  letter,  there 
is  not  one  spoken  unkindly,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  received  in  the 
same  spirit  that  prompted  its  writing.

The  General  Assembly  resumed  the  consideration  of  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen,  having  heard  the  Secretary 
regarding  that  work.  After  consideration  the  following  action 
was  taken. 

The  Committee  of  this  Assembly,  to  whom  was  intrusted  the 
duty  of  examining  the  Records  and  Reports  of  the  Committee  on 
Freedmen  during  the  last  year,  submit  the  following : 

The  Records  of  the  Committee  and  Executive  Committee  have 
been  examined,  and  we  recommend  their  approval. 

After  reading  the  Report,  your  Committee  are  satisfied  that 
the  work  intrusted  to  the  Committee  on  Freedmen  has  been  urged 
forward  with  most  commendable  energy  and  success. 

We  think  there  is  scarcely  any  department  of  the  Church's 
benevolent  work  of  higher  importance  than  this,  nor  is  there  any 
that  promises  a  larger  recompense  of  reward. 

These  helpless  children  of  Africa  have,  in  the  mysterious  Pro- 
vidence of  God,  been  brought  to  our  doors,  and  they  now  stretch 
out  their  hands  to  God  and  his  people,  with  imploring  cries  for 
the  bread  of  Eternal  Life,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  deep  humiliation 
that  our  Church,  so  richly  endowed  of  God,  has  given  so  little  of 
her  benevolent  regard  to  this  object;  but  something  has  been  done, 
and  we  trust  it  is  only  as  the  handful  of  corn  on  the  top  of  the 
mountain,  that  shall  one  day  shake  like  Lebanon. 

Since  these  people  must  have  their  own  churches  and  schools, 
and  since  they  must  have  teachers  and  ministers  of  their  own 
race,  the  educational  department  of  our  work  demands  special 
attention,  and  we  would  most  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  our 
people,  who  have  it  in  their  power,  to  give  us  the  means  of  carry- 
ing on  these  institutions  of  learning,  with  vigor.     The  example  of 
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Mrs.  Wallingford,  of  Pittsburgh,  in  making  so  large  a  contribu- 
tion for  the  founding  of  Wallingford  Academy,  in  Charleston, 
S.  C,  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

Of  the  2,737  churches  in  our  connection,  only  795  have  made 
contributions  to  this  cause  during  the  year ;  nearly  2,000  have 
done  nothing. 

In  the  commencement  and  prosecution  of  this  Christian  work 
among  the  freedmen,  there  have  been  great  trials  to  faith  and 
patience,  but  the  Head  of  the  Church  has  evidently  smiled  upon  it, 
and  we  feel  called  upon  to  speak  unto  the  people — to  all  the  Church 
— to  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  in  it,  and  that  the  past 
success  be  gratefully  accepted  as  the  fruit  of  God's  blessing  upon 
our  work,  and  as  an  incentive  to  increased  earnestness  and  faith- 
fulness in  the  task  which  we  have  taken  upon  us  to  fulfill. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  would  respectfully  submit  to  the 
Assembly  the  following  resolutions  for  their  adoption : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  conduct  of  the  Committee  be  approved,  and  that  the 
thanks  of  this  Assembly  be  returned  to  them  for  their  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of 
their  trust,  and  that  the  Report  be  published,  and  circulated  among  the  churches ; 
and  that  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  securing  a  quorum  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

2d.  That  we  repeat  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Assembly,  viz : 
"  In  view  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  this  race,  and  of 
their  immediate  necessities,  as  well  as  the  success  which  has  attended  our  efforts 
in  their  behalf,  this  General  Assembly  declares  its  purpose  to  continue 
A3  A  PERMANENT  WORK  the  effort  to  plant  the  Church,  with  its  educational  and 
gospel  privileges,  among  the  African  race  in  this  country,  and  earnestly  calls 
upon  the  ministers  and  churches  to  support  the  Assembly's  Committee  in  the 
effort  to  fulfill  the  purpose  thus  distinctly  and  solemnly  announced." 

3d.  That  in  view  of  the  facts  that  2,000  of  our  churches  have  made  no  contribu- 
tions to  this  cause  during  the  past  year,  and  that  at  least  $70,000  are  necessary 
for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  work  for  the  year  to  come,  all  our  Ministers 
and  Church  Sessions  be  enjoined  to  bring  this  cause  before  their  people,  thus 
giving  them  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  its  support. 

4th.  Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee,  that  Rev.  S.  C. 
Logan,  Corresponding  Secretary,  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  after 
the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  learns  with  regret  the  purpose  of  Brother  Logan 
to  withdraw  from  this  work,  and  hereby  expresses  its  confidence  in  the  ability  and 
fidelity  with  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  which  have 
contributed  so  largely  to  give  our  Church  her  present  advanced  and  influential 
position  among  that  down-trodden  people.
